PREFACE 


Three years ago, Liciiicnant- General Sir George Cliesney, 
K.C.B., at that time Milifary Member of Council, req^uested me 
to examine and systematically arrange, B’ith a view to publica- 
tion, aE the Slate papers rclaling to the revolt of the Bengal 
Native Army in 1857 deposited in the different military 
offiees of the Government of India. A mass of papers were 
placed in my bands, and, as they belonged to different offices, 
different modes of aiTangemcnt bad been adopted. My first 
step was to arrange the papers in the following main groups— 
Isf . — All papers relating to the first outbreak of 
disaffection at Barrackpore and Berbampore 
and the revolt of the Native troops at 
Meerut : all documents relating to the cap- 
ture of Belbi by the English troops. 

S} 2 d . — All papers relating to the mutiny at Lucknow 
and the defence of the Eesidency by the 
garrison : General Havelock’s march from 
Allahabad and the first relief of Lucknow : 
General Outram’s defence of Lucknow: 
Sn’ Colin Campbell’s rebef of Lucknow in 
November 1867 : Outram’s defence of the 
Alambagb : General 'Wmdbam’s defence of 
Cawnpore : Sir Colin Campbell’s storming 
of Lucknow. All documents relating to 
the outbreak at Cawnpore and the defence 
of the intrenebment. 
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3rd —All papers rolatmg to Sir Ilugli Eoso’s Catn- 
paigQ of Oontral India General IVlutlook’s 
Oampaign ■SirOolm Campbell’s operations 
m Oudo All mlsccllnnoons papers relating 
to tbo difforont ontbreaks and operations of

"WTien tbo ivbolo mass emerged from confusion, tbo papers 
belongmg to tbo first group ivero arranged m uniform obro- 
nological order, and tbe volume now published comprises 
nil tbe mibtary rooords from the first outbreak of disaffoo- 
tion to tbe siege and storming of Delln by tbo Engbsb 
troops Tbe story of that siege, one of tbe moat filustnous 
m tbe annals of England, is told by tbe letters and dos- 
patohes of tbo chief actors, and their plain narrative of 
facts, reflectmg tbe spirit which produces great deeds, must 
always bo read by Englishmen with mterost, pnde and 
symiiatby 

As tbe letters and despatches do not, however, famish an un- 
broken narrative of events and are somewhat full of teobmoal 
detnilB, I have thought it advisable, for the sake of tbe 
general reader, to construct from these offloinl matenals a 
oontmuous story and to prefix it as on mtroduotioii. Eor 
tbe mtroduction, besides the ongmal documents, I have con 
suited Tbe History of tbe Indian Mutmy, by Sir J obn Kaye 
and Colonel Mnlleson , Tbo History of tbe Indian Mutmy, by 
TEE Holmes', Tbe Punjab and Delhi m 1857, by the 
Eeverend Cave Browne , Letters written durmg the Siege 
of D elln, by H H Greathed, Esq , A Obaplmn’s Narrativo 
of tbe Siege of Delhi, by tbo Eeverend J A. "W Eotton, 
Tbe Sepoy "War, by Sir Hope Grant and Oaptom H. Epowlys , 
A Tear s Campaign m India, by Oaptam Medley , Eight 
Months’ Campaign against the Bengal Sepoys durmg tbe 
Mutmy of 1867, by Colonel Geoige Bourcbier, o n , Mutmy 
Memoirs, by Colonel A, E D Mackenzie, 0 n and The 
History of the Siege of Delhi, by an Officer who ^served 
there, from which I have derived considerable assistance 
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It is a difliciilt aud dangerous task for a ciyilian to 
describe tbe oj)erations of war, but owing to tbe generous 
assistance rendered me by many military men my work bas 
been made less onerous and is offered with less fear. Tbeir 
tecbnlcal knowledge I trust bas removed and corrected nu- 
merous imxierfcctions. 

To Lord Roberts, wbo took part in tbe conflict and whose 
name is in tbe list of tbe wounded, my best tbanks are due 
for describing to me on tbe theatre of tbeir enactment tbe 
princixial operations of tbe great siege which decided tbe des- 
tinies of India. To His Lordship I am further indebted for 
having found time amidst bis multifarious and responsible 
duties to read tbe Introduction and furnish some important 
suggestions and corrections. I must also record my obbga- 
tion to him for tbe comparative table sboiving tbe casualties 
in tbe different arms of the service in tbe Crimea and Lelbi. 
I may however mention that tbe Introduction bas no official 
character or authority. 

It affords me much xileasure to acknowledge tbe great 
trouble taken in tbe preparation of tbe maps and plans 
by Colonel Wilkins, Assistant Surveyor-Greneral, and Mr. 
Cusson, Assistant Surveyor. 

Tbe letters, reports and returns have been printed exactly 
as they were written day by day, and no alteration bas been 
made in tbe orthography of tbe several writers. It is true 
“ Swami House ” is correct and orthodox, but “ Sammy 
House ” was what tbe soldiers wbo so stoutly defended tbe 
temple called it, and to alter it would be an act of repulsive 
pedantry. Tbe corruption of tbe name is characteristic of 
tbe British soldier, and about “ Sammy House ” dwells tbe 
memory of many a bard fought contest and many a signal 
deed of valour.

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INTRODUCTION 


At tlie close of the year 1S56, the Government of India had decided 
that the old-fashioned musket should be superseded by the Enfield rifle mi

Depots for instruction in the use of the new weapon had been termed thp ^ronsed 

^ cartiidgo 

at three stations — Dum-Dum, a cantonment in the neighbourhood of 
Calcutta, and Umballa and Sialkot, m Upper India. Large numbers of 
cartridges for the new iifle had been manufactured at Fort William, in 
Calcutta, and supplied to the different depots On the 2Ith of January 
1857, Major-General Hearsey, Commanding the Presidency Division, for- 
warded two letters for immediate submission to the Government of India. 

One of them was from Captain Wright, the ofificei commanding the Rifle 
Instruction Depot at Dum-Dum, stating “ that theie appears to be a 
very unpleasant feeling existmg among the native soldiers who are 
here for instruction regardmg the grease used in preparing the cartiidges, 
some evil-disposed persons havmg spread a report that it consists of 
a mixture of the fat of pigs and cows.” He added " The belief in this 
report has been strengthened by the behaviour of a Ichaldsi attached 
to the magazine, who, I am told, asked a sepoy of the 2nd Regiment, 

Native (Gienadier) Infantry, to supply him with water from his lota , 
the sepoy refused, observing he was not aware of what caste the man 
was. The Ichaldsi immediately rejomed ‘You will soon lose your caste 
as ere long you will have to bite cartridges covered with the fat of pigs 
and cows,’ or words to that effect.” Captain Wright also observed that 
some of the depot men in conversing with him on the subject had stated 
“ that the report had spread throughout India, and when they went to 
their homes their friends would refuse to eat with them.” He 
added “ I assured them, (believing it to be the case), that the grease 
used is composed of mutton-fat and wax, to which they replied ‘ It 
may be so, but our friends will not believe it , let us obtain the ingre- 
dients from the bazar and make it up ourselves , we shall then know 
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what IS used and bo able to assaro our follow-eoldiore and others that 
there is nothing m it prohibited by our esasto.' " 
iwicrtTOBi other letter forwarded by General Hcarsoy was from Major

that, on receipt of tho letter from Captain Wnght, ho hod paraded all 
the native portion of tho depot and called for any complaints that the 
men might wish to prefer " At least two-thirds of the detachment im 
mediately atoppod to the jronf inclodmg off tho native commianoncd 
officers In a manner perfectly rcspcotful they voiy distinctly stated 
their objections to tho present method of preparing cartndgos for the 
new nflod mnskcL The mixturo employed for greasmg cartridges was 
opposed to their roUgio** feeling and as a remedy they begged to sag 
goat the employment of wax and oil in such proportion os in their 
opinion, would answer the purpose roquired."* General Hcarsey rccom 
mended** that the officer sommandmg the Boflo Depot might bo authons- 
od to obtain firom the bazar whatever ingredients might ho necessary, 
which the sepoys might bo oUowed to make up for themsolve*." Tho 
answer of the Govemraeot was not long in coming The concession was 
immediate and complete Tho officer in command of the depot was outho- 
nsed to obtam from the borar the ingredients necessary for the greasing 
of the bnllete and the men tbomeelves were to bo permitted to make up 
the ingredients 

But already the sepoys et Borrackporo the great military station 
situated on the banks of the Hoogbly sixteen miles from Oaloutta, had 
proceeded to mutinous exceases. Barraokpore was at that time the head 
quarters of the Pro«adenoy Bivision of the army and four native 
regunents were quartered there — the 2nd Grenadiers, the 84th Native 
Iniantry the 48rd Light Infantry and tho 70th Native Infantry The 
station was commanded by Brigadier Charles Grant, and the General 
of the division was John Hearsey a brave caval^ soldier who had 
perhaps as large a knowledge of the sepoy of his temper, of bis 
habits, of his language^ as any officer in the native army f On tho 
24th of January General Hearsey wrote that “an ill feeling is said to 
Bubaut in the minds of the sepoys caused by a report spread probably 
by the Vharma Sabtta a religious Hindu party m Calcutta, that it 
was the design of Qovenjmenfc to convert the soldiers to Ohnstiamty 
by force.” The wntej- stated that he would not have attached much 
weight to these report® but contemporaiiDonaly with them a sergeant s

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bungalow had been burnt down at Raneegunge, and three incendiary 
fires had taken place at Barrackpoie" in a few days/one of them 
destroying the Telegiaph Office bungalow. General Hearsay added, 
that perhaps the party who were aveise to the le-maiiiage of widows 
were using these means to embariass the Government * 

An ancient and' widely-spread custom had piohibited the Hindu 
widow from a second mairiage. During the administration of Loid 
Dalhousie, an Act which permitted her to marry again had been proposed 
and discussed, and it was passed by his successor The permission for 
widows to marry again trenched upon the Hindu’s idea of positive mora- 
lity, and tended to confiim the suspicion which had entered his mind 
that the Government wished to tamper with his creed. The estab- 
hshment of telegraphs and railways, and the opening of schools, had 
created a feeling of unicst in the land, and appeared to the orthodox 
to threaten the destruction of the social and religious fabric of Hindu 
society. The propagator of sedition and the fanatic, the two great 
enemies of our rule, took advantage of the feeling of unrest and sus- 
picion to raise the cry that a S3’’steniatic attack was to be made on the 
ancient faith and customs of the people, and they pointed to the intro- 
duction of the gi eased cartiidge as a proof of what they so sedulously 
preached They persuaded the Biahmin sepoy that there could no 
longer be any doubt that a sinister but systematic attempt was bemg 
made on his religion They declared that the Government had long ' 
been desirous that he should do something incompatible with his creed 
and perfoim some external rite destructive of his caste The greased' 
cartridge was the instniment intended to woik this nefarious design It 
had to be bitten before loading The biting of a papei greased with cow’s 
fat involved the loss of caste To the Brahmin sepoy the loss of caste 
meant becoming an outcast, an object of loathing and disgust. It brought^ 
shame and misery upon his wife and chnidren , it deprived him of the 
consolation ^ of his religion , and it entailed upon him, instead of an 
eternity of happiness, an eternity ©f woe f To escape the loss , of caste

t Lord Lawrence in his Letter relating to the trial of the King of Delhi gives an impor- 
tant and interesting conversation which he and Brigadier- General Chamberlain held at 
Umhalla in 1858 with a Jemadar of the 3rd Punjab Infantrjr This man, a Bhajpoorea 
Rajpoot by caste, and a native of Hindustan, was at Ghazipore on furlough when the 
mutinv broke out , he and his two brothers joined an English indigo planter, and during, 
seven months were of great use to that, gentleman -on several occasions of difficulty and 
disturbance He was on his way thence to rejoin his regiment in the Punjab when he met, 
the Chief Commissioner’s camp at Umballa. Though holding a certificate of his good 
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the Eopoya dotcnninod to band together to refuse tho cartndges. Th(J 
iDCondiory fires at Bairackporo which General Hcarsoy hod reported iH 
hie letter were meant os a warning to tho officers and to tho Govern 
ment of tho discontent which had talon possession of tho Native Array

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that he felt a suspicion that the paper might affect his caste Asked 
for his reason for this suspicion, he answeied that it was a new 
kind of paper, and one which he had not seen before , he had 
'' heaid a report that there was some fat in the paper , it was a bazar 
repoit” He was then asked to examine the paper carefully in the light 
and explam to the court what he saw objectionable in it He answered : 
“ My suspicion of the papei proceeds fiom its being stiff and like cloth 
in the mode of teaiing itj it seems to us diffeient from the old paper 
in use amongst us.”* The next witness, Chand Khan, also objected to 
the paper because “ it is tough and burns as if there were gi ease in it”. 
Being questioned whether he was present when a piece of the paper 
was burnt, he answeied • “ On the evening of the 4th mstant a piece of 
the caitridge paper was dipped m water and aftei wards bui’nt;when 
bunding, it made a fizzing noise and smelt as if there was grease in 
it.”* A piece of the paper was burnt in the court, and Chand Khan 
was unable to detect any grease, but being asked if his objection still 
remained, he said • “ I object to this paper being used, as every 

one IS dissatisfied with it on account of its being glazed, sinning like 
wax-cloth ”* The native officer, Subadar Khoda Bakbsh, stated “ I have 
no objection to the caitridge myself, but I know there is a geneial^repbit 
in the cantonment that the paper is made up with fat. Another native 
officer. Jemadar Golab Khan, said • “ There is grease in it I feel 
assured, as it differs from the paper which has heretofore been always used 
for cartiidges.” General Hearsey, in forwarding the proceedmgs of the 
court of enquiry, wrote as follows — A perusal of the several state- 
ments and opinions recorded in these proceedings clearly establishes in 
my judgment that a most unreasonable and unfounded suspicion has 
unfortunately taken possession of the minds of all the native officers 
and sepoys at this station, that grease or fat is used in the composition 
of this cartridge paper , and this foolish idea is now so rooted in them that 
it would, I am of opinion, be both idle and unwise even to attempt its 
removal. I would accordingly beg leave to recommend, for the consider- 
ation of Government, the expediency (if practicable) of ordermg this nfle 
ammunition to be made up of the same description of paper which has 
been hitherto employed in the magazines for the preparation of the 
common musket cartridge, by which means this groundless suspicion 
and objection could be at once disposed of, ” Major-General Hearsey 
with all his expeiience of the East failed to undeistand that concessions

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made to tho ranrmura and throats of an ignorant race only incrooso 
thoir porvemty and folly 

A week after Qcnoml Hcareoy had forwarded tho prococdings of 
tho court of enquiry he wrote to Govornmonb Wo havo at Barrack 
poro been dwolhng upon n mino ready for explosion ” A joraadar of tho 
84th Rogimont had r6\ oaled to him tho gravity of tho situation The man 
deposed that on tho 5th thoday boforo tho court of enquiry twoorthroo 
mon had como to him and mode him accompany them to tho parado 
ground whoro ho found a great crowd ossomblcd coropoeod of men 
of tho difforont regiments of the station They had thoir heads tied 
up with clothe so that a small port of the laco was exposed. They asked 
him to jom them, and I asked thorn what I was to jom them m. They 
replied that they wore willing to dio for their religion and that if thoy 
could mnko on armngemont that evening the noit night (6th Februaiy 
18D7) they would plunder tho etabon and loll all the Europeans and 
then go where thoy liked,'’* Qenenil Heareey in bis letter bringing tho 
foregoing to the nohee of Government, pointed out that there was great 
danger m havmg a bngado of four or five native corps so close to the 
capital and proceeded to remark "Ton will perceive in all thia busmess 
tho native officers were of no use , in fact thoy are afraid of their men 
and dare not act , all they do is to hold themselves oloof and expect by 
BO doing they will escape consure os not actively implicated This has 
always occurred on such occasions and will continue to the end of our 
sovereignty in India. Well might Sir Charles Metcalfe say that he 
expected to awake some fine morning and find that India had been 
lost to the Elnglish Crown, 

The evxdenco of the jemadar proved to General Hearsey that a 
mutinous spirit bad token deep root among tho sepoys and ho there 
fore thought it neoefisory to assemble the troops in order to pomt out 
to them the absurdity of the feore they entertained for them caste. On 
the Dth of February he paraded tho brigade and addressed the assembled 
regiments m thfiir mother tongue. He energetically and expbcitly 
explamed to the men the folly of the idea that possessed them that the 
Government or their officers wished to interfere with their caste or te- 
ligioufl prejudices and impresBed upon them the absurdity of their for 
one momont believing that they were to be forced to become Ohnsfaans. 
"I told them the English were Christians of The Book, vs. Pro- 
testants that we admitted no prosolytee but those who being 
adults could read and fully undoratAnd the precepts laid down therem 
that if they came and threw themselves down at our feet imploring to

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be made ‘ The Book’ Chiistians, it could not be done , they could not 
be baptised until they had been examined in the tenets of ‘ The Book’ 
and proved themselves fully conversant in them, and then they must of 
their oAvn good will and accord desire to become Christians of ‘ The 
Book ’ ere they could be made so.” 

General Hearsey thought that he had convinced the men of them 
delusions He wrote to Government that he had “heard fiom the offi- 
cers commanding legiments that their native officers and men appeared 
quite hhusli (pleased), and seemed to be relieved from a heaviness of 
mind that had possessed them.” But any good effect which his addiess 
might have had on the sepoys was quickly destroyed by the news which 
reached them of what had been done by their comrades at Berhampore. 

About a hundred miles fiom Baiiackpore, and a few niiles fiom jmtiny of 
Moorshedabad, the ancient capital of the Nawabs of Bengal, lies the Ro^iVent

military station of Beihampoie At that time theie were cantoned in 
it the 19th Regiment Native Infantiy, a corps of inegular cavaliy, and 
a battery of guns manned by native gunners The rumours legaidmg 
the greased cartndge did not take long in reaching Beihampore, 

Early m Febiuary,aBiahmm pay-havildar, a man of good cbaractei, said 
to Colonel Mitchell, commandmg the 19th Regiment Native Infantiy — 

“ What IS this stoiy everybody is talking about, that Government intends 
makmg the native army use cow’s and pig’s fat with the ammunition 
for then new iifles ? Colonel Mitchell asked him if he believed thdin 
was any truth in the report , he leplied he could not believe it On the 
24th February, a small detachment of the 34th Native Infantry reached 
the station, and they Avere anxiously questioned by the men of the 19th , 
as to the truth of the story regarding the greased cartridges I^Tiat they 
heard re-awakened their fears. Next day, when Colonel Mitchell ordered 
a parade for exercise AVith blank ammunition for the following morning, 
the men refused to receive the percussion caps served out to them in the 
eveniiig, saymg “ there was a doubt how the cartndges were prepared.” 

Upon receipt of this mtelhgence Colonel Mitchell went doAvn with the 
Adjutant to the hnes, and called up all the native commissioned officers 
in front of the quarter-guard and explamed to them that the cart- 
ridges about to be served out in the mornmg were the cartridges made 
up by the 7th Regiment Native Infantry upwards of a year ago, and 
that they had better tell the men of then companies that those who 
lefused to obey the orders of theii officers were liable to the severest 
punishment.* Two of the native officers afterwards swore that he

to my Adjutants quarters and directed him to nssomblo all tho 
officers at my quarters quiotly I then wout to Captain Aloinndor 
and directed him to bring his caTalry as soon as poenblo into 
cantonments and to bo ready at some distance on tho right of 
our hnes. I then went to the artillery linos and got the detachment 
of artillery guns and ammunition ready for immediate action. I must 
eiplom that by the time I got to the Adjutants quarters tho drill 
havildar of the regiment was making lus way to the Adjutant s quarters 
I asked what the disturbance was m the lines , ho said the regiment 
had broken open the belle-of arms and had forcibly token possession 
of their arms and ammunition ond that they had loaded their mus- 
kets. As soon as I got tho cavalry ond artillery ready I marched 
down with the officers of the regiments to the hues. I found the 
men in undress formed in line and shouting Some voices among 
them colled out Do not come on the men will fire. Colonel 
Mitchell then loaded the guns with grapo and leaving them m 
range dismounted some of the troopers, and marched down on the men. 
He sounded the officers call on which a number of native officers and 
sepoys surrounded him. He demanded the meaning of the disturbance, 
the native officers made all kinds of excuses, begging that he would not 
be violent with the men. He then addressed them and pomtedoutthe 
absurdity of their fears and the gravity of their offence, ** 1 told the 
officers they must immediately call upon their men to lay down their 
arms the native officers told me the men would not do so m the 
presence of the guns and cavalry but if I would withdraw them they 
would go off quietly to their lines. This was about 8 o clock m the 
morning I ordered a parade at sunrise and retired, sending the 
cavalry to their lines and the guns to the magaeme. f The next

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morning the regiment fell in fot parade without a sj’mptom of msiibordi- 
uation. After inspection Colonel Mitchell had the Ai tides of ^Var 
read to the men, saluted the coloui's and dismissed them, 
f The action of Colonel j\Iitchell was severely criticised at the time 
It has been iiiged that he should have made no concession to the demand 
of sepoys with aims in their hands and in open mutiny. Colonel 
Mitchell, however, in liis defence before the Couit of Inquiiy held to 
investigate his conduct, maintained that he made no compiomise with 
the men, and that before he ordeicd the guns and cavalry off the 
native ofliceis declared to him that some of the companies had 
lodged their aims, and that the rest weie doing so. The Governoi- 
Geneial, In his minute referring to the proceedings of the Court, 
remarhed “It is no doubt tiiio that thcio i\as no arranged baigain. 
between Lieutcnnnt-Coloncl J^Iitcholl and his men; but vhereas it 
V as his dut}'' to listen to no pioposals and to accept no assuianccs 
until he had satisfied himself through his European officers that evciy 
muslcetin the ranks was laid down, he did }iold to icpresentations made 
on behalf of the legiraent m mutiny with arms in its hands and he 
did so in order to obtain from them that uhich he ought to have 
extracted as an act of obedience. It is impossible not to view tho 
mode in which Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell withdrew the coercing 
force as a triumph to tho mutinous sepoys. It must, however, 
be borne in imnd that Colonel Mitchell had only 200 men to coeicO 
800 sepoys, and as he told the Court of Enquiry he was uncertam 
“whether, if it came to a fight, we were able to coeice the men of 
the 19th Native Infantry, and that I was m consequence exceedingly 
desirous of avoiding a collision ” The subsequent careei of the native 
cavalry and artillery lendeis it probable that had Colonel Mitchell 
resorted to foice, the men would have joined the revolted regiment, and 
theiefore the couise he adopted may be regarded as prudent. But the 
Indian Empire was won by rash and daiing deeds. 

, The news of the outbreak at Berhampore reached Calcutta about 
the 4th of March, and the Government reahsed that the situation was 
full of difiSculty and peril They resolved to punish the mutineers 
But between Calcutta and Dmapore, a distance of more than three 
bundled miles, there was only one European regiment, A steamer was 
therefore despatched to Rangoon to bring Her Majesty’s 84th Regi- 
ment, A few days after its departure an important incident occurred in

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Calcotta. Twosopoys of tho 2nd Notivo Infantry (Qronadieis), who 
belonged to tho detachment on guard ot Fort ‘Willinm, jMud a nsit to the 
Bobadar commanding tho Mint guard and said to him "Tho hnnldar 
major has eent ui , tho Governor Qcnoml is going to Barmckporo to 
take tho magoano, and thoio will bo fighting there. Tho Calcutta 
mihtia oro coming into tho fort , you bring j our guard and jom thorn.” 
Tho Bubador, understanding what thoir nows implied onJorod them to bo 
mreBted, and next morning sent them pnsonorB to Fort William. Thoy 
wero tnod by a nativo conrt-martinl found guilty and ecntonced to 
imprisonment for fourteen years. Tho Commander m Chief rcmnrkod 
“Death would be tho nppropnate punishment for tho enmo of which 
tho pnsonen bare boon convicted. Thoro is none of which a soldier 
can be guilty which more imporqtivoly calls for the sovorcst oentonco 
which can bo awarded by a oourt-martiaJ bat fonrtcon ycois of 
disgraceful labour may bo to some worse than death and tho 
Commander m-Chief will not thoxofore call for a revision of the 
sentence He u disposed to behove that many of the native oScere 
who composed the Court would agree with him in this now and ho 
therefore has unhositatiiigly approved and confirmed tboir award Tho 
miseiable fate which the pnsoneni have brought upon themselves will 
^ excite no pity in the breast of any true soldier 

After the departure from Barrackporo of tho native officers who 
had been warned os members of the court martini ordered to assemble 
for tho trial of the sepoys of tho 2ud B^iment Qenoral Hoorsoy held a 
general parade of the troops and again addressed the men. He told 
them what had occurred at Calcutta, and bid them beware of tho evil 
minded m®i “ who endeavour to toko the bread from the mouths of good 
sepojrs by making them the instraiDents of their bad designs" He then 
spoke of the disoontent still prevaihng in regard to the cartndge paper 
and attempted to allay their fears by erphiuuDg to them that the glased 
appearance of the paper was due to starch employed in ite compoaitioa. 
* I then took a letter I receired many years ago from Maharajah Golab 
Smg from a gold tiBsne khanta, and banded it succeasively to nil the 
native officers, and bid them open it and look at it, and tell mo if it 
was not more glossy than the cartn<^ paper they suspected and to go 
into the ranks and show it to their men. Bavmg done this, I asked the 
native officers and man if it was likely a Dogia Brabmm or Rajpoot, who 
BO strictly protected kme would himself write on paper that had greaso 
in it of such nature " He then mentioned to them how a belief in tho 
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falsehood of l.hc greased paper liad led the 19th into open mutiny, 
and that the Go\ eminent were very angiy, had ordered the coi^ps to 
inarch to Baimckpoic, and would pi-obably command him to dis- 
band the legiineiit. In that casoall the tmops of the division would 
be assembled at Baii'aclcporc to witness the disbandmeut, artillery, 
Europeans and cavalry, and that the ccicinoiiy of sti iking the name 
and number of the regiment (the 10th Regiment Native Infantrj') from 
the list of the ami}' would be cained out exactly in the same manner as 
the old 34th Regiment NatncTnrantiy was disbanded at Meerut He 
added: “ I said, I infoim 3*011 of this bcfoichand because }"Oui enemies aio 
ti3'ing to make 30U believe that Emopcan troops, with cavalry and 
artillciy, will be sent here siiddenl}* to attack 3011 , these and such lies 
arc fabiicatcd and riinioiircd amongst 3011 to cause trouble. That no 
Euiopcan or other (loojis would come to Rarrackporc until ordcicd to 
do so ly me, and that I would give them timclj’^ intelligence of their 
coming hcro.”^ 

The General concluded 113* assuring the 8cpo3*s that their caste and 
religious prejudices woic safe, and that any oiidcavour to interfere with 
them would meet with most severe puiiishinent. He then rode slowly 
clow*n the ranks, spoke to the men w'oaring medals, and asked them in 
what action thc3* had won them. 

Two da3s after General Hearscy had addressed the men at Barrack- 
pore, the steamer conveying the S4th Regiment reached Calcutta, and 
the men w ere sent to Chinsurah, eight miles from Barrackporo. Orders 
were iinraed]atel3’’ sent to Berhamporo for the 19th Native Infantry to 
march to Barrackpore, but before the3’’ reached that station the first 
blood had been shed in the Indian Mutiny. 

On Sunda3’-, the 29th of March, a non-commissioned officer 
came in the afternoon to the quarters of Lieutenant Baugh, Adjutant 
of the 34tli Native Iiifantrj^ and reported that a sepoy of the name of 
Mungul Pand}^ had turned out in fiont of the quarter-guard of the 
regiment and filed at the sergeant-major. Havmg put on his uniform 
and placed a brace of pistols in bis holsters, Baugh galloped dovm to the 
lines. He had scarcely pulled up at the quarter-guard when a shot 
was filed and his horse fell under him As soon as he could disentangle 
himself, he drew his pistol from the left holster, and seeing that 
Mungul Bandy was reloadmg he fired. Mungul Pandy stopped loading. 
Baugh drew his sword and rushed in to secure him. The sergeant-major 
Came to the assistance of his officer. The fanatic, mad with bhang, held 
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both hifl assaikuts at bay and aevoroly wounded them with his sword 
A trcacheroufl blow dealt by another sepoy knocked down tho sergeant- 
major, and at tho same time Baugh was brought to tho ground. Both 
in another matnnt would have boon dead mon if a Uahomodan sopoy, 
Shaik Pultoo, had not rushed forward and hold tho fanatic until tho 
two wounded mon had time to nao and mako good thoir rotrcai Dunng 
thia tuno with tho oicoption of tho gullant Shaik Pultoo not a man 
advanced from the quarter guard or from tho linos to assist their 
officers or arrest tho criminal When the Adjutant maimed and bleed 
mg was rotinng firom tho conflict he passed tho Imos of his regiment and 
reprooched the men assemblod there with having allowed their officers to 
be out dofwn before their eyes without ofibnng to assist them , they made 
no reply but turned thoir backs and moved sullenly away ITean 
while a BCfpoy had rushed to the quarters of tho General and informed 
bim that " all the sepoys of the brigade wore turning out on thoir 
parades. He immediately ordered his horse to be saddled and loadod 
revolveiB placed in the holstera “Wbilst this was being done I 
went to my desk and wrote two short notes, one addressed to Oolonel 
Beed commondiog Her Majesty s 84th Foot at Chmsurah the other to 
Colonel Amsmek commondmg at Hum Hum to the purport that on 
receipt of these notes they were instantly to move with the troops 
at their posts to Barraokpore for it was my intention, had the brigade 
all turned out in a mutmons manner to have token poet in the 
Governor General § house with the fifty Europeans who were at the flag 
staff ghaut and with the officers of the force and any men who might 
prove true to Government and join na to bavo defended that pombon 
until reheved or supported.”* 

The General then mounted his horse and accompanied by his two 
sons galloped down to the parade-ground of the 84th On amving 
there he asked what was the matter and was told by the officers who 
were standing around what had taken place and he saw eighty or 
ninety paces in fix)nt of the quarter guard Mungul Pandy striding 
up and down and vehemently calling upon his comrades ** to jom. 
him to defend and die for their religion and caste." The General 
immediately rode towards the quarter guard accompanied by his two 
eons and Major Roes the Assistant Adjatant-Generak He heard 
an officer shout out to him His musket is loaded I replied 
Damn his musket " On reaching the guard he ordered them to follow 
him. The native officer said ** Ho is loaded and he will shoot u8"j 
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I again (shaking my revolver and pointing it paitly towards him) 
shai'jily repeated the older. The jemadar looked askance at me and re- 
plied, * The men of the guaid are putting caps on the nipples’ I said 
in a commanding and peremptoiy voice, ^ Be quick and follow me,’ and 
rode out in fiont towards the mutineer. The guard followed, my aid-de- 
camp on horseback close to the jemadar amied with his levolvers , my 
other son also close to the native officer similaily armed, Major Ross in 
real of myself As we approached the mntineei, we quickened our pace. 
My son, Captam J. Hearsey, called to me, ' Father, he is taking aim 
at yon, look out sharp ’ I replied, * If I fall, John, rush upon him and 
put him to death.’ ” Immediately after, the mutineer fiied and the 
whistle of the bullet was heaid by the guard Then they saw Mungul 
Paudy fall to the ground At the last moment he had turned the muzzle 
to his breast and discharged it by the piessure of his foot. On reaching 
him the}’- found him coveied with blood and his clothes biirmng and 
smoking The fire was quickly put out, and a medical officer being at 
hand, it was discoveied that his wound, though severe, was superficial, 
and he was conveyed to hospital. General Hearsey lode amongst the 
sepoys of the 43id Native Infantry and told them that no person should 
be permitted to interfere with then religion and caste prejudices whilst 
he commanded them He then went amongst the men of the 34th 
Native Infanti}'- and leproached them for their passive demeanour. They 
answered in one voice, '' He is mad , he has taken bhang (intoxicating 
drug) to excess” “ I replied, Could yon not have seized him, and if he 
resisted, have shot him or maimed him ? Would you not have done so to 
a mad elephant, or to a mad dog, and what difference was there in the 
dangerous madness of a man and the same in an elephant or a dog 
They said he had loaded his musket “ What,” I replied, “aie you afiaid 
of a loaded musket ? They were silent I bid them go quietly to their 
Imes, and they did so, immediately obeying my orders ” Ho closed the 
fiist important episode in the Indian Mutmy and the action of the fine old 
soldier riding for\Yard to capture the fanatic was the first of many heioic 
deeds. 

Two days after the outbreak of Mungul Pandy, the 19th Native 
Infantry maiched into Barrackpore. A mile firom the cantonment 
General Hearsey met them, and placing himself between the advanced 
guard and head of the column, rode with them to the parade There' 
were drawn up the 84th Foot, a wing of the 53rd, two batteries of 
European artillery, the Governor-General’s Body-Guard, and the native 
biigade After addressing a few words to the 19th Native Infantry, the 
General commanded that the order of Government for the disbandment 
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of tho corps ehcmld bo ‘rojwl Tho order, nftor mentioning the pnncipal 
ientorefl of tho outbreak at Borhamporo stated tho infloxiblo dotcr 
mmation of QortJnimont to onforoo from its soMicrs of ovory rank and 
race nfc all times and m oil ciroumstonccs, nnhcsitotiDg obedionco 
** They have sworn to giro it, and tho Oovomor General m Council will 
nover cease to oxoct it To no men who prefer complaints with 
firms in thoir hands will ho over hstom” Tho Goneml then pomtod 
out that had tho sepoys not loot a too croduloos car to “ tho idlo 
stones with which false and on! minded men had deceived them their 
robgious scmplos would then have romainod inviolato, and themselves 
would still bo, 08 they had hitherto boon faithfnl soldiers trosted by 
the State and laying ttp for future years all tho rewards of a long 
and honourable somco. But tho Governor General m Oonnoil can 
no longer have any confidence m this regiment, whioh has disgraced 
its name, and has lost all claim to consideration and indulgence. It is 
therefore the order of tho Governor-General in Oonncil that tho 19th 
Eegiment Native Infantry bo now disbanded 

After the order was read the command was given to pilo arms, 
This being done the next order to take off theor belts and bang them on 
theip bayonets was given and immediately comphod with. The colours 
were then brought to the front of the columns and placed upon a pile 
of throe mosketa. The order was then given for the regiment to 
march and after it had proceeded a little distance from its arms, it was 
halted and fironted and the tumbnl with the pay of the men was brought 
to the front and tho pay due to the men distributed The General 
then told the men that Government, though it had punished them by 
summary dismissal from the service did not wish to disgrace them by 
stripping them of their uniform , and be also informed them that ns a 
reword for their pemtence and good conduct ou the march from 
Berhampore -they would be- provided at the public cost with carnage to 
carry them to their homes. " This gracious act,** the General wntee, 
was keenly felt and they loudly bewailed their fate many men eaying 
the regiment had been misled (nod as I understood) by the 84th, 
Begiment Native Infantry on which corps they vowed vengeance 

The Generol then addressed tho bngade , and " after pointing out 
the mercy and justice of the Government, he assured them “that no 
attempt had been made from any quarter to injure their caste or 
Interfere in their rebgious prejndioes m any way "* The evil reports that 
bod been spread abroad were proved to be bare falsehoods by the fact that 
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the 19th Kegiment Native Infantry, in which there were upwards of four 
hundred Brahmins and one hundred and fifty Rajputs were now sent to 
their homes, paid up to the uttermost farthing of -their' claims, and were 
at liberty to visit any shrine they chose, or to go and worship at tlie 
temples of the villages where they were boin, and where their fathers had 
,woishipped before them The men listened attentively, and when dis- 
missed, dispersed quietly to their lines. When the men of the 19th Native 
Infantry had been paid, they were maiched under an European escort out 
of Barrachpore. As they marched away from the parade, they cheered the 
General and wished him long life, “and I returned the compliment^ 
making them promise me they would behave properly on their way to 
their homes ” With the firmness of a soldier executing imperative in- 
structions he had shown them kindliness of feeling, and a consideration 
towaids the men which had won then* hearts, and, as Lord Canmng wrote, 
he carried out “ -with perfect success one of the most trjung duties which 
can be imposed upon a commandant 

Sis days aftei the disbandment of the 19 th Regiment Native 
Infantry, Mungul Bandy was brought to tiial for mutiny and for having 
used violence agamst his superior officers : he was found guilt}' and 
sentenced to be hanged. The native oflScers who tried him were una- 
nimous m their verdict, and eleven out of fourteen passed the sentence 
of death *1* The mormng after the verdict Mungul Bandy was hanged 
in the presence of all the troops at Barrackpore , and the columns of 
native infantry having been advanced close to the gallows, the General 
addressed the men telling them they had now witnessed the punish- 
ment for mutiny, and bidding them to take warning by it. On the 
10th of April, two days after the execution of Mungul Bandy, Tihe 
native officer who had incited the sepoys of the quarter-guard to 
lefrain from assisting their officer, was brought to trial and also 
sentenced to be hanged The sentence, however, could not be im- 
mediately carried out owmg to a legal difficulty. A week elapsed 
before it was approved and confirmed by the Commander-in-Chief, who 
wrote, “ the extreme punishment of mihtary law has been j’ustly awarded, “ 
and General Anson trusts ,that the enormity of the crime will be^ 
regarded with horror by every native officer, non-commissioned officer, 
and soldier of his army Should, however, there be any still undetected 
who have looked on with apathy or passive encouragement at the 
act of mutiny of which the j'emadar has been found guilty, his 
ignominious end and that of Sepoy Mungul Bandy, will be a warning

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to thonl of tho fate which awoifa oil mutineers, and which General 
Anson would Cun hopo will havo a beneficial influence upon thei^ 
future conduct On tho 2lBt of Apnl Qonoml Hcarsoy wrote to 
Government Jomodar lajuree Pondjr was duly hanged by tho nock 
this afternoon, at bix o clock, in prcaonco of all tho troops at tho station, 
tho crimes finding and aontonco of tho general court-martial before 
which he was arraigned, approved and confirmed by His Excellency 
the Commander m Chief having boca first carefully oxplamod to all 
tho native corps It may perhaps be eatisCictory for tho Government 
to learn that, when on tho scaffold tho jomadar mndo a voluntary 
confession of hia guilt and admitted the justice of tho sentonco which 
had been passed on him at the somo time implormg all his fellow- 
soldiere who were present to take wnnung by his untimely fate " 

^ Meanwhile the dispoaitioa and temper of tho 84th Regiment 
™ Native Infantry had occupied the serious attention of tho Government, 
and it was dotermmed that evidence as to its state of feobng and 
temper should be taken by a special court of inquiry composed of 
field officers. The spemal court of inquiry after a careful and patient 
investigation declared their opinion that the Sikhs and Mussulmans of 
the 84th Regiment Native Infantry were trustworthy soldiers of tho 
State but the Hindus generally were not trustworthy Of eight officers 
of the regiment summoned as witnesses five amongst whom were 
the colonel and adjutant, expressed their opimon to the same effect^ 
dnd stated that if the regiment were ordered on field service they 
ahould not accompany it with fiili reliance on its loyalty and good 
conduct Upon a review of the foots of the case and the decision of 
the special court. Lord Canning came to the determination to disband 
the regiment with tho exception of the native officers and sepoys who 
had been absent from Barraokpore at tho tune of Mungul Pandy s mur- 
derous attack on tho officers or who had m course of recent events 
given the Governor Qeneml in Oouncil good reason to behove m their 
fidehty to their officers and to the Government***

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“ I should, indeed,” wrote Lord Canning, have been glad if some 
punishment short of the disbandment of the seven companies of the 
34ith Regiment Native Infantry, now stationed at Barrackpore, could 
have been considered thoioughly adequate for the occasion, but upon a 
careful examination and comparison of the proceedings which are before 
the Government, I am satisfied that no penalty less general than this 
would meet the exigencies of the case, or be elfectual as an example 
On the 6th of May, two days after the judgment had been pronounced, 
the seven companies of the 34!th Native Infantry which weie at 
Baiiackpoie weie disbanded in the presence of all the troops They 
weie stripped of their coats on parade and marched out of the station 
undei escort of two companies of the 84th Foot The long interval of 
live weeks which was supposed to mtervene between the crime of the 
84th Regiment audits punishment ha^ been legaided as a giave 
error, and the pumshment itself has been considered as inadequate to 
the crime But it must be borne in mmd that durmg the months of 
March and Apnl and the early part of May no military or civil ofiScer 
however well acquainted with the land and the people suspected that 
the greater part of the Bengal Army had determined to mufcmy f Sir 
John Lawrence who had visited the rifle depot at Sialkot foi the 
purpose of seeing the new weapon as well as judging of the temper of 
the sepoys had reported to Loid Canning that “all weie highly pleased 
•with the new musket and quite ready to adopt it” “The oflicers 
assured him that no bad feeling had been shown, and he could perceive 
no hesitation or reluctance on the pait of the sejioys” General Barnard 
who commanded the Sirhind Division had also sent a favorable lepoit 
of the behavioui of the troops under his command General Heai-sej'-,

•fills Excellency Lord Roberts of Candnbar and Waterford writes as follows — ‘'But 
that tbo mutiny was pre-arranged is, I tbink, proved by the fact that, when the news of the 
outbreak at Meerut leached Peshawar on (be ]2tb ilay, letters were found addressed to sepoys 
in nearly all the regiments at Peshawar calling upon them to join,” 

Lord Canning after an outbreak at Lucknow wrote — I wish to say that it is my convic- 
tion that the measures which have been taken in dealing with mutineers have not been too 
mild I have no doubt that many rank offenders hare not had their deserts, but I know of 
no instance in which the punishment of any individual could, with unquestioned justice, have 
been made more severe, and I am not disposed to doubt the efficacy of (he measures 
because the present ferment, in running its courao over the land, after being checked m 
Bengal, has shown itself in Oudh and the North-West I would meet it everywhere with the 
same deliberately measured punishments, p.cking out the leaders, wherever this is possible, 
for the severest penalties of militaiy law , visiting the common herd with di-handmeiit, hut 
carefullv cxempi mg those whose fidelity, innocence, or peihaps, timely repentance, is fully 
proved ” 
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tho dfly after the disbandment of the 34th Hogimcnt Native Infantry 
wroto, that ho bad directed tho European troops to return to thoir 
roapoctivo cantonments, and added “It is not probable that I require 
tho presence of any of these troops at this etation" Lord Conning 
and hia advisors owing to thoso iavomblo reports were abont to send 
back tho 84th Kogimont to Burma when nows reached them from 
Upper India of a sonona ontbreak at tho important miUtary station of 
Meerut 

Tho Cantonment of Meerut mtoated thirty six mdes tho 
Impcnal City of Delhi stands on a wide plain traversed by two ifiam 
roads the one from Ghoxiabnd to Roorkoo running north and sooth 
and the mall Imcd with a fine avonuo of lofty trees from cast to west 
On the north of tho moll ore Imos of barraoks for tho accommodation 
of a brigade of artiUory on European cavalry corps, and a regiment of 
European infantry upon the right left mid centre respectively Tho 
Roorkee Trunk road eoparatea tho artillery and European infantry 
barracks from those of the cavalry and beyond the lines to the north 
stretches on open expanse of coontry two square miles in extent which 
affords a splendid porndo ground for tho troops. South of the barracks 
in a contiQUoas Ime ore tho quarters of the ofiBcers with their gardens 
extending to the malt 

At the weatem extremity of tho mall mns a rood which leads to 
the Native infantry bnes situated doe south of the cavalry hoes at 
B distance of abont a mile* bortber south are iho cavalry lines 
separated from the Native mfontiy quarters by a wide space of ground. 
East of the Native lines be scattered the bungalows of the officers 
attached to the Notite corps. Behind them is situated the Suddor 
or chief cantonment bazaar extending southward abnost to the aty 
boundary To the east of the town about a nulo from the caty is a 
great gaol capable of holding four thousand pnaonera 

In May 1857 at the station of Meerut were quartered the 1st bet- 
tabon of Her Majesty 8 GOth Bifles the 6th Regiment of Dragoon 
Guards (Carabmeers) a troop of Horse Artillery a company of Foot 
Artillery a Light Held Battery and three native oorps, the Srd 
Light Cavalry the 11th and the 20th Native Infantry A report of 
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the conversation at Dum-Dum between the sepoy and the lascar legard- 
ing the greased cartridge was not long m reaching the sepoys at 
Meerut, and caused much excitement among them. It was also stated 
that Government was attempting to destroy the religion of the people 
by the mixture of ground bones with the flour sold m the bazaars The 
fiisaffection showed itself as at Barraclcpore in the burmng of bungalows 
and in officeis not being saluted by their men , and it was whispeied 
about that the sepoys had determmed not to touch a single cartridge 
It theiefore seemed advisable to Colonel Smyth commanding the 3rd 
Light Cavalry to hold a parade in older to explain to the men the new 
mode by which they might load their carbmes without biting their car- 
tridges, and on the 23rd April he ordered that a parade should be held for 
the purpose the following morning. Late in the evening the semor native 
non-commissioned ofScer* informed him that the men of the 1st troop 
would not receive their caitridges Captain Ciaigie, commanding one of 
the troops, wrote to the Adjutant — “ Go at once to Smyth and tell him 
that the men of my troop have requested in a body that the skirmishing 
to-morrow mommg may be countermanded, as there is a commotion 
throughout the native troops about cartridges, and that the regiment will 
become ‘ budnam ’t if they fire any cartndges I understand that m all 
six tioops aiepoitof the same kind is bemg made. This is a most 
serious matter, and we may have the whole regiment in mutmy m half 
an hour if this be not attended to Pray don’t lose a moment, but go 
to Smyth at once ” Colonel Smyth, however, determined that the 
parade should be held. The parade took place and there were nmety 
men present furnished from each tioop The Colonel explained to them 
the reason foi ordering the parade, and commanded the havildar-major 
to show them the new way of loading, which he did and fired off his 
carbine. Colonel Smyth then ordered the cartridges to be served 
out , five men accepted them , eighty-five refused, saying “ they would 
get a bad name if they took them, but that if all the legiment 
would take their cartndges they would do so ” The colonel explain- 
ed to them that they were not new cartndges, but the very same 
they had always been using, and once more called on them to 
receive the cm tiidges, saying — “You seethe havildai -major has used 
one.”]; But, with the exception of the five men, all refused. “ After

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Tvliiob I ordered tho A(^jutaut to dismiss tlio men ns they x?on too 
lArgo ft party to soud to tho guard, A court of inquiry was held 
to mvceligato tho matter and when tho proceedings of tho court 
reached tho Commaudor m Cliiof ho ordered tho mutmons soldiors 
forty nmo of whom wore llahoinodana and thirty six Hindus to bo 
tried by a natno gcnorftl court martial By tho %otc» of fourteen 
out of tho liftcen native ofSccre forming tho court tlio whole of tho 
prisoners wore connetod and sentenced to hard labour for ton years. 

On tho morning of tho 0th Hay 1867 a parade was hold of all 
the forces in Hoonit and tho finding and sontonco of tho court road to 
tho men Tho eighty fivo Iroopere were then stripped of thoirunifonn , 
and for more than an hour tho troops stood motionless tboir nerves at 
tho highest tension while tbo fettora woro slowly hammorod on tho 
anUos of thoir gniJty comrades by tbo ortillory smith As each culprit 
was marched forward ho loudly called on his comrades to rescue him 
No response camo from the ranks. "Whon tho coromony was finished 
the pnsonera wero marched down the line and sent direct to the 
joiL* Tho parade was dissolved, and Qcnoml Hewitt reported to Army 
Head Quarters that “ tho mojontv of tho pnsonors seomod to feel 
acutely the degradatwa to which their folly and insubordination had 
brought them Tho remainder of the native troops oio behaving steady 
and soldierlike," 

I* Bat whatever we may thmk of the folly of the unhappy men it is 
difficult to exoggorate tho folly of the conrs© pursued at Meerut which 
imtated without subdumg and forfeited loyalty while it foiled to 
temfy When a report of the result of the trial was made to General 
Anson it was intimated thot the matiDcers before being made over to 
the civil power were put in irons on the parade ground m. the presence 
of thoir regiment. His Excellency approved of the sentence that had 
been pwissed on the pimonora, but expressed his regret at the unusual 
procedoraf The Governor General was more emphatic m his disapprovah 
He wrote “The nvetting of the mens fetters on parade occupying, 
as it did several houra in the presence of many who were already ill 
disposed and many who believed m tho cartridge fable mnat have 
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stung the brigade to the quick The consigning the - eighty-five 
piisoneis aftei such a ceremony to the jail with no other than ‘a 
native guaid ovei them waS; consideiing the natuie of their offence and - 
the known tempei of a pait of the armyfa folly that is inconceivable 
No act of folly could have led to results more fatal The native 
tioopeis maddened by the spectacle at once prepaied foi a levolt fiom 
the English lule, and in order to lescue their comiades lesolved to. 
dale the woist extremity 

The opportunity was well chosen The next day, May the lGth> 
being Sunday, while the European residents of Meerut weie driving to 
church in the eveumg, they weie startled at hearing the sound of 
niusketiy and seeing columns of smoke using to the sky That sound 
marked the opening of the Indian Mutiny The native troops had 
revolted and were murdering their officers and buinmg then homesteads 

When the men of the Sid Cavalry heard the tollmg of the bells, 
they knew that the European soldiers would soon be at chuich 
unaimed, and they thought a favorable moment had come for car- 
rjung out their plans * Wavfng their sabres over then heads, 
they galloped to the prison, broke into the cells, and quickly set 
their comrades at liberty Meanwhile the infantiy regiments showed 
symptoms of mutiny and the officers lushmg to then lespective lines 
tried to allay the excitement, but mvain Colonel Emms, a fine soldiei, 
beloved by officers and men, whilst imploring his own legimentj the" 
11th, to be faithful, fell iiddled by a volley of the 20th Native Infantry 


♦Colonel Mackenzie in bis interesting '‘Mutiny Memoirs’' states that, as be was at the 
time informed, tbe military autborities, in view of tbe lengthening days and tbe increased 
heat of the season had caused, on May lOlh 1857, the evening church parade to take place 
half an hour later than formerly “ In my firm belief, this change saved us from an awful 
catastrophe. In those days British troops attended divine service practically unarmed, for 
they did not take with them their rifles or carbines and ammunition Their only weapons 
were their side-arms 1 he mutineers were, of course, unaware of this change They broke 
into revolt half an hour too soon Hud they waited till the 60th Rifles were securely 
gathered into the church, what could have prevented them from overpowering the small 
guards over the riflts and the guns, and utterly destroying the defenceless crowd of soldiers 
penned, like sheep, within four walls Providence befriended us When the first scouts of 
the cavalry came galloping down to the European lines, they found the white soldiers fulling 
into their places on parade Once the alarm was given, all attempt at surprise was out of the 
question, and the hope of achieving an easy mnssnere was changed into fear of the awful 
retribution which they thought the European troop«, now on the alert, would not full 'peeiiily 
to evact This fear altered all their plans, and hastened their flight to Delhi, so graphically 
described by Sir John Karo, but, alas ' no swift retribution followed.” 
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Thon half mad with otcitomont and nidod by the sctim of the aty the 
eopoya began the work of pHlago and murder Soon^ however, the cry was 
raised — Quick, brothor quick, Delhi, Delhi ’’and the mutiDocri fled along 
the road to tho Moghul capital expecting ovory moment that the 
whito soldier would pursue and overwhelm thorn. At Meerut there were 
moro European troops than had won many a decisive battle on tho 
plains of Hindustan hut there was no loader equal to tho omorgoncy, 
and there wore fatal flaws in our military ndmmistmtion, Tho Rifle* 
could not without delay bo supplied with ammunition,* A con 
Biderable number of tho Carabmccra could not ndo and thoro wore no 
horses for them if they coulcL^ Those who woro fit for action woro 
put through a long process of roll-call whilst tho last precious hours of 
daylight were paasiag away It wns dark when the Bogliah froops 
reached the native linca, and they found them deserted. A few shots 
were fired at utragglera, and the European brigade bivouacked for tbe 
night. 

?deA Many months after the outbreak a full explanation was demanded 

G*ai. General Wilson who commanded tbe station ot the time, as to the 
inaction of tho European troops Tho explanation was called for from 
him and not from Major Oeaeral Howitt, ‘os that oflQcer in his appeal 
against his removal from the diviBiODol etas' of the army has stated that 
tho military arrangements on tho occosion of tbe event wore left entirely 
to yon os commandant of tho station." General Wilson pointed out 
that according to the regulations of tho Bengal Army ho as brigadier 
commanding a station which was the head-quarters of a division, 
could nob exercaso any distinct command when the major general was 
present ^As brigadier” ho wrote 'I only exercised the executive 
command of the troops under the orders of the major-general " fie 
however admitted that he had expressed on opmion that tbe sepoys had 
moved round to tho European quarter of the cantonment, and he hod 
recommended that the bngade should march back for its protection Ho 
added — I may or I may not have been wrong in offering the opmion 
I did to the major-general I acted to the best of my judgment at the 
time and under the circnmstances I etoU believe I wns nght. Had 
the bngade blindly followed m tho hope of finding tho fugitivee, and 
tbe remaining portion of the cantonment been thereby sacrificed with all 
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our sick, women, children, and valuable stoies, the outcry against those 
in command at Meenit would have been still greater than it has been.” 
The whole brigade need not have puisued the fugitives, and eight 
hundred English soldiers, a regiment of English cavalry, and a laige 
/ body of European artillery were not all needed to defend a cantonment 
agamst the possible attack of a riotous rabble Far fewer white men 
held the Residency at Lucknow against disciplmed troops for many 
months. If a squadron of Carabineers and two hundied rifles had 
pursued the mutineers and reached Delhi a few hours aftei them, the 
Imperial city might have been saved.* With a regiment of British 
diagoons and a few galloper guns, Gillespie, half a century before; 
had crushed the mutiny at Vellore and saved the Southern Pemnsula 
from umversal revolt and rebellion. 

Soon after dawn on the 1 1th of May the mutmeers entered Delhi, 
a city which had been for centuries regarded as the foremost m India 
The seat of the Moghul Empiie had been erected on the foundation 
of successive Hmdu capitals, and, m erecting stately buildings in their 
new city, the Moghul Emperors had employed the wealth, the labour, 
and gemus of conquered millions The fame of the magnificence and 
nches of Delhi had tempted mvaders from the barren steppes of 
Central Asia. Afghans and Mahrattas had won and lost it. In the 
beginning of the century we took it from the hardy soldiers of the 
Deccan, and released the blind old Emperor from his state pnson. 
Although divested of all mfluence as the monarch of a kmgdom 
he was allowed to exercise despotic authority over the twelve 
thousand inmates of his palace. The palace fortress rested on the 
eastern wall of the city, which runs along the bank of the river Jumna, 
and IS protected on the other side by lofty red granite walls embattled 
and machicolated with small round towers, and two noble gateways, each 
defended by an outer barbican of the same construction though of less 
height. Outside the palace on the nver side stands a strong fortifi- 
cation called Selimgarhjf which was connected with the palace by a 
small budge which spanned the wide moat which surrounds the palace. J

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Tho main entrance to tins outwork o gateway close to the old 
bridge of boats. For many 3 cars this gatowa) was closed and siicccs 
8IV0 kings of Delhi had m vain requested that ingress and egress 
through Solimgarh might bo granted them A few years before the 
outbreak the request was g^nted and it was throiigli Solimgarh that a 
few of tho foremost mutinoora from Mcomt obtained an entrance into tho 
palace and rcaobing tho front of tliogilded domes over tho kings special 
chamber loudly demanded that ho should place himself at tboir head an 
tho fight for tho faith 

Bahadur Shnh ^ho bore tho impennl title ■was well stneken in 
yeara He was a quiet rofleoti\o man fond of letters but though 
endowed with some of tho ability of Baber and Akbar ho Imd nono of 
tho energy and activity of his royal ancestors. On hearing tho uproar 
of the troopers he sent an attendant to ascertain who wore creating a 
disturbance. The servant returned and informod his royal master that 
they were troopers from Meerut who had rosolrcd on fighting for tho fiiith 
and killing Jie white men Tho long immediately despatched a message 
to Captam Douglas the cominandant of tho polaco guards, who on 
hearing the nows hastened to the kings apartments. In the Hall of 
Audience he met the aged monarch who asked him if he knew how 
these men hod obtamed entrance to tho palace. Douglas said he would 
deecend to the oourtyard and speak to the troopers But the king 
hud hold of his hand and said " I won t let you go they are murderers 
they might kill you also " The kmge phyaicmu added his entreaties to 
those of hifl master and suggosted that Douglas might speak to the 
men from the balcony overhanging the courtyard. Donglas stepped 
forward and saw thirty or forty of the troopers standing below He 
ordered them to depart as their standing opposite to the monarch a 
pnvate apartments was on not of disrespect to the king They dispersed 
gradually but as they spread over the palace they roused the inmates 
with their rebgious cry Been Deen • 

•Lt Captam Donglas on leaving the kmg received a measoge from 

“ Mr Fraser the Commissioner of Delhi, asking him to meet him at the 
Calcutta Gate which faced the nver front and the bndge of boats. 
Arriving there he found that Sir Theophilus Metcalfe tho Resident at 
Delhi Mr Fraser the Commissioner and Mr Hutchmson the CoUeo- 
tor had preceded hum But they hod come too late the mutineora 
hod crossed the bndge and the gate was in their posaesaiom A vast 
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rabble bad also collected afc the spot. Sii Tbeopbilus Metcalfe realising 
the importance of what had tahen place dlo^e to the police couit in the 
Chnudne}’^ Chowk, and ordeicd out the police to guard the other gates of 
the city Fraser attempted to reason with the troopers, but in vain. 
A shot was filed at him, and taking a musket from one of the guaidshe 
shot the foremost trooper dead. His comrades fell back for an instant, 
then the surging multitude closed upon the thieo Europeans. {Safety 
vas only to be found in instant fiiglit Fraser dashed thiough the croivd 
m his buggy, and Douglas thiew himself into the moat. Badly bruised 
by the fall he was carried by some uatnes into the palace, and found 
Fraser and Hutchinson who had been wounded at the commencement 
of the afiia}’- As Douglas and Hutcliinson wcie being carried up to the 
apartments 01 er the gatew ay, Fiascr made one last eftbit to appease 
the multitude w ho w ere sur^*ng into the coui t "Whilst ho w as speaking 
he was cut down by a lapidary and instantl}" hewn to pieces by sorao 
sonants of the king. 

The whole fieice crew then lushod to the upper looms w'heie Hutch- 
inson and Douglas lay wounded, and Mr Jennings, the chaplain, his 
daughter and a young fi icnd w ere attending to their w ants The door w'as 
buistopen , the daik thiong pouicd in and misoiabl}’’ miudcied them 

Then the sepoys maddened with blood 25omGd foith fiom the 
palace and accompanied by tlie scum of the city, w^hose wickedness had 
become a proverb, rushed to the quarter w'heie stood the chief public 
buildings and the homes of the Euiopeans The houses w’heie quickly 
gutted and filed, and the English, w'herevei they w^erc found, were stiuck 
dow^n and slain. 

The troopers, killing men, w'omen and childien, made their way to 
the Cashmere Gate, thiough which lan the direct load to the canton- 
ment Here was posted a guard of fifty men of the iSSth Native 
Infantry. Brigadier Graves, who commanded the station, receiving in- 
timation of the approach of the mutineers, oidered two guns and the 
54th Native Infantrj'- to proceed at once to the city. But as there was 
some delay in getting the guns ready for action. Colonel Ripley, 
leavmg two companies to escort them, pushed on at once with the 
remainder of the regiment. The men seemed loyal, and marching awn.y 
' quietly, quickly reached the city moat. They crossed the long drawbridge, 
and, passing through the outer gate, entered the wide circular enclosure 
where were drawn up the guard of the 88th Native Infantry They 
passed on through the mnergate into the road beyond and found them- 
selves face to face with the mutineer troopers and insurgent labble 
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trhoy Tvcro marching with aloped anna and muakotfl unloaded The 
order then giyon to halt was obeyed but nt the order to load the men 
hcBitated. Tho troopora doahed at tho olEccrs on horseback and 
shot them down with carbinos and pistols while those on foot were 
bayoneted by thoir own men ThoolHccrat the mam guard commanded 
tho men of the 88th Native Infnntiy to wheel up and fire but his com 
mands wore received with insulting sneers and they allowed Colonel 
Ripley to bo ent down by some sowars at thoir feet* Tho mutineers 
wero advanciDg to take possession of tho mam-guard at tho Cnshmero 
Goto, when their progress was cbookod by tho two guns which csoorted 
by tho Qronodior companies had arrived nt this critical moment. 

The tumult flowed back to tho city and an oflScer proceeded m hot 
hasto to the contonraont to bring down tho 74th Native InJontiy 
and two more guns. Major Abbott who commanded the ri^funept 
heanng what had taken place rode to tho hnos and oddroaeod the men. 
Be pointed out that the tuno hod come for them to show their loyalty, 
ond be called for volanteere. Every man present stepped to the front 
and being ordered to load they obeyed promptly and marched down in a 
spinted manner “ On amvol at tho Cashmere Gate they took poasesmon 
of the main-guard and wero drawn up in rcadineas to receive an attack. 
No enemy however appeared, and no information could bo gamed as to 
their movementa. The continued rattle of musketry and the boommg 
ol heavy guns told that a hot fight was raging m the city Then the 
earth rocked, the oir was rent with a loud noise, and a magnificent 
coronal of red dust rose into the sky The magosine in the city had 
exploded- 

Not far from the palaco was situated tho maganne folly for- 
mahed with munitiODS of war to supply an army in the field On the 
first news of the approach of the insnrgento Sir TheophilaB Metcalfe the 
Resident at Delhi, aocompomed by Lieutenant Forrest f drove there to 
proouro two guns to be placed on the hndge in order to prevent the 
passage of the mutmeera But it was too late When accompanied by 
liieuteeant Willoughby, who was in charge of the magarme they 
Tnounted the bastion on the river face they saw that the Delhi side of 
the hndge was already in poasesaion of a body of cavalry, and the 
mutmoers marching in open column, were about to cross over " On 
Sir Theophilua Metcalfe obBerving thi^ he proceeded with Lieutenant 
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"Willougliby to see if the city gate was closed against the mutineers. 
However, this step was needless, as the mutmeers weie admitted directly 
to the palace, through which they passed cheermg.” All hope of 
saving the city was at an end, hut Willoughby retummg to the arsenal 
instantly made preparations to defend it. His gan’ison consisted 
' of eight Europeans,* trained and disciplined soldieis, all belonging 
to that famous corps, the Bengal Artilleiy, and the native ai’tisans 
not accustomed- to the use of fii e-arras. The gates were closed and 
barricaded. Inside the gate leading to the paik were placed two 
d-pounders doubly charged with grape Two sergeants stood by with 
lighted matches with ordeis, if that gate should be attacked, to fire both 
-at once and fall back on the body of the magazine. “ The principal 
gate of the magazine was similaily defended by two guns vdth the 
clievaiox de frisc laid down on the inside Eor the further defence of 
this gate and the magazme in its vicinity, there were two 6 -pounders so 
placed as either to command the gate or a small bastion m its vicinit 3 \”t 
Further in weie placed five more pieces commanding two cioss passages. 
In all ten guns were mounted in position, and there were but nine 
Europeans to work them. Arms were then placed in the hands of the 
native establishment, but were accepted most reluctantly “ and they 
appeared to be in a state, not only of excitement, but also of msubordi- 
nation, as they lefused to obey any orders issued by the Europeans "f 
As a last resource a train was laid to the powder magazine ready to be 
'filed on a given signal. Scarcely had these arrangements been made 
when the palace guards appealed and demanded the possession of the 
magazine in the name of the King of Delhi. No answer was given. 

The subadar of the guard on duty at the magazme then reported to 
"Willoughby and Forrest that the Emperor was about to send down 
scahng ladders These soon arnved and diiectly they were planted 
against the wall the native establishment, climbmg up the sloped 
sheds on the inside of the magazme and descending the ladders on the 
outside, desei ted to a man. They had previously kept up communica- 
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tions with tho mutmoora and had hid tho pruning pouches. The onetny 
nowoppoanogin great numbors on tho waDs vroro rocoirod with a Trana 
firo of gropo, of which every ahot told But tho gnpa made in their ranhs 
wore Bwiftly filled by fresh men swonmog up tho ladders and from 
mthm fifty yards they poured upon the valiant resoluto men below a 
deadly shower of bullets. Two of tho mno fell mortally wounded But 
Forrest and Buckley regardless of tho fall of their comrades careless of 
tho storm of muaketiy which was mttUng upon thorn, continued to load 
and fire tho guns in rapid aucoeasion with tho tamo steadmess oa if on 
parade "When four rounds had boon fired they war© struck ns they 
were loading Forrest m the arm and Bockloy on tho hand. Tho guns 
could no longer ho worked A shout of tnomph rose from the walls. 
'Willoughby seeing that it was past hope gave the signal and Scully 
lighted the tram A crash of thunder followed and the exulting aesail 
anta were dashed to pieces by tho explosion of hundreds of shells and 
powder barrels. Fourof the heroio mno wounded shattered and bruised 
made good their retreat from tbe nuns. And the three hundred Spartans 
whom the summer mommg sat •‘combing their long hair for death in 
the passes of Thermopylm have not earned a more lofty eetunate for 
themselves than those nme modem Englishmen.* 

Shortly after tho sound of the explomon hod been heard at the mam 
guard Major Abbott received an order to send back the two guns to 
the cantonments and soon after another order to return with his regi 
ment He was about to march oat when the two guns returned to the 
main guard with some men of the 38th Native Infantry He asked 
why they had returned and was told by the dnveis that the gun 
nets had deserted the guns and they therefore could -not go oil He 
then ordered the men to form eoctaons. “ A jemadar said Never 
nuod sectiona, Preygoon sir My orderly baviJdar then came np to me 
and said Pray Sir for God a sake, leave this place pray be quick " 
Major Abbott then gave the order to march and had scarcely got a hun 
dred paces beyond tho gate when he heard a brisk firing m the mam 
guard He enquired what it meant and some of the men rephed, the 
38th men ore shooting the European oGSeers. “ I then ordered the men 
with me, about a hundred to return to their asaistonce. The men said 
Sir it u useleea. They are all killed by this time and we shall not

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save any one We have saved you and are happy. We "will not allow 
you to go back and be rnurdeied ’ 

The men of the 74th weie correct in their surmise. All the officem 
of Major Abbott’s legiment had nob passed the gate when some men of 
the S8th seized and shut it, and then commenced firing at the oflSceis 
near them and a group of ladies who had escaped horn their burniog 
houses Captain Smith of the 64th was shot dead, and Captam Goidon 
of the 74th threw up his arms, fell fiom the saddle, and died mthout 
a groan Revelej^ a biother ofiicei, was mortally wounded, but as he 
had a loaded gun in his hand, raising himself with a dying ejffort, he fiied 
both barrels mto a knot of sepoys and fell dead Then some rushed 
up the ramp to the guaid-room on the bastion, and as they fled the sepoys 
sent a volley aftei them which laid many low Two in then haste rushed 
through an embrasuie in the bastion and jumped down to the ditch 
thuty feet below. “Others were going to follow, when they heard the 
cries of ladies in the guaid-room Eegardless of the storm of bullets, 
the officers went back and brought them aw^ay, and tying handkei chiefs 
together let them down one by one into the ditch , and then having got 

/ 

them up on the other side, the whole proceeded to the river, expecting 
at every step to be followed and shot down ” Fording the river they 
escaped to Meerut after undeigoing mci edible dangers and hardships. 

Major Abbott was escorted safely to the quaitei -guard, and then 
was told by his men : “We have protected you so fai , it will be impos- 
sible for us to do so much longer Pi ay fly for your hfe ” Reluctantly 
he yielded to their wishes The men of the 38th who had not deserted 
also asked their Colonel and Adjutant to leave, foi they would serve the 
Company no longer An officer who had escaped fiom the city anived 
at the Flag-Staff Tower where the European residents of the canton- 
ments had assembled and told them that their comrades had been 
shot down by their men and the main-guard abandoned The sun was 
smkmg and there was no sign of succour from Meerut To remam* 
was to court death The Brigadier made one more attempt to rally 
' his men and sounded “ the assembly,” but only one sepoy responded 
to the call. Then the^ retreat began and the cantonments were 
abandoned. Night had now fallen. The massacre had been completed, 
and the soldiers made their way to the palace and bivouacked in 
the great hall of audience where ambassadors from all quarters of 
the globe m the days of old had admired the magnificence of the

had developed into a great pohtical convalaiom 

But the mnssnero bad been completed only for tho day On tho 
evening of the 11th fifty Chnation people— men Toraen and children— 
had been brought to tho palace and confined in an underground 
apartment mthout a windovr and only ono door bo that little of 
light and air entered tho dreary dwelling After being confined for 
five days in this gloomy pestilential dangeon starved and insulted, but 
defying their tormentors to tho last they were led into a court-yard 
and hewn m piocce, Tho whole dork truth of what took place con 
never be told. In the great city there was not a single Christian left. 

The anddon blaze of insurrection found General Anson tho Com 
mander in Chief at Simla, whither he had gone a few weeks pre- 
vionaly to recruit hia health. The man who was now ipthout a moment a 
warning called upon to subdue a military revolt and to take the command 
of an army in tho field had eeen but little of war He had served with 
his regiment at IVaterloo but entenog the Hons© of Commons at 
on early age he had for many yeere administered the current 
bnemess of mihtaiy offices. In 1863 when he had attained the rank of 
Major General in the army, he was appomted to command a division 
in Bengal, and in the following year succeeded to the command of 
the Madras Army liirly in 1866 ho was advanced to the responsihJo 
charge of Commander in Chief m India and brought to it con 
Bidarable ability and knowledge of affairs. "When in the last week of 
t April General Anson reached Umballo on his way to Simla and leamt 
how deep rooted was the objection to the greased cartridge, he at oncO 
realised the grave danger of tho situation. He inspected the men 
who from diS'erent regiments were attached to a depot to learn the use 
of tho new nfle and mode them o manly scnsihle epeech. He told 
them that the introduotiou of a better arm had rendered it necessary

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to adopt an impioyed desciiption of caitiidge , and the rumour that it 
■was the instiument by Avhich Government meant to subvert their caste 
was false and absuid. He assured them “ on the honour of a soldier 
like themselves that it has never been, and never would be, the policy 
of the Government of this great country to coerce either those 
sei ving m the army, or the natives of India, m their religious feehngs, OV' 
to interfere with the customs of their castes ” He trusted that the 
native officers would make this known to their men, and exert 
themselves to allay then feais He was satisfied " that they will do 
eveiything in their power to jirevent the shame which must fall upon 
all who are faithless to the colouis under which they have sworn alle- 
giance to the Government, and that they will piove themselves deseiv- 
ing of the high character which they have always hitherto maintained 
in this aimy ” 

The native officers listened respectfully, and when the parade was 
over expressed their high sense of the goodness of the Commander- 
in-Chief and the honour he had done them. He had removed their 
own objections, but the story -was believed by their relatives and by 
their countrymen all over the land, and if the}’’ used the cartridges they 
would become social outcasts. They begged that this fear should be 
stated to the Commander-m-Chief General Anson, on being informed 
of the doubts and anxieties of the men and feeling the force of their 
objection to the new cartridges, suspended their issue until a special 
report had been prepared of the composition of the paper with 
which they were wiapped* The Commander-in-Ohief trusted 
that the disbandment of the 19th Native Infantry would check 


•“I nm rot so much snrpnsed,” wrote General Anson to Lord Canning on the 23rd 
of March, “ at their objections to the cartridges, having seen them. I had no idea they 
contained, or rather are smeared with, such a quantity of grease, which looks exactly like 
fat After ramming down the ball, the muzzle of the musket is covered with it This, 
however, will, I imagine, not be the case with those prepared according to the late instruc- 
tions But there are now misgivings about the paper, and I thmlc it so desirable that they 
should be assured that no animal grease is used in its manufacture, that a special report shall 
he made to me on that head from Meerut, and until I receive on answer, and am satisfied 
that no objecbonahle material is used, no firing at the depots by the sepoys will take place. 
It would be easy to dismiss the detachments to their regiments without any practice, on the

tho spread of insubordmotion but tho rojwrt of tho refusal of 
the troopors at Uoonit to rocciro tho cartridges proved to bim that 
the leaven of discontent was still at work. Ho ordered tho men to be 
tried by o court composed of their countiyuncn and ho hoped that if 
they wore found guilty n aovoro punishment would preserve tho bonds 
of disciplino Ho had no reason to onticipato a dangerous outbreak 
and when news reaohod him of tho capture of Delhi by tho mutineers 
ho at once recognised tho grave charnotor of tho cnsis and acted with 
decision. 

At tho time he had threo English rogimonts near him on tho slopes of 
the Himalayas. Forty miles from TTmballa rises abruptly from the 
plains the tnoontom ndga of Kasauli, and in tho valley below is the 
station of SabAthu. On the right about ten miles distant is another 
range on the samnut of which la tho cantonment of Dagshai. In ITay 
1857 at KaaauU were stationed the 75th Foot and at SobAthn and Dag 
shaithe2nd and the 1st Fusiliere two distinguished regimonta belonging 
to the European army of the East India Company Thirty miles north of 
Dsgshai rises Simla and on the same spur is Jatogb where a Gurkha 
regiment was cantoned. Two lines of communication Imked Simla td 
the plains^ne was a bndle path forty-one miles in length which paased 
under SabAtha the other was a road ten miles longer which ran near 
Dagshai, At that time only slow bullock carts ran on it and they 
were few in number On tho 12th of Alay Captain Barnard aide-de-camp 
to Sir Henry Barnard, commanding the Sirhind Division arrived at 
Simla with the news of the massacre at Delhi. On the same day the 12th 
of May the Commander in Chief at once despatched an aide-de-camp to 
Kaeauh to order the 76th Foot to move down forthwith and 
^ eipreeoee were sent to warn the 1st Beogal European Fusiliers at 
Dagshai to follow the 76th Foot as soon as possible and for the 2nd 
Bengal European Fusiliers at SabAtbu to be ready to march. 

Erpreesoa were sent also to Feroiepore to deairo that the magasme 
should be placed under charge of a European guard, and to JuUondur for 
a European detachment to be at once thrown into the fort of PhilJour 
The next day a note arrived from Meerut givmg details of what had 
taken place at that station and some of the particularB of what had 
occurred at Delhi were also received. Thereupon the 2nd Fmn 
hers were ordered to Umballa at once an artillery officer was 
sent express to Phillour with instniotions for a third nluHs siege- 
train to bo immediately got ready and alsh for the spare waggons 
of tho troops of horse artillery at Umbalhi, and a quantity of 
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small-ariDS ammunition to be despatched to the latter place.” The 
Nasiii battalion of Guikhas at Jafcogh were ordeied to march with 
all expedition to Phillour, and then, accompanied by a detachment 
of the 9th Irregular Cavalry, to escort the siege-tiain to Umballa. The 
' native company of artillery at Nurpur and Kangia was also oidered 
to come down with the tiain. The Sirmur- Battalion o£ Gurkhas from 
Debra and the head-quarters of the Sappers and Miners at Burki were 
ordered to Meerut The Commandei-in-Chief also diafted a circular 
to the native army which he trusted would allay the excitement 
Then having in the bnef siiace of forty-eight hours pressed forward 
the uigent measures which he considered necessaiy foi the meeting 
of the revolt, General Anson left Simla on the 14th of May and reached 
Umballa, a distance of about eight}’' miles, eaily the following moraing'*' 

All the troops horn the hills did not leach Umballa till the 16th of 
May, the day aftei the Chiefs arm al On the very next day Geneial 
Anson, having gathered in some stores and transport, despatched two 
horse ai tiller}’’ guns, a squadron of the 9 th Lancers, and five companies of 
the 2nd Fusiliers to Karnal, on the high road to Delhi. 

He then wiote to Sn John La\vrence who had sent him a letter of 
advice, and stated the causes which had compelled him to delay advanc- 
ing agamst Delhi foi forty-eight hours General Anson wrote — “ But 
it was, and is, impossible to move for want of tents, &c The second 
European regiment only arrived this moinmg, and all of them having been 
brought m such a huny and so quickly, they have nothmg with them. 
We hear that many regiments have joined the mutineers m Delhi, the 
gates of which are closed, and guns mounted on them The walls would 
be nothing against guns of heavy calibre But we have none nearer 
.than Phillour, and only two tioops with 6-poundeis At Meerut there 
IS a light field battery of 9 -pounders My intelligence from Meerut 
is very scanty. I instructed General Hewitt to be prepared to jom mo 

*The biographer of Lord Lawrence writes i — “And what was happening at Head- 
Quarters meanwhile? The news had reached Umballa on the 11th, and a son of General 
Barnard had been despatched with it post-haste to Simla He reached his destination on 
the 12tb, and, had the Commander-in-Chief been able to realise its vast importance, that night, 
we may feel sure, would have seen him far down the road to Umballa in front of hig 
troops , and once there, he would have been straining every nerve in that great city, the 
military and civil centre of the district, for an immediate advance ” A Commander-m-Chief 
who shares with the Viceroy the responsibility of the safety of the Empire had first to coni 
sider the arrangements necessary for the protection of every station in India and for-the press- 
ing forward of troops to Delhi from different quarters He could not have done any good by 
going in front of the troops.

I have not heard from him what this would 
be.” After stating that tho mutin) of tho Nasin battabon of Gurkhas 
at Simla was a most senons misfortune and that ho had been 
obliged to send ono hundred men of tho 75th J?cgimont to Kasauli to 
afford protection to that place and Simla, tho Commander in Chief add 
od— It becomes now a matter for joor conndomtion whether it would 
bo prudent to sond tho small European force wo have boro in an enter 
pnso upon Delhi, I think not It is wholly in my opmion insufficient 
for tho purpose. The walls could of course bo battered down with 
heavy gons when we got them up. Tho entrance might bo opened 
and little remstonco oSbred , but so few men in a large city with such 
narrow atroets and on immense armed populnbon who know ovory tom 
and comer of them would, it appears to mo, bo in a very dangerous 
position, AJadifsixorsevenhundredworcdisabled what would remain t 
Could wo hold it with the whole countiy armed ngaiost us ? Could wo 
either stay m or oat of it ? My own view of the state of things now is 
by carefully collecting our resources, having got nd of the bad 
materials which we cannot trust and hanug suppbed their places with 
others of a better sort, it would not be very long before wo could 
proceed, without a chance of failure m whatever direction we might 
please • 

This fetter cannot bo token to impfy that Geueraf Anson had 
mode up his mind not to advance against Delhi, but it expressos the 
doubt and difficulties that beset his mind as to the wisdom of attacking 
it with a small and ineffiaont force. In reply Sir John Lawrence uiged 
on the Commander in Chief that ‘‘Delhi wonld open its gates on the 
approach of out troops that he did not think the country anywhere 
against us and ho protested against European troops being * cooped up 
m their cantonments tomely awaiting the progress of events " He 
implored the Chief to reflect on the whole history of India. Where 
have wo foiled when vre acted ngoroosly 7 Where have we su(5c©eded 
where guided by timid counsels 7 Chve with twelve hundred men 
fought at Plaasey in oppoaitian to the advice of his leading officers 
beat forty thousand men and conquered Bengal” Chve not with 
twelve hundred men but three thousand disciplined troops beat a largo 
rabble but General Anson had to attack a strong fortreaa manned by 
disciplined troops who were bound to fight to tho death because they

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weie mutineers and had shed innocent blood. It was easy for John 
Lawrence who knew nothing about the huge and multifanous business 
of war to write “make short work of Delhi,” but before Delhi was 
captured more men perished than Geneial Anson could muster at 
Dmballa The advice to march on Delhi was sound ; but if it had 
been acted on rashly it must have led to disaster * If General Anson 
had advanced on Delhi without spare ammunition, without heavy guns, 
and mortals, and with an inefficient foice, theie is little doubt that it 
would have been annihilated by the disciplined and overwhelming 
masses of the insurgents. The foice which afterwards stoutly opposed 
the advance of General Barnaid at Badli-ki-Seiai would in all proba- 
bility have utterly defeated a smaller body of men.. 

While General Anson was discussing with Sir John Lawrence 
the obstacles which he might encounter in an attack on Delhi he was 
with much diligence and fciethought making pieparations for the 
defence of Umballa and the advance on the Imperial city.. Fortjr- 
eight hours after reaching the station, he had pushed forward 
the first body of his troops towards Delhi, and the rest of the 
force followed as soon as they could get equipment When fresh troops 
reached Kamdl the first detachment marched to Pdmpat, a large 
Mahomedan city, where~the Raja of Jhmd, who had thiown in his lot 
with us, had already taken the field with eight hundred men. For the 
safety of Umballa a trench was thrown round the church as a place of 
refuge, and five companies of Europeans were left to guctrd it,, and some 
of the troops of the Patiala Raja were brought m to assist in the task. 

The Patiala State is the largest and most important of the Cis- 
Sutlej States that occupy the rude tiact of country between the Sutlej 
and the Jumna. Through it runs the Grand Trunk Road which hrika 
the remainder of India to the Punjab The Maharaja of Patiala could 
have cut off our communication -with the land of the five nvers, and as 
the head of one of the most powerful houses of the Khalsa Confederacy 
he could have raised the Sikhs against us. It was therefore only natuial 
that when the news reached Umballa of the massacre at Meerut and 
Delhi, gieab anxiety should have been felt at the course the Maharaja 
would follow. Douglas Forsyth, one of those men whose intellect and 
strength enabled him to giapple with the duties and perils of Impenal 
soveieignty, was at the time Deputy Commissionei of Umballa, and 
he - at once sought an inteiview with the Maharaja who was a 
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* Sir Henry Norman in the Forlmghdy Revteto, April 1883. 
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personal fnend of his. The moment they wore alono Forsjiih aaVod 
the momentoufl question, ** ilahamjn Suhib oro you for ua or agtunst 
m'’ Ho got tho hearty reply As long as I Uvo, I am yours' 
and he proved himsolf true to hia word. 

All tho difficulties of General Anson would have been greatly 
augmouted t£ Patiala and Jhind had not afforded him thoir loyal eup 
port and liberally supplied him with camago and provision of -every 
kind. The Commander in Chief now urged on his preparations with 
indefatigable activity But before he could advance on Delhi it was 
absolutely essential to tbe success of his plans that ho should convoy 
hia instructions to the General commanding at Uoemt, Ho had 
already sent Lieutenant Hodson of tho Ist Bengal Fusiliers to 
Komdl and charged him to raise nn irregular regiment and ordered 
him to keep open the communication between KamAl and Meerut 
with the Jhind sowars. * To raise a new regiment at a time of mutiny 
and desertion was on undertaking almost impoesible and to open the 
road to Meerut was a work of great fatigue ond great ponh But no 
man was by temperament and training better fitted for the work 
than HodflotL As second in-command of the Corps of Guides which was 
organised after the first Sikh war to protect the Northern Marches he 
gamed great credit as a danug partisan leader Tho fertility of 
resource and the signal and splendid courage he displayed in many n 
border raid obtained for him- ^ from Ibo Governor General when be had 
completed only seven years service the covoted post of commandant. 

In some respects he was not well fitted for this important office. 
It most bo acknowledged that HoJson with many fine qualities and 
with great claims on the gratitude of his country had great faults, TTis 
temper was hot arrogant and impatient of opposition, TTir distant 
and Bupercilioua manner created for him many enemies Above all he 
was careless of money and carelces of justice. The confosion m the

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regimental accounts led to accusations of dishonesty being biought 
against him, and he was charged with personal violence towards his 
men. A competent judge, after protracted and patient consideration, 
acquitted him of any breach of trust* But the allegations with 
respect to his violence towaids his men were proved to be true, and 
the Governor -General removed him from the command of the Guides. 

The opening of the mutiny found him a subaltern domg duty 
■with his old regiment the 1st Fusiliers, with whom he had served 
at Mudki, Ferozshah and Subiaon When his regiment reached 
Umballa, General Anson, who knew the ability and darmg of the 
man, first appointed him as the head of the Intelligence Depaitment, 
and then sent him to Karndl to raise a regiment and open 
communication with Meerut Two days after he readied Karn^l 
Hodson offeied to take a few sowars and make an attempt to reach 
Meeiut The offer was accepted by the Commander-in-Chief, and 
the moment Hodson received General Anson’s telegram he started at 
nine at night with a led horse and a few sowars and reached Meeiut at 
the break of dawn. ‘‘ Hodson rode straight to Wilson, had his inter- 
view, a bath, breakfast, and two hours sleep, and then rode back the 
seventy-siz miles, and had to fight his way for about thirty miles of 
the distance ”f On his return to Kaindl he telegraphed to General 
Anson that he had forced his way to Meerut, and obtained all the 


♦General Reynell Taylor, after a most minute mrestigation of tbe accounts, fully acquitted 
Hodson of any breach of trust He wrote — “ The work was to examine every item m the 
accounts during two years’ transactions, audit of nearly a year’s pay having been withheld 
for months, and to test each entry by the trustworthy records which I had to assist me. 
This was done with laborious and conscientious care, the result being that the whole account 
was worked out to an intelligible conclusion showing indeed numerous irregularities, but no 
actual improprieties in the management The trustworthiness of the result hinges on the 
examination. Man is falhble, but I never had any misgiving or self-reproach for want of 
care in the matter ” General Taylor subsequently wrote — “There had truly been great irregu- 
larities in keeping the accounts, but your brother hod made strenuous efforts at times to get all 
into form and had accomplished a good deal. Tbe great diflSculty had been caused by the 
audit of ten months’ pay of the whole regiment having been withheld This had resulted from 
the fact of the transfer of the regiment from tbe Civil to the Military Department Through 
the whole of these ten months the regiment had been living on advances, and that with a 
regiment like the Guides, having detachments all over the country, was calculated to cause very 
great confusion in the accounts ” Lord Napier of Magdala wrote — It may be asked why was 
Reynell Taylor’s report to be discounted ! No more competent, honourable or conscientious 
officer could have been found in the service, and I fully accept his decision,”

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The sfcrengbh of the force consisted of 3,000 Europeans, 1,000 
native tioops, and 22 field guns The Umballa brigades were to maich 
so that they might be coucentiated at Kaindl on the 30th of Ma}'^ and 
effect a junction at Bagliput with the Meerut force, from which point 
the united brigades would advance against Delhi.^ Having conve 3 ’’ed 
Ills instiucbions to General Hewitt, the Commauder-in-Cliief , left 
Hmballa on the 24th of Ma}'’ and reached Karnal the following moining 
The nevt da}^ he was stricken with cholera, and after a few hours theie 
came to him rest His last words wcie to expiess a hope that his 
countrymen would do him justice Full justice has not been done him, 
but the publication of his diaij' must dispel the charge of vacillation 
and want of piomptitude that has been bionght against him The 
impaitial historian who studies the »State papeis must endorse the 
opimon of the men Avho served on his staff and had eveij’’ ojiportumty 
of forming a light judgment “Siiddcnlj’' placed in a more difficult 
position than has piobablj* ever fallen to the lot of a Biitish com- 
mander, -wiites Sir Hcniy Noiman who belonged to the General’s 
staff, “Geneial Anson met the ciisis with foititudc, and with a 
calm endeavour to restore our nile wdieie it had disappeaicd, and to 
maintain it wheie it still existed ” 

On the death of General Anson, the command of the Field Force 
devolved on Major-Geneial Sii Heniy Barnard. The new chief had filled 
various staff appointments at home, and had commanded a bngade m 
the Crimea during the winter of 1854-55 When Geneial Simpson 
succeeded to the chief command, on the death of Lord Raglan, General 
Barnard became his Chief of Staff, and held that responsible office till 
the capture of Sebastopol. After holding commands at Corfu, Dovei, and 
Shorncliffe, he was appointed to the Suhmd Division, and leached IJm- 
balla towards the end of April 1857 The discontent of the native army 
had alreadj^ led to mutinous excesses, and if men who had spent all their 
lives m India were unable to cope with the danger, no severe criticism 
can be passed on a General who had been only a few w^eeks in the 
country On assuming the command, he determined to push forward 
without waiting for the siege guns As it was the hottest season of the 
year, the men rested in their tents during the day, and the maiches were 
made by night “ The nights weie delicious,” wiites one who took part 
in the campaign, “the stars bright in the dark deep sky, the fiie-flies

Tho column consisted 
of two squadrons of tho CarabinooiB, a wing of tho GOth BiiTos Scott s 
light field battery Tombs troop of horse artdlory two 18 pounder 
guns all manned bv Europeans with some native sappers and irrognlar 
horse. Brigadier Archdalo Wilson commandod tho bngado and Mr 
Hervoy Orcathod accompanied itaacml officer* After three nights 
marching tho column reached at dawn on tho SOth of May the village 
of Qhnxi ud-din Nagar t situate near tho lUvor Hindun about ten miles 
from DoUil Tho presence of tho msorgonts so noor to tho Imperial city 
vros not suspected I think wrote Mr Orcathod “ we seem to have 
Delhi by tho nosa I oxpoot that a reconnaissance will be made 
to-morrow up to the banks of tho Jumna. Ho had hardly despatched 
tho letter when a vidotto camo m and announced that the onemy wore 
posted on a high ndgo on tho opposite bank of tho nvor and were about 
to attack. Tho bugler had barely timo to call to anna when the rebels

long causewny to the light of it The Bngadiei immediately sent off Nagur 
a company of Hei Majestj’^’s 60th Royal Rifles, with anothei in su 2 iport, 
to hold the non budge which sjianned the iiver on the right of the 
enemy’s jiosition and which was the key of our own He also detached 
the four guns of Majoi Tombs’ troop, supported by a squadron of Caia- 
bmeers to the right, along the bank of the iivei The insuigents opened 
upon these ad vancmg pai ties mth heavy guns, and the General ordered 
two more companies of the 60th Regiment to sujiport this advance and 
biought iqi foul guns of Majoi Scott’s battery, the Sappeis, and a 
tiooiD of Caiabmeers to then suppoit The rebels’ guns weie admir- 
ably served, but they were ably lejihed to by our two IS-pounders. 

Then Mackenzie and Tombs ciossed the Hinduu, and laking the enemy 
in flank with their 6-poundeis, made their file unsteady and silenced 
the heavy guns ^ The Geneial now called on the Rifles to attack 
who responded in the most spuited manner f They drove the enemy 
fiom the guns, but in the act of taking possession of two heavy pieces 
' on the causeway close to the toll-house. Captain Andiews and foiii of 
his men were blown up by the explosion of an ammunition waggon fiied 
by one of the mutmeeis The enemy weie now in full letreat, puisued, 
by the Caiabmeers, and they left; in our hands oidnance, ammimition, 
stores, and five pieces of artillerj’- The loss, cousideiing the smallness of 
the force, was great. That night the officers diank in solemn silence 
to the memoiy of the brave denial ted At break of dawn they were 
buned A babool tree, a little in the lear, and a milestone a htfcle 
above and situated on the mam road between Meerut and Delhi, mark 
the spot

“I cannot cease talking of the splendid behaviour of Tombs’s troops the gun-car- 
riages ere pitted with grape and shot marks, and Tombs continues the same gentle modest 
fellow He has lost killed and wounded, thirteen men out of fifty, but the action of tho 
troop never ceased for a moment Colonel Mackenzie, too, has proved himself a splendid 
officer ’’—Letters written during the biege of Delhi, by H H Gieathed, page 14. 
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It wna Whitfliindnj', but no church parndo was hold because ovoiy 
hour another attack was expected , and about noon the onom; opened 
fire from the ndgo, whoro thoj had again taken np tlicir position 
Tho guns of tho horso nrtilloty supported by a squadron of Com 
binccrs, inimcdiatol^ moved forward to reply to thoir /ire and tlio two 
38 pounders under Lioulonant Light moved to tho bank of tho mer 
for tho samo purpose. Tho BiOee leaving ono comp-ioj in camp, 
moved forward to tho support of tho picquot at tho bridge, supported 
bj two guns of ATajor Scotta batCeiynnd a troop of Cambinoore, 
Porcoiving that tho horse ortincry was exposed to a very hot fire tho 
OononU odvoneod two more guns to support them. Then for ncaWy 
two hours, tho acbon was an ortilteiy duel “But tho Rifles clear 
mg tho viUago and tho loft ot tho toH bur and tho /Ire of tho enomys 
guns Blackening I ordered a general advance — the insurgents rotinng 
contmuing thoir fire until wo drove them from their position and crown 
cd tho ndgo from which wo could boo them in full retreat to Delhi.”* 
Tho English oxhaosted by the intense heat of the sun and the parching 
lluifit, could not pursue and the rebels were able to carry off their 
guns. But tho moral effect of the two victonos was great. It had 
checked tho miog pnde of the sepoy for ho found the white man who 
had conquered the land and who had trained him could beat him 
though vastly infonor in number The Iocs of tho enemy was con 
Bidomblo. Twenty throe of them lay together m ono ditch, and the 
road for throe irulca was strewn with dead bodies. The English lost 
four officers and fif^ men. Among the wounded was Napier 
an Ensign of the Rifles, who was yoong of days. He was however 
BO active BO full of life so brave that he had not only won the love 
of bi 3 men but had attracted their admiration and confidence. A 
bullet struck his leg, and the momoDt he was brought into enmp 
it had to be amputated. Ihuiug tho operation no sigh betrayed a 
Bonsation of pain. When it was finished there came from him the bitter 
cry ' I shall never lead the Riflena^un^ I shall never load the Rifles 
DgagL” A few weeks after death came to him, and they laid the brave 
and generous lad in his grave.

days* haid fighting and by the heat, could sustain another attack if the 
enem}’’ appeared in greater numbers. On the 3id June, the videttes 
brought in ne'tts that the enemy weie nigh, and the force got under 
arms. “The Giukhas weie so delighted at the chance of getting a 
fight that they threw somersaults and cut capei'S.”^ But much to their 
. soiiow the enemy never appeared. On the 4th of June oidpis were re- 
cci\ ed from Gcncial Barnard, and the force crossing the J umna at Bagh- 
put reached on the 7th of June the head-quarters at Alipur. The men 
were loudly cheered as they marched in %\ith the captured guns The 
day befoic the siege guns had ai rived after many liairbreadth escapes. 

Having been joined hy the force under Biigadier Wilson, General 
Baniard resolved to bieak up the camp at Alipui and proceed forward 
without delay. This determination is as welcome news to the soldiers 
\\ho were lougmg to revenge the e\il deeds done at Meerut and 
Hellii. When it became known to them that a battle was to be 
fought on the morrow, the sick in hospital declared they would 
remam theie no longer. “ Many, haidlj’’ able to walk, suffered on in 
silence, or lay in the corners of the tents imploring their comrades 
not to tell they were ill, in case they should bo kept in hospital on the 
day of battle Every man whose strength was not hopelessly gone was 
let out, and few leturned for days aftei.f 

General Barnard was aware that the enemy intended to ojipose 
his advance and had occupied a strongly fortified position at Badli-ki- 
Serai, because HodsonJ had the night before gallantly sallied forth

J On the morning of the 7th occurred an incident which furnished another illustration of 
the value of Lieutenant Hudson in the force.

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and 9 till Lanceis, and five weak infantry regiments Geneial Barnard pro- 
posed that ‘ in tbe mam attack, our five heavy guns should open on the 
enemy from the load itself, with a light battery on either flank , that 
Biigadier Showeis, with the 75th Foot and 1st European Fusiliers, 
should operate on the right , and Brigadier Graves with tbe 60th Kifles, 
2ud Bengal Eui opean Fusilieis, and Siimui Battalion, to the left of 
the load 

At daybreak' the hghts in the enemy’s camp were visible and our 
guns advanced to open fiie But before they were m position the 
enemy began the contest with a burst of artillery. Quickly our guns ad- 
vanced and returned the fire, the leading mfantry brigade moved off the 
road to the right and deployed, the 75th Regiment on the left, the 1st 
Bengal European Fusilieis, paitly in support and partly on the right of 
the 75th Regiment. In this older the brigade advanced m Ime towards 
the enemy under the play of their powerful artillery. To the destruc- 
tive fire no adequate answer could be made, for the English guns were 
few and of small calibre. Men atid officers began to fall quickly the 
second brigade had fallen behmd, and there was no sign of any flank 
attack by oui cavalry The situation was now critical m the extreme, 
when the Geneial, upon whose intrepidity the fate of the day depended, 
gave the order to charge the heavy guns The 75th with a iinging 
English cheei sinang forward upon them, and at the pomt of the 
bayonet drove the defenders away with a terrible carnage Then, 
supported by the 1st Fusiliers, the 75th rushed upon the serai and 
burst open the gates The combat was fierce and short ; the sepoys 
fought desperately and the English soldieis with then bayonets de- 
stroyed them. 

The battery and the serai were haidly taken ere Brigadier Graves 
appeared on the enemy’s right, and Bngadiei Hope Grant with the 
cavalry took them in rear on the left The Lancers charged the enemy 
and completed the defeat The rebels fled on all sides leavmg several 
guns in our possession besides the camp 

Although the men were much exhausted General Barnard deter- 
mmed to push on, for he was afiaid that next morning he might find

At a distaoco of about twolro buodrod yards from 
tho ndgo ran a wide and (loop canal Bpaaned by a masonry bndgo. 
This was partially dcatro^-od bnt fortnnntol) enough was loft of 
a Bufbcicnt width for tho guns to pass and no more. Tho insnrgenta 
had Jho rango of tho bndgo and kept up an accurate firo on it os tho 
columns and guns crossed over Proceeding onwards through tha 
parade ground with tbo blackened shells of tbo officers bungalows and 
through tho deserted huts of tho sepoys tbo column cams within a 
few hundred yards of tho Flag staff Battery Captain Moneys troop 
having moved to tho front, wheeled op to its right and coramanced a 
firo which almost immediately silenced tho cannon of tho insnrgenta 
Tho GOlh Rifles and 2nd Bengal Fosihors then advanced and captured 
tho guns Tho Sirmur Battalion baving then nacendod tho front of 
tho hill tho whole column swept along its crest. 

The other column under Qcnoral Wilson pushed their wsy through 
tho suburbs of Sabn Mnndi in tho Ihco of a harassing fire which the 
onomy poured upon them from tho hoosee and walls which hned the rood. 
After capturing on 18 pounder gun they mounted the ndgo at the 
extreme right nnd under a sharp cannonade pushed along until they 
reached a largo stono building called Hindu Rao s House. “ Tho object

In these few sinijile woidstheGeneial announced that he had won a 
rictoi}’’ against a foe strong in numbers, stiong in artillery, and who had 
fought with the couiage of despaii, because guilty of murder they 
expected no quarter But the victor}'^ liad not been w^on without a 
toleiably 8e^ere loss Fift3*-thiee men wcie billed, and one hundied 
and thiit}’’ wounded. Among those wdio fell that day W'as Colonel 
Chester, the Adjutant-General of the Aimj^ wdio, to use the w^oids of 
Geneial Bamaid, wns esteemed by all. foi cveij* qualification that can 
adorn the soldier Of the tioops opposed to us it wns said that a 
thousand of those wdio came out never leturned to Delhi. Thirteen 
guns w^eie captured, two of them 24-i50undeis. 

Hindu Eao’s house, whcie the two victorious columns met, was a 
large stone building with w'alls and gates, and had been in former daj^s 
the country mansion of a Mahratta chieftam It crowmed at the extieme 
south-west a long locky ridge which, rising in broken ground on the 
banks of the Jumna, about two-and-a-half miles above Delhi, extended 
for about two miles, till it abiuptly teiminated a little below Hindu 
Bao’s house, w^here ran the Grand Tiunk Hoad f This locky ridge, 
sixty feet above the city, was not only a coign of advantage for attack 
but a rampait of defence Below the centie and extending to the left, 
the Bntish camp was pitched in and aiound the old cantonments In 
order to assure our hold of the rocky height, Sir Heniy Barnard threw 
upon its extreme light point, wheie the lofty memorial of the siege now 
stands, a heavy gunbatteiy, known as the Eight Battery, which was 
twelve hundred yaids from the city wall A short distance to the 
noith, a heavy mortal battery was sunk in a hollow of the slopes 
and beyond it was Hindu Eao’s house, wheie, was estabhshed our mam 
picquet In fiont of it was the centie half-moon batteiy Thiee 
hundied yards further to the north was the Observatory, a strong 
old building neai which our heavy gun batteiy was elected Beyond 
the Observatory was an old Pathan mosque w’hose stout w'^alls afforded

Not far from tho Right 
Bniterj tho rocky ridgo cnd-i but it rises ngnln nt nhdl on which wns 
built nn Eodgnh or incJose/l masque, nud on tho Jorol space Zwitreon xcora 
tho auburhs of Kuwongungo nmj Piihnnpur Tho ground between tho 
ndgo and city was full of old buildings with clumps of trees nnd gardens 
which anorded convenient co\*or and shelter to tho onomy up to tho 
wulU of tho aty Tho walls which surrounded Delhi were obout soven 
miles m arcumfcronco nnd somo twontj four feet in height with Iwsltons 
10 good order each holding too Cwolro, or fourteen pieces of nrtdlory 
The) were covered forn full third of their height by an admirablo glacisj 
and h&d la front a ditch of constdomblo width and about twenty four feet 
deep Tho oostem fneo of tho city rests on Ibo Jorono nver, and nt tho 
season of tho year when our opomtions wore being earned on tho waters 
washed tho base of tho walls. AU access to tho bcaiogod on tho nver 
front was thoroforo impracticablo nod there could bono real investment 
of Delhi. And whdo thus oltogothor unablo to invest Delhi the 
besiegers wore for somo weeks tho bcsiogod. Their czerhoos were 
addressed not to capturing tho city bnt to tho more pressing task of 
dofonca Tho batteries of tho cnomy and thoir marksmon posted in tho 
buildings around novor ceased hnny’ing the basiogors who day after day 
hod constantly to bo uudor arms under a bnming snn to repel the 
constant and powerful sorties. 

Tho first sortie took place tho veiy day after we had estoblishod 
ouiBoIvoa on tho ndgo. In tho afternoon the mutiueoTB, who had can- 
nonaded at intervals camo out in force from Delhi and made a sharp 
attack on Hindu 1100*8 house. But happily that morning the besiegers 
hod been strongly roioforced. Tho Guides Corps consisting of three 
troops of cavalry and eix companies of infantry had come into comp under 
tlio command of Captom Daly They hod marche d at the hottest BeaEoa

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of the year from Mardan on the Tusafzai frontier to Delhi, a distance 
of 680 miles, in twenty- Wo days, and though the mfantry portion were 
occasionally- assisted with camels or ponies, the march was a surprising 
feat even for cavalry They entered as fresh and firm as if they had re- 
turned from a day^s manoeuvres, and Sir Henry Barnard pionounced them 
to he in perfect order and fitted for immediate service m the field. A 
few hours after their arrival they were sent to support the picquets and 
were engaged in a hand to hand contest with the enemy They drove 
the rebels back with considerable loss and chased them to the city walls * 

'Jn our side Lieutenant Quintin Batty e, Commandant of the Guides 
Cavalry, fell mortally wounded by a bullet from the ramparts. “ Now I 
have a chance of seeing service ” was his joyous exclamation, as he set 
forth with his regiment. A keen soldier, good swordsman, and fine 
rider, there was every piospect of a splendid career for the intrepid 
lad But he fell at his first fight, and as life ebbed away he muimured 
with his failing voice the -old Boman saying that it is well and proper 
for a man to die for his country. 

On the 10th of June the mutineers, about five hundred strong, lothJuno 
with two light guns and a party of cavalry, came out of the Ajmere Gate 
%vith the intention of apparently turning our right flank and threaten- 
ing our rear. “I immediately,” wrote Major Beid, '' proceeded out 
with two guns of Major Scott’s Battery, seven companies of 
'the Siimur Battalion, two companies of the 60th Bifles, and a 
hundred and fifty of the Guides. The latter I thiew out in skirmishiDg 
order with directions to encourage the enemy to approach. The Bifles 
I extended on my left flank, guns in the centre, with Gurkhas in Ime on 
my right. About six o’clock the mutineers approached in force The 
guns they had with them opened with grape on the nght line of 
skirmishei’s . I then threw out another company of my own regiment 
in skirmishing order, m continuation of the first line. They advanced 
steadily, with orders to spare ammumtion as much as possible Whilst 
, "the Gurkhas weie advancing, the mutmeers called out to them saymg 
they -Would not fire, as they (the mutineers) wished to speak to them. 

Others called out, ‘ We expect the Gurkhas to join us, we won’t 
fire.’ The Gurkhas replied, ‘ Oh yes, we are now coming to join you ’ 

They closed upon their centre, and went up to within twenty paces

^lUoi Ino Ajmero Onto*’* Thonoit day the mutmoorw mode another 
ftttnck on Hindu Raos honso and were repulsed with considorablo loss 
Tho cnctny know It wna the key of our position, and nil through the 
siege mndo the most desperato ntlcmpta to capture it. But tho post of 
honour nnd of danger was confided to Major Bcid and hw gallant 
Qurklins and all attempts to dislodge them xrcro made in vain. At first 
Major Beid had only hia own battalion and two corapnmes of tho COth 
Rifics, but aficr a timo tho Qaidcs Infantry was added, nnd on an 
Vilnnn ho was reinforced by two more companies of tho OOfch Rifles 
^ The houao in which ho resided with his corps was within perfect 
range of nenrij nil tho onomj s heavy guns, nnd was nddlod through 
and through with shot and shell Ho novor quitted tho ndgo

on tho ISth of Juno on our left A short distanco from the Flag^staff 
Tower where two light guns and a dolachmcnb of tho 75tb were 
posted lay on tho bank of tho river in tho midst of on cxtonsiYtj 
park Iho country scat of Sir Thoophilus Metcalfe. A largo body of 
mutineers concealed thomsolves among tho trees nnd taking advantage 
of tho undulating ground gamed tho brow of tho ndgo unperceivcd 
nnd mado a sudden and vigorous onset oa tho picqnot at tbo 
Tower Ooptoin Knox of tho 76th, commanding tho detachment, 
waa kiUed| with sovorol mon.

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jdescended to the camp Side of the ridge, and three were hilled in 
^ the Sepoy Lines within a short distance of the tents Reinforcements 
moved rapidly up in support of the picquet ; and the insurgents weie 
driven off and pursued some way. To avoid a recurrence of anything of 
the kind a large picquet was sent to occupy Sir Theophilus Metcalfe’s 
ruined house close to the nver, thus throwing up, as it were, the left 
flank of our defences, and rendering it almost impossible for the enemy 
to pass round on that side This picquet eventually was thrown in 
.advance of the house and divided into three portions — one of 160 men 
nn a mound on the right of the compound, close to the road leading 
from the Cashmere Gate to the Cantonment Sudder Bazar, and from 
which a few men were detached to a house on and commanding the 
road, fifty men in a cow-house midway between this mound and 
the river bank; 150 men in the stables close upon the river. 

“ All these posts were gradually strengthened by the engmeers, and 
^ere of much use Sir Theophilus Metcalfe’s house would have been 
pieviously occupied had it not been for the diflSculty of providmg one 
relief foi the picquets, and after this it sometimes was impossible to 
carry out the daily rehefs The Flag-staff contmued to be held by a 
hundred men with two guns, and at night the sentries from this picquet 
-and the mound picquet in the Metcalfe compound communicated ”* 

1 The attack on the Flag-staff had hardly been repulsed when other 
bodies of insui gents advanced upon the Hindu Rao’s picquet and 
through the Sabzi Mandi into the gardens on the right flank of the 
camp. “ The 1st Bengal Fusiliers were sent agamst them under the 
command of Major Jacob, and succeeded most gallantly in not only 
driving the enemy back, but pursued them skirmishing all through the 
thickly wooded gardens of the Sabzi MandL”t There is little doubt 
that the attacks on the Flag-staff Tower and Hindu Rao’s house were 
meant to be simultaneous, but fortunately for us they took place at 
diffei ent hours of the day. 

It now seemed plam that we had not sufficient means to besiege 
the place. Instead of havmg the preponderance of numbers which 
science had declared to be needed for the reduction of a fortress we 
were outnumbered by thousands. It was only on the north side that 
we could invest the place, and on the river face and the south the enemy 
were free to come in and go out as thej^ chose A few days had proved

stress of thoso penis and troubles tho idea seuod tho minda of somo 
men that it would bo bettor to attempt to tako tho city by a cotip 
(ieviam After much hesitation QonomI Barnard, who was urged 
from all quarters'* to tako Delhi "by thooo who did not undorstand that 
a city containing disapbnod troops and a vast population netaated by 
riolout passions cannot bo easily ororcomo gavo his assent to tho fol 
lowing plan. Two gates wero to bo blown up by which our infantry not 
more than eighteen hundred in numbor, guards and picqnets inoludod 
were to effect an cntranco in two colnmns. Tho enfoty of tho camp wos 
tobocntirolycntnrstcdtothoaataroinfantryandc&nihy About olovon 


oclock Bngodior Graves who was the field officer of tho day received 
% crbal orders to remove tho Europeans from tho picquots along the height. 
As tho order was not in writing ho refused to obey it and rode to General 
Barnard s tent for farther instraction Being naked by General Barnard 
bis opinion as to tho chanco of success ho replied ' Ton may oertamly 
take tho city by surpnso but whether yon are strong enough to hold 
it ifl another matter" The remark caused General Barnard once moro 
to weigh tbo danger of tho undertaking ond ns dawn hod begun to break 
and success depended on blowing m tho gates by surpnae he determined 
to abandon tho enterprise. Tho columns whioh had boon notually 
formed wore withdrawn. Tho obandonmenfc of the enterprise has 
been Boveroly criticised But judging from the refiifitance we aflerwardfl 
experienced in the notual assault, when we hod been greatly reinforced 
in men and guns and judging fix>m the stout le aistan ce we eipenenced 
in the streets, it is cortam that even if the gates had been captured the 
scanty force could noTer have hold Delhi. Defeat or even a partial 


success would have been rum. 

Three days after the abandonment of the assault tbo enemy made 
another attaok on the Metcalfe pioquet, and were driven away ^er a 
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fierce struggle. Looking out in tlie early morning of the 17 th June 
from the ridge the English descried some men busy on the knoll called 
the Eedgah on the right of Hmdu .Eao’s house. A tremendous fire from 
their heavy artillery meant to detract notice only revealed the full 
import of the work A battery erected there would enfilade our whole 
position, and Sir Henry Barnard determined to prevent its construction. 
He ordered a small force m two columns to proceed to the spot and 
destioy the works The right column under Major Tombs, consisting 
of his own troop of artillery, about four hundred men of the 1st 
Fusiliers and 60th Rifles, 30 horsemen of the Guides, and 20 Sappers and 
Mmers, moved towards the enemy’s left. Major Reid descending from 
Hindu Rao’s house with four companies of the 60th Rifles while the 
Gurkhas advanced towards Kissengunge and the enemy’s nght. Tombs 
dnving the enemy through a succession of gardens reached the Eedgah, 
a mosque surrounded by strong loopholed walls, where the enemy 
was posted m considerable force.* “ Here a hot musketry fire was 
sustained for some time, until I sent orders for two of the horse artillery 
guns to be brought from the outside of the suburbs to our support On 
these guns opening fire, the enemy appeared to loosen their hold of the 
position. Seeing this I ordered the advance which was made with a 
rush, and the position was ours. We captured a Q-poundet gun and 
its limber here m position, and the object of the attack having been 
effected, I, agreeably to orders received, brought the column back into 
camp about 7 p ir f The loss of the column was small. Major 
Tombs himself was shghtly wounded and had two horses killed Under 
him, makmg five horses that from the commencement of the campaign 
up to that date had been shot under him. 

The column under Major Reid was equally successfiil. He wrote: 

I proceeded to the end of the wall, and then entered a serai to the 
right After battermg down the gates of two different serais I succeeded 
in entering Khssengunge which I found full of mutmeeis Many 
rushed madly on, but were at once shot down by our troops I counted 
thirty-one bodies in one place near one of the batteries, and nine were

"u-nw picquots were reinforced and in tho afternoon a laigo body of mutincoTB 
cameoutby thol,ahoro Gate and stormed the whole of our position whilst 
a largo body filed unobsoirod through tho gardens and suburbs to our 
nght AboutsunnsoBomoflyingBOwiiisnnnouncedthnttho enemy wore 
about to attack our rear Tho infantry wnre employed guarding the 
Jiiequots from the attack in front, and only some few troops wore in camp, 
TwoIto guns and some four or five hundred cnTnby under Bngadior Grant 
were howcTot quickly colloctcd and sent forward to meet them They 
found tho onomy strongly supported by inCintry posted in walled gardenia 
against which our artillery could make bnthttio impression. Their guns 
poured forth o quick and well-directed fire and tho inCmtty from the 
gardens shot down onr ortilloiymcn nnd hoisos. Tombs guns ware m 
imminent danger when a portmu ofthoGuides cavaliy rode up. “ Daly if 
you do not charge " said Tombs to thoir leader, “my guns ore taken " Daly 
spurred into tho bushes , scarcely o doren of his mon followed him. Ho 
returnodwith a bullet in bissboolder but tho momantoiy dirersion saved 
tho gunat As long ns it was light the steady fire of our guns and tha 
dashing charges of tho cavoby sucooeded lu keeping the rebels nr 
check. But in the dusk of the evening their snponor numbeis began 
to tell and “ they very nearly succeeded in turning our flank, nnd for 
soma tune two guns were in great jeopardy ” The lancers and Gmdea 
bent on saving tho guns at nil hnarda charged the enemy but with a 
ditoh and houses on each side tboir action was poralyaod and thou losa 
was BoToro. All was now in confusion nnd tho darknesa of night 
begnn to increase tha disorder whwnthe infimtiy came op daahad

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forwaid and, cutting a lane through the rebels, rescued the guns. 

“ The filing on both sides gradually ceased, and our infantry being 

much too weak in numbers to attack the enemy’s extended Ime, our 

troops returned to camp 'about 8-30 PM, the insurgents’ fire totally 

ceasmg Our loss in this affair amounted to three officers and 

seventeen men killed, and seven officers and seventy men wounded. 

Among the killed was Lieutenant- Colonel Yule of the 9th Lancers, 

" as fine and gallant a soldier as ever lived.” Among the wounded was 

Brigadier J Hope Grant who had his home shot Under him in a charge 

and was saved by the devotion of two men of his own regiment and a 

native sowar of the 4th Irregulars “ The two men, Handcock and 

Pul cell, stuck to me during the fight without consulting their owfi 

safety , the latter had his horse killed under him about the same time 

that I lost my oivn , and Handcock, seeing me dismounted in the midst 

/ 

of our foes, earnestly besought me to take his charger.”t At this 
moment Hooper Khan, the ordeily sowar, rode up to the Brigadier and 
said, “ Take my home, it is your only chance of safety.” ‘'I could not but 
admire his fine conduct” wrote Brigadier Grant “ He was a Hmdusj 
tani Mussulman belonging to a regiment the greater part of which 
had mutmied , and it would have been easy for him to have killed me 
and gone over to the enemy , but he behaved nobly and was ready to 
save my life at the risk of his own. I refused his offer ; but, takmg a 
firm grasp of his horse’s tail, I told Hooper Khan to drag me out of the 
crowd This he performed successfully and with great courage.” Next 
mormng the Brigadier summoned Hooper Khan to his tent, and after 
praising him for his gallantry offered him some little money. Hooper 
Khan drew himself up with great dignity, saluted and said ' “ No, 
Saheb, I Will take no money, but if you will get my commandmg officer 
to promote me, I shall be very grateful.”| 

Very disquieted by the day’s operations were the besiegers. The 
lebels had attacked our weakest and most vital pomt, the rear, and after 
-a day’s stubborn fighting we had not, according to our wont, driven them 
-back to the walls of the city. If they managed to establish themselves

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tlicro onr communlcntionj would t>o cut off with tho Paijab , our «nmU 
force would bo inrestod, and without mppllos and roinforcomonta it 
would bo impoMiblo ogninat tho doily growing numbora of tho Insuigonts 
to hold onr own. Many wore dcapondont in tho comp when tho roault 
of tho day 8 fighting was finit known, bat tho steadfast tompor of 
tho besiegers swiftly asserted itself, and they dotemiinod noat 
morning to ronow tho contest. At daybreak our troops again 
ndnmccd to attack tho enemy "but fonnd only a strong pioquet which 
was easily driven bneic and wo captured a gun and two waggons which 
they had left tho night previous'* Tho road strown with dead 
men and hoisos showed bow stubborn the fight hod boon tho 
do} before " At ono spot olono forty of thorn wore lying their bodios 
tom by tho ghastly rounds of cannon shot tho faces of some twisted 
with agony, others sleeping quietly “• 

The forco hod scarcely rotumed to camp when tho enemy again 
mado their appcamuco, pushed on their guns, and opened fire. Our troops 
proniptl} turned out in feres and tho onomy quickly dispersed " To 
render it less oosy to make attacks in tho roar, which might have led 
to a stoppogo of out eommumcations with tho Punjab a battery for 
two 18-poundora was conatruotod behind the camp and armed, and the 
rcor picqucts of cavalry and infantry wore posted at it. Prior to this 
three 18-poundera hod been placed in tho battery on tho mound to tho 
jnght of tho camp to check any attack from tho ado of tho Bohn 
Handi suburbs. An inlhntiy picquot had been thoro all along and a 
Ifcvnlry picqnot on tho ground below, togothor with two horse artillery 
gnns.'’t 

After tho action m roar of tho camp onr troops had throo_ days 
cessation from fighting Tho welcome intolhgonco also reached them that 
a reioforcomont under Major Olphorts hod arrived within twenfy mdoe 
of Delhi. Tho onomy had howovor also been reinforced by the nmval of 
tho mntinoors from Jnllandur and Phillonr oomnatuig of throe regiments 
of infantry and tho 0th loght Oovalry and the spies reported that 
another attack was to bo mado on our reor Tho day chosen was the 
28rd of Jane tho contcnoiy of Plassey For many weeks a prophecy 
had spread throughont tho land that the Eogliah mle would eaqnro with 
the hundredth year and as Olivo had laid the foundation of it in the 
mango groves of Plassey it most end on tho oentoniuy of that vietory 
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The 23id June was also the first day of the new moon, a day of good 
omen with the followers of the Man of Mecca, and the Jattra, 'a solemn 
festival of the worshippers of Vishnu, and astrologers declared that the 
stars in their courses would fight for the mutineeis. On hearing that the 
rebels intended to make another attack in force on the rear. Sir Henry 
Barnaid on the 22nd of June sent an Older to Majoi Olpherts to 
maich at once for camp, and the lear of Ins troops had not leached it 
when a furious cannonade was opened fiom the city walls “At the same 
moment they opened on our right, and kept up a heavy enfilading fiie on 
Hmdu Kao’s iidge which the few guns we had in position were unable to 
silence” On advancmg thiough the Sabzi Mandi to the real of Hindu 
Kao’s house, they made a desperate attack on the Mound Battery and 
Major Keid’s position “ No men could have fought better, wrote 
the gallant Eeid They charged the Rifles, the Guides, and my own men 
again and again, and at one time I thought I must have lost the day The 
cannonade fiom the city and the heavy guns which they had bi ought out 
laged fast and furious and completely enfiladed the whole of my position 
Thousands weie brought against my mere handful of men, but I knew the 
impoitauce of my position, and was determined to do my utmost to hold 
it till reinforcements arrived” After a while the leinfoicements came, 
and an attempt was made fiom the Mound Battery to diive the lebels 
from the Sabzi Manfli, which with its nairow lanes, nipd walls, 
enclosures, and flat-roofed houses, offered good cover to mfantiy, and 
from wall and loof the enemy poured foith a stream pf fire on the advanc- 
ing troops, The men fell fast, stricken by the bullets of the foe and 
the fierce lays of the sun Thrice weie the streets cleaied, bub when the 
soldiers tiied to foice the houses with then stiong doors built to stand 
a dacoit raid, the enemy letuined fiom ever}'' lane and lenew^ed their 
muiderous file * But at all hazaids they must be diiven back The sei vice 
of every man was required The Fusilieis and Sikhs, who had marched 
iwenty miles that muming, were called-out and sent foiward to suppoib the 
attack Thiough the whole of the hot tiopical daj'" did the battle lage, 
and it was not until evening closed that the enemy returned into the 
city, having lost over a thousand men In one enclosure about one 
bundled and fifty men were bayoneted after a desperate struggle.

tion \m5 thus rendered much mcwti secure nnd the enemy wore unable 
to pass up the Trunlt Hoad to attack our nght rear "* 

Loiaia! the da) nftor the fight at the Sabn Mandi Gonoml Chamborlom 

wa junved in camp to fill tho responsible post of Adjutant-General of the 
army He had won renown as a dnnng camlry officer and was ap- 
pointed by General Anson to command the moreablo colnmn which had 
been organised to chock and opernto upon any pomt where rehelhon 
might nso nnd danger threaten in the Puiyab. Tho way ho headed tho 
column had increased hia repntation and his adrent was eagerly expect- 
ed at Delhi orythmg will bo nght, they used to say when Chamber 
lam cornea. Chambcrlamf brought with him Liontcnaut Alexander 
TnjlorJ of the Engineers amantowhoeocourogo sknll and great rojcmrce 
our ultimate success was in a great measure duo Kemforcements from 
tho Punjab also begou to rnnro and tho oflroctivo strength of the Bntish 
force now amounted in round nnmbcra to nearly 0 COO men of all anna. 
Tho oncmj also nt this timo received o formidable romforcoment "On tho 
Ist aud 2ud Julj tho Rohilound mutinoors arrived at Delhi marching 
across tho hndgo of boots withm full now of the spectators from our 
•camp posted on tho ndgo They consisted of four rogunents of m&intiy 
ono of cavalry a horse battery and two post guns and were com 
jnanded by onoBakht Khan an oldsnbadar of artillery * He was well

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known to many officeis of that arm in camp. They described him as a 
big fat man, obsequious, fond of the society of Europeans and very intelli- 
gent” He soon gained a gieat influence over the old King of Delhi, 
was made Commandei-iu-Chief, and was promised the office of Govemor- 
Geneial if he would diive the English from the battenes. The lebel 
foice now amounted to about thiitj’- thousand men Their guns weie 
numeious and then ammunition appeared inexhaustible. 

The amval of lemforcements wuthin the camp again raised the 
question whether the city should not be taken by a coup de mmn. A 
project was diaum out by which one coluinn was to effect an entrance 
by blowing in the non grating of the canal near the Cabul Gate,' 
another column to entei the CashmeieGate after it had been blown iny 
a third column to escalade the side and to endeavour to effect an entiance 
in that diiection At the last moment the plan waa abandoned because 
the General leceived information that on the 3rd July, the day fixed 
for the assault, the rebels who had arrived from Rohilcund intended 
to make a serious attack on oiu camp. “ The success of the assault 
depended on the surprise being complete , and we had no leason ta 
reckon upon anj’’ want of vigilance on the pai t of the insui gents who 
were not by any means shut up or unable to send out patrols and 
pidquets As, moreover, for the four assaulting paities and the reserve 
not more than 3U00 infantry (if so many) could be used it does not seem 
matter for regret that this attack never took place ”* 

To one man at the time it was a matter of deep regret. Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Baird Smith had been summoned to take the place of 
the Chief Engineer whose health had completely broken down He 
was bringing with him a small detachment of Pioneeis from Eoorkee-, 
and had ainved within sixty miles of Delhi, on the 2nd of July, when 
news of the intended assault reached him. Staiting at once, he 
arrived by hard riding on the morning of the 3rd to find that the 
assault had been postponed A skilled and accomphshed engineer, a 
man of gieat ability, lesource, and courage, Baird Smith became, from 
^ the day of his amval, the most trusted counsellor in all matters relatmg 
to the siege. 

On the afternoon of the 3id of July large bodies of the msuigents 
moved into the gai dens and suburbs on oui right, and all our troops were 
turned out to meet the expected attack. But, mstead of attacking our 
picquets, the rebels moved rapidly upon Alipui, one march in our rear, 
and compelled a squadron of the Puiqab Cavalry to fall hack The fire 
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of their ptins mw benn] m enmp, nnd «oon nftcr 2 ajl a force mnrehej 
to ovcrtnlo or to intercept them It commonded by linjor Coko 
nnd consisted of nbout tbreo hundred horse, eight himdrcd foot nnd 
twelve guns. At first it wns imponiklo to dolcrraino wbothor the 
robcls were piisbing fonvnrd to Ivnniiil or rotnrmng to Delhi. About 
PHnnWi however Sfryor Coko ^ fouDtl tho onomy wore rottnn^ to tho 
cit^, but spread nil over the countiy On crossing' tho canal n consider 
nblo iKKly with gnns wore seen nt n villngo nbonfc n milo from tho bridge 
where I nt onco proceeded to attack tliom After a few rounds from 
their guns thoj earned them off jn the direction of tho city boforo 
wo coidd got up to tlicoi which thc> were enabled to do as tho^ wore 
on a road, whereas wo had to advance over tho open country, which was 
in many places a swamp through which tho guns and troops could 
mako thoir wa) with difficulty** A number of tho enemy sought 
refugo in a nllago whore th6> were killed The rest fled m all 
directions, followed by tho Guides Cavalry who sabred many **It 
was, howovor tisoloes to attempt any further pursuit, for tho boat was 
groat and tho European soldiers exhausted'’ Major Coke thoroforo 
returned to tho banks of tho canal and rested his men under the shade 
of the trees. By some misconception his artillery retoraod to camp 
\\Tiilo his men were resting a fresh force from Delhi attacked them and 
* wo beat thorn back and pureuod thorn for a considorablo dista'nco, bat 
seeing that Ihoro was a largo force collecting hchmd thorn I withdrew 
tho infhntiy and took up a position that commanded tho bridge , and as 
I expected they wore bnnging up guns I sent into camp for artilleiy" 
** Before tho guns arrived tho enemy made a second attack and worn 
beaten back. Soon after tho ortillciy and cavalry came up and followed 
the cnotny, who agoiu disponed and flod in all diroctions." * Our men 
roturnod cotnpletoly exhausted bj tho heat indeed many of the fllst 
sank down booenth tho trees and elephants bad to bo sout from camp 
to cany thorn in *!• Tho enemy earned off thoir guns and returned to 
camp having loot about a hundred men Major Coke ■was at the time 
eevorely criticised for tho compamtive tadure of the action I am 
dissatisfied ” wrote Hodson with the day s work inasmuch aa more 
might have deen dono and what was done is only satisfactoiy as a proof 
of tho COSO mth which Anglo-Soxona can thrash Asiatics at any odds. 
Testerday they were at least from ten to fifteen to one agomst ns. }

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On the following moinmg, Sii Henry Bainard, worn out m body 
and mind, fell an easy victim to cliolera He had gained the admiia- 
tion and respect of his soldieis by his heioic courage, for under fire his 
biaveiy made him conspicuous even among the biavemen he command- 
ed j and he had won their love by his giacious and easy manners and 
his um emitting zeal foi their welfare A severe fate had placed him 
in a most difficult -and tiying position A stranger m the land and 
ignorant ofonental waifare, he was called on the death of Geneial Anson, 
to lead a weak foice against an enemy foimidable m numbers and 
lesouices At the battle of Badh-ki-serai the plan of operations was 
bold and comprehensive, and it was owing to the courage and judgment 
he displayed in following the defeated enemy that the English gained 
an impnitaut base of opeiations before Delhi For weeks he not 
only held that base agamst repeated attacks made by overwhelming 
masses, but by often acting vigorously on the offensive he restoied our 
prestige which was trembling in the balance His iguoiance of 
the land and of Indian warfare le'^sened his confidence in himself, and 
led him to depend upon others foi advice and mstiuction which caused 
bun ciuel anxiety and gave an appearance of indecision to his measuies 
A man of years when he reached India, a campaign at the hottest 
season told heavily on him Toimented by bodily pain, mentally 
ill at ease, harassed with ceaseless impoitunities fiom all sides to 
captuie Delhi, pestered by impossible pi ejects foi taking it insolently 
thrust on him, he was allowed no peace of body or mind. His last 
words were full of anxious care. Thinking in his deluium that 
the enemy were attackmg the iidge he had so long gallantly held, 
he exclaimed “ Strengthen the right” Then his woids and his voice 
failed him, and he breathed his last The burial was fixed for the next 
day The body was placed m a lude coffin of wood and conveyed to. 
the churchyard on a gun-carnage. His Lancei escort laid him in his 
grave, and the guns of the enemy paid his funeral honours 

On the death of General Bainard, the command recurred to General 
'Reed. He had joined the field* foi ca on the morning of the action of 
Badli-ki-seiai, but, unwell and greatly fatigued by a long and rapid 
journey during intense heat, he took no part in the action and did not 
supersede General Barnard His first proceeding on assuming the com- 
mand was wise All the bridges crossing the canal were blown up except 
one which we letamed for our own use and watched with videttes of 
cavalry The Phoolchudder aqueduct, a work of great solidity through 
which the canal water flowed into the city, w'as'also blown up A large 
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Mcort nlso ^ont on the 8th of Ju]^ to the bntigo over tho

JJohind Hitidu Hao s house on our right ns wo have mentioned there wtts 
placed a bnttco of throe 18-pounders with nn intanfiy picqnot all 
facing tho Sahrt ifnndi suburb To tho nght of tho mound on 
tho low ground was a picquot of two horse artillery guns and a troop of 
Dragoons tho guns boing this day furnished by Major Tombs troop 
commanded bj Liculonanc Uilla and tho cavnlrj from the Carabineers 
commanded by Lieutenant Stillman Still further to tho nght at a 
fakirs enclosure was a native ofilcers picfjuotof tho 9th Irrogulars, from

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men came ab him (tAvo mounted) 5 the first man he wounded with 
his pistol, he caught the lance of the second in his left hand and 
wounded him with his sword. The fiist man then came on again and 
was cut down the third man, (on foot), then came up and wrenched 
the sword from the hand of Lieutenant Hills (who fell in the stiuggle), 
and the enemy was about to cut him down, Avhen Major Tombs (who 
had' gone up to visit his two guns) saw what was going on, rushed in, 
and shot the man and saved Lieutenant Hills. 

“ By this time the enemy’s cavalry had passed by, and Maj'or Tombs 
and Lieutenant Hills went to look after the wounded men, when 
Lieutenant Hills obsei ved one of the enemy passmg with his (Lieutenant 
Hill’s) pistol They walked towards him, the man began flourishing his 
sword aud dancing about He first cut at Lieutenant Hills who pained 
the blow, and he then turned on Majoi Tombs, who received the blow 
in the same manner. His second attack on Lieutenant Hills was (I 
regret to say) moie successful, as he was cut down with a bad sword-cut 
on the head, and would have been no doubt killed, had not Major Tombs 
rushed in and put his sword through the man I feel convmced that such 
gallant conduct on the part of these two oflScers has only to be brought 
properly forwaid to meet with an appropnate reward ”* Hills and 
Tombs leceived the soldier’s most coveted piize, the Cross for Valour. 

Meanwhile the sowars dashed into camp and rode up to the native 
troop of horse artillery “ Get your guns readj'-,” cried they, “ and come 
away with us to Delhi.” The artillerymen answered — “Who are you that 
give us orders ? We obey only our own officers,” They then called out to 
Major Olpherts’ Euiopean troop, which was unlimbered close by, to fire 
througli them at the mutmeers. “A pai ty of foot artillery now advanced, 
led by Gaptam Fagan, who had been writing in his tent close by, and 
had only time to relinquish his pen for a tulwar (sword) and, supported 
by a company of the 1st Fusiliers, drove one portion of the sowars out of 
camp, having killed some fifteen of them, and the guns at the mountain 
battery on our right being bi ought round to bear opened on them ” Tn 
the meantime the lemaiudei of the sowara were driven out at the rear 
by some cavalry About thirty-five of the sowars were killed, including 
the man who led them m this daring exploit

tiie quietly, fighting as they went, and faiily checking the enemy, on 
which I galloped back and bi ought up two guns, when we soon stopped 
all opposition, and drove the last Pandj’- into Delhi ” Our loss was fifteen 
men killed, sixteen officers and one bundled and seventy-seven men

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some difficulty that the officers could prevent their men entering the 
town with the fugitives. Fifty of the enemy, all horsemen, weie killed 
on the giound, and many must have been wounded.”* FCodson brought 
his men safe back to camp with only thirteen wounded. 

On the 24!th of August a large body of the enemy with eighteen 
guns left Delhi with the avowed mtention of intercepting the siege- 
tram. At day bleak on the following morning a column under Biigadier- 
Geueral hlicholson was despatched to follow them and bring them to 
action. It consisted of about two thousand infantry and cavalry with 
sixteen hoise aitillery guns The march was wearisome and fatiguing 
to the men. The lain was falling in torrents and the roads were mere 
quagmires It v as only by putting their shoulders to the wheels that 
the artilleiymen got the guns tlnough two wide swamps At noon 
a halt Avas sounded, but the General, heniing that the rebels were 
about twelve miles m fiont at a place called Najafgaih, determined 
if possible to overtake and lout them before nightfall The men were 
worn by the moining^s maich but their discipline was good, and eager 
to meet the foe, they cheerfully lesponded to their Geneial’s call and 
pushed forwaid At sunset they i cached a branch of the Najafgaih 
Canal, which the lains had flooded into the depth and dimensions of a 
river, and found the enemy posted on the other side to the left of the 
line of advance. Their position extended from a bridge over the mam 
canal to the town of Najafgarh, a distance of a mile and three quarters 
or two miles f “ Their strongest point was an old seiai on their left 
centre, in which they had four guns , nine more guns were between this 
and the bridge ” The stream was full and rapid and the ford difficult 
and deep, and with much difficulty and some delay the passage was 
effected under a hea^vy fire from the enemy The evenmg was far ad- 
vanced befoie all the troops had crossed, and Nicholson had only time to 
make a very hasty reconnaissance He quickly deterramed to attack the 
- serai and force the left centre, and then, changmg front to the left, ' to 
sweep dovm theii line of guns towards the bridge. One hundred men of 
each corps weie left m reserve, and the 61st Foot, the 1st Fusiliers and 
the 2nd Regiment Punjab Infantry were formed up Avith four guns on 
the light ^nd ten on the left flank, supported by the squadrons of the 
9th Lancers and the Guides Cavalry. General Nicholson lode down

wn* Iho fight hut Iho Unli"h eoldiera wontholrway and camod tho 
fcrai at the point of tho hnyonct Then changing front they swept 
down the enemy e Iiuo toward* tho bridge. Tho rebels fiading tho 
wholo position of their guns had been turned, rondo bttlo resistance 
nnd were soon in full retreat across tho bridge with our guns plnyaagupon 
them. Our treops followed hard nnd thirteen of tho rebel guns were 
captured Tho Oencral supposed tho conflict was at an end when 
it was reported to him that a strong rillngo in tho rear was still occupied 
by tho enemy " I immediately scat orders to Licntenant Lumsden 
who was then nearly abreast of tho village to dnvo them out , 
but though few in number they bad remained so long that our 
troops were on oil sides of them and seeing no boo of retreat they 
fought with ojctrcmo dcspornlion "• Tho 1st Puiijab Bifles wero driven 
back nnd their commander killed, nnd the 01 st Foot had to bo sent m 
support before tho place was token. "Indeed more properly spenlong 
it was not taken but was evacuated by tho enemy during tho night."t 
It was dark hoforo tho battle was over nnd nAcr fourteen hours march 
mg and fighting tho troops had to bivouac m tho field without food or 
covering of any kind. Tho bndgo was blown up during the night 
by our soppors nnd tho enemy hanng retreated to Delhi, the force re- 
turned to camp next morning Our loss was about ono hundred men

mination/’ wiote General Wilson, “I attiibute mamly the gloiious 
results of the expedition, and next to the steadiness and gallantry in 
action and the -cheerfulness under gieat privation and fatigue exhibited 
by the ofiScei's and men placed under his command ” 

No further attempt iins made to molest the siege-tiain, and on the 
8id of September over thirtj'’ ineces of heavy oidnauce, with ample 
supplies of ammunition ai rived in camp. The engineers had in the 
meanwhile been busy making piepaiations for the commencement of 
active operations for the captui e of the city The first step taken was 
to dig a trench to the left of the Sammy House, at the end of which 
a battery was constructed for four O-poundei-s and two 24-pounder 
howitzers The object of this battery was to prevent sorties fiom the 
Lahoie or Kabul Gate passing loimd the city wall to annoy our 
breaching batteries, and also to assist in keeping doum the fiie of the 
Horee Bastion It moreover led the enemy to believe that we would 
attack them from this side But, central y to then expectation, it was 
resolved to push the main attack on the left, because the river would 
completely protect our flank as we advanced and there was better 
cover on that side The front to be attacked consisted of the Moree, 
Cashmere, and Water Bastions with the cuitam walls connecting them 
The bastions were the only part on which guns could be mounted as 
the connectmg cui tains weie merely parapets made strong enough only 
for a musketry fire, and therefore if we could silence the bastions we 
could break the wall without difficulty By the 6th of September all 
the reinforcements had arrived, and it was determined that the siege 
should be at once commenced and prosecuted with the utmost vigour. 
Our available force amounted in round numbers to 6,500 infantry, 1,000 
cavalry and 600 artillery, and of these only 3,317 were British troops 
As we had too few artillerymen, volunteers were called upon from the 
Lancers and 6th Dragoon Guaids to work the batteries, and all the 
gunners of the hoise artillery were ordered into the trenches In the 
trenches the old Sikh artillerymen who had dealt death into our ranks 
at Ferozeshah and Sobraon, and whom John Lawrence had persuaded to

mifinp them up, Tho work Imd to bo finUhed by dawn, before tho 
enemy discovered onr operations and made their completion impossibla 
Tho work went on os (pnelly as poolblc, but iwmo Bound attracted tho 
ntlcnlion of tho inulmeera ami a flash from tho 3Iorco nnatlon lit up tho 
aky nnd a ahower of gmpo ploughc<l up tlio ground omid tho workmen 
nnd kllle<l aeecml of them Then awiflly followed another shower nnd 
moro men fvlt If tho flro continued tho work must bo relinquished for 
the men were quite exposed. But fortdnntely tho rebels thinking tho 
sound proceeded only from some working parties cutting brushwood 
cei«ed Gnng bclicring that the> lind succoodod m scaring them All 
through tho night every man workod his hardest but when dawn broke 
only ono gun had been monntod on its platform and tho coomy soemg 
wbal WM being done opened firo Round after round of shot and gmpo 
cnmocmshing Against tho battery, but our men contmuod their woidc and 
nt last it was completed. Then our guns belched forth their flro and tho 
mnsoniy of tho forliflcations began to foil, nnd by tho afternoon tho 
Uoroo Bastion had ceased to flro nnd was a heap of rums. This battery 
was afterwards known as Bnnds battery being commanded by 
Major Bnnd who worked it with great eflbet till tho end of tho 
mego.* It consisted of five 18 pounders nnd ono howitzer to thonght^

^Yhlch were to play on the Cashmere^ Bastion. 

On the evening of the 8th September we seized Ludlow Castle 
within six hundred yards of the city. It had always formed an advanced 
picquet of the enem}^ and it was a matter of sui prise that they should 
have let it be taken without a fight. But theie is httle doubt the enemy 
still thought the attack was to be on the right, where all the fighting 
had hitherto been and where all our old batteries were located. To the 
left of Ludlow Castle and a little in advance stood an enclosed garden 
called the Kudsia Bagh, and both places were now occupied by strong 
detachments and formed our chief support to the left attack. Dmmg 
the night of the 9th and 10th No. 2 Battery was completed and partially No 

tor* 

aiTued, but not yet unmasked. It was constructed immediately in front 
of Ludlow Castle, five hundred j’-ards from the Cashmere Bastion It was 
made in two portions, | the right half for seven heavy howitzers and two 18- 
poundeis , the left half, about two bundled j’-aids distant, was for nine 24- 
pounders. The whole of the eighteen guns were destined to silence the fire 
of the Cashmeie Bastion, to knock away the parapet right and left that 
gave cover to the defenders, and to open the main breach by which 
the town was to be stormed § The right portion was under the 
command of Major Kaye|l and the left under Major J H Campbell, until 
he was compelled from a severe grape shot wound to make over the 
command to Captain E B. J ohnson.

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kt. On the night of tho 10th Soptoraber No. 4 Bntteiy was also 
made m tho Kudaia Bngh. It consisted of ten heavy mortars, and 
was under tho command of Major Tombs.*

tho rest ond then work on as before At dawn the workiiig party was 
withdrawn or every man would have been destroyed. On the 11th the 
heavy guns were drown into position onders sharp and constant fire of 
musketry which severely galled the men. When finished the battery 
mounted six 18-pcranders, It was commanded by Major Scott f 

At 8 0 clock on the mornmg of the 11th September the great 
breaching battery opened fire, and as the shot told and the atones began 
to fly a loud cheer burst forth from the arbJlerymen. The Cashmere 
Bastion attempted to reply but was quickly silenced and the 
bastion and cnrtain came roshing down on all mdeat On the 12th of

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September, No 3 Battery was unmasked, and fifty guns and mortars 
fiom the four batteiies poured them storm of shot and shell upon the 
city. Night and day was the overwhelmmg fire continued But the 
ganison did not allow the bombardment to proceed without interruption. 
Unable to work a gun from any of the bastions, they brought them 
into the open and enfiladed our batteries. They got a gun to bear 
upon our fiont from a hole in the curtam wall They sent rockets from 
one of their Mai tello toweis, and they maintained a perfect storm of 
musketry from their advanced trench and fiom the city walls No part of 
the batteries was left unsearched by their fire. Though three months’ 
incessant woik in tliem had made our men skilful in using the cover 
they had, many were laid low by the deadly fire of muskets and 
enfiladmg aitillery Our loss dining the six days the trenches were 
open was three hundied and twent 3 ’’-seven. 

On the night of the 13th September four engineer oflScers were sent ^ ^ 
down to examine each of the two breaches near the Cashmere and Water mm( 
Bastions. Medley and Lang stole thiough the enemj^’s skirmishers, reach- 
ed the edge of the ditch undiscovered, descended it and soon would have 
been at the to]? of the breach when they heard footsteps commg towards 
it. They chmbed back to their own side and, thiowmg themselves down 
on the grass, waited m silence. “A number of figures immediately appear- 
ed on the top of the breach, theii forms cleaily discermble agamst the 
bright sky and not twenty yards distant. We however were in the deep 
shade and they could not apparently see us They conversed in a low 
tone, and presently we heard the ring of their steel lamrods as they load- 
ed We waited quietly hoping they would go away when another at- 
tempt might be made. Meanwhile we could see that the breach was a 
good one, the slope easy of ascent, and that there were no guns on the 
flank We knew by expenence too that the ditch was easy of descent. 

It was however desirable if possible to get to the top, but the sentnes 
would not move.” After waitmg a few minutes Medley gave the 
signal, and the party started to their feet and qmckly retreated 
towards the camp. “ Directly we were discovered a volley was sent 
after us , the balls came whizzing about our ears, but no one was 
touched ”* Medley reported the breach to be practicable, and a similar 
repoit having been received from Home and Greathed, orders were at 
once issued for the assault to take place the commg morning.

and 200 of Her Majesty’s 60th Rifles who joined after the assault had 
been made. It was to await the result of the attack and, on the columns 
entermg the eity, to take possession of the posts which the General had 
jireviously assigned to it. The engineers were Ward and Thackeray 
Long before dawn broke the assaulting columns had taken 
then appomted places. The first column was maiched silently down 
to the Kudsia Bagh , the second a little to the light , and the third 
waited on the high-road which leads to the Cashmere Gate There 
were some six thousand five hundred men who were gomg to take that 
strong city defended by thirty thousand desperate and disciplmed 
rebels Twelve hundred of that foice were Biitish soldiers A handful 
of men, but terrible in their strength, their disciplme and the passions 
awakened in their hearts. Toil and hardship and the memory of their 
slaughteied women and children had made them savage and determmed 
to wreak vengeance on the guilty city * An mcessant play of artillery 
was kept up on the walls m order to drive the enemy from the breaches 
and protect the columns as they formed It was intended that the 
assault should be delivered at the break of day , but many of the men 
belongmg to the different regiments of the storming force had been 
on picquet duty all mght, and it took some time for them to jom 
then respective corps. The sun had risen high over the honzonf 
when the loud loar of the guns suddenly ceased, and each soldier 
during the brief moment of silence braced himself for the coming conflict. 
Then Nicholson gave the signal The Rifles with a loud cheei dashed 
to the front in skirmishmg order and at the same moment the heads 
of the first two columns appeared from the Kudsia Bagh and moved 
silently and steadily against the breach

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No sooner woro tho front mnks of tho first column seen hy the rebels 
than ft storm of bullets mot thorn fronj ovoiy side and officora and men fell 
fast on tho crest of tho glacis. Thou for many minutes amidst a blaze of 
musketry tho soldiers stood at tho odgo of tho oitcb. for it wm fotmd 
impossible to lower the ladders. Dork figures crewding on the breach 
hurled stones nt thoir heads and dared thorn to come on. Then 
tho ladders wore thrown into tho ditch and the men leaped into it 
and raised them against tho escarp. Tho heroic Nicholson at the head 
of hiB part of tho column was tho first to ascend and reach the breach 
nnd tho soldiers pressed after him Tho other section diverged a httle 
to tho right to escalade tho adjoming bastion Lieutenant FitzGerald 
of tho 76th was tho first to mount and fell mortally wounded. But 
many took hia place, Tho bronchos were filled with the dead and dying 
and for a few seconds along the battlements the conflict raged fiercely 
but tho rebels were burled back and the ramparts which had so 
long defied us were our own. 

The second colnmn hod also earned the breach at the Water Bas- 
tion, Led by Greathed and Hovonden of the Engmeeis, who marched 
ahead with the ladder party they emerged from tho cover of No 8 
Battery No sooner were they seen then they were met by so terrible 
a discharge of musketry that both the engineer ofBcers fell severely 
wounded and of tho thirty nine ladder men twenty mne were wounded 
m a few minutes. Their comrades swiftly seized the ladders and, after 
one or two vain attempts reared them against the escarp Then 
rimidsfc ahowere of atones and ballets the soldiers ascended, rushed 
tho breach and slaying ell before them drove the rebels from the walla.

gates went forward. Covered by the fire of Her Majesty s 60th Bifios 
this party advanced at the doable towards the Cashmere Gate Lieute 
nant Home -mth Sergeanto John Smith and Cermiohflol and Hayildar 
Madhoo aU of the Sappers leading and carrying the powder bag^ 
foUowed by Lisntenant-Salkeld Oorpoml Bargees and a section of tho- 
remainder of the party The advanced party reached the gateray 
unhurt and found that part of the drawbridge had been destroye^bn 
pASBTng across the precanous footing supplied by the rommoing 
proceeded to lodge their powder against the gate. The 
open and through it the enemy feept up a heavy fire . . 

Sergeant Carmichael was killed while laj*mg his porr or avi 
iladhoo being at the same tojno woandod. The powder mg ; 
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the advanced party slipped do'wn into the ditch to allow the firing party 
under Lieutenant Salkeld to perfoim its duty. While endeavouring 
to fire the charge, Lieutenant Salkeld was shot through the leg and arm, 
and handed over the slow match to Corporal Burgess, who fell mortally 
wounded just as he had successfully perfoimed his duty. Havildar 
Tiluk Smg, of the Sappers and Miners, was wounded and Ram Nath, 
sepoy of the same corps, was killed during this pait of the operation,” 

“ The demolition having keen successful, Lieutenant Home happily 
unwounded, caused the bugler to sound the regimental call of the 
52nd Regiment as the signal for the advance of the column Fearing 
that amid the noise of the assault the sound might not be heard, he 
had the call repeated three times, when the troops advanced and cariied 
the gateway with entire success ”* Salkeld mortally wounded, handing 
over the portfiie and bidding his comrade light the tiain, is one of 
those incidents which will remam till the end of time conspicuous on 
the page of history. 

The fourth column under Major Reid advanced from the Sabzi The a 
Mandi towards Kissengunge, the Cashmere Contingent co-operating 
in two divisions , the main body under Major R. C Lawrence acting as a 
reseive, and a detachment under Captain Dwj^er attacking the Eedgah 
upon the light The latter was so sharply attacked by the insurgents 
who were in great force that, after losing a gieat number of men and 
foul guns, it was completely louted. Major Reid finding the Jummoo 
Contingent engaged moved down the road towards Kissengunge to 
theu support. “ The enemy opened fire from the bridge over the canal 
and from behmd walls and the loopholed serai of Kissengunge Major 
Reid fell wounded in the head The fall of them gallant leader checked 
the advance of the Curkhas The Fusiliers came to the fiont at the 
double, led by Captain Wriford.

“The nisH of tho Eifles and the Fasiliers placed them for the 
moment in poasesaon of the breastwork at tho end of the serai , hnt 
those men unsupported, were unable to ranmtam the position under 
the heavy flanking fir© to which they were expoeed " 

"The native troops lined a garden to the right of the road, and 
Lieutenant R, H Shehheare, whose gallantry in this trying afl&Ur was 
the admiration of every one, with a few of the Guides and some Euro- 
peans, took possession of a mosque. Every effort was made here to re- 
form the troops and charge the enemy s pomtion but without success, 
though many officers sacrificed themselves m the attempt”* 

Oaptoin Muter 60th Rifles who succeeded to the command of the ad 
vance after Major Reids fall the next semor officer to Major Reid Major 
Ixiwrenc© being in command of the reserve and therefore some way in 
the rear fearing that the enemy s great atrength might encourage Him 
to attack our batteries on the hill judiaously withdrew the advanced 
troops to the Saba Mondi. When Major Lawrence became aware of 
Major Reid s fall he assumed command of the whole column, made 
all ffuhseqnent dispostions, and maintained the defence of the ground 
in the neighbourhood qf tlie canakf 

The enemy elated with their success, attacked them vigorously m 
great numbers from the Lahc«e Gate. There was grave danger of their 
breaking into our unguarded camp or tummg the flank of our atormmg 
paxtiea. The guns from Hindu Baos house however checked their 
advance by pourmg shrapnel amongst them and at the critical moment 
Bngadier Hope Grant brought up the cavafry brigade which had been 
covering the assaulting columna “ In an instant wrote a gallant officer 
of Hodson s Horse horse ortiileTy and cavalry were ordered to the 
front and wo went there at tho gallop bang through our own 
battenes, the gunners cheermg us as we leapt over the sandbags 
&a and halted under the Mores Bastion under as heavy a firo of 
round shot gmpe and canister as I have ever been under in my life ^ 
The artiUeiy dashed to the front unlunbeaod and opened upon the 
enemy From the gardens and honsoe of Kiasengunge onlj- two or 
three hundred yards off tho enemy poured upon thorn a deadly firo of 
musketry and showers of grape came from the Ijahoro Bastion. Owmg

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to the natuie of the giound our troopers could not charge and '' had we 
retired, they would at once have taken our guns Had the guns retired 
with us we should have lost the position ” For two hours the troopers 
drawn up in battle array sat still while their lanks were every minute 
cruelly rent by musket ball and giape. “ Hot a man flmched from his 
post, though under this galling fire for two houis.” The Brigadier 
and four officers composing his staff ha’d their boises killed under 
them , two of them were wounded. The Brigadier himself was 
hit by a spent shot. Of Tombs’ tioop alone, twenty-five men 
out of fifty, and seventeen hoises, were hit The 9th Lanceis had 38 
men wounded, 61 horses killed, wounded and missing, and the officers 
lost ten horses. '' Nothing daunted,’^ wrote the Brigadier, “by their 
casualties, these gallant soldiers held their tiying position with a 
jiatient endurance ; and on my praising them for their good behaviour 
the}^ declared theii readiness to stand the fire as long as I cliose He 
added — “ The behaviour of the native cavalry was also admirable Nothing 
could be 'steadier, nothing could be moie soldierlike than their beai- 
ing” At lak a party consisting of an officer and eighty of the infantry 
of the Guides came down to the support of the cavalry, and, though so 
small a number, went gallantly into the gardens and took up a position 
in a house close to the battery. “ The officer in command, a most 
gallant young fellow — Lieutenant Bond — was wounded in the head, and 
had to be taken away , but the Guides held out most bravely, till they 
got surrounded in the house and were in great danger. A detachment 
of the Beluch Battalion under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Faiquhai, however, came to their assistance and brought them 
away in safety The fire now slackened, and we were enabled to retue 
a short distance where we had httle to fear”f

One of the officers present wrote — “I found -time, however, for the admiration of 
Hodson, who sat like a roan carved in stone, and as calm and apparently as unconcerned’ ns 
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Meanwhile the first column had swept alon^f the mrcuit of the 
■walls, taking the Moree Basbon and the Oabul Gate. On reaching the 
head of the street at the Oabul Gate the enemy ogam made a resolute 
stand but "were speedily driven forward. A portion of the first column 
was halted here and proceeded to occupy the houses round the Cabul 
■Gate, while the remamder continued the pursuit. At the end of the 
Tamp, which led up to the Cabul Gate the road becomes a narrow lane 
bounded on the right by the wall of the city and on the left by houses 
with flat roofs and parapets which afforded oonvement shelter for sharp- 
shooters. Sixty yards fix)m the ramp the •wall and lane suddenly bend, 
and on the city mde there is a strong lofty house with a blank wall 
broken by only two wmdows. At the bend the road was blocked by a 
brass field gun * and a hundred yards further on there ■was another gun 
which commanded it Behmd both were bullet proof screens and pro 
jecting jfrom the wall was the Bum Bastion armed with heavy field pieces 
and capable of containing a thousand men. As the troops advanced up 
Rampart Road the enemy opened a heavy and destruotave fire from 
the guns on the road and a field piece planted on the walk The 
English soldiers raising a shont rushed and took the first gun on 
the road but were brought to a check within ten yards of the second 
by the grape and musketry with which the enemy pbed them and by 
the stones and iron shot which they rolled on them Seeking all the 
scanty shelter they could find the men retired leaving behind the gun 
they had captured. After a short pause they were re-formed and the 
order ■was given to advance. Once ogam the Fusihers scathed with fire 
from both sides rushed forward and seized and secured the guru They

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plunged foi w nrd, niid had gone but a few yards, when their gallant 
Icadei Major Jacob fell moi tally wounded. As he lay writhing m agony 
on the giouud two or three of his men wished to caiTy him to the rear, 
but ho refused their aid and urged them to press fonvard agamst the 
foe. The officers bounding far ahead of their men were swiftly struck 
do\Mi, and the soldiei-s seeing their loadei-s fall began to waver. At 
this moment the hoioic Nicholson ai rived, and sprmging forward called 
with a stentorian voice upon the soldiers to follow him, and mstantly 
ho v^as shot through the chest. Near the spot grows a tall graceful Bng 
tree and Nicholson ordcicd himself to be laid beneath its shade, and ^^ol 
said ho would wait there till Delhi was taken. But for once he was 
disobeyed and removed to his tent on the ndge."*^ Captain Brookes, 

75th Regiment, finding the men falling thickly, drew them off and retued 
to the Cabul Gate. Here he was joined by the second column under 
Biigadier Jones, who having taken possession of the walls, also found 
it necessary to hold fast by the Cabul Gate. 

The third column, after storming the Cashmere Gate, speedily The 

coltinm 

re-formed at the main-guaid. A paity was detached from it to clear 
the Water Bastion, which was done at the point of the bayonet, “ the 
enemy who escaped the bayonet jumpmg over the parapets on to the , 
rivei side where they weie destioyed ” The remainder, fighting every 
step, leached the Jumma Musjid, but they were unable to force it open 
without powder bags or artillery, and fell back to the neighbouihood 
of the church and jomed the reseive. 

The reserve had followed the thud column and proceeded to occupy The 
the Cashmere Gate, the Water Bastion, Skmnei’s house, and other 
buildmgs in the same quarter When the day closed the walls of Delhi 
were in our possession, but we had gained but little more. The great 
city with the strong palace, the Fort of SelirUgurh, and the defensible 
magazme, had still to be taken, while the camp and all it contamed was 
weakly guarded. The little ground we had gained had been won at a 
seveie loss Three out of the fom' officeis who commanded the assaulting 
columns had been disabled The 1st Bengal Fusihers alone had lost mne 
officeis, and of seventeen servmg with the Engineers one had been

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killed and eight wounded severely* How deadly the atn/e waamay bo 
gathered fixim this — eleven hundred and four men and Biity an officere, 
or about two men in nine were lolled or wounded. 

ITie taskiof carrying the rest of the town was corned out day by 
da^ with skill and caution. From the time of entering the city on unin 
terrujited and vigorous fire from our guns and mortars was kept up on 
the Palace Jumma Mu^id and other important poste in the possession 
of the rebels, and, as we took tip onr positions, onr hgbt guns and 
mortara wore brought forward and used with eflect on the streets and 
houses m their neighbonrhood At dawn on the 16tb the maganne 
was stormed and taken with alight loss to us. The same day the 
enemy loft Kissengunge “Daring the 17th and 18th General 
"Wilson wrote, we continued to take up advanced posts in the face 
of considerahle opposition on the part of the rebels and not without loss 
to ourselves three officers being killed and a number of men killed and 
wounded. Xhi the evening of the 19th the Burn Bastion was surpnaed 
and captured by a pcirty from the Cabnl Gate and early next morning 
the LahcFTe Gate and Qaratm Bastion were likewise taken and held.'* 
The same afternoon the gates having been blown m the palace of the 
Moghuls which bad Witnessed the cruel murder of Engbshmen women 
and children was occupied by our troops. Next day the Kmg who hod 
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allowed that foul massacie to take plaee within the palace was taken 
prisoner, and the bodies of his sons lay on the spot wheie four months 
before had lam those of their unfoitunate victims * 

The nev s of the capture of the Moghul Palace and the complete 
acquisition of the city consoled the death-bed of Nicholson. "When 
tliey brought him into camp the blood was flowing from his side 
and he was almost fainting from agony The suigeon dressed his 
wound, but thcie was little hope. The pain he sujEfeied was most 
cvcruciatmg “ Tliroughout these nine days of suffering,^’ wrote Neville 
Chambeilain, “ he bore Inmself nobly , not a lament or a sigh ever passed 
his lips, and he convened as calmly and cleaily aslf he were talking of ' 
some other person’s condition and not his own,” His first care was for 
his country, and from his bed he aided the last military operations 
with his counsel'? Day b}? da}’- he grew weakci but his intellect 
remained unclouded, and w'hcn life vas f.ist ebbing away the stem 
wairior scut a message of tender humility to his oldest and deaiest 
fncndf and one to his mother counselling her to be patient for his loss| 
The next morning the noble and fearless spint of John Nicholson was 
at rest. “ He looked so peaceful wrote the comiade who had watched 
by his death-bed “ The Siidars of the Mooltanee Hoise, and some other 
natives, w^ere admitted to see him after death, and theii honest piaise 
could hardly find utterance for the tears they shed as they looked on 
their late master ”

“The oral evidence goes far to show, that while the troops at Delhi were prepared for tlua 
outbreak, and the palace retainers were in some measure ready for mischief, yet tho King 
himself and his councillors had not contemplated taking the lead in so serious a movement 
Consequently, when the mutineers first arrived the King’s conduct was most vacillating He 
asked them why they had come to him, for he had no means of maintaining them They 
replied that unless he joined them, they could not make head against the English He 
immediately yielded, however and by his subsequent behaviour he identified himself witlr 
the cause of his rebels, and made their acts his own As regards the massacre of forty-nine 
Christians within the palace walls, it is probable that the King himself was not a prime mover 
in that dreadful deed, and that if left to his own devices, he wouhl not have had the prisoners 
murdered There is little doubt that he could have saved them had he been so minded It 
IS quite certain that he made no effort to do so, and from his own subsequent letters, it is 
clear that he was h consenting party to the murder ” — Letter from Lord Lawrence 

t Before quitting him, I wrote down at his dictation the following message for you 
“Tell him I should have been a better man if I had continued to live with him, and our heavy 
public duties had not prevented my seeing more of him privately I was always the better for 
a residence with him and his wife, however short — give my love to them both ” — Brigadier-

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Ho was btlned m tho old cemetery boot tlie Caahmoro Gate not fni 
from the breach through which he hod lod his soldiere. The body was 
brought from his tout on a gun-camage, ** But no roar of cannon an 
nounced the departure of tho procession firom camp, no volleys of mus- 
ketry disturbed tho silence which prevailed at his grave , no martial musia 
was heard Thus without pomp or show we buned bitn, " A plam 
Bubstontial tomb marks his place of rest, and the inscription is answer 
able to the monnment. It mforma us that “ he led the assault on Delhi 
but fell in the hour of viotory mortally wounded and died 23rd 
September 1SJ57 aged 35 years." 

So ended this great siege one of the moat memorable m the onnala 
of England. It hod lasted for more than twelve weeks and dormg that 
time tho small force of bofliegeTB fought more than thirty well contested 
-combats against a vast and disapbned host. Neither heat nor ram 
nor pestilence destroyed their courage enr cnished theor spinte. Li 
tho men s tenta they made merry and, like the Greeks before Troy, 
they had their sports. Stnoken to death the soldier told his officer he 
would soon be up again and be ready for a brasb with the mutineera. 
These wamore worn with disease worn with constant duty under a 
burning sun reduced m numbers, stormed in the face of day a strong 
fortress defended by 80/)00 desperate men provided with everything 
necessary to defy asaanlt. The hst of killed and wonnded heare teati 
mony to the mtrepidity displayed by all arms of the service. The 
effective force at Delhi never amounted to 10 000 men and 992 
were killed and 2,845 wounded.* Many more died from disease 
and exposure. This loss recalls to memory some of the bloodiest 
passages m our mihtaiy history But the annals of the Pemnsular 
and Crimean wars can hardly afford a parallel to the slaughter at

The Hiflos bogan TTitb 440 of all ranke , a few dajs beforo 
tho storm they received a remforcemont of two hundred men theif 
total casualties were 889 The Sirmup Battalion of Qnrkhas began 
450 atrong and was joined by a draft of 00 men- Its total casual ’ 
ties amounted to 319 The Guides commenced with about 660 (cavahy 
and inlantiy) and the casualties were 8Q8 Of the ArtiUeiy who had 
done splendid service in tho heavy batteries and m nutnerous engage- 
ments, 806 were killed or disabled.* Of the Engmeer oflBcarB two-thuds 
and of the Engmeer department 298 were kdled or wounded.

In the name of outraged humanity ” wrote Lord Canning ‘ m 
memory of innocent blood ruthlessly shed and m acknowledgment 
pf the first signal vengeance inflicted upon the foulest treason, the 
Governor-General in Council reoords bis gratitude to ^jor General 
"Wilson and the brave army of Delhi. He does so in the sure convic 
tion that a like tribute awaits them not in England only but wherever 
within the limits of civilisation, tho news of their well-earned tnumph

2. This foolish report must have been invented and cii dilated 
by some evil disposed persons, possibly the hhalasi or other woikmen 
employed m that arsenal, and, though no doubt totally gioundless, still 
it will be now most difficult to eradicate this impiession fiom the minds 
of the native soldiers, who are always suspiciously disposed when any 
change of this sort affecting themselves is introduced. 

3. I would accordmgly beg leave to recommend, for the considera- 
tion and orders of Government, that the Officer Commanding the Rifle 
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Depot may be authorised to adopt the necessary measures m view to 
obtaining from the bosar whatever ingredients may be required for the 
preparation of the bullet patch, which the sepoys theroflelvea may be 
allowed to make up 

4 This appears to me to be the only remedy though it will doubt- 
less be attended with much additional trouble and inconvemence.

2 A rumour of this nature had attracted my attention for some 
days previously but I was willing to believe it a mere idle prejudice 
which would nob assume auy form of consequence. Brevet-Oaptom 
"Wnghts statement, however and my subsequent enquiry has convmced 
me that the cose is of sufficient importance to require a reference to 
higher authority 

8 I lost evening paraded all the native portion of the depot and 
called for any complamte that the men might wish to prefer At least 
two-thirds of the detachment immediately stepped to the front includ 
mg all the native commissioned officers In a manner perfectly 
reapcctfol they very distinctly stated their objection to tho present 
method of preparing cartndges for the new nfled musket. Tho mixture 
employed for greosmg cartndges was opposed to their rehgious feeling 
and as a remedy they begged to suggest tho employment of wax and 
oil m such proportions ns in their opinion woald answer tho puiptso 
required. 

4 I havo felt it my duty to hnog this circumstance to tho know 
ledge of the officer commanding tho station, nndl would further request 
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tliab Jiijf report may be forwaided tlirough the appointed channel for 
the consideration of IIis Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 


Fi'om Lictilcuani and F revet- Captain J. A. 'WnionT, Commanding the JRiJle In- 
struction Depot, to the Adjutant qf the JRiJlc Instruction Depot, — dated Dum- 
Dum, 22nd January 18o7> 

I have the honor to report, for the information of Major Bontein, 
Comraanditig the Depot, that there appears to be a very unpleasant feel- 
ing existing among the native soldiers who are here for instruction, 
regarding the grease used in preparing the cartridges, some evil dis- 
posed poisons having spread a report that it consists of a mixture of 
the fat of pigs and cows. 

2 . The belief in this report has been strengthened by the beha- 
viour of a JJudasi attached to the magazine, who, I am told, asked a 
sepoy of the 2nd Regiment, Native (Grenadier) Infantiy, to supply him 
vith natcr fiom his lota; the sepoy lefused, obseiving he was not aware 
of what caste the man was. The khalasi immediately rejoined — Tou 
AYill soon lose your caste, as ere long 3 on will have to bite cartridges 
coveicd with the fat of pigs and cow's,” — or words to that effect. 

3. Some of the depot men, in conveisiug wuth me on the subject 
last night, said that the report has spread throughout India, and when 
they go to theii homes their friends will refuse to eat with them. I 
assured them (believing it to be the case) that the grease used is com- 
posed of mutton fat and wax , to which they replied — “ It may be so, 
but our fiiends will not believe it , let us obtain the ingredients from 
the bazar and make it up ourselves; we shall then know what is 
used, and be able to assure our fellow-soldiers and others that there is 
nothing in it prohibited by our caste ” 

In conclusion, I most respectfully beg to represent that by adopting 
the measure suggested by the men, the possibility of any misundei- 
standmg regarding the religious prejudices of the natives in general 
Will be prevented.

of all oflScera with native regimeuta to act or do anything that could be 
construed into a wish or desire to interfere with the rehgiousprejudices 
of the men und^ their command 

3 But the cirbq^tai^ce of a sergeants bungalow being burnt down 
at Kaneegunge supped to have been caused by an mcendiary, [a wing 
of the 2nd Regiment Native (Grenadier) Infantry, from this station 
being now there], and also three incendiary fires having occurred at 
this station withm the last four days,— one, the electric telegraph 
hungalow and smeo then two bungalows that ere unoccopied , the 
Second occurring only last lught, ns also Ensign E E. A. Chamior 
31th Regiment Native Infantij ba\ung taken a lighted arrow from 
the thatch of lufl own bongnlow, — has confirmed in my mind that this 
mccndinnsm is caused bv ill afreoted men who wish thus to mako

known or spread a spirit of discontent, and induce the sepoys to 
believe they aie all labouring under some grievance, T^hich they 
have not the manliness to make known to their ofiScers, 

4. Pei haps those Hindus who are opposed to the marriage of 
widows in Calcutta are using underhand means to thwart Government 
in abolishing the restiaints lately removed by law for the marriage of 
widows, and conceive if they dan make a paity of the ignorant 
classes in the lanks of the army believe their religion or religious 
piejudices aie eventually to be abolished by force, and by force they 
are all to be made Christians, and thus by shaking their faith in Govern- 
ment lose the confidence of their officers by inducing sepoys to com- 
mit offences (such as incendiaiism) so difficult to put a stop to or 
prove, they will gam their object 

6. Bi-igadier Grant directed commanding officem of regiments at 
this station the day before yesterday to parade their corps, and ask them 
if they had any grievance to complain of. Thiee of the officers have 
reported their men to be perfectly satisfied, and Colonel S G Wheler, 
Commanding the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, assured them the 
rumour so industnously circulated was false, and the native officers 
and men said they were satisfied that it was so, but one native officer 
respectfully asked if any orders had been received regarding the 
Enfield iifle cartridges. This he could not answer, as the letter" 
permitting the ghee oi other material to be used for that purpose 
by the men only arrived this morning I have, however, directed its 
contents to be made known to eveiy regiment in the cantonment, and 
a copy to be sent to Lieutenant-Colonel C S. Reid, Commanding at 
Dum-Dum, for Major Bontem's information. 

6. It IS my purpose, should this uneasy feeling not abate, to parade 
the brigade, and myself explain the absurdity of the notion that anj’’, the 
most distant, intention to interfere with their leligion is contemplated 
by Government 

7. I am sorry to add that I this morning heard that the Officer 
Commanding Her Majesty’s 53id Regiment in Fort William wrote to 
the officer in command of the wing of that regiment at Dum-Dum to 
warn a company to be ready to turn out at any moment, and had dis- 
tributed to the men of the company ten rounds of balled ammunition, 
informing that officer that a mutiny had broken out at Bariackpore 
amongst the sepoys ! ! ! No copy of this letter or note was sent to 
Lieutenant-Colonel C. S Reid, Commanding at Dum-Dum, noi to 
Brigadier Giant, oi to myself. I need not enlarge on the great 
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impropnety of such a proceoding, as if it bocomes known to the sepoys, 
it will undoubtedly create an ill feeling amongst them

detached duty m the diatncb during which period both officers and men 
have been receiving a higher rate of pay (full batta), which is, m my 
opinion a distinction not altogether deairoble to drow between the 
wings of the same regiment longer than is absolutely unavoidable. 

4 Hadihe wing at Barraokpore been more efficient m pomt of 
officers than it is I might have felt disposed to sqggeat that it should 
relieve the other at Raneegunge but under existing cmmmstancea this 
measure would not be at all expedient. 

5 I further desire that the Sod Kegunent Native (Grenadier) In 
fontry should be brought together, that I may have an opportunity 
of inspecting that corps for from the oircumstanoo of the bungalows 
bemg set fire to at Eaneegunge and also m this cantonment mmol 
taneously I have a strong suspiaon that an ill feeling onsta m that 
regiment, which by having it together under my own oyo I may he 
able to remove 

G I am therefore of decided opinion that the detachment for 
Bauocgungo should be fumiBhed by the 03rd Regiment, Native Infantry, 
and the Govemmont may probably consider that a smaller force than a 
complete wing IS now sufficient for the duties of that outpost* Perhaps 
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a couple of companies, or 200 men, would answer every military purpose, 
in consideiation of the present easy communication by railway between 
Kaneegunge and BaiTachpore.

this foolish idea is now so rooted in them, that it would, I am of opinion, 
be both idle and unwise even to attempt its removal 

3. I would accordingly beg leave to recommend, for the considera- 
tion of Government, the expediency (if practicable) of ordeiing this 
rifle ammunition to be made up of the same description of paper which 
has been hitherto employed in the magazines for the preparation of the 
common musket cartridge, by which means this groundless suspicion 
and objection could be at once disposed of.

I have the honor to report that, in obedience to instructions con- 
tained in a note of yesterday’s date from the Brigadier Commanding the 
Station to the address of oflScers commanding regiments at the station, 
I yesterday afternoon, at a parade of the wing under my command, had 
fully explained to the men of the wing that the cartridges for the new 
rifles were to be made up exactly like the five produced on parade, and 
of the same paper as that sent with the cartndges, and that the sepoys 
would dip the cartridges themselves in wax and oil before using them " 

I took the cartridges into the ranks and showed them to the men 
(having one broken open) , and upon my asking several of the men here 
and there in the ranks if they could see anything objectionable in them'', 
their rej)ly, made in the most civil but soldierlike manner, was “that 
the paper was not the same as that used for the old cartiidges,^ and 
that they thought there was something in it ” 

I deem it my duty to report this ciicumstance for the inforination 
of the Brigadier Commanding, as I imagine there will be no dijQSculty 
in substituting the old cartridge paper for that made use of in the con- 
straction of the new cartridges.

On the Couit of Inquiry to-day, besides the evidence of what occm’- 
red on paiade from Captain N. C. Boswell and the men (sepoys) who 
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objected to the cartridge paper, it is desirable to have the endence of all 
the senior and highest caste nafcira commissioned and non-commission 
ed officers Hindus, as also all the snbadars jemadars orhavildars of 
the Hohomedan religion and direct them to examme the paper of which 
the Enfield nfle cartridge is made the powder and the bullet To 
explain to them that the cartridge is different from the musket the paper 
being thinner bat more toagh, so that the cartridge may contam the 
quantity required to throw the bullet to the utmost range without bemg 
of too long a form , for if it was made of the old thick paper without it 
was made very long, it could not contain the powder required, the bore 
of the Enfield nfle being so much smaller , that the matenal of the paper 
is the same, but it is more carefully made , the powder a little stronger 
perhaps, and the ballet made of lead to the shape that will go most 
true to the mark aimed at from long distanoes 

The new Enfield musket is much hghter and therefore less fatiguing 
for a sepoy to carry on a long march , in fact a very supenor weapon to 
the old musket , and that all European and the Turkish Alohomedan 
Army are gradually being armed with it 

Eet each native officer be asked separately if he can pomt out any 
t'hiD g in the paper powder or bullet that can m any way militate with 
the caste of the mem

1 have the honor to report for the information of Government and 
of the Oommauder m Ohie^ the foUowmg circumatancos which have 
taken place at this station. 

2 On receiving the orders of Government that an allowance would 
bo authorised for the purchase and preparation of a grease snob os the 
sepoys could havo no objection to foropplying to the cartndges of the 
Enfiold nfle, and having been supplied by Colonel Abbott Inspector 
General of Ordnance and Magaxincs, with some cartndges made up at the 
arsonal also the paper in sheets, I directed Bngadicr Grant to mako 
known to commanding 9fficers of regiments my desire that tho order of 
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the Government should he distinctly explained by them to their re- 
spective battalions on parade, and that the paper sent by Colonel 
Abbott with the caitridges should be shown to all the Native officers 
and men. 

3. This was accoidingly done, and I confess I was surpnsed to 
learn that the paper (which has a somewhat glazed appeaiance) excited 
their suspicion that it had been prepared with grease as one of the 
mateiials, and Captain Boswell, who commands the wing of the 2nd 
Begiment, Native (Grenadier) Infantr)’’, at this station, sent me a report 
that such was the impression on the minds of his men. 

4 Colonel S. G Whelcr, Commandmg the 34th Regiment, Native 
Infantry, also waited upon me, and stated that the same objection had 
been raised by the men of his corps. 

5. I lost no time in ordeiing Brigadier Grant to assemble a Special 

Court of Inquiiy to investigate this matter, and the native commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers of the wing of the 2nd Regiment, 
Native (Grenadier) Infautij’’, were to be diiected to attend and to state 
freelj" and plainly any objection they had or could possibly have to tho 
use of this new ammunition. ‘ 

6. The Couit accoidingly met, and was attended by my son, Lieu- 
tenant John Heaisej’’, a College passed officer, who is now residing with 
me, and has been instiucted in the Musketiy School at Hythe when 
lately in England on sick furlough Lieutenant Hearsey took with 
him to the Court one of these Enfield rifles and mateiials for making 
up the cartridges, to show to the native officers This was done , the 
rifle was much admired, but they still objected to the glazed paper, 
fiankly stating their suspicion that it contained giease, and they would 
plefei to have the cartridges made up of the old paper which had been 
so long served out to them. In short, theii’ suspicions are fairly roused 
on the subject of cow and pig fat, and it will be quite impossible to 
allay them, unfounded though they be, 

7. The Proceedings of the Court of Inquiiy were yesterday trans- 
mitted to you, for the puipose of being laid before Government and 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief. 

8. On Fiiday night, the 6th instant, between the hours of eight 
and nme o’clock, Brigadier Grant, Colonel Wheler, and Lieutenant 
Allen of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, waited upon me at ray 
quai ters, and the two first named informed me that Lieutenant Allen 
had startling matter to communicate This will be found m the wiitten 
Statement of that officer hereto appended. A descriptive roll of the 
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sepoy who gave the information in question is likewise attached to 
this letter 

9 I immediately directed the Brigadier to order Lieutenant Allen 
and Lieutenant Homs, Ai^jutant of the 70th Begunent, Native Inlantry, 
an intelligent young ofBoer to niount their horses and nde m the direction 
of the spot indicated where these delegates we;^ to meet, and to bring 
mo intelligence if they sow them assembled or any men retnmmg 
from that direction. I also instructed the Brigadier to lose not o 
moment in hoving the roll of eveiy company called in its bsttahon 
Imes, and all men absent to be reported to him. Bngadier Grant s offi 
cial report on this subject is hereto annexed, from which it will be seen 
that all were present iq their respective lines, saye a few whose absence 
wos satisfactorily accounted for It is likewise shown by this report 
that the two officers returned from their mission without having seen 
any party assembled or proceeding to their lines from the spot in 
dicated. 

10 There can bo little doubt but that a bad spirit prevails 
amongst the sepoys, particalarly in the 2nd Begunent, Native {Orena 
dier) Infantry The simultaneous at Barrackpore and Banee 
goDge (certainly by lacendiansm) afford strong and reasonable ground 
for such a suspicion , though I am happy to add that none have occur 
red for several nights past which may be perhaps attributed to there 
being strong picquets posted in the officers lines from wbioh patrols are 
constantly sent to watch and apprehend ooy suspicious porsons who 
may be moving about. 

11 I have also directed that a register shall be taken of all basar 
people and camp followers, in order that the bad characters may bo 
summarily ejected from cantonments and I have further offered a re- 
word of one thbusand rupees to be paid to any person who may como 
forward and produce such evidence os ml] convict the mcendiary or 
incendianes of the telegraph and other bungalows. 

12. Deeming it to be my duty to keep the Government fully in 
formed of all that may bo ocoamng at this station I have thought it 
proper to enter into these details. 

18. I moreover consider it necessary to add my conviction that 
the sepoys are tampered with by designing viUains when on duty in 
Fort 'William and Calcutta, it hanng been froquontly noticed by old 
military residents at this station that after frequent absences on such 
detached duty many of thorn return to thoir Unos with strange ideas 
and unsettled mmda. J therefore think that if it could be possibly 
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jn.Tiingcd to have all tlio duties in that gariison and in Calcutta ex* 
clushcly taken b}' the European legiment and the native militia, 
especially in Calcutta, the arrangement would be highly desuable 
14. It is my intention to have the biigade paiaded to-moiiow], 
and 111 } self explain the absuidity of the notion that Government cntei- 
tains the most distant intention of mteifciing with then leligion or 
caste. 


BTATEMEjiST made hy Lieutenant A S Allen, S^th Eegiment 
Naiinc Infantry, and countersigned hy Lieutenant-Colonel 
S. G Wiieler, Commanding the oJ^th Regiment, Native In- 
fantry, dated Barraclporc, Sth February 1857. 

On Fiiday, the Gth instant, about 7 pm, as I was sitting in the 
veiandah of my bungalow, a sepoy, belonging to the compan}* of which 
I have chaige, came up to whore I i\as, and said he wished to speak 
to 1110 piiiately on some faniil}’' matteis, at the same time legucstiug 
that I should tell my scivaiit, vho was standing close by, to go away, 
as he did not vish him to hear what he was about to say. I accoid* 
iugly directed niy servant to withdiaw, and then enqmied of the sepoy 
what it was that he had to communicate He began by saymg that 
he had become cognisant of a plot amongst the men of the different 
legiments, four m numbei, at this station, that they were apinehensive 
of being foiced to give up their caste and be made Chiistians, and 
that consequently tliey were detci mined to rise up against then officers, 
and commence by eithei pluudeiing or burmng down the bungalows 
at Barrackpore , they next proposed to proceed to Calcutta and attempt 
to seize Fort William, or, failing that, to take possession of the Treasury 
Delegates from the diffeient regiments were- to assemble the same even- 
ing, about eight or nmo o’clock, at a large tiee close to the station maga- 
zine, and concert what their future proceedings should be , that an 
aitilleiyman had infoimed them of the approaching aiiival of a 
Euiopean legiment fiom Dmapore, as also that artilleiy weie being 
brought down to assist in canymg out the measures of Government, 
and consequently unless immediate action was arranged on the pait of 
the sepoys, it would shoitly he too late for their doing anything, and 
therefore some decided hue of conduct must at once be settled The 
sepoy, my informant, on my expressing doubts as to the piobability of 
his story, begged that I would go myself to the place of meeting indi- 
cated by him, when I could satisfy myself by peisonal observation of 
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the correctnefls of hia etatomont But he entreated that I would not 
montion hia name to any one oa if his comrades suspected his being 
a spy on their conduct he was apprehensive of their using violence 
towards him or nt all events that he TBoald be unable to find out 
anything hereafter with regard to thoir intentions ond proceedings 
He further stated that the burning down of tho electnc telegraph 
ofiBce wa^port of a concertod plan to prevent tho Government receiv 
ing speedy information of what was going om Also that the men of 
other regiments were to he informed of what was bemg done here and 
that they wore to be called upon to co^ operate with they comrades, tbe 
affay being one which concerned th,em all equally He also said that 
it was proposed to seize the magazine here and obtain possession of the 
arms and ammunition kept there On hearing all this I directed the 
Bopoy to return to his lines and if ho conld hear anything additional 
on the subject that ha was to come to me ogam and communicate 
what more he knew 

As the information appeared of sufficient importance to be laid 
before tho authontiea I proceeded to the quarters of Colonel Wheler 
commandmg my regiment and stated to him what I had heard Colonel 
Wheler and myself then went to Brigadier Grant s honee and I repeated 
the subsfcauce of what I knew to him The Brigadier considered it 
necossaty to lay the matter before the Major General Commanding the 
Division and we accordingly went to Major General J B Hearaey about 
nine o clock the same night and I again told al] the above ^te. I was 
then directed to nde round by the place where the meeting of the 
eepoys was to have taken place and to observe whether anybody was 
there I accordingly did so but saw no one m tbe neighbourhood of 
the magonne except the aontnes who challenged as usual On my 
return from this mission I met Brigadier Grant near the gate (?f my 
own compound when I told him of the result of my observationB, and 
that I had seen nothing suspimoos When I amv^ at my own houso 
it was about lOPJU.

This IS all I know on the subject of the fiist meeting, 
but I consideied it my duty to go to the officer in 
chaige of ray company, and Avhom I know well, having 
been in the habit of wilting foi him foi several years, 
and whom I believe to have confidence in me I waited 
till evening on Friday before I gave the information, as 
I was anxious to be quite certam that this second meet?- 
ing was to take place, and having ascei tamed that it 
actually was to be at the time appointed, I then pio- 
cecded to the quaiteis of Lieutenant Allen, the officer 
in question, and impaited theinfoimation to him, at the 
same time begging that if he doubted me, he would go 
himself to the appointed place, between eight and nine 
o’clock, when he would be suie to peiceive some assembly 
01 meeting going on I returned to the lines of my regi- 
ment, and shortly aftei waids, at eight o’clock, roll-call was 
held as usual, when all weie present, but on then names 
having been answered, and between eight and nme o’clock, 
the men began to pioceed to the place of assembly. 
This I saw with my own eyes, and forthwith returned 
to Lieutenant Allen’s quarters, to tell of it, and suggest 
his proceedmg to the place indicated at once. Lieutenant 
Allen was not in his house, but returned in a short time, 
when I mentioned these circumstances to him, and I 
then went back again to the lines. Shoitly afterwaids 
the roll was called, when all were found present in their 
lines I am convinced that the reason of theie being no 
assembly that night was owing to a suspicion having 
gone abroad amongst the men of the different regi- 
ments that their intentions had been discovered, and that 
consequently it would be both unadvisable and danger- 
ous for them to meet together that night But if Lieute- 
nant Allen had been able to go to the parade ground, 
near the magazine, about nine o’clock, he must have seen 
some sepoys about the place, either going oi returning. 
I do not thmk that the callmg of the loll about 10 P M 
had any effect in preventing their assembly, as their

intontion ^ras abandoned for that night cm thoir becoming 
aware that nows of tho affair hod got abroad and come 
to tho bnowlodgo of tho authontioa. Tho vanona order 
lies or sepoys of tho different goards aboot cantonments 
could cosily hovo sent information to the different hues 
that Boinothing was going on connected with thoir 
intended procoodingH. 

Tho foregoing statomonfc has been wntton down by me from tho 
sepoy 8 own mouth and on being read over to bun be declares that it 
was what ho meant to state and that it was not in his power to gire any 
more information on tho subject of those meetings, nor could he mention 
the nomoa of any of those concerned , at least if ho did, ho would not 
roveal thorn saying and truly that though ho bad his suspicions it 
would bo impossible for him to bring direct proof, as all concerned 
would combine together against him ond a single man a evidence would 
be worthless in such a case, I hove no doubt of the oorrectneas generally 
of this sepoy a revelations as I have always found him a reapoctoble 
and well behaved man, and one whose word may bo relied on os far as 
my knowledge of him goes

"We have at Borrockpore been dwelling upon a mine ready for ox^ 
plosion I have been watching the feeUng of the sepoys here for eomo 
time, their minds have been misled by some designmg scoundrels 
who have managed to make them believe that tkgij i pr^udiees 

iheif caste is to be interfered with by Govemmont That they are U> 
he FOEOED U> turn Chnstxans ' 

2. Any reasonable person would'doubt after the experience wo have 
bad, that such an absurd notion could possess them but nevertheless 
%i u a fact and it will take time to dispossess their mmds of this 
stupid idea. 

8 I was told that a orcumstanoo occurred at Dam Dam where tho 
school of pracUco for tho Enfield nflo is nsscmblod, which I may say 
gave credonco amongst thorn to this supposition. 
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4. A sepoy fiom one of the regiments here was walkmg to his 
choioha to prepare his food, with his lota full of water. He was met by 
a low-caste Jchalasi (it is said one of the magazine or arsenal men). This 
IJialasi asked him to let him drink from the lota. The sepoy, a Brah- 
min, refused, saying — “I have scoured my lota, you will defile it by your 
touch ” The JJialasi rejoined — You think much of your caste, but wait 
a little, the Saheb-logue will make you bite cartridges soaked in cow and 
2 wrJc fat, and then where will your caste be ? ” The sepoy made this 
speech known amongst his comrades at Dum-Dum , the report was not 
long in tiavelling to this station , the men brooded over it for some 
time at Dum-Dum, and though it seems to have been known to the 
officer there, it Avas treated as a silly and foolish notion, until Major 
Bontein perceived it had taken hold of their minds as a fact, when he 
reported it to me I lost no time in writing to Calcutta, making known 
what had occuircd, and suggesting a small allowance might be granted 
to the officer at Dum-Dum to purchase wax and ghee or cocoanut oil 
by the hands of one of the high caste men, and direct kzm to grease the 
bullet portion of the cartridge before the men when they were served 
out for piactice. 

5 This I had every reason to believe would practically convince 
the men of the falsity of the Jchalasi ’s speech, and that every care would 
be taken that their caste ivould not be luterfeied with It seems to have 
had all the effect desired at the school of practice at Dum-Dum, and as 
no cartridges were to be served out or practice was to take place here, 
I could not dream that it would become a cause of tiouble or disaffec- 
tion at this place 

6. Colonel Abbott sent me a parcel of cartridges and paper , and 
as the burning of the telegraph bungalow and several officers’ thatched 
houses had occurred at this station,— certainly by incendiaries, for 
Sonthal arrows with lighted matches attached to them had been taken 
out of the thatch, — I ordered officers commanding corps to parade their 
men, and explain to them that no grease would be used in the cartridges 
but what would be applied by one of themselves when they were 
required to use the new Enfield lafle The paper sent by Colonel Abbott 
Avas not the same kind of which the common cartridge is made, and had 
a glazed or shining appearance , t/ns excited suspicion in their minds, 
and such was reported to me by Captain N C Boswell, Commanding 
.a wing of the 2nd Regiment, Native (Grenadier) Infantry , and Colonel 
S G. Wheler, Commanding the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, also 
-waited upon me and made knoAvn that this shining appearance was

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deemed bj tbe Native officera and men to be caused by the objection 
able fat or grease mixed vntb the paper m the process of making it, 
7 I bad Q Coart of Inqnuy assembled, before which the native 
commissioned and non commissioned officeiB of the wing of the 2nd Re- 
giment Native (Grenadier) Infantry were examined as to their opinion 
and feeling on this point , the proceedmgs have been sent to Govern 
ment Amidst all this basmess the alarm in Fort WilUam took place, 
and the company of Earopeans was homed from Dam Dum without any 
report being made to me. I had sncceeded in putting a stop to the m 
cendiansm here by posting strong picquets and sendmg patrols constant- 
ly tbrougb tbe Unoa of thatohed bungalows and by issuing an order that 
all houses burnt were not to be reboilt with thatched roofe, and that all 
thatched verandahs or lean tos aflixed to pucca houses were to bo 
removed, for the last attempt at incendiarism was the firing of one of 
these thatched verandahs The fires oooomng at Baneegnnge about 
the same period fixed suspicion strongly on the men of the 2nd Begi 
ment, Native (Grenadier) Infantry oa Sonthal optowb had been need 
in Igniting the bungalows, and that regiment had been employed 
in the Sonthal Distnot I reported the objeobon the Native ofBcers 
and men had raised to the glazed paper to Government and as I 
deemed it folly to fight with such shwiowB recommended it should 
be changed to the old cartndge paper, to this I have received 
jio answer On the 6th lostai^ a B^ait sepoy who can read and 
understand English waited in the evening on Lieutenant A S 
Allen, of the 34th Regiment Native Infantry and mformed him 
that a meeting was to toko place amongst the disaffected men of the 
different regiments between eight and nme at night to discuBs what 
should be done to prevent their religious prejudices or tenets frombemg 
abused by the Government and SaAeb~loffU6, This was immediately 
made knorm to me as I have reported, and I took measures to find oat 
if it was truA I learnt nothing The Native oflBcers of the different 
regiments must have known it, yet they reported it not to thoir European 
ofiBcers. The day before yesterday a jemadar of the 81th Regiment 
Native Infantry sent one of my orderbes (or a sepoy) to me to oak my 
penmssion to wait upon me, I repbed— “By allmeans, but the rules of 
the service required that he should have the consent of his immediate 
commanding officer ” The jemadar asked for the per missi on he desired 
the next day "When questioned by Colonel Wheler and LientonoDfe 
Bunbury he stated ho wished to oommumoate all he knew on tho sub 
jeet of ovil disposition now prevaibng amongst the sopoys, This was 
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made known to Brigadier Grant, who instantly waited upon me to report 
the circumstance. I duected a Court to be formed, and that the 
jemadar’s (by name Duiriow) statement should be taken on solemn 
afiSimation, which was done, and I forwarded it yesterday to Government. 

8. I must mention that I had the whole biigade paraded on Monday 
afternoon, the 9 th, and mj'-self eneigetically and explicitly explained 
in a loud voice to the whole of the men the folly of the idea that 
possessed them that the Government or that their oflScers wished to 
in tei fere with their caste or leligious prejudices, and impressed upon 
them the absurditj'- of then for one moment believing that they weie to he 
forced to become Chnstians. I told them the English were Chiistians 
of “ The Boole f ^ e , “ Piotestants , ” that we admitted no proselytes but 
those who being adults could lead and fully undeistand the precepts 
laid down therein; that if they came and thiew themselves doivn at 
our feet imploimg to be made “ The Booh ” Chiistians it could not be 
.done, they could not be baptised until they had been examined in the 

tenets of “ The Booh ” and proved themselves fully conversant in them, 
and then they must of their own good-will and accoid desue to become 
Chiistians of The Booh ” eie they could be made so. I asked them if 
they perfectly understood what I said, especially the 2nd Regiment, 
Native (Grenadier) Infantry , they nodded assent, I then dismissed 
the biigade 

9. I have since heard from the officers commanding regiments that 
theii Native officers and men appealed quite " hhoosli” (pleased) and 
seemed to be relieved from a heaviness of mind that had possessed 
them. 

10. I cannot but with gi eat caution put any man into confinement, 
-unless I can get full proof of his being one of or a leadei at a mutinous 
meeting, and this is yet wanting 

11 May I state my opinion in regaid to the policy of having five or 
six legiments of native infantry assembled in biigade here, without any 
European corps of infantry or artillery or cavalzy at a i^oint d'appui, 
in case of a mutiny occurring ? You will perceive in all this business the 
native officers were of no use In fact, they are afraid of their men, 
and daie not act All they do is to hold themselves aloof, and expect 
by so doing they will escape censure as not actively implicated This 
has always occurred on such occasions, and will contmue to the end of 
our soveieignty in India. Well might Sir Charles Metcalfe say— “ that 
he expected to awake some fine morning, and find India had been lost 
to the English CiQwn,”

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of yonr letter Nol 165 
of yesterdays date forwarding a commnaication from the Major 
General Commanding the PTeaideniy Division bncging to notice a 
spinb of disaffection prevailing among the native troops at Barrack 
pore and in reply to acquamt you that Government are of opimon that 
Major General J B. Hearsey should be requested to keep on the alert 
to detect meetings among the sepoys, and that he shonld instruct the 
ofiBcera of the several regimenta to go into the Imes of their corps 
and converse with the men and make use of their best native officers 


for the purpose of convincing the sepoys that their apprehensions are 
groundless. 

2. The native officers of the seversl regiments should be re- 
lomded by their commanding officers of paras 16 to 21 of G G 0 
Na 182 of the 28rd January 1866

which hold the native officers re- 
sponsible to Government for the conduct of the men. 

8, The delay which boa occurred in subnutting to Government 
a report of the proceedings at Borrackpore the Governor General in 
Council considers most reprehensible , and His Lordship in Oonncnl 
desires that it may be ascertomed where it hes m order that notice 
may be taken of it at once. Apparently this delay has not been in your 
office. It was only on the afternoon of the 10th that Government was 
informed of what oocnrred on the 0th instant, and General Hooraoy s 
report is dated the 8th. 

4. The Major General was to havo addressed the regiment at 
Borrackporo on parade on Monday morning tho Otb, and up to this 
hour nothing i* known to Government of tho result 
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Fiom UFajor-General J. B. Heabset, c.b , Commanding the Presidency Division, 

to Colonel R. J H BincH, c u , Secretary to the Govei’nment of India, in the 

Militaiy Dejpai tment, — dated DarracJcpore, 12th Fehruary 1857. 

I bad this morning the honor to receive fiom the Deputy Adjutant- 
General of the Army a copy of your letter to that officer’s address, 
No 388 of yesteiday’s date, and in leply to the fiist and second para,- 
graphs beg to acquaint you, for the infoimation of Government, that 
the directions contamed therein have been this foienoon, at my own 
quarfceis, by myself, caiefully communicated to the Brigadier and the 
seveial officeis commanding regiments at this station, for their parti- 
cular guidance. I ma}'-, however, observe that the measures adveited 
to had alieady been carefully adopted by them. 

2. As regaids the third paragraph of your letter, allow me to re- 
maik that if any undue delay has occurred in y’^our receipt of my letter 
dated the 8th iustant, such cannot be attiibuted to any want of atten- 
tion of myself or the divisional staff officer, since the lettei alluded to 
was written and despatched to the post office at this station on the day 
I obtained Lieutenant Allen’s wiitten statement Unfoitunately that 
officer got one day’s leave of absence fiom his commanding officer to 
visit Calcutta on duty connected with a deceased officer’s estate, with- 
out my knowledge, so that one day was lost. 

3 Not having any mounted orderlies or express camels, I have 
no other public means of communicating with Calcutta but by the post 
office, which leaves this station at 3 p.m, a most inconvenient hour. 
Government may rest assured of my being constantly on the alert to 
prevent any unauthorised or mutinous assemblages of the sepoys , and 
further, that I shall not hesitate to seize and confine every man against 
whom I can procure sufficient proof of being an advLser or leader in 
these most discreditable proceedings, 

4 I have this moment heard from Major H W Matthews, Com- 
manding the 43rd Regiment, Native Infantry, that one of his Native 
doctors has informed him of a conversation he accidentally ovei heard 
I enclose this statement in original If the Icoasid mentioned could 
be intercepted en route to Dinapore, it might lead to a discovery of 
the oiiginatois of this foolish conspiracy 

5. I have taken no copy of this letter to save delay.

upon the appaient disaffection that seemed to exist in this station 
amongst some of tlie men , and that again on the 8id instant, I pro- 
ceeded to the lines, talcing ivitli me the five new cartridges and the 
sheets of paper I had that forenoon leceived fiom the Biigadier. That I 
explained to my native commissioned and non-commissioned officers and 
sepoys tliat tliere was nothing in the least objectionable to their reli- 
gion or caste in either the one or the other, distiibuting at the same 
time the caitiidgcs and paper amongst them, that they might them- 
seh es closelj' examine them This thej’’ did^ when one and all told me 
the}’’ were peifectly satisfied ivith them, and also with my explanation 
and assurance that no greased cartridges would be seived out to them 
by Government. 

S. I fuither beg to add that the men of my regiment thoroughly 
understood and were perfectly satisfied aftei hearing the address made 
to the troops the other evening by Major -General J B Hearsey, Com- 
manding the Division.

3 This omission can be, Iiowevei, remedied hereaftei by the 
Deputy Adjutant-General being authoiised to obtain copies fiom the 
]\Iilitary Secretary’s Ollicc, if the Commandei-in-Chief is of opinion 
that this measure is desiiable. 

4 I am happ}-- to bo able to add that all unpleasant excitement 
in the minds of the Natnc tioops at Baiiackpoie on this subject has- 
now quite subsided, never again to revive I confidently hope.

A spirit of disafifecUon has been found to exist amongst the Native 
troops at Barrackpoic, aiisiug appaiently fiom an idea that has got 
abroad amongst them that the fat of cows and pigs enters into the 
composition of the paper with which the cartridges for the new iifles 
are made up,' and it is also supposed that the sepoys aie undei tho 
impression, misled by some designing enemies of the British Govern- 
ment, that it is mtended to foice them to embiace the Ohiistian reli- 
gion A Court of Inquiry was held to investigate the subject of the 
objection to the cartridge papei, and the proceedings cleaily show that 
the men have got the absurd idea into their heads, on account of the 
glazed appeal ance of the paper, that grease of some kind is used in 
preparmg it In the first instance it seems that the objection was 
understood to apply raeiely to the composition used in greasing the 
cartridges, but the enquiry has shown that the objection goes also to 
the paper. 

2 On the evenmg of the day on which the Court of Inquiry sat 
(the 6th Februaiy), a sepoy of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
came to the officer of his companj’-, Lieutenant Allen, and told him of a 
plot amongst the sepoys, who were apprehensive of being forced to give 
up then caste and be made Chiisbians, to plunder Barrackpore and at- 
tempt to seize Fort TVilham or the Treasury. A meeting of delegates

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differonfc Togimcnts wm Lioutenant jiUen s infonnnnt jsaid, to fako 
placo Iho eamo njfflit , and, at hia mjggcstion, Lieutenant Allen, having 
reported tlio mutter to tho aenior authontiea proceeded ivith their 
BuncUonin tho direction mdicated hut sair no appearance of anj meet- 
ing and tho roll having been called in every regiment at the some time 
all tho men were roported to be present in their Imes. The sepoy who 
gave the information to Lieutenant Allen, when snbseqnently question 
od on the subject stated that ho knew that a meeting had taken place 
on tho 5th February, though he was not present at it himself and ho 
understood that it was then arranged that another meeting should be 
hold on the following night (the 0th) and bo odds that after he retnm 
qd to tho lines from Lieutenant Alien a he aotually saw the men leaving 
thair lines and proceeding to the place of assembly but he supposes that 
a suspicion must have got abroad that their intentions were discovered 
inducing them consequently to abandon the projected meeting The 
sepoy informant (BamsaBai Lalla) appears to bears very good character 
and there seems no reason to doubt his story except that be has probably 
very much exaggerated matters. He has not named any individuals 
who were present at the meeting of the Stb. But on tho JOth Febm 
ary a Native officer of the 84th Begiment Native Infantry Jemadar 
Lumow came forward of his own accord and stated that be was in 
Tolnntanly present at the meeting on the 5th February, two or three 
men (sepoys) having come to him after the eight o clock roU-call and 
made him accompany them to tho parade ground where he found a 
great crowd, composed to the best of hia belief of the men of tho dif 
ferent regunents at the station to the number of about three hundred 
who had their heads tied up with cloths leaving oaly a small port of 
the face exposed. The jemadar soys that the question of killing the 
Europeans aud plundering the station was discussed but he reasoned 
with the mutineers and at length on his going away they dispersed. 
Tho jemadar mentions the names of two sepoys who took him away 
and he thinks he recognised the voice of the drill haviJdar of tho 34th 
Regiment, Native Infontiy The above is apparently ah tho principal 
information that has been hitherto obtainable regarding these muti 
nous proceedings at Borraokpore ond I om requested to state what 
course I consider best to bo pureuod towards tho jxirtica implicated in 
tho night meetings and to report os to the posaibihty or othonriso 
of substantiating charges against any of them 

3 Tho only individuals against whom charges could bo framed 
arc the two Bopoya who took awar tho jomadar to tho meeting on tho 
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5Lh, find tliciu conviction would bo dopcndeub upon Ins evidence, coiro-- 
boiated as it would be in some measiuo by the testimony of the sepoy 
■uho ga\c Lieutenant Allen notice of the intended meeting on the 6th 
I do not think that the trial of those men would be desiiablc. The 
best coinsc, it appeals to me, nould be to take no active steps at pie- 
sent in the mattcrj but for Major-General J. B Heaisey to quietly pio- 
cced in his enquiries, n hen, if Anther information is eventually pro- 
em able, fiMug the guilt of assisting at these mutinous meetings on'

In foMvaiding foi the ordcis of Govcinment the enclosed lettei, 
dated the 2nd instant, iccened yostciday eioning fiom the Officer Com- 
manding the Depot of iMuskctry at Dum-Dum, I beg distinctly to state 
my opinion that the new mode of loading the Enfield iifle (as pio- 
posed b}’’ Maioi Bontein) should be adopted, and taught not only at 
this but at the two other depots 

3. This new mode of loading ma}’- be consideied as a pait of the 
intended drill for a new weapon about to be intioduced into the service, 
and nob as a concession extorted by discontented men I am the moie 
convinced that this would be proper, since I have myself alieadj^ care- 
fully explained to the whole of the Native tioops at Bariackpoie, at 
a geneial paiade, that neither the Government nor its officers ever have 
or ever will interfere with their caste prejudices, or permit others to 
meddle with such. 

3 By introducing this new mode of drill, — namely, breaking the 
cartridge with the hand instead of by biting it, — all discontent oi uneasy 
feeling in regard to their caste piejudices on that account will be or’ 
ought to be effectually removed We shall thus be keeping our word 
with the sepoys, and at the same time mtioducing a better plan of load- 
ing with reference to their icligious scruples 

4) I propose, theiefoie, with the sanction of the Right Hon’ble the' 
Governor -General of India in Council to empower Majoi Bonteiii to 
adopt this alteration in the rifle exercise 

5. I beg to add that a copy of this and of Major Bonteiu’s letter 
will be sent to Array Head-Quarters, for the information of His Excel- 
lency the Commander-in-Chief, ’

I am Bony that it should be my duty to report for the information 
of Alajor General Hoaraey, Oommandiog the Dinsion, nn unmlhog 
ness on the part of some of the eopoya (Hindus belonging to the 
Dum Hum School of ilnaketry) to bite the cartndge according to the 
oatabUshed regulation for loading the n6e musket, 

2. This unwillingness has not manifested itself m any decided 
form for the course of infltrnction has not yet arrived at that penod 
when the cartridge la brought into practice, however as the feeling of 
objection has "been eipressed in my presence, I feel ifc my duty to 
bnng the circamstance to notice 

8 During the past week the European and native officers belong 
ang to this depot have been learning the process of cartndge-znaking 
which forma a portion of the course of instruction at the Hythe School of 
IXuaketry The native officers performed this dnty with perfect readi 
ness, accordmgly I ordered No 2 section, composed of sepoys belonging 
to the 2ad Regiment Native (Grenadier) Infantry and 7th Regiment, 
Notivs Infantry to attend the lecture room for eimdar instruction. 

A sepoy of the name of Petum Singh of the 2nd Regiment, Native 
(Grenadier) Infantry stated his objections to the procesa. I immediately 
called upon him m the presence of the other men to explain his reason , 
he was quiet and respectful in his manner He said that individually ho 
had no objection , but that on rejoining the men of lus regiment would 
consider that be had forfeited caste if he put the cartndge to his mouth. 

I repUed that he had not then been required to bite the cartndge. I 
gave him the option to obey my orders and take his place amongst 
the other men at cartndge making or I should not allow him to jom 
his section at instruction and should punish him for disobedience. Hy 
order was of course immediately attended to and thus to the extent 
of cartndge-making no difficulty exists, 

4. This sudden and very unexpected participation in a feeling 
which I had heard existed elsewhere has induced me to make farther 
enquiry and in venturing to offer the foUowmg suggestion I trust that 
1 may not be suspected of inchoing to favor a groundless capnoe, 
or yieldmg m the smallest degree to an unwarrantable spirit of opposi 
tion on the part of the Native soldier Amongst tho men of this 
depot there never has been the least tendency to insubordinatiou , my 
orders have on every occasion been implicitly obeyed, and oven in tho 
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instance now brought to the notice of the Major-GJeneral there was 
not a sj’rnptom of disiespecb nor unsoldierhke remonstrance. 

5 The question with which I now venture to trouble Major- 
General J B. Hearsey, and further to solicit a reference to His Excel- 
lency the Oommandei-in-Chief, is whether the existing regulation for 
loading the fiielock or rifle musket may not, with increase of effici- 
ency and advantage to the service, be slightly modified. 

6 Permit me to quote the regulation as it now stands — The 
firelock being at the word “ Prepare to load/’ placed on the ground six 
inches in front of the body, and held at the full extent of the left arm, 
the lecruit receives the older “Load," upon which the regulation .says— 

“ 1st — Bring the cartridge to the mouth, holding it between the 
fore-finger and thumb with the ball in the hand, and 
bite off the top , elbow close to the body ” 

7 The above regulation is at piesent in foice, but I would 
submit that the practice of biting the cartridge is a mere remnant of 
the platoon exercise introduced in the days of the flmt and steel fire- 
lock, when the musket being brought to the right side with the left 
hand, for the puipose of primhig, it was almost impossible to use the 
cartridge without the aid of the teeth However, as the system was of 
long standing, and no objection could be pointed out to the materials 
employed, beyond an absurd dislike to the new quahty of cartridge- 
paper, I very naturally enquired why they should nob adhere to the 
old established practice. If I may trust the statement of the native 
officers belonging to this depot, it would appear that, notwithstanding 
the existence of the rule, it has been always more or less evaded 
throughout the service The form of biting the cartridge has been 
duly observed, but the practice has been to tear it immediately 
aftei wards with the left hand 

8 The tiuth of this statement will doubtless be disputed by 
most commandants and adjutants of regiments. I give the informa- 
tion as it has reached me , and with every deference to my superiors 
in rank, I would respectfully observe that it is quite as probable as it 
is practicable 

9 Having thus entered upon the present state of feeling with 
regard to biting the cartridge, and having ventured to point out the 
peculiar chaiacter of the existmg regulation, I beg permission to bnng 
to the notice of Major-General J. B. Hearsey a plan whereby all difficulty 
may be accommodated, and the same end attained in a manner more 
military and (under certain physical difficulties) more effectual. 
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10 I n-oa/d snggost that at the third motion of the order ^F^'tpar6 
to load , ' the loft hand instead of holding tho musket at the full extent 
of the arm should, after placing it on the ground in front of the bod^, 
slip up and seize the rifle at the brass band or tip to the stocL It 
■will then be in a position to meet the nght hand which conveys the 
cartridge from the pouch to tear off the cartridge paper m place of 
using tho teeth and (at the fourth motion of the word load " when the 
nght Iiand seizes tho bond of the ramrod) to return to tho centre part 
of tho stock ready to throw np the firolook into tho capping position 
at the sixth command of the platoon exercise. 

11 The above suggestion I offer with every deference to the 
judgment of superior experience I do not in tho least intend to 
consult the caprice of the native soldier ily motive is an Micrcaas of 
effixncncy and I venture to believe that if Alajor General J B Heorsey 
will be pleased to forward my letter with his recommendation to Bis 
Excellency the Commander in Chief the plan proposed will bo found to 
contain all that is desirable m the process of loading either the Enfleld 
nfle or common firelock 

12. In conclusion to return to the state of feeling upon this 
question at the Dum Dam School of Musketry I beg that I may be 
favoured with such lustruotions os the Hsjor General may deem best 
salted to the occasion 

IS I do not anticipate any positare refusal to bite the cartndge lu 
the first instance but I am prepared to find that the Hindu sepioyB. 
•will as above desenbed go through the form only, adopting at the 
same tune their old practice 

14 I can either tacitly overlook this pending the decision of 
authonty or I am prepared to obey the orders of the Major General 
and enforce the due observance of tho regulation In the latter case 
I may possibly have prisoners for disobedience of orders.

I received your lefctei of the ISfch Febiuary 1857 yesteiday, 
b}^ the same post I received a letter fiom Colonel Biich, Militaiy 
Secietaiy to Government, dated Council Chambei, Fort William, 13th 
Febiuaiy 1857, informing me that a Losstd had lieen sent to my re- 
giment fiom some men m the 2nd Regiment, Native (Grenadiei) Infan- 
ti 3 ^, at Bairackpore, requesting the men of my regiment to suppoit 
them in laising a distuibance. This morning early I went to the 
lines of my legiment and made private enquiiies of the sergeant- 
major, the subadai-major and the diill-haiuldar, each sepaiately, 
and the}^ declaied positively in the presence of my adjutant that 
no Icossid had aiiived in the lines if any Jcossid had airived and 
tiled to create a bad feeling towaids Government in the minds of 
the men of my legiment, they would ceitaiuly have heaid of it and 
lejioited the cireumstance to me At eleven o’clock this day I as- 
sembled all the Native commissioned and non-commissioned oflSceis 
(pay and coloi havildais) of my regiment at the mess-house, and 
questioned them as to what lepoits they had heard legarding the 
Enfield iifle and ammunition about to be seived out to the Bengal 
Aimy the subadar-majoi lejilied that the report was that the car- 
tiidges about to be seived out to the aimy were made up uuth cows’ 
and pigs’ fat, so that when the sepoys bit off the end of the cai fudges 
they would lose caste I asked all piesent if they believed such a re- 
poit, they said they did not believe that Government would serve out 
anything with cows’ and pigs’ fat to Hindu and Mussulman soldiers, 
as both weie contrary to then leligious piejudices There has not 
been the slightest appeaiance of uueasmess in the minds of the men 
of the 19th Regiment, Native Infantiy About a fortnight ago a 
Biahmin paj^’-havildai, a man of good chaiacter, and in whom I have 
gidat confidence, said to me — “What is this story eveijbody is talking 
about, that Government intends makmg the native aimy use cows’ and 
pigs’ fat with the ammunition foi their new iifles I asked him if he 
believed theie was any tiuth in the lepoit , he replied he could 
not believe it I assuied him he might set his mind at lest on the 
subject, foi if the men of the regiment had any doubts on the 
subject, I would a^ijily to the Majoi-General Commanding the Division 
to allow the paj’^-havildars of compames to provide any giease that 
was lequued for then companies, so that the men of the legiment 
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Diight soQ what grease they used oud how it was prepared. This conver 
sation was circulated through the regiment, and nothing more was 
thought of it 

If any hoesxd was sent from Barraotpore, whatever message he 
may have brought has had no effect upon the men of my regiment 

I have desired the native comniiasioned and non-commisaionod 
officers of my regiment to report to me without delay any rumours 
connected with the army that may reach the regiment from any 
quarter At the close of ttus meeting I had paras. 6 7, 8 and 9 of 
section 9 of the Standing Orders for the Native Infantry read and 
eiplomed to all present. 

I have now been nearly sixteen months m command of the 19th 
Begiment Native Infantry and I consider the men as a hody are quiet 
orderly and obedient, and some of the native officers very anpenor to 
the generality of native officers , I mean they ore well educated men 
for their rank in life 

If anything occurs here to make me change my opmion I will 
immediately report the same to you for the information of the ilnjor- 
Qeneral Gommanding the Division.

On the 25 th a detachment of Euiopean invalids, under the command 
of Lieutenant Feins, Her Majesty’s 29tli Regiment, ariived at this 
station, bunging with them a guaid of one havildar, one naick, and 
twelve sepoj's of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, which was 
relieved the same day by a guard of the same strength from my regi- 
ment. The havildai’s paity of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
me encamped on the left of our lines, about a bundled yards. Yester- 
day I oidcred a parade for this morning for exeicise, each man to 
be served with fifteen lounds of blank ammunition. It is the custom 
in this legiment to serve out the coppei caps to the men in the 
afternoon and the blank caitiidges in the morning, the men refused 
the caps, saying theie was a doubt how the caitndges were prepared , 
this infonnation was given to me by my adjutant between seven and 
eight o’clock. I went down with him to the Imes, and called up all the 
native commissioned oflScers in front of the quarter-guard and explain- 
ed to them that the caitiidges about to be served out in the morning 
were caitiidges made up by the 7th Regiment, Native Infantry, upwards 
-of a year ago, and that they had better tell the men of their companies, 
that those who lefused to obey the orders of their officers were liable to 
the severest punishment. The native officers said they would speak to 
the men of their companies, and they had no doubt everythmg would 
pass ofi quietly. I ordered a general parade in the mornmg of all the 
troops in the station. Between ten and eleven o’clock at night, as I 
was about to sleep, I heard the sound of drums and a shout from the 
direction of the hnes. I dressed immediately, went over to my adjut- 
ant’s quarteis, and directed him to assemble all the officers at my quar- 
ter’s quietly, I then went to Captain Alexander and directed him to 
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briDg hifl cavalry as soon os posable into cantonments, and to be ready at 
some distance on the right of our hoes. I then went to the artiUeiy 
lines and got the detachment of artaiory guns andammumtion ready for 
immediate action. I must explain that by the time I got to the adju 
tant a quarters the dnll havildor of the regiment waa making his way 
to the adjutants quarters I asked what the disturbance was in the 
lines , ho said the regiment hod broken open the bells-of arms and hod 
forcibly taken possesaioa of their arms and ammumtion and that they 
had loaded their muaketa. As soon as I got the cavalry and artillery 
ready I marched down with the officera of the regiment to the lines 
I found the men in undress formed in line and ahonting Some voices 
among them called out — * Do not come on, the men will fire " 

I loaded the two guns with grape dismounted some of the troopers 
and marched down on the men (leaving the guns within range behind) 

I called a bugler sounded the officers call on which the native officers 
and a number of men enirounded us and I asked them the meaning 
of all this disturbance. The native officers made all kinds of excuses 
begging that I would not be violent with the men I then addressed 
the men and asked them what they bad to complain o£ I told them 
that I had explained to the native officers some days ago that if grease 
was required to be used for the new cartridges I would apply to the 
Major General CJommonding the Division to allow the pay havildars 
of companies to make up what was required for their companies , the 
men said they were never told so by the native officers 

I told the officera they must immediately call upon their men to lay 
down their arms , the native officers told me the men would not do so m 
the presence of the guns and cavalry hut if I would withdraw them they 
would go off quietly to their Unea. This was about three o clock in the 
•mnming I ordered ^ parade at sunrise and retired sending the cavalry 
rto their lines and the guns to the maganne This morning at sunnse 
I went to parade , the r^ment turned out as uanal I inspectod the 
anna and examined the pouches , several of the men hod not their ten 
rounds of ammumbon in pouch, some had nine rounds and a bullet with 
the mark of the screw in it as if a cboige had been drawn. The parade 
this mnming wRfl quiet and orderly , after inspection I had the Articles 
of M^ar read to the men , sainted the colours , and dismissed the parade. 

I have ordered an European Court of Inquiry to assemble at the mess- 
house at eleven o clock the proceedings of which I will forward without 
any dolay to you It is 9 a . w. I have just returned ftom parada 
All IS quiet, I must close os the d&k is going out. 
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P.S. — I will detain the guaid of the 34th Eegiment, Native Infan- 
tiy, until I hear fiom j’-ou On second thoughts I countermanded the 
gcueial parade, and had only the paiade of my own regiment. ;

Yesterday, after my letter to your address was despatched, a Court 
of Inquiry was assembled at the mess-house at eleven o’clock, the 
proceedings of which will be continued to-day, and these pioceedings 
will, in all probability, elucidate the whole matter 

Yesterday evenmg the adjutant lepoited to me that the men, in- 
stead of sleeping in then hues, had assembled foi the purpose of sleeping 
by the bells-of-ai ms , they were however quite oiderly, and made no 
noise, but appeared to dislike leaving then arms I did not think it 
right to do anything further last night than order a parade this morn- 
ing. I formed a hollow square, had out the four senioi sepoys 
from each company, and asked them their objections to the cartridges , 
they said that they were doubtful about their being greased I opened 
carti id ges of all sorts, service and blank, left us by the 7th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, and some balled practice lately received from Calcutta. 
I burnt them before the men, but as amongst the blank cartridges there 
were some made with a more highly glazed paper, they accepted the other 
paper as all right but mistrusted the glazed , they said they would bq 
satisfied if both papers equally stood the test of water , of course the 
unglazed paper took up water readily, and they expressed their 
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opinion the other waa greased I enclose the two different sorts of 
paper , one of each kind has been wetted and one not I told the men 
that I would not allow them to seize the kotcs and that if they 
did it to night, I would put a section of each company on duty over the 
kotea with double sentries, I write to you in a demi-official form for 
the information of the Unjor General Commanding When the pro 
ceedings of the Court of Inquiry are olosed I will then send you a 
statement of the whole busmess. I have kept a copy of this letter I 
don t enter it into the letter book os the contents would soon be spread 
dvQT the Imes I hod not time to take a copy of my letter to yott

For the last two months or moie it has been rumoured that new cait- 
ridges have been made in the magazine at Calcutta on the paper of 
which bullocks’ oi pigs’ fat was spread, and that it was the intention of 
Government to coerce the men to bite them. On this account we are 
very' much afraid on the scoie of our religion. The colonel, on hearing 
this, assembled the native officers and told them that on the arrival of 
the new muskets he would make such aiTangements as would satisfy 
them, that is to say, that such grease as was necessary should be pre- 
pared before the sepoys by the pay-havildars of companies. With 
this we were perfectly satisfied After some time, some fresh stores 
arrived from Calcutta, and on the 26th of this month we received 
orders, on the following day to fire fifteen rounds of blank cartridge per 
man At four o’clock in the afternoon the cartridges were leceived at 
thebells-of-aims and inspected by us We perceived them to be of two 
kinds, and one soit appeared to be different from that formerly served out. 
Hence we doubted whethei these might not be the cartridges which had 
arrived from Calcutta, as we had made none oui’selves, and were conv 
Yinced that they weie gi eased. On this account, and through religious 
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scruplca wo refiisod to take the caps. At half past seven o clock the 
colonel accompanied by the adjutant came upon parade and very 
angrily gave orders to us saying— * If you mil not take the cartndges I 
mil take you to Burma, where through hardship you will all die. These 
cartridges are those left behind by the 7th Regiment Native Infantry 
and I will servo them out to-morrow raommg by the hands of the officera 
commanding companies. Ho gave this order so angrily tliat we were 
convinced that the cartndgea wero greased otherwise he would not have 
spoken so The same night about a quarter to eleven shouts of 
vonoua kinds wero hoard, some said there is n fire others that they 
were surrounded by Europeans, some said that the guns had arrived 
otheiB that the cavalry had appeared In the midst of this row the 
alarm sounded on a drum then from fear of onr hves the greater num 
her seited their arms from the kotos. Between twelve and one o clock 
the Iltli Regiment Irregular Cavalry and the guns mth torches amved 
on the parade with the com mandin g officer which stall more con6rmed our 
suspicions of the cartridges being greased, inoaronch as the commanding 
officer appeared to be about to carry his threats into execution by force. 
We had been hearing of this sort of thing for the last two months or more 
and here appeared to be the reaUratiou of it On this the oolonel called 
all the native officers and said to them very angnly—” This is a' very 
bad buamess we don t fear to dio and will die here ” Then the native 
ofiBcers m the most respectful manner represented to him— “ The sopoya 
are fools, whereas yon have sense and judgment. Po nob at this time 
speak BO angrily for this is a matter affecting their religion and that is 
no slight thing Please to send the artiilery and cavahj away The 
colonel agreed to this, and sent each officer mth bis native officer to 
hia company to soothe and explain to tho men The sepoys represent- 
ed that all men value their rebgion, and wn believe we shall lose caste 
by biting these cartridges, and on seeing the artillery and cavalry vra 
became more frightened The officers then aaid to the men — " We will 
oak the colonel to send away the cavnby and gune,*" which was accord 
jjjg]y done. At the same time however the oolonel said — “I will haveo 
general parade in the mormng when I will have the Governor Generals 
orders read out On this the nativo officers ogam represented to him 
that only a short portion of tho night remained and if ho had the 
cavalry and guns there so soon sgnm the men would only boliovo that 
they wore mtended to act against them. It would be better if ho only 
paradod the rogimont alone. At first ho would not ogreo to this,, 
but on its ogam being represented toJum by tho adjutant, ha ngrood 
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to it The men then lodged their aims and went to their lines.- 
They all appeared on paiade on the following morning. On the 28th 
again, according to ordeis, there was another parade, at which the 
caitiidgea which the men had lefused to fire were inspected, when 
assiiiedly two kinds of caitiidges weie found, — one kind of white thin 
papei, and the othei daiker and thicker On burning and submerging 
the two, the difference still was evident, which did not lemove the 
distrust The colonel put uji specimens of each kind of paper, and has 
sent them to you. Fiom that time onwaids all duties have been pro- 
peily earned on, and so shall be as long as we live We will faithfully 
obey all oiders Wheiever in the field of battle we are oidered to go, 
there shall we be found. Theiefoie, with every respect we now petition 
that since this is a religious question, fiom which arose our dread, and 
as religion is, by the oidei of God, the first thing, we petition that as 
we have done foimerly- we may be now also allowed to make up our 
owm cartiidges, and we will obey whatevei orders may be given to us , 
and we will evei pray foi you.

As the whole of the circumstances regarding this outbreak are

Infantry is called into Court, and states— 

Last mght about seven o clock, a report vraa made to me bj* the 
6ergeant*mQjor and drill havildor that the men of the regiment had 
refused to take the caps served out to them in accordance irith regi 
mental custom the evening before a parade for firing blank ammum 
tioD the cartridges being served out m the morning I immediately 
went to the colonel, and reported their refusal. He took mo with him 
to the quarter guard of the regiment and sent for the native ofBcers 
t 9 whom he explained that the objections of the sepoys to take the car 
tndgea were groundless , inasmuch as these cartridges were not of a 
new construction, but the same as had been served to the army for 
yean and were made up in the regimental magaame by the sepoys of 
the 7th Regiment Native Infanhy The colonel further told the 
■native officers that he would parade the regiment in the moming and 
that the officers of compamea should serve the cartndges out to the 
men upon the parade according to the roll of the company , and that tho 
first man who refused to take the cartridges should be tried by ft court- 
martial We then went home, and tho colonel directed mo to send an 
order to Captain W 0. Alexander Oommondmg tjie 11th Regiment 
Irregular Cavalry to have his regiment on tho parade of tho 10th Rcgi 
inent, Native Infantry at six o clock in the morning , ho olso directed mo 
to bnng down the post guns at tho same time About twolro o clock, I was 
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awoke by the colonel and havildar-major infoiming me that tbe men 
bad broken open tbe bells-of-aims, seized tbeii muskets, and were making 
a great noise in tbe lines Tbe colonel directed me to assemble all tbe 
officeis at bis qiiaiters, and to get out tbe guns immediately prepared 
foi seivice. When tbis was done, we all went with tbe guns down to 
tbe parade and baited about two hundred and fifty yards in fiont of tbe 
seigeant-major’s bungalow, and found tbe lltb Regiment, Eregular 
Cavalr}’-, drawn up at some distance on tbe right of tbe parade Tbe 
colonel diiected me to tell Captain' Alexander to move up bis legiraent 
close to tbe guns , at tbis time tbe men weie in a state of great excite- 
ment, shouting loudly. Tbe colonel then dmected me to go to tbe 
quaitei-guaid and sound for tbe Native officers to assemble in front. 
Tbe drum was beat twice in my presence to call them, and I sent two 
sepoys of tbe guaid for tbe same purpose. When I beard some 
of tbe native officers answer across tbe tank that they weie coming, 
I returned to tbe colonel to leport it. When I appioacbed tbe 
guard I was challenged in tbe usual manner some distance to tba 
right and to tbe front by a man in Hindustani clothes with belt, 
and musket. I answered to bis challenge officer,'^ and be called out 
to tbe guard . “ He is tbe adjutant.” I went up to tbe guard without 
any further challenge, except from- tbe sentry there Tbe guard, was 
perfectly steady, and leceived me as usual with shouldered aims, and a 
drummer without hesitation obeyed ray order to sound for tbe native- 
officers. Tbe native officer in command of tbe guard infoimed me that 
tbe men in tbe Imes bad loaded, and would fire upon me if I crossed that 
way. When I returned to tbe colonel I reported this, and be oidered 
tbe guns to be loaded with grape. He then told me to remain there, and 
not to allow the artillery or cavalry to advance until be returned. He 
went towards the men, and on bis return I went down to them They 
offered no violence whatever, but evinced great mistiust of tbe cart- 
ridges, and declared they would not surrendei tbeir arms until tbe artd- 
leiy and cavahy were removed. This was eventually done, and they 
lodged their arms and were quiet £oi tbe rest of tbe night This morning 
at seven o’clock they turned out for parade, and weie ordeily and 
obedient. Tbeir pouches were inspected, and such as were deficient in 
tbe number of cartridges they ought to have bad were maiked for 
future proceedings After tbe parade was dismissed, and I was tbe 
only officer left upon parade, tbe subadai -major reported to me that the 
men were at tbe kotes, and would not go to tbe lines , and sure enough 
tbe companies were standing there, I proceeded at once to my own 
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company nnd eenfc to call the coloncL In reaching ray own compony 
I ordered thorn to lodge thoir orma at once and go to their lines. They 
obeyed, find the others followed their oramplo. By the tune the colonel 
reached the parade ogam they had gone. I then went home 
Qu-csiion— What waa the cause of the men tur ning out? 

A'lXsvxT' When I wont down among them they told me that the 

reason waa that the artillery and cavalry was sent for 
and they thonght that they would be attacked.

About n quarter post seven m the evening of the 26th the orderly 
havildar of my ooropaoy informed me that the men would not receive 
their caps. I told the man to go away and that i would see about it in 
the mormng And as I was officer of the day the native officer of the 
day reported to me that the men would not take their caps. I then 
told him to go and report the matter to the adjutant and commanding 
officer 

Qusstion-^Did either the orderiy-baviJdar or native officer of the 
day give any reason for the men not taking the caps ? 

Atisic&t' — “The orderly havildar said that the men refosed to take 
the caps in the evenuig because they were afraid of 
losing them. 

Question — What mdaced you to go down to the lines to report the’ 
ciroumatance to the colonel of the men refuaiug to take 
their caps ? 

Anstvsr — Being orderly officer, I considered it my duty to report it 
and for that purpose went to his quarters. Being told 
that he had gone to the knee with the adjutant I went 
there too thiukmg the matter was something senoos. 

Questwn- — Did the ilative officer of the day report to you that the 
men had broken open the kotes and seixod their muskete/ 
and did he give any reason for their doing so ? 

Anstocr — ^Tes ho did report that the totes had been broken open 
and the muskets taken out, but I am not exactly cor 
ta in what reasons he gave for their doing so 

Quetlxon — Did you at ony tune hear the cause of thoir forcibly 
taking the muskets out of the kotos 1 

Anstetr Yes. When I weut to my own company to try and per 

suade the men to giro op thoir arms, they refused to do- 
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Ansiver — (concld ) 

so, saying that they had taken them out to defend them- 
selves against the cavalry, which had been ordered down 
Upon this I called for the suhadar of the company , but 
the men replied with a laugh that he had been away, 
and had been absent since ten o’clock in the day I re- 
member no one in paiticular saying so, except Jhoolun 
Singh, pay-havildar. The men also said that the 
subadar had sent away his family and tiaps, 

Srd Witness 

Sergeant-Major John Frawley, 19tli Regiment, Native Infanh'y, 
is called mto Court, and questioned as follows • — 

Queshon — Wlien did 3 ’’Ou fiist hear that the men of y^our regiment 
were dissatisfied ^ 

Answer Yesteiday evening, the 26th, after I had dismissed the 

evening drill, the pay-havildars of companies came to 
me and made me the usual reports at evening roll-call 
Thiee of them did not come up with the others, viz, 
Hussen Khan of No 6 Company, Thackoor Sing of No 7, 
and Kaleechurn of No 8 Hussen Khan came up the 
first of these three, as I was going to my bungalow I 
asked him why he had not come up with the other 
havildais He replied that he went to see if the caps 
had been served out, and that he found that they had 
not I asked him the leason why they were not He 
told me that the men lefused to take them, as they had 
some doubts about the cartiidges I asked him if any 
other companies had refused He said he did not know, 
but thought the}^ had also refused I then called all 
the orderly-havildars, who came up I asked them one 
by one whether them companies had refused to take 
the caps They all, with the exception of No 5 ordeily- 
havildar, replied that the men had said that they 
would do ~all alike No 5 ordeily-havildar distinctly 
said that they refused to take them Both the subadar- 
major and havildar-major were present, as also the drill- 
naick. I told the subadar-majoi to look after the regi- 
ment, as he was not in uniform, and explain to the

regiment lint tber^ were no Want cartndgea in the 
Tnogamie from Colcntta, the only blank cartndgea were 
those made over by the 7th Regiment, NatiF© Iniantry 
Tvhich regiment tve reheved bcre, and that I wonld go 
and report the circamstaiices to the adjutant, which 
I did, 

‘QueBiton — Afrer your return to the lines did anything further 
occur? 

yAnstCfr Tea , after the drum major and orderly haviJdan had 

left after raakmg the reports at eight o clock roll call 
ihe drum major retumod immediately and told mo 
'that he had begird that a nnmbor of men supposed to 
be of the light company, got into the tank on the left 
<froat of the Iznea and vowed that if any man was taken 
out of the tank m the morning that they would rescue 
hum I sent the-dnim major to acquaint the adjutant, 
ms X could not then leave the lines conaidenng the state 
•the regiment was in. Between ten and eleven o clock, 
ms I was lying awake in my bed, I heard a rush made 
on the bellsof anus with shoutiqg by the men of the 
iregiment the doors of which were fun^ open the arms 
mnd accoutrements token out and earned to the lines. 
I got up immediately and went to see what it was all 
mbout Shortly after this the havildar major camo up 
jond reported what had taken place I directed him to 
weport the matter immediately to the adjutant, and also 
sent Bompersad, eepoy of No 3 Company and dn)l 
’instructor who also came np with him- As far as I 
'can remember between twelve and one o’clock the 11th 
Begunent Irregular Cavalry came up When the regi 
ment arrived, the men on discovering it rushed out of 
the lines shouting and aasembied near the kotes I loft 
my bungalow and went to the cavalry for protection 
iTemamed there until laeutenant-Colonol Mitchell and 
the officeiB of the regiment amved AH the officers 
went to the lines, and the colonel left me in charge of 
tho guns.

Question — Do you know why tlie men bioke open the kotes and 
seized the arms ^ 

Answer ^No , I cannot give any reason, except that they most 

piohably expected to be attacked by the cavalry and 
artillery Had there been any other reason they 
would have waited till the morning, when they could 
have had then arms without foicmg the kotes. 

The Court adjourned at 4 p.m. 


Saturday, ^Sth February 1857, 
The Couit le-assembled this day at eleven o’clock, 

Jitli Wxtness 

ShaiL Kureem Bux, subadar, No. 4- Company, 19th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, is called into Couit, and states as follows — 

On the evening of the 26th, after sunset roll-call, the orderly- 
havildar of my company repoited to me that all uas correct I then 
went to my house In less than half an hour after this the kote- 
havildai and ordeily-havildai came and told me that the men would 
not take their peicussion caps I asked the reason why They said that 
it was rumoured amongst the men that the cartridges were suspicious, 
nnd that they said “We will not lose caste by taking them ” The 
subadar-major then summoned all the native officers at his house, and 
said to them you must tiy and settle this matter at eight o’clock roll- 
call, and report it also at once to the officers commanding your com- 
panies. About an hour afterwards I heard that the commanding officer 
had come down to the hues, and had summoned the native officers to 
him At this time a considerable body of men had assembled around 
the colonel, who was very angiy I did not hear all that he said , but I 
heard him say that they must take the cartridges, otherwise they would 
be sent to China and Burma, where they would all die, “and recollect 
that I will have a parade to-morrow moi nmg, and have the cartridges 
served out to you by the officers of companies, and those that refuse to 
take them will be imprisoned oi transported ” He also said the objec- 
tions you make to the caitndges are perfectly groundless, as they are all 
ones which we leceived from the 7th Regiment, Native Infantry The 
colonel then Avent to his house At eight o’clock loll-call I explained to 
my company what the colonel had said No one made a reply to this. 
So I then went to my house. I doubted at the time Avhethei they 
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believed me. About a quarter to eleven o clock, I heard a great 
noise m the linos. The orderly havildor reported to me that the men 
of tny company and of all the rest had taken their anna and accontro- 
menta from the kotes I went to the men, whom I found with their 
arms and belts on I asked them what was the raeaning of it Some 
paid that Kuropeans were coming to kill them others said the artillery 
was coming and others the cavalry I found I conJd do nothing with 
them so I returned to my house and told the orderly havildar to go 
and report it to the officer commanding the company The orderly 
havildarsaid — ‘ The officer will be asleep ” I said — ** That does no t,«gni 
fv , you must wake him up and report it " He went and did n? I re- 
mamed m my bouse. After twelve o clock I heard the colonel was on 
parade through the orderly havifdar — who said — " Be quick, the oolonel 
has called for all the native officers. I went to him and found the 
artillery and cavalry were on the parade The oolonel ordered us to 
separate our compomea from the others and call the roll The Euro- 
pean officere were also preaeut, and each tned to assemble his company 
Lieutenant Macdonald, in charge of my company tnod also but without 
effect. All the native officers then went to the colonel He was very 
ongry I said to him — * Hon t be angry now as it is of no use. Eicnso 
the men now as they ore ignorant men KinOly send the cavalry and 
artillery away and everything will be settled in the morning ” The 
colonel consented bat said he will have a parade of all the troops 
I again begged of him to refnun from having the cavalry and artillery 
there , he at first refused saying — I command all the troops, snd can 
.assemble them when I choose.” I did not think it proper to further 
urge him, so said nothing more The colonel then went away I was, 
Jiowever afraid of the consequences, as bo short a time would intervene 
ehould this order be earned into effect, bo spoke to the adjutant and 
quartermaster and begged of them to ask the colonel not to have 
the artillery and cavalry on parade as the men would be still sus- 
picioufl of being forced. The adjutant then rode after the oolonel 
and returmng shortly said the colonel has consented to have the 
regiment parade alone. We then all went to the linos, fn the 
morning the regiment was assembled on the parade at the appointed 
hour, the muskets and pouches were eiammed and tho names of thoso 
written down who had not tho proper number of cartridges or whoso 
cartridges were broken. After this the parade was dismissed. At 
Bansot roU-call I warned tho men to be carefal for tho future about 
what they did or else it would bo tho worse for them Thoj rophed 
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that they weie in fear of their hves, and wished to keep their mus- 
kets by them or sleep by the kotes. 1 said — “ You can do as you please, 
but I must lepoit it." At eight o’clock roll-call I went to the kotes, 
and found some men there sitting or lying down. I cannot say whether 
they had their aims or not I told the oiderly-havildar to go and le- ^ 
poit it to the officer commanding the company. I then returned to my 
house and slept I was awoke by the ordeily-havildar, who said — “ It is 
the officer’s orders that you go and sleep by the kote also^’ I told my 
seivant to take my bed there, and went myself. A piivate inspection 
of companies had been oideied for the morning, but I was then told 
that theiewas to be a parade imder the colonel, when he would arrange 
the caitiidge business In the morning, at pamde, the colonel sent to 
the magazme for some of all the different kinds of caitiidges, and 
called forward four men from each company, before whom he explained 
wheie the different kinds had come fiom, and burnt some of the paper 
in which the cartridges were, to let them see if there was any smell 
Some of the men said, of the caitiidges served out the papei was of 
two kmds, whence our suspicions The colonel sent for these caitiidges 
ffom the kotes, and said there is no difference m them, Some of the 
men said one paper is thicker than the other, if you vmU put them in 
water, one will soak up watei moie lapidly than the other The 
■colonel then sent foi some water and immersed the paper in it, when the 
thmnei paper soaked immediately, the thicker, on which there is "size,” 
did not soak up the water so leadily The colonel then said to the 
subadar-major — " Keep this by you, and at halt-past eight o’clock bring 
it to me. I will pack it up and send it to the General foi his inspec- 
tion through the post office ” 

Question — When the men, on the night of the 26th, seized their 
muskets, did they assign any reason for so doing ? 

Answer Yes , they said it was rumoured amongst them that Euro- 

peans were coming, and others, and that they were 
prepared to die rather than lose caste, and they did it to 
defend themselves 

Question — Have you any idea what caused the sepoys to think that 
the cartridges contamed anything that might affect their 
caste ? 

Answer It was first talked about after the arrival of a guard of 

sepoys from Calcutta escorting Government stallions, 

- and afterwards another party of the S^th Kegiment, 
Native Infantry, who came "svith European invahds, 
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confirmed the doubta in the miuda of the men, and then, 
the lost carttidgcfl that were nhont to be issued having 
in cnoh bundle one or two cartndgeg made with paper of 
n different hmd, led the men to snppoeo that tbero was 
Bomo foundation for the report The men had also made 
up their blank ammunition in every other matance them 
selves and they knew that a short time before ommuni 
tion for the regiment had arrived from Calcutta.

Kative Infantry is called into Court and states— 

After sunset roll call when the men were about to he dismissed 
they asked me to petition the subadar major that they might not have 
the cartridges served oat to them, as they had doubts about them He 
spoke to them about it and told the orderly haviJdar to report it to the 
feergeant-m^or Later in the evening I heard that the colonel and 
the adjutant had come down to the Imes and summoned the native 
officers, when he told them that at the parade for the morning he would 
have the cartridges diatributod by the officers of companies, and the men 
should he made to bite them At a quarter to eleven o clock, the looks 
of the bellfl-of arms were broken and the arms taken out by the sepoys. 
About twelve o clock I was in my hut, when I heard Brevet-Captam 
Newhonse commanding my company bad called for me. I went to biin 
at the bells of arms , he asked me whore the subadar was. I said he is 
probably m his hut Then Qobind Tewaiy, sepoy and others said he 
IB taking away his family and property to the village behind the lines 
"When Brevet-Captain Newhouso ordered them to lodge their arms m 
the kote they did so. 

Qii^lion — What do yon suppose was the object of the men in break 
iDg open the kotoa and s^ixihg their arms t 

Anetoer Because they were approhonsivo of danger and were 

ofmid of losing theur cast© by being made to take the 
cartridges. 
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Question — Have you any idea what caused the sepoys to think that the 
cai tiidges contained anythingthatmightaffect then caste ? 

Answer There have been lepoits flying about for the last two 

months, piobably bi ought from Calcutta by travellers

About 11 AST, of the 26th, at ordeily hours, I received oiders fiom 
the adjutant that theie would be a parade on the morrow with fifteen 
rounds of blank ammunition I asked whether all the companies were 
to have alike He said “ Yes ” I then went to the lines, and at the 
seigeant-majoi’s bungalow the orderly-havildais were infoiTued of the 
Older, which they pi omulgated in then respective companies At sunset, 
the oideily-havildai of No 5 Company reported to me that the sepoys 
would not take the peicussion caps; after him the oiderJy-havildar of 
No 7 Company lepoited the same, as also of the light company The 
seigeant-major then summoned all the orderly-havildars, and inquired of 
them what the matter was. They said, the sepoys say, — “Why should 
we take the caps, as we won’t take the cartridges until the doubt about 
them IS cleaied up.” I then went with the sergeant-major to the adju- * 
tent’s quarters and reported it He then went to the colonel’s and 
ordered us to the Imes I heaid, about half-past seven, when m the lines, 
that the colonel and adjutant were in the quaiter-guaid, and had sum- 
moned the native officers and havildars I went there too The colonel 
enquired why they would not obey oideis and take the caitiidges. The 
6ubadar-majoi said they suspect that the paper of the caitndges is greased 
with pigs’ and bullocks’ fat The colonel said There is no cause for 
suspicion, these cartridges weie left here by the regiment we relieved’’ 
The subadar-majoi said — “ The sepoys are suspicious, and will not believe 
what we say.” The colonel said — “Leave them alone now, and in the 
Inomingl will have them distributed by theofficem of companies,” upon 
which he went away and we returned to the hues Aftei eight o’clock 
roll-call the men went away to their huts. About half-past ten a sepoy 
awoke me By this time the kotes had been broken open. I ivent to 
the adjutant and reported it

Ilrum Major James Benny is called into Court and states— 

After tattoo roll-call on the night of the 20tb I went with all tho 
orderly haTildors to make the usual report to the sergeant major On 
returmog to the baud lines Heeraloll ond Peter Ohnstian and several 
other band boys asked me if I had seen anything I said—" What ? 
They replied— "The whole of the light company and port of No 8 
Company went into the tank, and took oath about something or other” 

I went and reported this directly to the sergeant-major As he had no 
one else to send I volunteered to go and report to the odjuteut which I 
did and then returned to the lines. About eleven o clock the men with 
a shout that Europeans were coming rushed on the kotes broke them 
open and seized their arms. I assembled the band boys and drnmmors 
and called the rolk They were all present I sent them to the linos 
tolling thorn not to move out of them, I then wont to tho sergeant- 
major and remained with him until the cavolry arrived upon which 
be joined them, and I took away lus lamily and put them under tho 
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piotection of the Nizamiit guard. I then returned to the sergeant- 
itiajoi’s bungalo-w. The sentiy who was on dufcj'’ there, whom I believe to 
be a nephew of the dnll-naick, Dulput Sing, then said to me — “ It was 
well that you all got away in time, as a great mob came here and 
seaiched for the seigeant-major and his familj^, and not finding them 
they bioke open the pound of which he was in chaige, and let all the 
cattle go They even searched the pound for him ” I then went by the 
lear of the Imes to my own house to put on my unifoim.^ A few minutes 
affceiwaids I was called to the front, with the buglers, wheie the colonel 
was. The leason the men gave for objecting to the cartridges was that 
they had heaid that theie was bullocks’ fat mixed with them,

Suhsooh Sing, jemadar, Light Company, 19th Regiment, Ratine 
Infantry, is called into Couib, and states— 

I was the native officei of the day on the 26th, and about 6-80 pm. 
it was reported to me by the orderly-havildais of each company that 
the sepoys had refused to leceive theii percussion caps By order of 
the sergeant-major I went to leport this to the adjutant, but not 
finding him, I went to the colonel’s, who also was out I then reported 
it to the officei of the day, Brevet-Oaptain Newhouse We pioceeded 
to the colonel’s, but heaid that he had gone to the lines. I then went 
to the Imes, and hearing they had returned, proceeded again to the 
adjutant's house His seivants told me he was at mess. I theie found 
him, and made the lepoit At ten o’clock I went the lounds according 
to ordeis , the men at that time ivere all quiet I letumed to my house ;

I have the honor to ncknowlodgo the receipt of your letter of the 
3st March 1857 this afternoon 
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I >\ill detain the guard of the 34tli Regiment, Native Infautr 3 ’’, 
until furtlier ordeis, and I vill have them examined by the Court of 
Inquiry. 

I ha\e just icad the Proceedings of the Ooiiit of Inquiry up to this 
date, and one of the witnesses, a subadar of my regiment, said that this 
unoas} feeling in tlie lOtli Rogimont, Native Infan tiy, oiiginated in the 
infoimation icccnod from the guaid \Yho ai rived here a shoit time ago, 
escorting Go\oinmcnt stallions towaids Bnxar This feeling was con- 
firmed on the aui\al of the guaid of the 31tli Regiment, Native Infau- 
ti}’, vith tlic European coni alcseents. 

I heaid that on Thuisda}, the 2Gth Februar}’', Friday, and Satur- 
da}, the men of tlie icgimcnt fasted, taking only hhang and other excit- 
ing drugs On Sunda}* I had apiivatc interview at my quarters with a 
Bralimm liaiildar of the icgiment, who asked me if I would forwaid a 
petition from the legimcnt to you I icplicd, ccitainly, if there were 
no disrespectful tcinis used, and it contained a fair statement of what 
had occuricd in the regiment and vhat their wishes were I tiust yoiV 
have recoil cd this petition, all they ask is to be allowed to make 
then own caitiidgcs and prcpaic the grease for them The men are 
behaving vciy well since they take their usual meals and peifoim their 
duties chcclfall 3 ^ As far as any man can judge, the men seem in 
a state of alaiin at what the consequences of theii acts may be, but 
I think nothing will make them altei thcii opinions about the cai- 
tridges and gicase The mischevous repoi ts spread abioad affect Hindus, 
Mahomedans, and Sikhs equally 

I have parades every morning, and the men are as steady and 
ordcily as any men can be I will continue this daily, as it bungs the 
officeis and men together, and I think will establish confidence I have 
given Sergeant-Major Fiawley tliiity days’ leave of absence, so as to 
keep him out of the way, as there was evidently a bad feeling towaids 
him on the part of the men, and I think it would be as well if he was 
to be lemovcd to anothei legiment as sergeant-major. This appearing 
in G 0 s without any application for an exchange on the part o^ 
the seigeant-majoi, would prevent any feeling of victory on the part 
of the men When the Proceedmgs of the Court of Inquiry i each you, 
you will see the necessity for the lemoval of the sergeant-major, there 
is nothing against him , he is a good drill, and a man of most exemplary 
character, peifectly steady and tiustwoitby, but he seems to be just 
now so unpopular with the mexp, that I thought it best that he should 
go away foi a time.

fiftthadar Major ShaifJi Murad Bum, Light Company, 19\hi Begv^ 
vxemi Native Infantry la called into Court, and states— 

On tho 20th at twelve o clock or thereabouts I heard from tho 
orderly havildar of the company that at the morning a parado fifteen 
rounds of blank cartndgo weto to bo fired per man. About four ©clock 
tho Innco mucks brought the cartridges from tho magaeino to tbp kotos. 
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After sunset roll-call I went towaids my house, when the orderly-havih 
dar came iq) and said to me the men want to make a petition. On 
enquiiing of them, they said — “We are doubtful about these cart- 
lidges, and will not take them or fire them.” I argued mth the men, 
trying to explain away them doubts, saying “The rumouis about the 
caitiidges are merely about those for the new guns, these aie old ones.” 
They answeied “These aie of two kinds, and that one lately came fiom 
Calcutta IS most likely, as stores have come. Besides, we have always 
been in the habit of making up our ovm blank caitridges, and we have 
made none up heic.” On this I oideied some cartridges out of the 
kotes, and taking up a bundle I opened it and said to them theie is 
no cause for doubt heie. On this, I oideied the caitiidges to be leplac- 
ed in the kotes, and went and reported this to the sergeant-major 
The oideily-havildars of each company weie there, and had made the 
same repoit respecting each company. The sergeant-major then said 
these caitiidges are what we received from the 7th Begimeut, Native 
Infantiy, on our arrival heie , only powder m barrels arrived from 
Calcutta. I asked the seigeant-major who should repoit this to the 
adjutant, and he said that “ The havildai -major and I will go and report 
it , you had bettei go and try and explain it to the sepoys of your 
companies.” I then assembled all the native officers at my quarters, 
and said to them at eight o’ clock loll-call you must explain to your 
several companies that these cartridges were left behind by the 7th 
Regiment, Native Infantry, and that there can be no doubt about 
them, and that it behoves them to fire them. At half-past seven, 
the colonel and adjutant came to the quarter-guaid and summoned 
the native officers there The colonel asked us what were the .doubts 
about the cartridges. I replied that the sepoys said* “Theiq aie 
two kinds of cartridges, and we have hitherto always made up our 
own , besides, only a few days ago some stores arrived from Calcutta, 
and on account of reports going about we have doubts on the subject.” 
Upon this the colonel got very angrj^, and said “ If the sepoys will 
p.ot take their cartridges, I will take them to Rangoon or China, 
where they will suffer many privations and all die ” He also said at 
parade in the morning — “I will have the caitiidges distributed by 
f,he officers commanding each company, and those who refuse to take 
their caitndges I will seveiely punish them. These aic old cartridges 
received from the 7th Regiment, Native Infantry, and you must all 
explain this to the men” The colonel then went away, and I told 
the other native officers — “You have heard the colonel’s orders, and 
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must explain them to the men at eight o’clock I eiplomod it at 
eight o’clock roll-call to the mon of my company who heard it m 
Bilence and went away At a tjoarter to eleven o clock the orderly 
havildar of my company, AUuf khan, awoke me and said there 
Kj a great noise. I asked him— What noise ? " He said * the men are 
all running towards the kotes." I then heard the drum Bound. I 
went out towards the kotes and on omving there saw some of the men 
armed others arming I naked thorn what they were doing but no 
one gave mo a reply I then went towards the quarter guard and saw 
that the other companiea had done the samo. I met some other native 
oflicers at the kotes, viz Subadar Shaik Ktureem Bokah Jemadar 
Shoik ITohamed Ah and Jemadar Havee Sing and these went with me 
to the quarter guard. Kurreem Bakah asked Jemadar Behan Sing 
the native oflScer on duty at tho quarter-guard why the drum was 
sounded. He said — heard a great uproar some saying there was a fire 
some that there were Europeans commg some that the artiUejy was 
commg and others that the cavalry were. I then sounded the drum." I 
told the Jemadar Behan Sing — I am now going to report this. Should 
the colonel or adjutant come and ask for me you will tell them 
where I have gone to I then went to make the report along with the 
Jhavildax, Shaik Bheekah, No 4 Company, whom I picked up by the 
way I could nob find the adjutant who had lelt his house so I went 
to the colonels. He also was out, so I returned to the lines in com 
pony with Allof Khan havildar and Hoolaas iliaser havjJdar, whom 
I met at Brevot-Oaptam Newhouses bungalow Between twelve and 
one 0 clock I was standing at the end of the lines of Na 8 Company, 
when I saw bghts approaching on the parade. It woa very dark at this 
time. Shortly after this the drum sounded the native officers calk I 
Went to the front with the others and met the colonel on the rood lead 
mg to the parade. The colonel eoid What is this business and kept 
advancing We prayed him not to do so but rather to retire a little , 
ihat the men were ignorant and stupid He was excessively angry and 
said I will blow them away though I die myself " We prayed him to 
show clemency and send away the guns and cavalry On this tho 
Colonel went and spoke to tho European officers, and sent them away 
shortly aftorffards. The officers then went up to the men and began to 
speak to them Shortly afterwards tho colonel said to us — send 
away the cavalry and guns now but to-morrow morning at sunnso I 
will have a general parade ” W© petitioned him not to do so as tho 
men would imogino that the guns and cavnhy would bo used agoinst thom 
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aud they might not be obedient. The colonel at first did not consent ; but 
afterwards, when spoken to by the adjutant, he agreed to have the regi- 
ment paraded alone, and the orders were so issued. In the morning there 
•v^as a parade, when the arms were examined as well as the pouches. 
Some men had not all their cartridges, and others had them broken, si 
■v^ish to state that I had forgotten to say before that when- the colonel 
declared he would have a general parade in the morning, he at the same 
time said that the Governor-General’s orders should, be read out The 
parade was quietl}'- dismissed That same evening, after tattoo roll-call, 
the men went at first to their lines, but afterwards they brought out. 
their bedding and slept at the kotes. I asked them the reason of their 
sleeping there, and they said — “ We are afraid that the artillery and 
cavalr}’’ may come down on us again.” This was immediately reported. 
Orders came to the lines for a parade in the morning. At this parade 
the cartridges were brought out, and four old sepoys taken out of each 
company and called to the front. A^^hen the cartiidges were brought o'ut 
from the kotes they were shown to these sepoys, who were asked what 
their objections were. Thoy said that in each bundle there were two 
descnptiens of cartridge, to one of which they objected, as it was 
made of darker paper. Both sorts were tried both by fire and water, 
but a difference was manifest in both tests. The colonel then topk 
specimens of both kinds, and having sealed them up before me sent 
them off to the General. After this there was an order received for th& 
men to send in a petition to the General. This was drawn up by dele- 
gs,tes from the companies, and brought up to the adjutant. On the 
night of the 1st March some four or five sepoys in each company rushed 
up to the kotes, and again took out their arms, but replaced them on 
being ordered by the native officers Since then all has been quiet.

Ft om Itfajoi'-G-eneral J. 13 Heaesey, e b , Commanding the Pi esidenct/ Division, 
to Colonel E J H. Biech, o b , Secretary to the Crovei nment of India, in tho 
Military Department, — dated Bai rachpoi e, 18th March 1857, 

Having received the reports fiom Bngadier Grant and the officers 
commandmg regiments at this station that the native commissioned 
officeis warned for court martial duty at Calcutta had left this canton- 
ment, I ordered the Brigade to paiade in contiguous quarter dis- 
tance columns for my inspection, and having leceived their salute, I 
addiessed them and told them to call to mind what I had said to them 
on a foimer occasion, viz , that men of bad charactei had got among^it 
them and were endeavourmg to mislead them , that two such men in 
the 2nd Grenadiers had been detected at Calcutta, who had tiied 
by lies to induce the subadar of the 34th Regiment, Native Infan- 
try, and his guard to quit their post, but that officer was not to be 
deceived, and had seized and confined the two ofifenders, leporting 
to supenor authority the whole cncumstance the next morning, and 
that these two sepoys were now under trial for mutiny. I again 
bid them beware of such chaiacters, who endeavour to take the bread 

U 
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from the raoaths of good aopoja by making them the instnunentfl of 
thoir bad designs 

I then spoke of the discontent still prevailing m regard to the car 
tndge paper having grease of any kind in it, and that its gloe^ appear 
nnce bod caused this sapposition I explained to them that this shm 
ing of the paper was caused by the starch mixed with the pulp of cotton 
and hemp to make the paper tongh and consistent that it was to bo 
found in all writing and fine paper mode by the natives of Hindoostan. 
I then took a letter I received many years ago fiom Maharajah Qolaub 
Sing from a gold tissue khoreoto, and handed it successively to all the 
native ofiGcers and bid them open it and look at it and tell me if it was 
not more glossy than the cartridge paper they snspeoted and to go mto 
tho ranks and show it to their men Having done this I asked the 
native officers and men if it was likely a Dogra Brahmin or Rajpoot 
who BO stnctly protected kine would himself wnte on paper that had 
grease in it of such nature* I then asked them if dnnug their festirals 
they did not make lanterns of oiled and greased paper and having so 
oiled and grea^ it whether they could get the grease out of it again ,

and that I would give them timel}'^ intelligence of then coming heie 
I finished by telling them no fault had been proved agamst them, 
then why should they diead being attacked 

But that I expected them to obey oideis and keep cleai of any act 
that could be constiued into mutiny , that the officei-s and I mjself weie 
open to all repiesentations made in a pioper mannei , that their caste 
and religious piejudices were safe imdei my protection , and that any 
endcavoui to interfere with such would meet with most seveie punish- 
ment 

I then deplo 3 ’’ed the columns, opened the ranks to double distance, 
and rode my home slowly and quietly up and down them, spoakmg to 
the men wearing medals, and asking them m what actions tliey had 
earned them The brigade was then dismissed m the usual manner

I then oakcd them if dunng their festirals 
they did not make lanterns of oiled and greased paper and having so 
oiled and greased it, whether they conid get the greaso out of it again , 
nay that if oven one drop of grease fell on paper it wonld be spoilt and 
any child conid detect that port of tbo paper on which it had ishen.

I have the honor to aoknowledgo the receipt of a loiter, Isa 400 to 
Major Genoml J B Henreey Commanding the Presidency Dmston, 
from Colonel R. J H. Birch Socrolary to the Qovomraont ol India 
Military Department, dated Council Chamber Fort 'WnUam the 14lh 
March 1867 and in reply I bog leave to state os follows — 

Tho first statement m the petition in which I am mcntiorrcfl is 
jegarding tho meeting at tho mcas hwiso on tho IClh Ftbruaij On that 
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subject I need say notliing; the Major-General has received my report 
nnd appiovcd of my piocecdings. 

Tl\e petition then goes on to state, — after some time fiesh stoies 
nniicd from Calcutta , this statement is not true the stoies arrived on 
the 11th Fcbmaiy, five days befoic the meeting at the mess-house, and 
hiibsequently none ha\e been rccei\cd 

The petition tlicn states that I spoke angrily on parade, saying “ If 
}Ou uill not take the cartiidges, I uill take you to Burma, ivheie, 
through liardship, you will all die ” I certainly did not make use of the 
expression abo\ e quoted I explained to the icghnent that the cartiidges 
■were made bj-the men of the 7th Regiment, Native Infantr}’’, and had 
been m store for a long time, nnd Ihorefoic the} should bo seived out 
by the ofllccrs commanding companies It is true I cautioned the regi- 
ment against the serious coii'^cqucncos u Inch would ensue from their 
perMsting to disobey oidcis in icfu‘<ing to take the caitridgcs. 

It I*: slated in the petition that I said : “ This isa lery bad business ; 
i\c don’t feai to die, nnd will die hcic” I don’t lem ember exactly the 
Mords I made use of on ihc occasion above referred to, but they weie 
to the eflect that “ We" (the oHiceis) "were piejiared to do our duty 
should the men of the regiment not }icld obedience.’^ 

It vas not until aftci the men of the legiment had broken into the 
kotes, had armed themselves, and weic m a state of mutiny that I 
called out the aitillciy and cavahy. 

The adjutant, who went by my ordeis to the quarter-guard to 
sound the call for the native officeis, came back with a report that the 
native officer at the quarter-guard had warned him not to go onwards, 
as the men were loaded and would fire When I arrived with the guns 
on parade theie was much shouting on the part of the men and the 
rattling of lamiods in the bands of the muskets, such a noise as is 
made in loading. 

It IS further stated in the petition that I sent away the cavalry and 
guns, but sard that they should come to a general parade in the mornmg, 
but that, on the native officers having requested me to dispense with 
the presence of the artillery and cavalry, and on the representation of 
the adjutant, I did so. I at first thought it advisable to parade all the 
tioops together m the morning, thmkmg that the presence of the cavalry 
and artillery would hold the 19th Regiment, Native Infantry, m check 
in case of any further outbreak, but subsequently on its being reported 
to me that three or four companies had given up theii arms, and that 
the rest weie doing so, and as I saw a disposition on the pait of the men 
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to return to obedience, and in order to restore confidence, I took aimy 
the guna and ordered off the cavalry and all waa quiet in the hnes. 

At first I objected to parade the l&th Regiment Native Infantry 
dlone for the reasons above assigned, but on hearing from the ac^jutant 
that the native officers had told him tlmt the men conidnotbe divested 
of the idea that the other troops were to be called out to act against 
them I relinquished ray intention of parading all the troops m the 
morning and directed that the 19th Regiment, Native lufantiy should 
be paraded alone, which was done and the regiment behaved quietly 
reepectfully and obediently 

I feel certom that the mufcinons proceedmgs of the 19th Regiment, 
Native Infantry on the night of the 26th February did not nnse from 
anythmg that took place on parade that evenmg but that the raon were 
npe for an ontbreak owing to communications which they had boon ro 
ceivmg for days and weeks previously from some of their comrades m 
the regiments at Barrackpore 

I am sure it will be readily admitted by the Uajor General that 
my poKitroii was ft very trying and a very diEBcult one, and I cannot 
help tEhi-mg that if I had adopted mcaeuiee lees prompt and ngorous 
lamentable results might hnre ensued.

It is very advisable that this should not be prematurely } 

but the information is afforded, in. order that such instruction ^ may 
issued to the several civil authorities to jmt the police on their gnaid, 
as may he considered neeessarj'' to obviate the po/ubJe evil e/fict of so 
many discharged, men being for a time at large in the neighbouiliood 
of the presidency.

' The time has arrived at which it is necessary to place upon recoid 
cormectediy the prircipal ikets jn. the recent condvet oi the JiliU 
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Eegiment Native Infantry at Berhampore and the measures adopted, 
or about to be adopted by the aovemor General of India in Connoil 
in consequence thereof! 

On the 22nd of Jonnaiy Inat Oaptam Wnght one of the ofBcers 
attached to the School of Mnskatiy at Dam Dam reported that n feel 
mg of onensmesB had manifested itself amongst the sepoys regardmg 
the mgredienta used in the arsenal for greasing the cartndges of the 
new Enfield nfle. 

Enqnuy was immediately made as to the composition of tho 
grease The tallow used had been sopplied by a contractor and it 
wae ascertained that no sufficient precontions had been taken lu the 
arsenal to insure the absence from it of all matter which might bo 
objectionable to the Bepojs. hereupon the Qoremmenfc, on the 27th of 
January authorised the officer commanding the depot to obtain finm 
the baxar the proper ingredients, and directed that the men themselroa 
should ftpply the grease to the cortndgofl. The cartridges to which 
the grease hod been applied were withdrawn and ungrensed cartndges 
trere guppUeds 

Nothing at this tune had been aaid about the paper of which the 
new cartndges were mode. 

This paper is received from England. It is finer than the paper 
heretofore used for cartndges, is of a lighter colour and has a glossy 
Burface. 

On the 28th of January Major General J B Heareey Commnnduig 
the Presidency DinaioD reported that an ill feeling existed amongst tho 
troops at Barrackpore and that the sepoys beheved that the new paper 
was greased with the fat of cows and pigs. 

Some men of the 2ud Regiment, Native (Grenadier) Infantry 
having raised objections to the paper a Court of Inquiry was assembled 
Tho men exommed stated that thoir doubts regarding the paper were 
caused by its being different in appooiunco from that which had formerly 
been used that when burnt it gave out a noiso and smell as if there 
were grease jn it , and that they objected to use it, because it was tho 
general opinion that it was made up with grease. 

Tho paper was sent to the Chemical Einminor for analysis. After 
a careful examination Dr Mocnamora reported — Tho paper has not 
been greased or treated with any greasy or oilj matters dunng or Btaco 
its manuraoturo 

Major Qcneml J B Ilonrscj explained to tho troops at Boimclporo 
assembled on parade tho cause of tho glossy appcoranco of the poper, 
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and that there was no grease in it , and he assured them, apparently 
with good effect, that theie was no intention to lead them to use any- 
thing to which they could object. 

It having, however, been represented that a messenger had been 
despatched from certain men at Barrackpore to the regiments at 
Dinapore and Berhampore, giving intelligence of what was doing at the 
first-named station, a communication was made to the oflScers command- 
ing at Dinapore and Berhampore. 

Lieutenant- Colonel W. St. L. Mitchell, Commanding the 19th 
Eegiment Native Infantry, at Berhampore, replied in a letter, dated the 
17th of Febraary, that the 19th Begiment, Native Infantiy, the only 
infantry regiment at that station, had shown no feeling of uneasmess, 
and that he had explained to the native officeis that he would apply to 
the General Officer Commanding the Division to allow the pay-havildais 
to prepare the giease lequired foi the new rifles 

It appears by a lettei fiom Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell to Major 
Boss that a fortnight befoie the above date a Brahmin pay-havildar 
had brought to his notice the report m circulation that the Government 
^intended to make the native army use cows’ and pigs’ fat with the 
ammunition of the new rifles 

On the 26th February, Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell ordered the 
19 th Begiment, Native Infantry, to parade the folio wmg mornmg for 
exercise with fifteen rounds of blank ammunition per man 

It has been the custom m the 19th Begiment, Native Infantry, 
to serve out the percussion caps over night, and to give the ammunition 
to the men in the morning When the percussion caps weie about 
to be issued, the men refused to receive them saying that there' was 
some doubt as to how the cartridges were made. This was reported 
between 7 and 8 p M. to Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell, who immediately 
W^ent to the lines, sent for the native officers, and explained that the 
cartridges about to be served out had been made up by the 7 th Begi- 
pient, Native Infantry, about a year before. He then desired the native 
officers to tell then men that those who refused to obey their officers 
were liable to severe punishment. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell says that he ordered a general parade 
in the mornmg of all the troops at the station. It appears from the 
evidence of the adjutant that, on returning from speaking to the 
native officers, Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell directed him to order Cap- 
tain Alexander, Commanding the 11th Begiment of Irregular Cavalry, 
to have his regiment on the parade of the 19th Begiment, Native ^

Lieutenant Colonel hhtchell told the officers that they must call upon 
tbe men. to lay down their arms immediately The native officers said 
that the men would not do so in the presence of the artillery and ca^nlry, 
but that if these were withdrawn they would go quietly to their lines.

nsuaL The men were quiet and orderly The arms and ammunition 
were examined. It was found that some of the men bad in their pouches 
only nine roends of ommumtion the proper complement bemg ton 
rounds , whilst with others, who had their ten rounds complete one of 
the rounds bore the murk of the worm m tho bullet, as if it had boon 
drawn from tho musket. 

On tho night of the 27th the men instead of sleeping m theirlmcs 
nssomhled round the bells-of nrms. They were qniot and orderly but 
seemed afraid to leave the neighbourhood of their arms. 

The regunont was paraded on the morning of tho 28tb and (ho 
men wore asked what objections they had to tho cortndges Thoy sat 
they wore doubtful wbothor tbo cartridges were not greased. Several 
cartndgos woro produced and opened before tho men, tho paper of 
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some being burnt. Among the blank cartridges wbicb had been left at , 
Berhampore by the 7th Regiment, Native Infantry, some were made of - 
a paper differing somewhat in colour and appearance from that of the 
rest , with one Lind, of a brownish tint, the men weie satisfied, but the 
other the}’- mistrusted. 

The paper used for the last eight yeais has been made at Seiampore. 
The cartridges left by the 7th Regiment, Native Infantry, were all made 
of this paper 

The reason assigned by the men for arming themselves is that they 
were afhiid that the cavalry and the guns and Euiopean troops were 
coming, and they said they were prepaied to die rather than lose caste 
On the 6th of March a petition addressed by the men of the 19th 
Regiment, Native Infantiy, to Major-General J. B Pearsey wasieceived 
by that officer. In this they solicited permission for the men to make 
up their ammunition as foimerly. This petition was submitted to 
Government, but was returned to the Major-General, in older that; 
Lieutenant- Colonel Mitchell might be called upon for any obsei rations 
he might have to offer on the statements made by the men Some of 
the statements bore upon Lieutenant-Colonel Mitcheirs conduct towards 
them. ' 

Upon the whole the petition contains a fair account of what took 
place on the occjision of the outbreak, the mam points being borne out 
by the evidence at the Court of Inquir}’- 

It appeals that on the 26th of February, the day before the out- 
break, a party of European convalescents arrived at Berhampore accom- 
panied by a havildar's guard from the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
at Barrackpore This guard was relieved by a detachment from the 
19 th Regiment, Native Infantry. Some time previously another party 
from the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, had reached the station in 
charge of Government stallions It was about the time of the arrival 
of the first guard that the subject of cartridges was first talked about. 
Subadar Kurreem Bux states that the doubt which the men felt about 
the cartridges was confirmed on the amval of the second guard with 
the convalescents. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell denies that he made use of the expres- 
sion attributed to him by the petitioners, v%z , “ If you will not take the 
cartridges, I will take you to Burma, where through hardship you will 
all die.” He says that he cautioned the men against the serious con- 
sequences of refusmgfto obey orders The adjutant in his evidence 
before the Court says that Lieutenant- Colonel Mitchell told the native 
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ofiBcer* that he would parade the Kgunent m the monuag, that tho 
officers of compames should servo out the cartadges to the men accord 
log as their names stood on the rolls , and that the first man who tefused 
to tate the cartridges should be tried by a court-martial. 

Subadar Knrreem Bui says that Lieutenant-Oolonel lEtchell told 
them that the men must take the cartndges " otherwise they would he 
sent to China and Burma where they would all die , and ho testifies to 
what was reported by the adjutant as having been said of tho cartndges 
being dietribntod by the officera on parade 

Subadar Major Shai kh Murad Bux eaya the men were threatened 
mth Rangoon and China and gtvee the aame evidence as the other res- 
pecting the distribution of the cartridges by the officers. 

Two other witneasaa Pooltun Smg, pay havJdar, and Bijoo Sing, 
havildar major repeat what baa been said about the cartridges being 
diatnbnted by the officers but say riothing about China and Rangoon. 
With reference to the expression attnbuted to Lieutenant Colonel 
Mitchell— this la a very bad bnsmess, w© don't fear to die and will die 
here, that officer observes that be does not remember exactly the words 
which be used, but that they were to the effect that ** we the officers 
of the regiment, were prepared to do our duty shofald the men of the 
regiment not yield obedience " 

Lieutenant-Oolonel ilitcbell says that it was not untB after the 
raiment bad broken into the kotes and armed themselvee and were 
in a state of mutiny that he called out the artillery and cavalry 

The artilleiy and cavalry were ordered to porodo at six o clock tho 
following morning on Iiieutenant-Colonel Mitchell s return from the lines 
between 7 and 8 POL Tho cavalry lines are distant about three miles 
from the lines of tho infantry 

Between 10 and 11 pjx. when it must have been known that the 
cavalry and artillery were to be present in tho morning tho men 
broke open the bells-of anns and took their arms and ammunition with 
them to their huts. On hearing this Lieutenant-Oolonol Mitchell ordered 
out the artillery and cavalry at once , and it was on the cavalry reaching 
the parade that the men ran out of their linos to the parade armed. 

laeutenant-Colonel Mitchell says that it was only whon thoso four 
companies had given up thoir arms and tho rest woro doing w that ho 
ordered away tho artillery and cavoliy 

Lieutonant-Colonol Mitchell fools certain that the mntinous pro- 
coodings did not amo from anything that took pUco on paiudo , but 
that tho men were npo for on outbreak owing to tho communicatiOM 
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which they had received for some time from their comrades in regi- 
ments at Barrackpore. 

These are the principal features of this unfortunate event. 

With respect to the share borne in it by Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell, 
I think it essential to a right judgment of that officer’s conduct that 
further investigation should be ordered, and I propose that directions be 
given to Major-General J B. Hearsey to this effect, with the view to the 
institution of a Court of Inquiry of field officers so soon as Lieutenant- 
Colonel Mitchell shall reach the presidency. The demeanour of Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Mitchell to his men, and the circumstances under which 
the artillery and cavalry were withdrawn, have not been satisfactorily 
established. 

But as to the conduct of the regiment the case is simple. 

From the moment when the main facts of the outbreak were estab- 
lished, it was clear that no penalty short of disbandment would meet 
the case Additional guilt might possibly by closer enquiry be fixed upon 
individuals as instigators or ringleaders, and to these additional punish- 
ment might be found to be due , but the open refusal of the whole regi- 
ment to obey orders, the seizure of arms with violence, and a tumul- 
tuous but combined resistance of the authority of its officers with arms 
loaded is an offence for which any punishment less than dismissal from 
the service of the State would be inadequate. Mutiny so open and 
defiant cannot be excused by any sensitiveness of religion or caste, by 
fear of coercion, or by the seductions and deceptions of others 

It must be met promptly and unhesitatingly, and without the delay 
of a day more than may be necessary 

Accordingly, it has been resolved by the Governor-General of India 
m Council that the 19th Kegiment, Native Infantry, shall be disbanded 
immediately , and regard bemg had to the situation of Berhampore 
relatively to other military stations, and to the actual distribution of 
regiments, especially European regiments, it is determined that the 
disbandment shall take place at the head-quaiters of the Presidency 
Division. 

The 19 th Kegiment, Native Infantry, has therefore received orders 
to come to Barrackpore, and is on its march. Its arrival may be 
expected on the 31st instant, and I propose that instructions should 
now be sent to Major-General Hearsey to disband it as soon as it 
shall reach the parade ground of the station. 

I propose that this shall be done in the presence of all the troops 
of all arms which are within two days’ march of the station, 
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There are many indications that the seeds of inanbordination which 
liave grown to a head m the open mutiny of the 19th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, were first sown in some of the regiments now quartered 
at Barrackpore Unfortunately the acta of incendiarism and the 
tendency to insubordination which donug the last two months have 
prevailed at Barrackpore have not been traced to the individual agents 
but whoever these may be, I believe that uo more effecbre wanung 
can be given to them of the danger to which their present couises 
expose themselves and their comrades than that of the 19th Regiment, 
Native Infantry in the gnflt of which there is reason to believe they 
have a large share should receive it« sentence and its punishment 
before their eyes. 

I anticipate no show of resistance or disaffection finm selecting 
Barrackpore &a the scene of the measure 

The presence of a oonszderable force of artilleiy now at Dam Dam 
of the Body Guard and of the mam portion of two Enropean regi 
ments, one of which the 84th has been brought from Rangoon for the 
purpose will be sufficient to repress any tendenciy of the kind,— oven 
if the bad feeling to which I have referred were much more widely 
spread than I behove it to be. I propose that the accompanying Gene- 
ral Order be read to tho 19th Regiment, Native Infantry and to the 
troops assembled at Barrackpore upon tho occasion of the disband 
ment of that regiment, by the ilajor General Commanding the Presi 
dency Division.

Na 470 of 3857 — Tho 19th Regiment, Native Infontiy, has been 
brought to the hend-quarteni of tho Presidency Division, to receive in 
the presence of tho troops there nssembicd. fho decision of tho Governor 
General in Council upon the offence of which it bus been guilty 

t On the 2Qth ofFobrnsiy tho 10th Regiment, NaUvo Infantry wot 
ordered to paiado on tho foIloTfing monnng for cxcrcifio with fifteen 
rounds of blank ammumtion for each man. 
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The only blank ammunition in store was some which had been" 
made up by the 7th Eegiment, Native Infantry, the regiment precedmg 
the 19th Regiment, Native Infantry, at Berhampore, and which had been 
left at that station on the departure of the 7th Regiment, Native 
Infantry. This ammumtion had been used by the -recruits of the 19 th 
Regiment, Native Infantry, up to the date above mentioned. 

When the quantity of ammunition required for the following morn- 
ing was taken to the lines, it appeals that the men objected to the paper 
of which the cartridges were made, as being of two colors , and when the 
pay-havildars assembled the men to issue the percussion caps, they re- 
fused to receive them, saying that they had doubts about the cartndges. 

The men have since stated, in a petition addressed to the Major- 
General Commanding the Presidency Division, that for more than two 
months they had heard rumours of new cartridges havmg been made at 
Calcutta, on the paper of which the fat of bullocks and pigs had been 
spread, and of its being the intention of the Government to coerce the 
men to bite these cartndges , and that therefore they were afraid foi; 
their religion. They admit that the assurance given to them by the 
colonel of their regiment satisfied them that this would not be the case ; 
addmg, nevertheless, that when, on the 26th of February, they perceived 
the cartndges to be of two kinds, they were convinced that one kmd 
was greased, and therefore refused them. 

The commanding oflScer on hearing of the refusal went to the hnes, 
assembled the native commissioned and non-commissioned oflBcers, and 
explained that the cartridges were unobjectionable, and had been left 
at Berhampore by the 7th Regiment, Native Infantry. He instructed 
them to inform their men that the cartridges would be served out in 
the morning by the officers commanding companies, and that any 
man who refused to take them would be tried by a court-martial and 
punished. 

This occuned at eight o’clock m the evening 

Between ten and eleven o’clock a rush was made by the sepoys to 
the bells-of-arms , the doors were forced open , the men took possession 
of their arms and accoutrements, and carried them to their lines. 

On leainmg what had occurred, Lieutenant- Colonel Mifcchell 
ordered out the 11th Regiment of Irregular Cavalry and the post guns. 

When the cavahy reached the parade, the men of the 19th Regi- ' 
ment. Native Infantrj’-, rushed out of their Imes with their arms, 
shouting, and assembled near the beUs-of-arms, where many loaded 
their muskets. 
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Upon Lionteniuit-Oolonel Mitchell and the Eofopean officem ap- 
proaching the men they -n-ere -warned not to go on or the men would fire. 

The native officera were asBemhIed and Lientenant-Colonel Mitchell, 
aOor addresamg the men, diroctod the officera to eeparato the compamee, 
and to require them to give np their arms. The men heatated at first, 
but eventually gave up their anna and retired to their lines. 

These are the pnnoipal features of the outbreak at Berhampore on 
the 20fch of February 

The men of the 19th Hegiment, Nabv© laiantiy have refused obe- 
dience to their European officers. lOiey have seized anns with violence. 
They have assembled m a body to resist the authority of their com 
monder 

The regiment has been guilty of open and defiant mutiny 

It IS no ezcose for this offence to say as has been said in the before- 
mentioned petition of the native officers and men of the regiment 
that they were afraid for their rehgion, and that they apprehended 
violence to themselvea. 

It u no atonement of it to declare, as they have therein declared, 
that they ora ready to fight for their Government in the field when 
they have disobeyed and insulted that Government in the persons of 
ite officers and have expressed no cootnbon for their heavy offeDcea. 

Neither the 19th Regiment, Native Infentry, nor any regiment in 
the service of the Government of India, nor any sepoy Hindu or 
Mussulman, has reason to pretend that the Govemmeot has shown, 
directly or indirectly a desire to interfere with the rehgion of its 
troops. It baa been the unvarying rule of the Government of India 
to treat the religious feelings of all its servants, of every creed, 
With careful respect , and to representatioDS or comphunts put forward 
in a dutiful and becoming spirit, whether upon this or upon ony other 
subject, it has never turned a deaf ear 

But the Government of Indio expects to receive, m return for this 
treatment, the confidence of those -who servo it. 

From its soldiers, of every rank and race, it will at oU times, and m 
all circumstances, enforce unhesitatang obedience They have sworn 
to give it, and the Governor General of India in Council never ceases to 
exact it. To no men who prefer complaints with arms in thoir haa 
will ho ever listcnu 

Had the sepoys of the 10th Regiment, Native Infimtty confided in 
thoir Qorommont, and boUared thoir comnumdinff officer uutood oT 
crodlting tho idlo otonea mth which foUc and onl minded men bare 
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deceived them, tlieir.iehgious scruples would still have lemamed invio- 
late, and themselves would still he, as they have hitherto been, faithful 
soldieis, tiusted by the State, and laying up foi futuie j’-eais all the 
rewaids of a long and honoiable seivice 

But the Governoi-Geneial of India in Council can no longer -have 
any confidence in this legiment, which has disgiaced its name, and has 
lost all claim to consideiation and indulgence 

It IS theiefoie the oidei of the Goveinor-Geneial of India in 
Council that the 19th Regiment, Native Infantiy, be now disbanded , 
that the native commissioned and non-commissioned officeis and 
piivates be discharged from the Aimy of Bengal , that this be done 
at the head-quaiteis of the Piesidency Division, m the piesence of 
eveiy available coips within two dajs’ maich of the station , that the 
legiment be paraded foi the puipose, and that each man, after being 
depiived of his arms, shall receive his aiieais of pay and be lequued 
to withdiaw fiom the cantonments 

The Euiopean officeis of the legiment will lemain at Baiiackpoie 
until oideis for then disposal shall be leceived from His Excellency the 
Commaudei -in-Chief 

This oidei is to be lead at the head of eveiy legiment, tioop and 
company in the service

I bare the honor to report forth© informatjon of the Most Noblo 
the Governor General of India lu Council that agreeably to the instruo 
tioDB received from you under date I this morning paraded all the troops 
jiow at this station at gun fire or at quarter after 6 a IL and then, oc 
companied by Major A- H. Ross and my Aide-de-Camp Captam J 
Heorsey proceeded about one mile on the road towards Bamset to meet 
the 19th llogiment Native Infantry imdertbo command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel W St. L- Mitchell OB it marched into this cantonment and pla 
cing myself between the advanced guard and head of the column I 
directed Lieutenant-Colonol Mitcholl to proceed towards tho parndo 
ground and on reaching the open space to tho nght of tho Body Guard 
the regiment from sections was formed into open column of companies 
which were closed to quarter distance and m tliat formation wore 
brought m front of two field batteries of artillery and then wheeled to 
the left so as to face them at about 80 jnxda distance. 

I then mode a short address to tho 10th Regiment Native lu 
fantry in Hmdustam infomiing tho men and native officers of tho 
reason of thoir being ordered to this tho head-quarters of the Prcai 
dency Biviflion of tho Army and directed Lieutenant F E. A Chnmicr 
luterproter and Quartermaster 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, to rend 
out m a loud voice tho translation ho had proparod of tho orders of 
Qovomment for the disbandment of tho corps. 

This being done Lieutonant Colonel Mitcholl solicited mo to per 
init tho native officers to address a poUtion to Govommont. I replied 
I could receive no petition until tho regiment had Imd down its arms 
and obeyed such orders as I gave it 
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The lauks 'were then opened, and the oidei distiOetly given by Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Mitchell to pile aims This being done, the next Older to 
take off then belts and hang them on then bayonets -was given, and im- 
mediately complied Avith The colois weie then bi ought to the fiont of 
the columns (encased), a pile of thiee muskets put in front, and the 
eolois placed lestmg on them The older "was then given — Left face (to 
the open lanks), file to your left, maich, — and instantly complied with 
The men having gone about one bundled and fifty paces ftom then aims, 
the column was halted and fionted, lanks closed, and the tumbiil with 
pay was brought to its fiont, and oideis given to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Mitchell foi the native officeis and men to be paid up to this date. 

I then made kuo'wn to the native officeis of the legiment any 
petition the};- chose to send to me would be foiwaided by me to Govern- 
ment, but I could gi\e them no hope I told the men that Government, 
though it had punished them by summaiy dismissal ftom the seivice, 
did not wish to disgiace them by stiippiug them of then umform, but 
all clothing belonging to the State, agieeably to the Clothing Regulations, 
must be given up This evidently affected them I contmued Since you 
have behaved so well and so penitently dunug youi maich ftom Bei- 
hampoie and smce the occuiience for which you have now been punished, 
I have fuithei to infoim 5^11 the Government, though foiced to correct, 
was meiciful and just, and that the hackery hue and hire of cattle for 
then jonmey, and also the hue of the boats that had biought down 
then families and heavy baggage from Beihampore, would be deftayed 
by Government This giacious act was keenly felt, and they loudly 
bewailed then fate, many men saying the legiment had been misled (and 
as I undeistood) by the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, on which corps 
they vowed vengeance 

Whilst then accounts weie being settled and the men receiving 
then pay I nan owly inspected the tioops that had marched in jmsterday. 

The Government oiders disbandmg the 19th Regiment, Native In- 
fantiy, weie read by the mterpreteis to the 2ud (Gienadiei), the 34th, 
the 43rd, and 70th Regiments, Native Infantiy in then foimation of con- 
tiguous close columns at quarter distance I then addressed this brigade, 
pointing out the meicy and justice of the Government, and piessing on 
then attention that no attempt had been made ftom any qnaiter to 
e their caste or interfere in their religions 2Jrejudices in any way. 
That the 19th Regiment, Native Infautij^, in which theie were 409 
Biahmins and 150 Rajputs, weie now sent to then homes, paid up to the 
uttermost fai thing of then claims, and weie atlibeity to visit any shnne 
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theychoee or to go and irorahip nt the temples of the villages ^hero 
they ^ere hom and Tvhero their fether* had worshipped before them 
Without hindrance or molestation makiug a strong proof that the reports 
Eo indiistnouflly circulated of the intention of Qoiemmeut to interfere 
With their rebgion was a base falsehood intended by their enemies to 
ruin their prospects m life and to take the bread from the mouths of their 
parents the widovi'B of their loot companion, and from their oim wives 
And children I again pointed ont to them that oar Government and 
their officers were Ghnstmua of "TAs Bool and that no adult person 
couM be bttptixed to our system of rehgioua ffiith out of Ins oam fall 
consent, and then only after being stnctly examined in the tenets 
Tmtten in The Bool " wo pat our faith and trust on- 
I was listened to most attentively 

This disconrse I repeated a second tune to the Barraetpor© Bngado 
before it was dismissed. 

Tho 10th Raiment, Native Ixdantiy was paid up by 8-40 AJiL 
The rnorning was cciol with a fireah breere I hod danngthonight 
made every arrangement for fire companies of Her Majesty e 84th Foot 
to encamp on the other side of the Ganges at Ghyxetty there being no 
^icnmpmg ground at Fultah on this side 

A gharry was sent on with tents, Aa and promnons had been nlao 
•despatched , n fatigue party of 60 men and a Jarg© body of Ihalaeis hod 
proceeded to have their caimp ready 

Captain J Hearsey showed these men the road and had returned 
from Fultahjust as the 19th Regiment Native Infantry and their escort 
left the parade here eo I hope there has been no unneceasary expoeuro 
to the eun The Europeans were directed to take off their stocks and 
were in a bght white huen marching dress. Tho men of the disbanded 
regiment the 19th Regiment Native Infantry cheered mo and v\ishod 
mo long life ob they marched off and I roturoed tho compluncnt mak- 
ing them promise me they would behave properij on their way to their 
homes and I forbidding them xmdor severe punishment going to Cal 
cutta or returning to this cnntonnicnfc. 

The Body Guard will wait at Fultoh Ghat until tho 1 0th Regiment 
NnUvo Infantry cross tho nvor Tho officers of tho 10th Regiment 
Native Infantry bavo been sent with them to boo them safe across ond 
I have directed nil their baggage to bo sent on to Chinsnrah from 
whcnco they will bo permitted to dispcrwi to their homes and proceed 
to tho different shrmes of Hindu worthip tho largo number of Rroh 
mins arc desirous of visiting All has ended tomj complete salisIaeUoD 
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nncl cithci to-monow or on Thuisclay, the foicc sent heie will letum 
to Chinsuiah, Dum-Dum, and Calcutta as soon as aiiangements can 
he made foi it to do so. 

In making this icpoit, I hope all I ha^c done will meet with the 
appiohation of Go^onllncnt.

I have leceived the petition of the officeis and sepoys of the late 
l'9th Regiment, Native Infantiy, and undeistand all that 3 mu have 
vnitten, but until you can give me full infoimation of the lauk and 
names of those people vho have misled you, eithei through bribes or any 
other way, and can prove and confirm it by good testimony, I cannot 
intercede for you If you do as I say, I will intercede with the Govern- 
ment as much as lies in my powei 

But Government will do as it thinks fib And m my judo-ment, 
without doubt, some one has misled jmu , jmu ought not to hide the 
name and rank, oi be on friendly teims with those who have luined jmur 
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livelihood, bocauao they have hronght you and your families to the dust 
I give you this advice ns I feel for you , you can do what you Ute I 
can neither do or say anything more.

"Wo received your honors answer to our petition dated Slet JJarch 
yesterday evening regarding our givmg up the names and ronh of those 
wiched men who have mi s l ed and ruined us and thoroughly understand 
the good advice you have written m our boholf Alas if we had known 
the names and rank of those who have misled ns we should have hand 
ed them np immediately before this misfortune overwhelmod us. 

Fiiatly — The men who ore acquamted with the names and ranks of 
those instigators are nt enmity with ns and fhendly with 
them because being young they ore mdepondcnt of tho 
HonTile Company a service and they began with tlitg 
mutiny with a view to our mm only and this is tbo 
reason they do not tell us. 

Secondly-^On. the mght that this conspiracy took place wo loft 
them and went to our colonok By co domg wo placed 
ourselves m opposition to them neither did they consult 
us nor tell us their plot, even now they do not trust us. 
When this is the cose they will never assist us incur 
miserable state by giving up the names of tho instigators 
For these roosons we are unable to give tip their nnnici 
and rank. In our opimon tho guard of tho 34th was tho 
cause of this mutiny But wo cannot roct^iw any of> 
the guards who landed it that wo may prove it against 
them.

I have the honoi to report, for the information of the Governor-Gene- 
ral, that Mungul Pandy, sepoy, 5th Company, 34th Regiment Native In- 
fantry, who Avas found guilty by a native General Court-mai tial of mu- 
tiny and murdeious assault on Lieutenant and Adjutant B H Baugh and 
Seigeant-Majoi J, T. Hewson of that regiment, on Sunday, the 29th of 
March (ultimo), and sentenced to be hung by the neck till dead, was 
executed this morning m presence of the native brigade stationed here 
and all the other troops, European and Native, within two maiches of 
Banackpore, drawn up on parade. 

The columns of native infantry were then advanced close to the 
gallows, and I addressed the men, telling them they had now witnessed 
the jiunishment for mutiny, and I bid them to take warning by it 

All was conducted with stiict order and agreeable to militaiy law, 
and everything went off quietly 

The 84th Queen’s arrived at Barrackpoie fiom Chinsuiah at 6 PM 
yesteiilay evemng, during a most violent storm I kept them on board 
the steamers and flat that the men might not be exposed to the seventy 
of the weather, and when the stoim had passed over, or about midnight, 
the corps was moved up to camp, where they found diy ground to 
sleep upon till morning I shall order the coips back to Ohinsurah, 
after the men have had their breakfast, by the steamers and flat.

Anstevr 1 should have shot any one •who came. 

Qiustvon — ^Were you under the influence of any drugs? 

Ansicer — Yes, I have been taking bhang and opium of late but 
formerly never touched any drugs. I woa not nworo at 
the time of what I was domg 

The prisoner -waa asked frequently if he would give up tho names 
of any connected with the occurronco and was given to understand that 
he had nothing to fear from his own regiment by disclosmg any thmg 
bub ho refused to state more than the obove. 

The sepoy attending him was removed from the tent during the 
investigation.

Fi om Major-General J B Heabset, cb. Commanding the Presidency Division, 
to Colonel R J H Bibch, c b , Sccretaiy to the Government of India, in the 
Military Department,— dated Bai i achpoi e, 9th April 1857 

I ha\ e the honoi to lepoit that I have duected Cap tarn G 0 Hatch, 
Deputy’' Judge Advocate-Geneial, Presidency Division, to wait on you at 
your office this day, and to lay befoie jnu, for themfoimation of Govern- 
ment, the Proceedmgs of the Court convened by my order to mvesti-" 
gate into the circumstances attendmg the mutmous conduct of Mungul - 
Paudy, late sepoy, No 5 Company, 34th Regiment, Native Infantiy, on 
the afternoon of the 29th Maich 1857, also the Proceedmgs of a 
native General Court-martial assembled by my orders at Barrackpoie 
for the trial of the sepoy 

These documents will fully elucidate the whole of the occurrence 
as legards Lieutenant and Adjutant B H. Baugh and Sergeant-Majoi 
J T Hewson, 34th Regiment, Native Infantrj’-, but I deem it my duty 
to lay before Government officially a naiiative of the circumstances that 
came to my knowledge on that afternoon, and also my own conduct on 
that occasion 

At 5-10 PM., of the 29th of Maich (ultimo), one of the order- 
hes on duty at my quarters, a sejioy of the 34th Regiment, Native 
Infantry, lan to the portico of my house to mform me that all the 
Sepoys of the brigade were tummg out on their parades, and men were 
lunnmg in that direction fiom all quarters of the cantonment I 
immediately ordered my horse to be saddled, and put on my uniform, 
diiectmg my son to load my revolveis and place them m the holsters of 
my saddle T^Tiilst this was bemg done, I went to my desk and wrote two' 
short notes, one addressed to Colonel Reed, Commandmg Her hJajesty’s 
84th Foot, at Chmsurah, the other to Colonel Amsinck, Commaudmg at 
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Dam Dam, to the purport that on receipt of thoee notea, they Tvere 
instantly to move with the troops at their posts to Bairackporo, for it 
■was my mtention had the brigade all tonied ont in a matmoos manner 
to have taken post m tho Governor General s house with the 60 Europeans 
who were at tho Flag-staff Ghat, and with the officers of the force and 
any men who might prove true to Government and jom us to have 
defended that position until relieved or supported. I had just sealed 
these notes and put them into my pocket to despatchlymountedofficers 
if I should find matters senous on my arrival at the parade ground 
when ideutenant and Adjutant Powell, of the 4Srd Regiment^ JJative 
Infantry arrived at my quarters on horseback with his hands and his 
clothes partly coyered with blood and he informed me that Xaeotenant 
and Adjutant Baugh 8^th Regiment Native Infentiy had been fired 
upon on the parade of tho fi-4th Regiment, Native Infiintry and hia 
boree had been shot and that the Adjutant Lieutenant Baugh had 
been cut down as well as the Sergeant-Major J T Hewson of that 
corps by a sepoy 

Major H W MathewB, 4;3rd Begiment, Native Infimtry the field 
officer of the week, then came and reported that all the men of the 
brigade had assembled in front of tbeir bells-of arms. I asked him>- 
*^Has no attempt been made to eeue or shoot down the mutincerst** 
Major Mathews repbed — Lientenant-Oolonel Wheler and Lieutenant 
and Adjutant Drury * of the 84th Regiment Native Infantry were on 
parade and hod gone to the quarter guard of that regiment to move 
With it and seize the mad man I told him to nde off instantly 
and direct laentenant-CoIocel Wheler he had my ordera to shoot tho 
mutmouB sepoy if he made any resistance to bis seizure. (I have smce 
been told Lieutenant-Oolonel Wheler could not get the jemadar lasurco 
Bandy or the men of the ^ard to obey him). 

I then mounted my horse and accompanied by my two sons 
Captain John Hearsey 8Sth Regiment Native Infantry and Lieutenant 
Andrew Wm. Hearsey 57th Regiment, Native Infautry (who is residing 
with me being on leave from his regiment under medical certificate) ns 
fast ofl our horses could carry us to the pamdo of the S-Rh Regiment 
Native Infantry The Assistant Adjutant General, Major A. IL Rom 
bad just arrived there before me, I aaw the whole front of tho bcHs-of- 
onns crowded with sepoys in their undress and unarmed the native ofll

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cers of the 43rd Regiment, Native Infantry, with them, and endeavouring 
to keep them m order The men of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
had also turned out unaimed to the light and real of their quarter-guard. 

I asked Major Ross what was the matter, and was answered by 
many officeis who weie standing there, — viz , Bngadier 0 Giant, Major 
H. W. Mathews, and others, some weie mounted, many on foot, — that a 
sepoy of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, had cut down Lieutenant 
Baugli and the sergeant-major of that regiment, and that he (the sepoy) 
was pacing up and down about eighty or ninety paces in fiont of the quar- 
tei-guaid of that regiment, calling out to the men of the brigade to join 
him to defend and die for then religion and then caste “ For the Euro- 
peans had aiiived” (he alluded to a small party of fifty men of Her 
Majesty’s 53rd Foot, then at the Flag-staff Ghat, that had been sent by 
Major A Sandeis, Deputy Quartermaster-General of the Army, and who 
were laudmg from the steamer that had arrived there fiom Calcutta). 
He called aloud to them — “You have incited me to do this, and now 
you hhainchiUes (an abusive term), you will not join me.” 

On seeing this man I immediately rode to the quarter-guard of 
the 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, and saw the jemadar, Issuree Pandy, 
and about ten or twelve men had turned out, and were standing before 
the quartei -guard house 

My two sons and Major Ross accompanied me I heard an officer 
shout out to me — “ BQis ” (the mutmeer’s) “ musket is loaded ” I replied 
— Damn his musket ” 

I ordered the j'emadar and his guard to follow me. The jemadar 
said, as I then understood, “ The men are loaded,” but I have since been 
told his answer was — “He is loaded (meaning the mutineer had his musket 
loaded), “and he will shoot us” I agam (shaking my revolver and 
pointing it partly towards him) sharply repeated the order The jemadar 
looked askance at me and replied “ The men of the guard are putting 

caps on the nipples ” I said in a commanding and peremptory voice “ Be 

quick and follow me,” and rode out in front towards the mutineer The 
guard followed, my aide-de-camp on horseback close to the jemadar armed 
with his revolvers, my other son also close to the native officer similarly 
armed. Major Ross in rear of myself. As we approached the mutineer we 
quickened oui pace. My son. Captain J Hearsey, called to me — “ Father, 
he IS taking aim at you, look out sharp” (meaning the mutineer) I 
replied — “ If I fall, John, rush upon him, and put him to death ” Immedi- 
ately after the mutineer, Mungul Pandy, fired his musket, the whistle of 
the bullet was heaid by the guaid, foi all but three men -of it bent down 
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Apparently to avoid being struck by it It appeared the mutineer bad 
suddenly altered bos mmd I suppose seeing there -nns no chanee of escape 
(for a body of -officers bad either joined or were comingnp armed and 
close to the left rear of the gnard) He turned his musket mnalo 
towards his own breast bornodly, touching the trigger with his ton 
iThe muzzle muat have swerved for the bullet made a deep graxe, np- 
ping up the muscles of the chest, shonider and neck, and he fell pna 
trate , we were on imn at once. The guard calhng out — •“ He has shot him 
self, a Sikh sepoy of the guard took his bloody tulioar (native sword) 
from under him form falling he partly covered hia sword with his bodj 
Hifl regimental jacket and clothes were on fire and smoking I bid the 
jemadar and the sepoy to pat the fire ont, which they did. I then 
^thinking the mutineer was dying for ho was shivering and convulsed) 
directed Brigadier Grant (who had come up on foot) to form a court of 
inquest from the officers assembled there. Hr Hutchinson being pre- 
sent it was soon ascertained that the wound though severe was super 
fioal and the man was convejed to the hoepital of the 84th RogllnQnt^ 
Jfativ© Infantry for medical treatment He was handcuffed and a guard 
placed over him Before I quitted to go to my quarters I rode amongst 

sepoys of the 48rd Regiment Native Infantry and re assured thorn 
that no person should be penmttod to interfere with their religion and 
paste prejudices whilst I commanded them I then went aocompanied 
by Major Ross and my two sons amongst the crowd of sepoys of the 
84tli Regiment Native Infantry (the regiment of the mutmeer Mungul 
Pandy)r and also ro-assured them telbug them they hod not dono 
their dnty in allowing their fellow-eoldier llungul Pandy to behave m 
{he murderous manner he hod done. They an'^wered m one voice— ‘ He 
IS mad be has taken hliang (mtoxicatmg drug) to evccas.” I ropbed — 
Ckuld yon not have seised hun and if ho resisted have shot him or 
manned him "Would you not have dono so to a mod elephant or to a 
mod dog and what difference was there in the dangerous madness of a 
man and the same in an elephant ora dog They said — “ Ho had loaded 
fiis musket." ** What," I replied ** ore you afraid of a loaded rouskoL" 
They were silent I hid them go quietly to their hues and they did so,- 
immediately obeying my orders 

jPjS — A s I was not present when Lieutenant nnd Adjutnut B IT 
Baugh nnd Sergeant-Major J T Howson were wounded by llungul 
Pandy sepoy the Prococdings of the Court oflnquin and Ccurt-mnrliul 
will make fullj known all the ciroumstanccs regarding (ho murderous 
gssoult of Muugul Pnnd^ sepoy on those officers 
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Sepo}^ Muiigul Pcindy has not impioved in health since he came 

nndei my chaige , he has been giadnally becoming weaker, and is now 

much debilitated The wound also piesents an unhealthy appeaiance. 

I still, however, considei him in a fit state to be lemoved to the mess- 

house of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantiy.

sergeant-major I told the man to go and report the cir- 
cumstance to Colonel Wheler, ordered my charger , pub on 
my uniform, and after having put a brace of pistols in 
the holsters, I galloped down as hard as I could to the 
regimental quarter-guard I had scarcely pulled up at 
the quarter-guard when a shot was fired, and my horse . 
fell under me. As soon as I could disentangle myself, 

I drew a pistol from the left holster, and on seeing the 
prisoner in the act of le-loadiug I fired He stopped 
loading I immediately drew my sword, and rushed in 
to secure him I had proceeded about half way when 
the prisoner drew a tuhvar I looked back to see where 
my horse was, intending to get my other pistol, but saw 
that he was gone, so continued my advance and en- 
gaged the prisoner After a conflict of about, perhaps, 
five or eight minutes (during which time I received a 
sword cut which entirely disabled my left hand, from 
the prisoner, also a very deep wound in my neck, and 
another on my head , the last, however, I am not 
certain whether it was a sword cut or proceeded from 
the butt end of a musket ) a shot was fired close 
by it came from the direction of the quarter-guard 
On finding myself gradually getting hemmed in, I 
commenced retreating During this time, with the 
exception of Shark Pultoo, sepoy.

Lieutenant Adjutant B H Baugh having boon sworn states os 
follows — During my conflict with the sepoy Mungul Piindy I was 
severely wounded , one of these wounds totally disabled me of the uso of 
my left hand. Finding that other sepoys wore also assisting the 
-mutineer I commonced retreating and was allowed to make that retreat 
good solely through the means of Shnik Pultoo, who caught hold of 
the sepoy Mungul Pandy round the waist and securely held him By 
this net of hia I consider my life was saved," 
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By the Court 

Question — "Was Shaik Pultoo armed or unarmed when he rushed' 
to your rescue ? 

Answer He was unarmed 

The Couit pioceeds to the quarters of Seigeant-Major J T. HewsoU)' 
of the 34th Regiment, Native Infantiy, as he is, fiom his wounds, unable 
to attend at the Mess of the 2nd Regiment Native (Grenadiei) Infantry* 

^nd Witness 

Sergeant-BTdjor J t Hewson, 34^th Regiment, NaUve Infantry, 
is sworn, and in 'the presence of Shaik Pultoo, late sepoyj now havildai, of 
the 3*1 th Regiment, Native Infantry, states as follows — “On the 29th' 
[March 1857, between the houis of 4 and 6 pm, when I went out in 
fixint of the quarter-gUaid to tiy to save the life of Lieutenant and Adju- 
tant Baugh, 8<lth Regiment, Native Infantiy, on whom an attack was 
made by Mungul Pandy, sepoy, 34th Regiment, Native Infantiy, I did 
not recognifie the features of Sepoy Shaik Pultoo, I having been knocked 
down and seveiely maltreated by seveial sepoys of the 34th Regiment) 
Native Infantiy, my own regiment, in unifoim , and I was m that state 
that I could not lecognize the men who attacked me I know Shaik 
Pultoo very well for about the last five years, he has been a drill lance- 
naick, he is a man of the most excellent character*” 

8rd Witness 

Mrs Hewson, wife of Sergeant-Major Hewson, Regiment, 
Native Infantry, is called into Court, and duly sworn, states as fol- 
lows — “ I saw Lieutenant and Adjutant Baugh stinigglmg with Mungul 
Pandy, sepoy, 34th Regiment, Native Infantiy, when my husband went 
up to assist the adjutant I was then standing in my verandah about 
sixty yards off I was so frightened I could not distinguish any one 
amongst the crowd of natives I saw a man behind Mungul Pandy 
holding him , he was m undress, but I could not tell who he was All 
this occuired about 5 or 6 p m , on the afternoon of the 29th March 1857.” 

The witness withdiaws 

4-th Witness " 

SJiaiJc Pultoo, haVildar (late sepoy), 34th Regiment, Native In* " 
fantry, being in Court and havmg made the prescribed solemn affirma- 
tion, states as follows ‘ — 

The sepoy, Mungul Pandy, about 4 PiL, was strutting back- 
wards and foi wards in front of the quaitei -guard, armed with a musket 
and sword , he had on his red jacket and regimental cap, endeavouring 
to incite the men of the regiment to mutiny, saying that the guns and 
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Earopeans had amred for the poiposo of filanghtenDg* them. Some 
one told the sergeant-major of thia and he came towarda the quarter 
guard asking the jemadar of that guard where Mungnl Pandj waa and 
why he did not confine him, Mnngul Pandy then fired at the eer 
gcant-major hut miasod him , ho reloaded , the sergeant-major being 
alarmed ran into the quarter-guard and asked the jemadar why he did 
not arrest Mungnl Pandy who had re loaded his musket, and told him to 
send and let the adjutant know what had occurred on the parade 
ground. Shortly after this the adjutant on horseback amved at the 
quarter guard, and asked the jomadar where the sepoy with the loaded 
musket was, and why he had not secnred him The jemadar did not 
tell him where the man was, bat I pointed litm out. Mnng^T Pandy 
was then standing a little way m front of the quarter guard. Just as I 
spoke Mongol Pandy fiired at the a^intant and wounded hia horse *o 
that he fell lasaiated the adjutant to cleorof hia horse. The adjn 
tant then pulled out a pistol frnmhia holster and said — ** That man will 
kail me he is loading agaim” I said— "You will not be allowed to be killed 
for I am with you.” The adjutant then with the pistol m his hand rushed 
towards Mungnl Pandy who on seemg this, did not finish loading his 
musket and commenced retreating The sergeant-majorand I followed 
the adjutant as quickly as we could The adjutant when within twenty 
paces fired at UongulPandy batmiesedhim. When the adjutant roach 
ed him Mungnl Pandy drew his sword ond wounded him sererely By 
this time the Borgeant-major came up and he also was wounded severely 
I then came up and stretched out my hand to stop Mungnl Pandy who 
was following the adjutant and said td him " Toko care do not stnko the 
adjutant.” He aimed a blow at the adjutants neck which I received 
■on my nght hand. I then seised him round the waist with my left arm , 
the adjutant and sergeant-major then got oway I then called out to 
the quarter guard to come and moke Mungnl Pandy a prisoner and 
told the jemadar Issuree Pandy of Na 1 Oompany who commanded the 
guard, to send four men and take him Then I got hold of him and would 
not allow him to hurt any one. They did not come hut abused mo, ns 
also did the jemadar and said that if I did not let Mnngul Pandy go 
they would shoot me. Bemg wounded I was obhged to let him go. 
■While I waa holding Mnngul Pandy several men of tho quarter guard 
followed the adjutant and sergeant-miyor beating them with the butt 
end of their muskets. At this time a shot was fired from the direction 
of tho quarter guard but I cannot saj by whom. 

Tho ^vltness Trilhdmws. 
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Theie being no further evidence procurable, the Couit is closed to 
record their opinion 

From the evidence before the Court they are of opinion that 
Havildai (late a sepoy) Shaik Pultoo, 84th Kegiment, Native Infantr}’-, 
displayed most conspicuous gallantry, by which act the lives of the ad- 
jutant and sergeant-major of his regiment were saved The Court do 
therefoie consider him fully worthy of having conferred upon him the 
third class Ordei of Meiit foi his exemplary conduct on the afternoon of 
the 29th Maich 1857 on the parade ground of his regiment at Baiiackpore 
The Court adjourned at 10 30 am.

With reference to station morning orders of this date, I have 
the honor, by desire of the Bngadier Commanding at Barrackpore, to 
inform you that the Special Court of Inquiry, of which you are Presi- 
dent, IS convened with the view of eliciting the circumstances attendant 
on the adjutant, the sergeant-major, and a sepoy of the 34th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, having been wounded in the Imes of that regiment, 
on the evening of Sunday, the 29th March 1857 


F'om James Allen, Esq, e.e.o s , Assistant Surgeon, 3ith Begiment, Native 
Infantry, to Colonel S Gr. Wheleb, Commanding the 31th Begiment, Native

sack, ho hod also his mililoiy cop on. A report of (bo 
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Ansiuer (Concld ) 

above was made to the sergeant-major, who came out 
near to the quarter-guard in his uniform. The sepoy 
filed at him, and missed The sergeant-major then 
went into the quarter-guard and told Issuree Tandy, the 
j'emadar of the guard, to make arrangements about 
seizing the sepoy The jemadar did not obey the order 
he had received; he did nothing The seigeant-major 
sent some one to call the adj'ntant of the regiment, who 
came liding up, after about a quarter-of-an-hour, in 
uniform , he came close to the quarter-guard, no one 
telhng him that there was a sepoy on parade with his 
musket loaded While I was telling the adjutant of 
the sepoy being theie, the sepoy filed a shot, wound- 
ing the adjutant’s hoise The horse fell, the adjutant 
falling with it The adjutant had a loaded pistol in 
his hand The sepoy was about thirty yards off when 
he fired The adjutant told the sepoj^s who weie 
about him to seize the sepoy, but no one obeyed his 
orders, the adjutant went towaids Mungul Tandy, and 
also the seigeant-raajor The adjutant fired his pistol 
at the sepoy and missed him , the sepoy then came at 
them with his SAvord, and wounded the adjutant on the 
face and on his left hand The sergeant-major diew 
his sword. Some sepoys from behind knocked down the 
sergeant-major and the adjutant with the butts of their 
muskets they got up and ran away. 

This evidence corrects the above statement, and now says that 
' after Mungul Tandy had cut down the adjutant and the sergeant- 
major, some sepoys knocked them down with the butts of their muskets. 
I don’t know who they were, but they had their regimentals on I 
got wounded myself in the hand, trying to protect the adjutant when 
Mungul Tandy was cutting at him I had got Mungul Tandy doAAm , a 
great number of sepoys, in undiess, were assembled louhd us, they 
abused me, saying “ why don’t you let him go,” and struck me on the 
back and on the head Avith stones and shoes. I then let him go ; the 
adjutant had got out of the Avay in the meantime. 

The witness haling had the above read to him now states — "I 
let Mungul Tandy go iihcn the sergeant-major, as ivell as the adjutant, 
had got deal aivay.”

Sing, pay-havildar of the company, came and told me . 
“ I don’t know what has come over Mungul Bandy, 
sepoy; he is walking about on the parade with a musket 
and tulwar ” I went to the front of the lines neai the 
kote of my own company, and saw him on the parade 
walking about I sent Gobm Sing, havildar, to report 
to the sergeant-major, the adjutant, and the command- 
ing officer I also sent Gooibucus Sing, orderly-havil- 
dar ol the company, to report to Captain Allen in charge 
of the company I heard Mungul Bandy got the 
musket from the kote to clean. 


Question — you see Mungul Bandy yourself, and what was he 
doing ? 

Answer ^He was walking about in front of the quarter-guard, dis- 

tant about a hundred and twenty-five paces. 

Question — Did he say anything at all ? 

Answer He called out for a bugler to blow the assembly, and said, 

all who are men turn out at thiee o’clock 
I Question — ^What did he do after this ? 

Answer 1 saw him discharge his musket in the dnection of No 6 

01 No 7 Company I do not know whom he fiied at 
He immediately reloaded, and walked backwards and 
forwards in front of the lines, 
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Quealwn — What occmred after thus ? 

Anexoer — Tho sergGnnt-mnjor came up in rear of the qnarter gnnrd 
and told the jemadai* of the guard, lasureePandj to make 
his men foil in , they did so. Afterwards I saw the adja 
tant coming up on horseback towards the qnarter-giiard. 
He waa pretty close to it when Alnngnl Rmdy fired at 
him, wounded his horse, which fell down , the men of 
the guard rushed up to pick up the adjutant Mnngul 
Pondy waa about eighty or a hundred yards off when ho 
fired at the adjutant The adjutant got up instantly, and 
went towards Mungul Pandy with a pistol in his hand, 
and accompanied by the sergeant-major and Shaik 
Pultoo who came from the direction of the Grenadier 
Company the adjutant discharged hia pistol at him 
and tniBsod, be then threw the pistol at him. The 
adjutant drew hia sword, as also the serg^nt-major tho 
sepoy then drew his ttUuar and they fought together 
I spoke to some sepoys of the quarter guard to go 
and assist the adjutant, when they got a short dis 
tanco Mungul Pandy threw down his tulioar and seized 
hia musket by tho barrel and was stnkmg with tho 
butt-eud of it, but I could not eee whom he struck. I 
saw Shoik Pulton seize him by the waist. I aftorwarda

Jnsicer — I cannot say but I saw him mako a sign,

Moolcta Persaud Pandy, hamldar, 5th Company, Slth Reg%menf, 
Natvee Infantry is called into Couit, and has had explained to him 
para 11, section 22, Militaiy Regulations 

Question — State what occuiied on the parade of the 34th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, on the 29th of last month. 

Answer ^Between four and five o’clock on the afternoon of the 29th 

of last month, a sepoy, Mungul Pandy, 5th Company, 
34th Regiment, Native Infantry, standmg near the quai- 
ter-guard of the corps, called out to the bugler of the 
guard to blow the “ assembly ” I was m my house close by 
and heard him, I came out and saw him standmg near 
the quarter-guard, with his musket and a tulwar , he was 
abusmg the bugler, and saying— “Why don’t yousound the 
bugle ? I will shoot you if you do not ” I said to Issuiee 
Pandy, jemadar, on duty at the quarter-guaid, “ Confine 
the man , I think his musket is loaded.” The jemadai 
said “ I cannot do so.” I then said “ If you don’t confine 
him, I will report the cucumstance to the captam” (mean- 
ing the captam of the jemadar’s company) At the time 
we were m fiont of the quarter-guard we went to the 
lear of it, and I told him, “ You have neithei confined 
him nor leported the cucumstance, ivhich you ought to 
have done ” I then ran to Captam Drurj^, and told him 
Avhat had happened , he said he would come immediate!}’-, 
and told me to go that instant to the jemadai of the 
quaitei-guaid; and tell him to confine the sepoy on his

(Captain Drury's) anthonty On this I ran to the 
jemadar and found him the sergeant-major and some 
sepoys, standing in rear of the quarter-guard. I gave 
CJaptam Drurys order to the jemadar The jemadar 
said “ Hott can I confine him ? hia mushefc is loaded." I 
said ** It is the captain s order he is to be confined some- 
how or other , you have a guard with yon He repented 
what he had before said I then ran and reported the 
oconrrence to Captain Allen of my company, I found 
he had gone to pomde I then returned, and when I 
had amved oppoeite the lines of the Grenadier Company 
I saw the adjutant on horseback , ho rode up to the 
quarter guard, and stopped hia horse the sepoys called 
out to him to come in rear of the guard. He was look 
log round when Mungnl Pandy sepoy firod , the adjut- 
ants horse fell and the adjutant fell backward, be got 
up and seised a puctol, and rushed towards the sepoy, 
the sergeant-major and Shxuk Pnltoo sepoy followed 
him &om the right of the quarter guard at about eight 
or ten, paces interval The adjutant when some ton or 
twelve paces from ITangul Pandy fired his pistol at him, 
he missed and threw the pistol at Mnngul Pandy By 
this time the sergeant-major nnd Shaik Pultoo had got 
to withm two or three paces of the adjutant The 
adjutant and sergeant-major drew their swords the 
latter made a cat at the sepoy he hfted up his musket 
to guard the cut, and the sergeants sword broke off at 
the hilt The sepoy then took the musket in his lofi 
hand, and drew his ixdicar, with which ho made a cat at 
the adjutant at this time a sepoy of the quarter guard 
Heeralall Tewary of the Light Company, rushed for 
ward Sboik Pultoo having seuod Hangul Paudy round 
the waist from the rear ho wos however stilt fighting 
with the adjutant who received a cut on the loft band 
■which fell down by his sida Hangul Pandy then broke 
away from Shaik Pultoo and wounded him with a sword 
cut. It was nt this timo Hccralnll Toworj who hn 
rushed from the quarter guard struck the sergeant major 
over the head with his musket, Ihoadjnlant and Shai 
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Answer — (conoid ) 

Pultoo had mthdiawn. Heeralall Tewary again lifted 
up his musket, and stiuck the sergeant-major, who fell, 
and Heeialall Tewary went back to hiS guard. Shortly 
aftei, the seigeant-major got up, and made towards his 
house , the sepoy, Mungml Pandy, made two or three cuts 
at him Mungul Pandy then went out to the parade in 
fiont of the quarter-guard, and loaded his musket , having 
done so, he walked backwards and forwards at about a 
hundred and fifty paces in front of the guard, calhng out 
something which I did not make out, exceptmg once, 
when I heard him say, If any one comes near me I will 
shoot him.” The colonel and Captain Druiy then came 
to the qnaitei-guaid , the colonel gave the oidei for two 
sepoys to load, afterwards for four, and then for the 
whole guaid. The colonel told the jemadai to take his 
guaid and seize Mungul Pandy , the jemadar took his 
guard about eight oi ten paces to the front, halted them, 
and came back himself to the colonel and OaptamDiury, 
leporting, the man’s musket is loaded, and he says he 
will shoot anybody who goes near him. The colonel and 
Captain Drury said to the jemadar, “ What > aie you 
afraid then, that you have returned ? ” He replied, 
The sepoys say they will not advance without a Euro- 
pean oflfieei.” The colonel said, "This is shameful, if 
you don’t want to go, bring your guard back ” The 
jemadar then ordered them to the nght-ahout, and 
brought them back, then oidered arms The General 
aftei wards came to the quarter-guaid with a number of 
gentlemen , he asked the jemadai if his men were 
loaded , he said they were He then ordered the advance, 
and all proceeded towards Mungul Pandy ; when they had 
got ten 01 fifteen paces, he sat down and shot himself. 

Question — Did you hear a musket fired by any one besides Mungul 
Pandy ? 

Ansiver No 

Question — How many musket shots did you hear fiied ? 

Ansiver heard one when I was reporting to Captain Dimy, and a 

second when I saw Lieutenant and Adjutant Baugh’s 
horse shot under him.

Question — State to the Court what occurred on parade on the 29th 
of last month 

Answer On the afternoon of the 29th, at about half-past four or five 

o’clock, the havildar-majoi, Madhoo Tewary, came and 
reported to me that there was a sepoy of No 5 Company 
out in fiont of the regimental quarter-guard, who had 
fired a shot at the sergeant-major I told him to leport 
the cncumstance to Colonel Wheler, ordeied my hoise, 
. put a brace of pistols in my holsters, and proceeded at 

full gallop to the spot. On pulhng up at the quaiter- 
guaid a shot was filed by a sepoy of the name of Mun- 
gul Bandy, and my horse fell , not a sign was given me 
by any of the guard as to the pioximity of my danger, 
and though I once called out to the jemadar, Issuree 
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Anstoer — (contd) 

Pandy ID comznand of fcho quarter grrard sajmg why was 
not Bome arrangement made to secure tlua vagabond he 
stood perfectly quiet and indifferent On eoemg ilun 
gul Pondy Bepoy about to reload hia musket^ aa soon as 
I could diflentangle myself from my horse I took a pistol 
from one of my holsters, and presented at the sepoy, who 
was about fifty paces from me , be stopped loading and 
began retreating but he again stopped, and I fired and 
immediately rushed on sword in hand to secure him , I 
had not reached him half way whoa the sepoy drew a 
tulwar which I was not aware be bad about b?m. J 
stopped and turned round to see where my horse was 
intending to get my second pistol and seeing bun 
gone I concluded the pistol m the holster hod gone

I thon 
spoke agum to the native officer and told him that it 
was his business to do his duty and arrest tho 
llungul Pandy He answered me — “ What can I do ? 
The havildar is gone to report the circumstanco to tho 
officer of the day and tbenoicktothe adjutant I thon 
ordered two men to be stationed one on tho right band 
and the other on tho loOi of the quarter guard and to 
keep an eye on Mungnl Pandy Sovoml times I went 
beyond tho quarter guard and each tuuo tho sopoj pro- 
aented his pioco at mo nt tho rarao timo enjuog — 0®^ 
out of tho imy or I will aboot you ” Sovoml of tho 
sepoys that wore standing round about in imdnw cnlltxl 
to mo to got out of tho war aUo tho nntiro officor of 
tho quarter-guard. I recognized tho uaIho oflicor of 
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A'liswer — (concld.) 

No 5 Company, Gunness Lalla, jemadar, and the color- 
havildar, Mookta Peisaud Pandj’-. Gunness Lalla ad- 
vanced between the quarter-guaid and No. 5 koto, and 
spoke to Mungul Pandy, calhng on him to throw down 
his arms, and he lefiised. A little after this time I 
heaid the sound of horse’s hoofs, and the adjutant of 
tile legiment came iiding up He called out “ Where is 
the man and I immediately answeiedhim — “Look to 
your left, and ride to the light for your life, foi he will 
fire at jou ” The words woio haidly out of my mouth, 
when tho sepo}^ Mungul Pandy, fired The hoise fell , 
the adjutant then diew a pistol, having fimt dismounted, 
fiiod at Mungul Pandy and missed him. The adjutant 
then rushed up with his sword diawn to the sepoy. 
I also followed him, drow my sword, at the same time 
calling out to tho guard to come on and take the sepoy. 
Tho sepoy loaded, but had not time to put on tho 
cap Befoie the adjutant rea'ched him he diew a tulwar 
He made a feint at me and cut the adjutant I struck 
at the sepoy several times, but was knocked down from 
behind. On rising up I found that the men who stiuck 
me weie all dressed in regimentals and had their fire- 
locks, but no bayonets fixed I lushed again at tho 
man, and caught him by the collar. I leceived some 
cuts and was again knocked down by blows from mus- 
kets , and when down the second time I received a blow 
from a musket on my head On rising up, I saw the 
adjutant walking away, covered with blood I followed 
him On arriving near my own bungalow, opposite the 
Light Company kote, I heard footsteps, and on turning 
round I saw the jemadar of the quartei-guard following 
me I told him “ You have acted shamefully, and I will 
place you under ariest.”

Question — State to the Court Avhat happened on the evening of 
the 29th of last month at the quaitei-guaid of the 34th 
Regiment, Native Infantiy. 

Answer Captain Dnuy called .at my house, and infoimed me that 

tlicro ■was a man paiading in fiont of the lines, exciting 
the men to mutiny I immedi.ately pioceeded with him 
to the lines, calling upon the Biigadier, whose house was 
on my "U'ay, and repoiting the ciicumstance to him On 
airiving at the lines, I found all the men gathered -in 
rear of their kotes. I at once went to the quartei-guaid, 
and on my way there I saw the man walking up and 
down in fiont It was lepdrted to me and Captain Drury 
th.at Lieutenant Baugh, the adjutant, and the sergeant- 
major had both been wounded by the sepoy in endea- 
vouring to secure him On aniving at the quaitei -guard 
I directed two or three men to load Captain Drury 
suggested it would be better to ordei the whole guard 
to load, which I did I then directed the native officer 
to take his guard and secure the sepoy. He murmured, 

^ and said, “The men won’t go ” I repeated two oi three 

times to the native officei, it is {^'IiooJc'dm hue ”) ordered

Ansicer 1 do not think they would, that is to seize tho prisoner 

or to touch him 
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Question — When Major-General J. B Hearsey placed himself at the 
head of the guard, and ordered them to advance, did 
they obey his order at once, and did they shoTV any

Answer They appeared to obey the ordei in starting off at once.

- Question — State what happened on the evening of the 29th of last 
month at the quarter-guard of the 34th Regiment, Native 
Infantry ? 

Answer 1 accompanied Colonel Wbeler down to the lines, on reach- 

< ing which we saw Mungnl Pandy parading up and down, 

at about a hundred or a hundred and twenty yards in 
front of the quarter-guard with a musket in one hand 
and a tulwar in the other. He kept callmg out some- 
thing , I couldn’t understand what he said , he spoke 
in a defiant mfcinner. Colonel Wheler fii-st of all ordered 
part of the guard to load , I suggested that they should 
all load, that no invidious distinction should be made 
, under existing ciicumstances. The colonel gave the 

order and the men loaded, after which the jemadar of the 
guard took me aside and said he wished to say some- 
thing He said, “ It’s no use, the men won’t go , even if 
you go they won’t follow jmu , they nould take the man’s 
pait” I pretended to pooh-pooh it, saying — “That was

all nonsense , whatever orders the gaard received th^ 
must obey ” Colonel Wheler then ordered the guard to 
advance under the jemadar, he murmured, but led the 
guard otf some ten paces to the front m on unwilling 
manner when the guard halted but whether by any

Qu^toTi^Hod the jemadar set a proper and determined ezaioplo 
do you think the men would have advanced on his 
order? 

Anstoer It la a difficult question to answer, but I think tho men

Qv^siwn — ^Did the non-commissioned officers of the guard show tho 
same reluctance os tbo other to advance when ordered? 

Answer — I didn t notice any one man in porticular except tho 
jemadar he bomg tho rosponaihle person in command 
m the guard but nil showed equal wavcnng and 
reluctance. 

Questxon — What reason have you for tbmkmg that although tho 
guard might bnvo advanced if properly led, they would 
havo refused to shoot llungul Pandy ? 

Annoer — ^I judged partly from what tho jemadar told mo still more 
so from thoir sulky and reluctant manner also from 
thoxr natural disinclination to kill a man of his caste 
and also from tho fear of tho opimon of tboir comrades 
in tho linos, ns it is impossible to say thorobt-ing a very 
largo proportion of Dmliinins in tlio regiment, wlio wero

teeis been called for, there would have been quite a 
slinking back of the men into their huts 

Question — Were theie any young sepoys on duty at the quaiter- 
guard on that day, who were on duty for the first time ^ 

Answer There were one or two who jomed fiom the last squad of 

recruits somewheie in the middle of last month I can’t 
say whether they had been on duty before, but I think 
they must have been once oi twice. 

Question — Did you expostulate directly with any of the men of the 
guaid at the time inferred to ? 

Answer ^No, I was on parade ma subordinate position, my com- 

manding officer being theie, and I had nothing to say to 
the guard.

I have the honor to report, for the informabon of Colonel S. Q 
“WTieler, Commanding the 84th Regunent,Native Infantry, the following 
carcnmatance — 

On Sunday evaung last, I accompanied Captam Drury to the 
quarter-guard of the 70th Regiment Native Infantry who was directed 
to make arrangements for fastening the hands of the Sikh sepoy for 
whom handcufla could not be procured large enough 

In the course of patting a few questions to the prisoners, I was 
informed by three sepoys there confined that the jemadar commanding 
the guard had prevented them seizmg Mungul Pandy saying "Do not 
go near the madman.” These sepoys refused to state whether they were 
prohibited rescuing the adjutant but two Bikhs distmctly stated that 
the jemadar ordered them not to goto the rescue of the adjutant. They 
then said that they would repeat this before a court, and added to 
prove this, if the jemadar had not the coamgo to use hia own sword 
why did he not give it to the sergeant-major, whose sword was broken ? 

Enmgn Bushby 70th Eogiment, Native Infantry, was visiting the 
guard at the time, and, I have no doubt, wiU corroborate tho greater 
portion of the above statement. 

SobJiaSinpyStpoy GthCompani/ 

a prisoner in the quarter guard 43rd Rogimont, Native Infantry, volun 
tanly itates ns follows •— 

" I was on duty on Sunday, tho S9th March 1857 In tho nftemooD 
I saw tho pnsonor, Mungul Pandy, walking about tho parade with « 
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nmsket I, and one oi two otliois, asked the jemadar if wo should load 
Ho said — “You kike j'oui oidois fiom me” 

“ Tlio soigonnt-mnjoi came up and askod foi the jemadai’s swoid, as 
his own uas biokm. Tho jomadai lefusod to givo it The jemadai 
distmctlj' lofusod to let any one go to tho lescuo of tho adjutant, and 
said, “If you go at all, j-’qu must go by mj’- oidois.”

SeiobumiB Tewary, sepoy, S^th Jieffxment, NaUvs Infantry on 
bemg called on states as follows — 

“On the day when Mungul Pandy 6red at the adjutant and sergeant- 
major I was on duty at the quarter guard of my regiment and had 
obtained permiBaion to go to the rear when I heard a disturbance and 
immediately ran and fell m with the guard- 

“ Alnngnl Pandy came in front of the gnaid with n loaded musket 
and Bword and when the sergeant-major came out to the guard ho 
(Mungul Pandy) fired at him. I at once called out, Ome, lot us seize 
him', but the jemadar called out that no man was to move without 
orders , that a report had been sent to the European officers, and until 
orders were received fixim them, no man was to move. 

We were all behind the qoarter guard house at this time with 
the sergoant-major who had run there after being fired at.

Subadar Major Ram Lull of my regiment wn« on guard at the 
Lieutenant-Govemors at Alipore On that day the guard was relieved 
and returned to Borrockporo The Subadar Major Kara Lall, and Snba 
dar Muddeh Khan and Subadar Lalla Gopal and Jornodor I^Ua Gun 
ness sent for the munshi of the regiment, and had a letter wntten 
and sent off to Rajah Maun Sing Ram Lall, Subadar Major came to 
my guard which was at the trensuiy on the day that the guards wore 
relieved.

Answei He talked about the cartiidges, and said he would not

Question — What arrangements did the subadar say weie gomg on ? 

Answer ^He did not say what anangements were made, but that he 

would not bite the caitridges, and the sepoy said the 
same, and that airangements would be made.

tho BOTen companips at regimental head quarters, I 
am of opimon that amce the latter end of January 
last the men have been more or less in an excited state 
on account of the new nfle cartndgea, and they have 
shown this feeling both secretly and openly on some 
occasions. The first symptom of this excitement mnoi 
feated itself in the latter end of Jannory when it was 
reported to me that there was a great deal of talking 
gomg on m the Imes abont the Government forcing the 
men to become Christians. I then ordered a qniet undress 
parade m the hope of allaying the excited feehnga of the 
sepoys. I explamed to them that it was qnite impos- 
sible for our Government to make them Chnstions 
by force , that such a thing had never been heard of 
since we came into this conntiy, that fiuth in our 
religion must come spontaneously from the heart and 
not from force , and that it was therefore very wrong of 
them to give way to such foolish reports. This appar 
ently satisfied them and they were afterwords quiet for 
a time In the early part of Fobrnory last Lieutenant 
Allen reported that a sepoy of the 6th Company (by 
name Rom Sahai Lalla) had given information that a 
meeting of sepoys was to take place at a temple on tho 
Fultoh Qhat Road Tho circumstance was reported tho 
same night to the Brigadier and the General by Lieu 
tenant Allen and mysoll The Genoralsuggcstod that 
an unmodiato roll-call shoald take place in tho Imos, 
which was done between 0 and 10 p IL Tho sepoys 
with ono or two ©xcopbons wore all present. Lieu 
tenant Alien himself rode down to tho temple whore 
the mootuig was expected to bo held but did not dia 
cover any trace of ih A day or two afterwards a jonia 
dor by name Dumow reported to Captain Drury that 
ou tho night previouB to tho ono roforred to a 
meeting of the men bod taken place on tho parade 
ground, that ho was present at it and that it was hold 
for tho purpose of arranging for a mooting on tho follow 
mg night and that bo was mvitod to combine with thorn 
on tho latter occasion * that ho refused to-do so, that tho 
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Ansiver — (coucld) 

object of the meeting was to plundei the station, and to 
destioy all the Europeans In my opinion that meeting 
would have been held had it not been for the roll-call 
oidered bj’’ the Geneial 

In the lattei end of January, seveial bungalows weie 
burnt down, amongst otheis the Electiic TelegiapTi bung- 
alow A geneml parade took place on the 9th Febiuaiy, 
when the subject of the caitiidge papei was explained 
to the men by the Geneial That explanation seemed 
to quiet the men a good deal foi the time 

On the ISth March, the Geneial again addiessed the 
men on a public paiade about the caitiidge papei and 
the disbandment of the 19th Regiment, Native Infantry , 
and at a legimental paiade, on the followmg da 3 % it was 
Explained to the men that they weie to break, and not 
to bite, the caitridges 

I would lemaik that theie must have been, a 
smotheied feehng in the regiment unknown to myself 
and the Euiopean oflBceis, which, however, did not bieak 
out until the 29th Maich, when Se 2 ioy Mungul Paudy 
went out on the jmrade and tiied to excite the legiment 
into a serious mutmy. When theie, he called out to the 
men, ‘‘It is yoa who have sent me heie , why don’t jou 
come out and join me ?” This shows that many of the 
men must have been implicated with him, and such an 
infeience is stiongly supported by the fact of none of 
the men having gone foiward to assist their officer when 
attacked by a mutineer, although at the time there 
must have been about 400 men in the lines looking on 
From all that has occuiTed, I am of opimon that it 
was the intention of the regiment to coeice and resist the 
Government, and that the feelmg in the regiment was 
decidedly bad, but that now the men appeal to be veiy 
much frightened 

■Qiiestion — Do you consider that theie now exists m the 34th Regi- 
ment, Native Infantij’-, a healthy feehng of loyalty to- 
waids the State ? 

Answer am of opinion that a healthy tone exists amongst the 

Mussulmans and Sikhs, but not so amongst the Hmdus 
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Have the men of yoor regiment, of any rlAfta m any 
■way manifested such contntaon for past miscondnot as 
to lead yon to believe that they are no\7 trustworthy ? 

Ansxotr ■ No, there haa been no such manifestation but ifc has boon 
r^xjrted to me that the Mussulmans are very angry a%

present state of feelmg and temper ; but between May 
last 3 ’'ear (when I leturned from furlough), and the date 
of m}^ enteiing upon my appointment at this station, I 
had obseived a great want of lespect on the part of the 
men towards then.' European oflScers. Eor instance, I fre- 
quently noticed, when I went to the hnes on duty and 
in unifoim, that the men did not stand up and salute 
me a maik of disrespect for which I punished the men 
of my own company and reported those of other com- 
panies. Again when the regiment ivas coming down by 
water, in October and November last year, we encountei- 
ed a severe gale m which three boats were wrecked, but 
not a smgle sepoy came forward voluntarily to assist the 
European officeis in getting their boats out of danger. 
And, likewise, when the men’s boats came into collision 
with those of the officeis, the sepo^’^s who weie seated 
above and looking on, nevei lent a hand to save their 
officers’ boats from being damaged. In short, fiom all 
I have observed, I do not consider that the feeling and 
temper of the native officers and men are what they 
ought to be, and I am confiimed m this opmion by ivhat 
I witnessed upon the evening of the 29 th March, after 
Lieutenant Baugh was cut down. On that occasion I 
saw numbers of the men of all companies collected and 
passively looking on, and when I taxed them with 
cowardice in having allowed an officer of their own regi- 
ment to be cut down in broad daylight, within fifty yards 
of where they were standing, not one of them attempted 
any explanation, but they all seemed to legard the 
charge as a frivolous one and some of them even laughed

An matanco of tho sort happened to myself 
only a fortoight ago Tho subador major attended at 
my quarters for the purpose of bemg examined na to 
hifl knowledge of reading and wntmg, preparatory to 
being sent m command of the Qovemment House Guard 
Calcutta. I gave him a chair and treated him with all 
courtesy As ho eat down he removed his turban from 
his head , when I desired bun to replace his puggree 
and pointed out to him the impropnety of his conduct, 
he neither attempted to excuse himself nor to apologise 
This circumstance occurred on the day on which Lieute- 
nant Baugh was wounded. Agom on the samo day 
when passing the quarter-guard, the jemadar command

good indeed. 

Question — How do you account for the apathy exhibited by a large 
body of those men m sight of where their adjutant and 
seigeant-majoi weie cut down by a mutineer, aided by 
sepoys fiom thequarter-guaid, with the butts of them 
muskets ^ 

Answer — I account foi it because I think that there might have been 
some men who weie perfectly willing to aid Lieutenant 
Baugh, but did not do so fiom feai of after conse- 
quences I don’t think that theie aie a dozen men m the

Sunday, the 29th March, I dressed myself and left my 
bungalow, to proceed towards the quarter-guard of my 
jregiment. On reaching the bells-of-arms of the light 
company, I was fired at by Mungul Bandy, sepoy, No 6 
Company of the regiment. I then went in lear of the 
bells-qf-arms, and on my way towaids the quarter-guaid 
called out for the guard to turn out. On reachmg the 
quaiter-guaid I saw some of the men dressed, some diess- 
ing. I saw Issuree Bandy, jemadar. No. 1 Company, 
34)th Kegiment, Native Infantry, who was at the time m 
command of the quarter-guard. I told him that I had 
seut to the adjutant of the regiment, and asked him why 
he did not airest Mungul Bandy, sepoy, the man who 
fired at me. He answered me, saying — “ My havildar is 
gone to the field officer of the day , my naick is gone to 
the adjutant’s , am I to take him by myself I then told 
him to fall in his guard and load He called some of the 
men , some of them came, and some of them did not. 
His manner altogether was caieless whether they fell m 
or not, neither did he draw his own swoid He kept 
telling me — “ The man is mad, the man is mad , don’t go 
near him, don’t go near him ” During this time Mooktar 
Beisaud Bandy, color havildar. No 5 Company, came

The second I received from Mungul Pandy 
on the head. I was wounded. At tho same time I was 
knocked down from behind by a blow from a musket 
in tho hands of a sepoy rcgimentally dressed On rising 
up from the ground I ran towards Mungul Tandy again, 
and caught him by tho collar with my left hand I 
then received a second cut on tho head from Mungul 
Pandy and was ogaui knocked down by repeated blows 
from a man dressed in regimentals, and beaten when on 
tho ground During tho timo I was facing Muogul 
Pandy I heard a shot firod which como from tho dircc 
tion of tho lines and qmto closo to me After being 
knocked down the second time on getting on my legs 
again, I looked round, and saw sovcral men rcgimentally 
dressed in front of tho lines. I saw Lieutenant Baugh 
walking slowly towards the 43rd Begimont Lativo 
Infantry lines on tho loft of tho 34th Regiment 
Native Infantry lines I followed him. On coming 
near tho light company s bclls-of arms of tho 34lh llcgi 
menfc, Native Infantry I heard footsteps behind me 
and on turniug round I saw Issurcc Pandy jemadar, 
his Bsrori still in the scnhlxiri. I spolto to him. I »onl 
— " You huTo acted m a most shameful manner Y hy 
did not you hnog jour guard to our nssisUnce 7 I shall 
yut you under arrest, I then made an eflort with my

stand , I heard him mumbling, I then went towards 
my house, and met my wife and step-daughter, who 
bi ought me to the sergeant-major’s bungalow of the 
43rd Regiment, Native (Light) Infantry.

Question — Will you state to the Court the occurrences on the 
paiade of your regiment on the afternoon of that day ? 

Ansiver On the afternoon of the 29th March, about five o’clock, it 

was reported to me by the havildai -major of the regi- 
ment that a sepoy of the name of Mungul Bandy was 
out m fiont of the quarter-guard of the regiment, and had 
filed at the seigeant-raajor I told the man to go and 
report the circumstance to Colonel Whelei, in command 
of the regiment, ordered my horse, and galloped down 
to the parade. Immediately on pulling up at the quar- 
ter-guard a shot was fired, and my horse felj As soon 
as I could disentangle myself from my horse, I took a pistol 
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from one of my bolsters nnd presented it at Mungnl 
Pondy the eepoy who bad fired the shot and who was 
then in the act of ro-Joading- Ho stopped no-Ioadmg and 
I immediately fired and rushed m sword in hand to 
secure the sepoy Mongul Pandy I had odnmced half 
way when he drew a tultcar (Native sword) which I was 
not aware ha bad aboot hit person. 2 contmacd my 
advance and engaged the sepoy Mnn^l Pandy During 
a conflict of eight or ten minntes I received three 
woimda one of which totally disabled my loft hand. A 
shot was fired close by ond I perceived myself gradiially 
being hemmed in As I was bleeding profnsely I com 
raoncod retreating and was enabled to roalo good w) 
retreat by the assistance rendered roe by ShaiL Pultoo 
sepoy since promoted to harVdar and reached tho 
bungalow of tho sei^gcont-major of tho 43rd Regiment, 
Native (Light) Infantry m tho adjoining lines. During 
the conflict with tho exception of the haviUar aforesaid 
not a man from the quarter guard or the rogirocDtal lines 
attempted to give roe tho slightest assistance.

Answer No, I saw the sergeant-major tumble, as though he had 

been struck down by a blow from behind 

Question — When you rode up to the quai ter-guard, did you see any 
of the guard m front of the guard-house ? 

Ansiver Yes 

Question — Were they dressed, and how many do you think were 
there ? 


A nswer They were dressed , I cannot tell the number. 

Question — Did you call upon any of the guard to assist you ? 

Answer 1 was so anxious to prevent the sepoy, Mungul Pandy, re- 

loading that I had not time to say much , but as far as 
I can recollect, when I rode up, I said — “ Why are not 
some arrangements made to secure this man ” — or some- 
thing to that effect I received no reply

not to sound the assembly, or he would be blown away from a gun The 
sergeant-major then arrived I then left the shelter of the peepul tree, 
and told the sergeant to take care of himself I then heard a shot fired 
from the parade ground ? I don’t know if it was fired at the sergeant- 
major or myself I then sent four sepoys to seize the sepoy, and said 
‘ Whoever seizes him will be a biave man ” The sepoys whom I told to go 
weie fiom different companies I said to Shaik Pultoo, who has since 
been promoted, “ The other sepoys are m legimentals, you are in undress , 
you will be able to get behind him ” I said to the sergeant-major "Keep 
in sheltei yourself, or you will be killed ” Tlie adjutant then came up 
Then Mungul Tandy Bred, and hit the adjutant’s horse on the thigh I 
said to the adjutant “ Tour horse is wounded , do you stay here, and let_ 
me go and seize the sepoy ” I said to the sepoys, “ What arc you doing ? ” 
The adjutant then fired his pistol The sergeant-majoi said somethmg 
to the adjutant I said to the sepoj''?, *' What aie you looking at ^ Do

his musket and aimed at me. I then retreated as I thought my sword 
■was of the same kind as the sargeant-majors which had broken. A 
Sikh sepoy then went towards the sergeant-major I sard to hrm “ Take 
care -where you are gomg to, -why are yon going towards the sergeant- 
major?" This Sikh sepoy was on the guard, a stout man , I don t know 
hm name. The sergeant-major and the adjutant wore both wounded. 
I sheathed my sword first, and sard “Who has -wounded you , was it 
Mungul or another sepoy 1 ” The sorgeant-major then told me to giro 
np roy sword , I did not give it , I retreated.

FINDING 

The Court find the prisoner. Jemadar Issuree Pandy, No. 1 Com- 
pany, 34)th Regiment, Native Infantry, guilty of both chaiges preferred 
agamst him. 

SENTENCE 

The Court sentence the prisoner. Jemadar Issuree Pandy, No 1 
Company, 34th Regiment, Native Infantry, to suffer death by bemg 
hanged by the neck until he be dead

Rogunont, Natuo Infantry upon his officers on tho 29th of March and 
Ills liDgungc at thctiino which showed that his comnidos had instigatc^l 
him to it and above all tho conduct of tbo nntivo officers nnd mon of 
tho rogimont present on that occasion whothor on duty or only as 
sjioctatorH coupled with other nimourod indications of a bad spirit m 
tho corps led tho Goiomor OonomI of India in Council to dotoninno 
that ovidcnvo as to its state of fooling nnd temper should bo talon by

Tho result of this investigation is now boforo tho Government ns

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The Special Couit of Inquiry above-mentioned have declared their 
opinion that the Sikhs and Mussulmans of the 34th Kegiment, Native 
Infantry, aie trustwoithy soldiers of the State, but that the Hindus- 
geneially of the corps aie not trustworthy 

Of eight officeis of tlie legiment summoned as witnesses, fire, 
amongst whom aie the colonel and the adjutant, expiess then opinion 
to the same effect, and state that if the legiment weie oidered on field 
seivice they should not accompany it with full reliance on its lojalty and 
good conduct 

Studied disiesppct towaids then officers, and the use of msubor- 
dinate language on paiade, aie clearly established agamst the regiment, 
and I see no leason to doubt that the opmion exjiressed by the Couit, 
as to the Hmdu portion of it, is coiiect 

When such a veidict as has been given by the Court of Inquiry can 
with tiuth be passed upon a legiment, and when a laige pait of the coips 
has furnished such indisputable pi oof of dibaffection and sympathy vith 
mutiny as was exhibited by the 34th Hogiment, Native lufautiy, on the 
29th of March, it becomes necessary that the punishment and remedy 
should be shaip and effectual 

I should, indeed, have been glad if some punishment, short of the 
disbandment of the seven companies of the 34th Eegimeut, Native In- 
fantry, now stationed at Banackpoie, could have been considered tho- 
loughly adequate foi the occasion, but upon a caieful exammation and 
comparison of the pioceedmgs which aie befoie the Government, I am 
satisfied that no penalty less general than tins would meet the exigencies 
of the case, oi be effectual as an example 

The disbandment may be, and ought to be, so fai tempered as that 
those of all ranks ivho weie manifestly absent fiom the Imes on the 29 th 
of Maich shall be exempted fiom it, as also those who upon that or 
any other lecent occasion have shown attachment and fidelity to their 
officeis and to the State But I see no possibility of diaiving a line 

* Those who deserve exemption on this account are — Subadar Sewumbor Tandy who 
warned Captain C C Drury of his danger on the 29th of March, and did his duty as a member 
of the court-martial on Issuree Tandy , Subadar Muddeh Klian m command of the Mint guard 
on a recent occasion , Jemadar Durnow, Sing, who has given evidence to Government which, 
whatever its value may be, appears to be honestly given , Havildar Shaik Pultoo, distin- 
guished by his fidelity on the 29th March , Havildar Goorbucus Sing and Havildar Jewrakun 
Tewary, — these two brought notice of. the disturbance on the 29th of LInrch to Captain A S.

attempt ifc. 

All muflt ffnffer together, and indeed as regards the conduct of the 
corps on the day of the mntmous exhibition by iTanguI Pandy, nil 
were equally culpable. The proportion of Hindus to Mussulmans and 
Sikhs amongst those who mny bo assumed to have been present oj>- 
pears to be about eight to three. 

The reports of the conduct ond temper of the three companies of 
the 84th Regiment Native Infantiy who were stationed at Cbittngong 
are veiy favourable There is no good evidence of their having betn 
jmplicahod in the misdoings or of thoir shnnag the Bpint of tboir 
comrades at Barmckpore. I annex a draft of a G 0 which I would 
propose to issue directing tho disbanduient

I gieatly legiet to think that in all piobahility there are some 
good soldiers, especially Sikhs and Mahomedans, in the S-fth Eegiment, 
Native Infantiy, who, by the measuie pioposed, will be punished along 
with the leal delinquents, but undei the peculiai cucumstances of the 
case, the nsk of this must be mcuiied, for it is in the highest degree 
impoitant to avoid any act which could be supposed by the Indian 
community to indicate that Government is moie mdulgent towaids 
ceitain classes of men among its native soldieis than it is to any other 
class on the scoie of then lehgion We should endeavour in all our 
measuies to show that our giand object is to have a faithful and tiust- 
worthy aimy of natives of India, and that we have no desiie nor inten- 
tion to meddle in any way with the leligion of the soldieis coraposmg 
that aimy, or to show by oui tieatment of them the least preference 
foi one leligious cieed ovei another We should try to impiess upon 
the minds of all our native soldieis that they will be piotected and 
rewarded, and punished, solely accoiding to then own conduct as 
soldieis 

In conclusion, I have only to state that I entirely agiee m regaid 
to all paits of the measure now proposed by the Governor-General

I do not think that the fact of his having given the two men into cus- 
tody at the Mint, which took place some timebefoie the 29th, ought to 
opeiate to exempt him fiom the geneial punishment awarded foi what 
took place on that day, when upwaids of 400 men, accoidmg to the

With that evidence of actual deiehction of duty on record, I think 
there is no sufficient ground to exempt them from the general punish- 
ment, which will probably fall on many less deserving of it than they.

I am Btfll of opinion that the eubadar Mnddoh Khan, ehoidd not 
be ZDcIaded m the disbaodmeot 

However reliable the evidenco given b;r Dumew Sing- 115 fo the 
meetmgB held at Borrackpore m the oarij port of the year mny bo (and 
on, thifl point it has boon confirmed from other fioorcos) and howovor 
tralj bo may bebevo all that he hoa oairl roepocting the designs upon the 
fort at the ond of Janntuy it is to bo obeervod that his tostunoD^ogojDsfc 
Muddob Khan indindaoUy IS not direct, except so far as regards iluddoh 
Kbans abuse of him in other respects it rosts cntaroly upon mossages 
brought to Dumow Sing by another porson profossmg to come from 
Knddeh Khan. 

On tbo other hand, we hove tbo incontostablo facts that Muddoh 
Khan did on 5 subsequent occasion sciro and giro up to justice tbo 
traitors who attempted to seduce bis guard from its post at tho Mmt, 
and that a year ago Muddeh Khan was rwomroondod for tho gocood 
cloia of the Order of British India on the ground of long and honor 
able service. 

It 18 by no moons impossiblo that Muddeh Khan may havo boaa at 
one timo on honost and well-condacted soldier at another timo on Iho 
verge of treason and mutmy and that mrcumstoncos may have brought 
him bock again to better coursos , but I do not think that Dumow 
Sings evidence can bo held to establish concluaivoly tbo intcrmodiaia 
condition of evil mindodnoss against Muddoh Khan , and if good and 
faithful conduct exhibited since disaffection has boon nfo in tho rpgi 
moat 13 to entitle to exemption at oik I stiU rocommond that ModJeh 
Khan ebould bo one of tho oxomptod 

There is no doubt a eoommg inconsistency m rominbDg Mndde 
Khan for fidelity whilst Dumow Sing who is reworded os on Enfonusnt 
charges him with being a traitor But Dumow Sing giTo some mfor 
matzon of tbo truth and importaaco of pbicb ihoro is no qucshooi 
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and I think it not unreasonable or impolitic to assume that he -wa; 
mistaken m lespect of Muddeh Khan, in favour of whom facts speab 
but that his evidence, which m many other pomts was correct, was givei 
conscientiously throughout. 

With respect to the sepoys of the quaiter-guard whom it is prO' 
posed to exempt, it is true that they witnessed Heeralall Tewary’s 
attack upon the officers , but they were on duty at the tune, with theii 
jemadai at their side forbiddmg them to move, the jemadar saw 
wffiat passed as well as they. As soon as the colonel of the regimen! 
came upon the ground, he addiessed himself to the jemadar, the jema- 
dar appealed to have the full confidence and approval of the lieute- 
nant-colonel, who sanctioned the return of the guaid after they had 
maiched a few paces towaids the mutineei, and the pilmg of then arms. 

I am not surprised, and I do not thmk it mexcusable, that m these 
ciicumstances the men of the guard did not step forward to tell the 
lieutenant-colonel of Heemlall Tewary’s assault upon the officers. 

It IS true that the evidence of the good disposition of these men 
comes fiom themselves , but it is given with an appearance of sincerity; 
they confirm each othei’s testimony on all pimcipal points -without any 
sign of conceit, and I think that the peiusal of the evidence leaves a 
conviction that they did offer to go to the assistance of their officers, 
and to seize the mutmeei, and were prevented from doing so only by the 
piohibition of the supenoi under whose orders they were at the time. 

Whether this be a sufficient ground foi exemption is another 
question My own opimon is that it is so , and that although a more 
sweeping measuie than that which has been proposed would be perfectly 
defensible m militaiy justice, it will be sound policy to make the 
punishment a discnmmatmg one wherever this can be done with fair 
show of leason,

No 0^5 of 1867 — On the 20£h of Afarch, a sopoy of the 34th 
Bogiment Nah7Q InCintiy stutionod at Barrackporo armod himself 
with a loaded masbet and airord adrauced upon the pamdo grtmud 
in front of lus lines, and after conducting himself in n violent and 
mutinoua manner and calliog upon tho men of the regiment to come 
forth and to jom him in resisting lawful authontjr attached and 
wcandod tho adjutant and soigeoot major of his rogunent, who 
opproaefaod to restnua him 

Thu man has been tned, condemned, and baogod 
On tho same occasion the native officer, a jemadar in command of 
the quarter guard of the 84th Rogiment Native InCmtr} refused to obey 
hifl superior by whom ho was ordered to eeixo the aboTo-mcntioncd 
eepoj 

After being tried by a Coaii of notiro commissioned officers, this 
man himself a commisaionod officer has paid tho penalty oflus mutiny 
by tho somo ignominious death- 

Bat these men woro not the solo oflenders upon that occasion. 

Tho Governor General of India in Council lamcoto to say that 
the conduct of the native commissioned and non-comraissionod officers 
and men of tho 34th Repment, NaUve Infhntrj who woro then proienti 
has been ahoTm to bo such tu to destroy his conGdenco in them as soldiers 
of tho State, and to coll for severe and oxwnplary punuhmont, 

Tho mutinous sopoy was pctmiUcd to parado himself lojolcntly 
before his nssorablcd comrades using menaces and threatening gratmti 
ngainst his officers, without an alicmpt on tho part of any to control 

No such attempt was made oven when ho had deliberately Gird 
at tho ficjgcant major of the regiment. 
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None was made wlicn.upon the appoaiance of the adjutant, Lieute- 
nant Baugh, and after having le-loaded the mushet unmolested, the 
mutmeci dischaiged it at that officer and sliot liis horse 

When the horse fell, not a sign of assistance to Lieutenant Baugh 
was ghen either the quaitei -guard or bj' the sepoj^s not on duty, 
although this took place nitliin ten paces of the guaid 

During the hand-to-hand conflict uliich followed between the 
mutineer and Lieutenant Baugh, supported by Scigcant-M.ijor Hewson, 
the men collected at the hues in undiess looked on passively , others 
in uniform and on duty joined in the stiugglc, but it was to take part 
against then officeis, whom they attacked with the butts of their 
muskets, stiiking down the scigoant-inajor fiom behind, and icpeating 
the blows as he lay on the giound 

The Govcrnor-Geneial of India in Council deeply legiets that of 
the luflians who peipctrated this cowaidly act, the only one who was 
identified has escaped his punishment by dcscition 

There was, how'e\er, one amongst those who stood by wdio set an 
honorable example to his comrades , Shailc Pultoo, sepoy (now havildai), 
of the Gienadiei Company, obeyed the call of his officer for assistance 
unhesitatingly. He was wounded in the endeavour to protect Lieute- 
nant Baugh fiom the mutineer, and did all that an unaimed man could 
do to seize the criminal. His conduct was that of a faithful and biave 
soldier. 

When the adjutant, maimed and bleeding, was letiring from the 
conflict, he passed the lines of his regiment and lepi cached the men 
assembled there with having allowed then officer to be cut down befoie 
their eyes without offering to assist him They made no reply, but 
turned their backs and moved sullenly away 

Foi the failuie of the quarter-guaid to do its duty, thej'emadar who 
commanded it has already paid the last penalty of death In this 
guard, consisting of twenty sepoys, there were four who desued to act 
against the mutineer, but then jemadar lestiamed them , and when 
eventually the oidei to advance upon the cnmmal was given by 
supeiior authority, the majoiity yielded obedience leluctantly 

Upon a review of these facts, and of all the circumstances con- 
nected with them, it is but too clear to the Governoi-Geneial in Coun- 
cil that a spirit of disloyalty pievails in those compames of the 34th 
Begiment, Native Infantry, which are stationed at the head-quai’ters of 
the Presidency Division. Silent spectators of a long continued act of 
insolent mutiny, they have made no endeavour to suppress it, and have 
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thereby be^me Uable thomselvc, to the pnmahment of h.u,u=oc«. Ibo 
Gorier Genera, of led. m Conac, can no longer pnt tmat n. th?; 
and he rejects their semcea from thw time forward 

Therefore It is the order of the Govemor Goncinl of Indm in 
Oonnai that the native commissioned and non-comniissionod oCBcm 
and men of the seven compames of the 34th Regiment Nntimlnfcntrv 
now qnartered at Barraetpore bo disbanded and dismissed from tho Army 
of Bengal with the following exceptions m favor of those who in tho 
coarse of recent events have given the Governor Gcneml in Council good 
reason to behave in their fidehty to their offleore and to tho Gorera 
tnent —

The sepoy ivlio ivas tlie cliief actor in tlie disgiaceful scene of the 
29th of Maich called upon his coimados to come to his support foi 
the icason that then religion ^Yas m danger, and that they weie about 
to be compelled to use caitiidgcs, the use of which would do injuiy 
to their caste, and fiom the uords in uhicli he addiessed the sepojs, 
it IS to be infened that man}'- of them shaied this opinion uith him. 

The Goieinoi-Gencial of India in Council has icccntly had occasion 
to remind the Aiiny of Bengal that the Government of India has never 
intcifeied to consli.ain its soldieis in matteis affecting then leligious 
faith He has dcclaicd that the Government of India never uill do 
so, and he has a light to c\pcct that this declaration shall give con- 
fidence to all uho ha^e been deceived and led asti.ay. 

But whatevci ma} be the deceptions oi evil counsels to which otheis 
ha\o been exposed, the native ofiiceis and men of the 34-th Regiment, 
Natne Infantiy, have no excuse foi nnsappiehcnsion on this subject 
Not many weeks previously to the 29th of March it had been explained 
to that icgimcnt,— fust by thcii own commanding officer, and subse- 
quently by the Llajor-Gencral Commanding the Division,— that their 
feais for then icligion •were groundless It was carefully and cleaily 
shonn to them that the caitiidges Avhich they would be called upon to 
use contained nothing which could do violence to then leligious scruple.s 
If, aftei receiving these assuiances, the sepoys of the 34-th Regiment, 
Native Infantiy, oi of any other regiment, still refuse to place trust in 
then officers and in the Government, and still allow suspicions to take 
root in their minds, and to grow into disaffection, insuboidmation, and 
mutiny, the fault is their own, and their punishment will be upon then 
own heads That it will be a sharp and ceitam punishment the 
Governor-General of India m Council wains them.

a Hindoo or Mussulman, and if any pietence contiary to this is urged,

MEMORANDUM fiom Colonel K Young, Jndge Advocate-Oenejal of the 
Army, to Colonel C Chesteb, AdjntanUCeneral of the Aimy, — No 389, 
dated Sead-Quarters, Simla, 20th April 1857 

[Report ou disnffectioa in the 3rd Regiment, LigTit Cavalry ] 

A parade having been oidered by Colonel Smyth on Thursday, the 
23rd Apiil, for the following morning, to show all the men of the regi- 
ment who had carbines the new mode of loading without biting the 
cartridges, Captain Craigie of the regiment received intimation that 
the men of his troop objected to the cartridges, and a report Avas 
accoidingly made to Colonel Smyth The parade however took place as 
directed, Avhen out of 90 men who were on the parade, with the 
exception of five, all of whom were non-commissioned officers, every 
man refused to receive the cartiidges, saying they would get a" bad 
name if they took them, but that if all the regiment would take the 
cartridges, they would do so Pievious to ordering the men to leceivd 
the cartridges, the havildar-major had shown them the new way of 
loading, and fired off his carbine , and Colonel Smyth called the notice 
of the men to this, and explained to them that theie was nothing ob- 
jectionable in the cartridges, but they still, with the exception of the 
five men as before mentioned, all refused to receive them, and the 
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jWada woa dmmiised Oolofael Smyth statmg that the party mu toe

There la absolutely no apparent 
reason whatovor why the men of tho 3rd Kogimont Light Caralry 
Bhonldbavodcehniid to uso tho cartndgo sorted out to thorn except 
tho fenr of being taunted by their comrade! or the scpoii of other nyi 
monts and it might bo supposed that a aufficicnt answer to any lannt 
would liaio been that the cartndgci rrero tho tamo os had always been 
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used. It would have been satisfactory to know the last occasion on 
which cartridges had been served out and fired by the men of the 
regiment who now object to them 

4 The most fitting way it seems to me of dealing with this case 
will be to direct the Major-General to bring all the men to trial at once 
before a General Couit-martial on the chaige of which I submit a draft 
for the approval of the Commander-in- Chief It is probable that the 
whole of the accused will be convicted and sentenced to imprisonment 
with hard labor, and I would suggest that such subsidiary orders as 
may appear necessary to His Excellency may be forwarded to Major- 
General Hewitt, as to the best mode of carrying out promptly this or 
any other sentence that may be awarded by the Court-martial 

P S — Major-General Hewitt might also be instructed to alter the 
charge now sent, or to prefer any additional charge he may consider 
expedient against any of the parties to be broughir to tiial, should 
either procedure, in his opinion, be requisite, with reference to informa- 
tion he may be in possession of, and which has not yet reached head** 
quarters.

1 have the honor to report, for the information of the Major- 
General Commanding the Division, the following circumstances which 
occurred on the 27th current in the Native recruit depot 

2 On the morning of the 27th current, at paiade hour, I received 

a verbal report from Lieutenant A. Light, Commandmg the Recruit ' 
Depot, that a squad of recruits who had been brought on parade for 
carbme dnil had intimated to the drill-havildar their intention not to 
use the blank ammunition cartridges if they were ordered, and that in 
consequence, and pending a report being made to me on the subject, he 
(Lieutenant Light) had ordered that the cartridges should not be 
served out 

3. On enquiring from the drill-havildar, it appealed that the 
previous evening, when the squad was formally warned for carbine drill 
with blank ammunition, they had all said they would refuse to use ' 
the cartndges, which resolution of theirs was again repeated on the 
general parade of the depot The three drill-havildars of the depot 
all said that they had endeavoured to reason with the men, and pointed 
out that the cartndges were the same as those they had used before, 
but to no purpose 

4 After having fully considered the matter, I determined, in the " 
absence of the Brigadier Commandant of Artillery, that the drill of 
the squad should be proceeded with as usual, and that if the men 
positively lefused to receive or use the cartridges at once, to pay them 
up and discharge them from the service, as is authoiized to be done 
by an oflEicer commanding a brigade or battalion with recruits who ’ 
have not passed their dnlls. 

6. I therefore directed Lieutenant A. Light to have the squad of 
lecruits at carbine drill as usual that same mormng, when I would be 
present on parade. 

6 At the usual hour I went to the parade, and having stated 
to the men of the squad of recruits at carbme dnll the report I had 
leceived of their conduct from their commanding oflScer, pointed out to 
them the eiioi in which they had fallen, the mischievous consequences

udopted reminding them of the fete of the men of tho 2nd and IDth*

7 The men made no attempt to deny the correctness of the 
report of their conduct , on the contrary, two of them m a very Insolent 
tone began to argne in joatification of their proceedings, and It was 
qnite evident that their condaot was the resnlt of no thoughtless or 
sudden resolution but had been well considered and detorwwod on 
8 I then directed the cartridges to be served out to tho men of tho 
squad , each and all positively refused to receive them upon which I 
ordered them to lay down their arms and accoutrements, which they did 
and informed them that they would be ot once paid up and discharged 
from the aemce which was accordingly done. 

9 A report of these proceedings was forwarded on tho 28th curront

In contmuation of my letter No 64 of this dato I have tho honor 
to report, for tho information of tho BLijor Goneml Commanding tho 
Division that on tho morning of tho 28tb current I was informed by 
Lieutenant A Light Commanding tho Recruit Depot, after tho dnils 
had been dismissed, that he had received a report from tho dnll havildor 
that the whole of the recruits would rofuso to turn out to dnll In tho 
evening I took no further notice of this report, beyond ginng Lioulo 
nont Light instructions how to act m tho event of tho recruits rcfimng 
to turn out Daring the day I received information from Lieutenant 
Light that tho rccruita would turn out to dnll, hut that they did not 
like the summary manner thoir comrades bad been dealt with tho day 
proviouB and that they all wanted to spook to him. I informed him 
that such a proceeding could not bo allowed but that if they ha/ 
anything to say two or throe of thorn might bo allowed to c omo to mo 
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at the oideily-room ou the following morning, when I would listen to 
what they had to say. Nothing fiuther occuired. The men turned out 
to dull that evening, and also the following morning, but none of them 
wished to speak to me, and thus the matter ended. The men have all 
turned out to their duties as usual every day, and have in no way 
shown any discontented feeling in the presence of any officer.

dnlla, 

7 To have delayed taking any noheo of tho matter until tho 
return of tho Brigadier Commandant after it was known to tho men 
themsclvos that a formal report had boon mado of their intended rofuial 
to use tho cartndgea would I am of opinion bavo been miseonstruod 
by tho men tended to increaso their disaffection and rendered it in all 
probability ultimately more difficult to deal with. 

8 On the other hand to have confined them to their lints for tho 
Bame ponod (although it would hnvo shown that ultcnor mewurcs 
■would ba adopted) was difficult to carryout without any guard to 
eontrol so many moo, would not boro proveated them wmmunicating 
with tbcir comrodoa, and id both cases would have gircu them time 
and leisure to brood over thoir conduct and confirm them in tbew

0 After full consideration of tho matter both « rrgiuiJj 
interests of tho semco and with reftreoco to wbnt I consider won 
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be in accordance with the opinion of the Brigadier Commandant had 
he been present, I determined that their drills should be proceeded with

10 I accordingly directed Lieutenant Light to have the squad of 
recruits at caibine dull as usual yesterday evening, when I would be 
present at parade.

implicitly without cavil all orders issued to them by their superiors. 

12 The men made no attempt to deny the correctness of the 
report of their conduct , on the contrary, two of them in a very insolent 
tone began to argue in justification of their proceedings, and it was quite 
evident that their conduct was the result of no thoughtless or sudden 
resolution, but had been well considered and determined on. 

13 I then directed the cartridges to be served out to the men 
of the squad. Each and all positively refused to receive them , upon 
which I ordered them to lay down their arms and accoutrements, 
which they did, and informed them that they would be at once paid up 
and discharged from the service, which was accordmgly done. 

14 I have now reported in detail the whole of the circumstances 
connected with this case, and trust that the Brigadier Commandant 
■will consider that I was justified in actmg as I did in his absence, and 
that my proceedings -will meet with his support and approval.

I regret to have to report that the Native tioops at Meerut broke 
out yesterday evening in open mutiny. About 6-30 P m. the 20th Regi- 
ment, Natiic In fan tr}', turned out with arms. They were reasoned with 
by their officers, when they leluctantly returned to then lines, but imme- 
diately after they rushed out again and began to fire Tlio 11th Regi- 
ment, Nati\ e Infantry, had turned out with their officers, n ho had perfect 
control over them, inasmuch ns they pei*suadcd them not to touch their 
arms till Colonel Finnis had leasoncd vith the mutineers, in doing which 
lie was, I regret to '^ay, shot dead. After vhich act, the 20th Regiment, 
Natne Infantr}’’ fired into the 11th Regiment, Native Infan tiy, who 
then desired their officers to leave them, and appaiently joined the 
mutineers The 3id Regiment, Light Caialry, at the commencement 
mounted a party and galloped down to the jail to rescue the 85 men of 
the corps who ^^ere sentenced by the Native General Court-martial, in 
which they succeeded, and at the same time liberated all the other 
prisoners, about 1,200 in numbei The mutineers then fired nearly 
all the bungalows in real of the centre lines south of the nullah, mclud- 
ing Mr. Greathed’s, the Commissioner’s, and mine, together with the 
Government cattle-yard and commissariat officer’s house and office In 
this they were assisted by the population of the bazaar, the city, and 
the neighbouring villages Eveiy European man, woman, and child 
fallen in with was ruthlessly murdered Amongst those who are known 
io have fallen are — Colonel Emms, 11th Regiment, Native Infantry j 
Captain Taylor and Captain Macdonald, 20th Regiment, Native In- 
fantry, together with the wife and two children of the latter ; Comet 
Macnabb, Veterinary-Surgeons Phillips and Dawson, together with the 
wife of the latter. The above particulars I have learnt from different 
parties 

2 As soon as the alarm was given, the Artillery, Carabineers, and 
60th Rifles were got under arms, but by the time we reached the Native 
infantry parade ground it was too dark to act with efficiency in that direc- 
tion, consequently the troops were retiied to the noith of the nullah, so 
as to cover the barracks and officers’ lines of the Artillery, Carabmeers, 
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nnd 60 th Biflee, which were with the exception of one honre, prasmcd, 
though the insoigente for I behove the mutineere had at that turn 
retired by the Ahgarh and Delhi roads, burnt the vacant Sappen nnd 
Miners hues. At break of day the force was divided — one-half left on 
gunrd, and the other taken to reconnoitre and patrol the Native hnca 
Tbe guard from the 20th Begimont^Native Infantry at the Pension Pay 
Office ftnd Cantoiunent Magistrate b remained at their posts FivoNative 
officers and some twenty men of the 11th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
remained with their offlcera, also oboat fifty men of the 3rd Regiment 
Xiight Oavaliy who came on with their respective troop officers, \Thom 
they had aided and preserved. I am Jed to think the outbreak was not 
premeditated but the reaoJt of a nimoar that a party was parading to 
seise their arms, which was strengthened by the ihct of the 60th Rifics 
parading for evemny charch service. Efficient measures aro boing taken 
to Booare the treasore ammonition and barracks, and to placo tho 
femalea and European mhabitaots m the greatest secanty attainable. 

8 Nearly the whole of the cantonment and nllnh pohco bare 
deserted. 

4, The electno wore having been destroyed, it was impossible to 
oommunicate the state of things except by express, which was done 
to Delhi and tTmballa. 

6 His Excellency will bo kept daily infonned of tho state of 
things, and a more detailed report will bo furnished as soon as orctini* 
stances permit commanding officers to furnish tho necessary reports

On the evening of the 10th, the 20th and 11th Eegiments, Native 
Infantr}’’, with 3rd Eegiment, Light Cavalry, broke into open mutinj’-, 
shot down the officers who were on parade, liberated all the prisoners, 
1,200 in number, fired cantonments south of the nullah as well as part 
of the civil lines, and joined by the inhabitants of the city and canton- 
ments, bazaars and neighbouiing villages, pillaged houses, murdered 
every European man, woman, and child Avho fell mto their hands. The 
mutineers were driven out of the station, and the European artillery, 
dragoons, and infantry defended the barracks On the 11th, the garrison 
of Delhi joined with the mutineers, burning that station and murdering 
all the officers who were in their power. There are about fifty oE the 
3rd Eegiment, Light Cavalry, who remained with their officers, and 
about one hundred and thirty of the 11th Eegiment, Native Infantry. 
Every night all the European troops are under arms to prevent the 
barracks being attacked and burnt by the populace. The loss of 
life at Meerut amounts to about forty, including Colonel Finnis, 
Captains Taylor, Macdonald, Henderson, Lieutenant Pattle Macnabb, 
Vetermary-Surgeons Phillips and Dawson. The casualties at Delhi ar© 
not yet known. The women and stores at Meerut are safe in the 
Artillery School of Instruction, which is being fortified to enable psu’t of 
the garrison to join in the combined movement on Delhi when the 
Commander-in-Chiefs arrangements are completed.

as many of them as could mount a hoise, the remainder (dismounted) 
as well as tlie aifcillery recruits being left to piotect the baiiacks aud 
the Euiopeau lines 

5 Ouainvingneai the Native infantiy lines, the tioops weie de- 
ploj ed into line, and the brigade swept down the whole of the lines fiom 
light to left without finding a single sepoy eithei in the hues oi then 
parades, they had all vanished, but in what diiection we had no means 
of asceitaming, it bemg quite dark at the time, the moon not using- 
until nearly nine o’clock On arriving at the extieme left of the infantiy 
hues, near the cavahy lines, a few cavahy sowais weie seen apparently 
coming fiom the diiection of the Sadi Bazai , these weie fiied at by 
the 60th Rifles, and went off thiough a wood in real of their own hues , 
the guns weie unhmbered and a few rounds of giape fired through 
the wood, but the giound being heie much bioken and cut uj? vith 
diains, the arbilleiy could not advance fmthei in the daik, aud I 
requested Majoi-General Hewitt’s oideis as to what he would fuithci 
'ttibh done At the same time I gave mj" opinion that fiom the hubbub 
and noise piocecdmg horn the Sadi and cit}’’, the sepoj^s had moved 
louud in the diiection of the Euiopcan portion of the cantonment (this 
was mj" film conviction at the time), and lecommendcd that the biigade 
sliould maich back foi its protection, it being so weakly guaidcd. 
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6 Major General Hewitt agreeing with me in thu opimon the hn 
gnde was marched hact paat the Sadr and the hlaimg bimgalowB, 
hut no armed men were seen onij a few nnarmed plandereni, the rat 
haring ranished on the approach of the bngada Strong picqnela were 
placed at the seremlhndgea over the nullah which divides the European 
from the mfantry hnea and Sadr Barar and the rest of the troops 
hivonacked for the night It was not until the next momiag I learnt 
the matineere had made for Delhi 

T With reference to your second paragraph I would bog to refer to 
the Regulations of the Bengal Army Setbon XVIT which will show 
what little authority over the troops is given to the brigadier command 
iDg a station which la the head-qaarters of a division and that I could 
not exercise any disbnct command the Major General being present on

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CHAPTER III 

DELHI 

Fiom Major 1\ E S Abbott, Comtuandtitg the Vdlh Fcgimcnt, Native Infantry, 
to Major J. 'WATEuriELD, Assistant Aitjutant-Gcno at, Meei lit Division,— 
dated Meerut, 13th May 1837 

As the senior surviving officer of the Delhi Brigade, I have the 
honor to report, for the infoiniation of the Major-General Commanding 
the Meerut Division, the following ciicumstances connected with the 
massacre at Delhn 

On Monday morning, the lltli instant, the city of Delhi was entered 
hy a party of the 3rd Regiment, Light Cavalry, who possessed themselves 
of the bridge of boats This party proceeded towards cantonments, but 
were met by a wmg of the 54th Regiment, Native Infantry, under the 
command of Colonel Ripley , but neither this detachment nor the guard 
of the 38th Regiment, Light Infantry, on duty at the Cashmere Gate, 
fired on the attacking party. The 64th Regiment, Native Infantry, 
excused themselves on the score of not being loaded. During the 
hesitation, or more properly speaking the direct refusal of the 38th Regi- 
ment, Native lu&ntry, men to open fire, and the interval taken up by 
the men of the 54th Regiment, Native Infantry in loadmg, five oflScers 
of the 54th Regiment, Native Infantry, fell, mz , Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ripley, mortally wounded , Captain Smith, killed , Captain Burrowes, 
killed, Lieutenant Edwards, killed, Lieutenant Waterfield, killed; 
Lieutenant Butler, wounded. 

To explain the nature of the 38th Regiment, Native Infantry, men 
refusing to fire, I beg to state that Captain Wallace, 74th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, the field officer of the week, took command of the mam 
guard and distmctly ordered the men of the guard to wheel up and fire ; 
they would neither wheel up nor fire, but met the orders of Captain 
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Wallace mth iDsnltm^ sncera. Ko oiged them bj oreiy mcnns m Jiia 
poTver but to no purpose , ifc was during this tune the officers were shot 
down bj the insurgents. These people seeing the state of nOaire, wcro 
entenng the Cashmere Gate of the city when providentially the guns 
under the command of Lieutenant Wilson amved, which had the effect 
of causing them to retreat into the city About this time Jlnjor 
Paterson having taken command of the detachment on the spot dircctcil 
Captain Wallace to proceed to cantonments to bring down the '?4th 
Regiment, Natave Infantiy with two more guns. 

About eleven o clock I heard that the men of the 54th Regiment, 
Native Infantry had refosod to act and that thoir officers wore 
being murdered. I instantly rode off to the bncs of my regiment, 
and got os many men as there were in the linos together I fully 
explained to them that it was o timo to show thomsolvcs honest, nnd 
that, as I intended to go down to tho Coshmoro Gate of tho city I 
required good honest men to follow me nnd called for volunteers. Evcfiy 
man present stopped to the ffont^ond being ordorod to load they oboyod 
promptly and marched down m a ^inted mormor On ninval nt tho 
Cnshmore Gate wo took posseaaion of tho posts drawn up in readiness 
to receive any attack that might bo made. Up to 8 riL no cnomy 
appeared nor could we during that period got any infonnotion of tho 
msurgenta. Suddenly wo hoard the report of heavy gnna, and shortly 
afterwards a violent explosion ODDOuncod the blowiDg up of tho magatiuo 
in tho city This was done by Lientonant Willoughby who socing nil 


hope of keeping the magaswegono adopted this last rosourco by which 
gallant act an immense numbor of tho insurgents who had cfrcctod 
an entrance into the rangRXino by acabng ladders brought from tho 
palace were killed Lioutonanfc Willoughby estimated tho nombor 
killed to be httio short of a thoosand men I iroraediatcly sent round 
a company under Captain Gordon but notbmg could bo done Cnplnin 
Gordon told me bo thought tho moo hesitated but I could not roe this. 
About this tune I received an order to send back two guns to cnnlon 
monte and shortly oftcrmirds another order to talc w} ixgimontmto 
cantonmonts. This order I was on the point of enromg out vrhwi 
iinjor PntetBOn told mo tbnt if I (lid ho would nbandon tho iw* "n'> 
onttwitod mo not to go. Ho was oappdrtcd by tho civil oHlccr i> dcpulr 
collector who hm! charge of tho iroosuiy, who omd ho bad no coiM two 
in the 64th Regiment Native InCiplrr mon who were on gnanl at ho 
treiwtiiT jHthoiigh I atrongl/ ohjcclod to this fact of a. it w. re t iv 
oboping onion, vet o-s tho tlcpnlj collector hcggfd for a >' < ‘ 
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a qnaitei of an hoiu, I acceded to Ins lequesfc When the quaiter of an 
houi was np, I made pieparations foi leaving the main gnaid, and Avas 
about to maich out, Avhen the two guns I had spnt back to cantonments 
undci 2nd-Lieutenant Aislabie letuined to the mam guaid with some 
men of the 3Sth Regiment, Light Infantiy I enquired why they had 
come back, and ivas told in lejily by the drivers that the gunners had 
deserted the guns, therefore the}^ could not go on. I enquired if any 
filing had taken place in cantonments Mj’- oideil}’’ replied he had heard 
several shots, and said — “Sir, let us go up to cantonments immediately ” 
I then ordered the men to foim sections A jemadar said — “ I^evei mind 
sections, pray go on, sir ” Mj’- orderlj'-liavildar then came up to me, and 
said — "Piaj’’, sii, foi God’s sake, leave this place , piaj’- be quick. I 
thought this referred to going up to the relief of cantonments, and 
accoidingl}^ gave the oidei to march I had scarcel}’’ got a hundred 
paces bejond the gate when I heard a brisk firing in the mam guard. 
I said — “ What is that ? ” Some of the men replied, “ The 3Sth 
Regiment, Native Infantijq men aio shooting the European officers ” 
I then oidered the men with me, about a hundred, to return to 
then assistance The men said — “Sir, it is useless, they are all 
killed bj’- this time, and we shall not save any one We have saved 
you, and aie happy , Ave aauII not allow 3 ’' 0 u to go back and be muidered.” 
The men foiined lound me and huiiied me along the road on foot, 
back to cantonments, to oui quaitei -guaid I waited heie foi some 
time, and sent up to the saluting tower to make enquiiies as to 
what was going on, and where the Biigadiei Avas, but got no reply The 
sun was setting and the evenmg advancmg when my attention was 
diiected to some carnages going up the Kuinaul load, and lecognised 
two 01 thiee carriages belonging to the ofiGceis of my regiment, mcludmg 
my own I asked Avhat could be the meaning of the carnages gomg that 
way The men of my legiment at the quarter-guard rephed — “ Sir, they 
are leaving the cantonment , pray follow their example We have 
protected you so far , it aviU be irajiossible for us to do so much longer 
Pray fly foi youi hfe ” I yielded to then wishes, and told them — “ Veiy 
well, I am off to Meerut , brmg the colors, and let me see as many of 
you at Meerut as aie not inchned to become traitors” I then got up 
behind Captain Hawkey on his horse, and lode to the guns which were 
also proceeding in the direction the carnages had taken, and so rode on 
on one of the waggons for about foui miles, when the drivers refused to 
go any further, because, thej" said — “We have left our famihes behind, and 
theie are no aitilleiymen to serve the guns’^ All I could do I could

part of the magarine in that neigbboiubood. Aftei all these guns and 
how itrers had been placed in the several positions above named, they 
wore loaded with double charges of giape The next step taken was to 
place arms in the hands of the ISlative establishment, which they most 
reluctontly received, and appealed to be in a state not only of excite- 
ment but also of insuboidmation, as they refused to obey any oidcrs 
issued by the Europeans, paiticulaxly the Rlussulman portion of the 
establishment. After the above airangements had been made, a tiam 
was laid by Conductors Buckley and Scully and Seigcant Stewart, ready 
to be filed by a pieconcerted signal, wdiicli was that of Oonductoi 
Buckley raising his hat from his liead, on the ordei being given by 
Lieutenant Willoughby The tram was filed by Conductoi Scully, but 
not until such time as the last round from the howitzers had been filed. 
So soon as the above arrangements had been made, guards fiom th^ 
t pakice came and demanded the possession of the magazine m the 
name of the King of Delhi, to which no leply was given. 

Immediately after this, the snbadar of the guaid on duty at the 
magazine infoimed Lieutenant Willoughby mid me that the Kmg of 
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Delhi had sent down word to the mntineera that ho would without 
delay send Bcoheg laddera from the palace for the pnrporo of ecalmg 
the WflUs , and which shortly after arrived. On the ladders being 
erected against tha-wall the whole of oar Native establishment deserted 
ti8 by climbing up the sloped sheds on the insido of the magajine and 
descending the ladders on the ontaide after which the enemy appeared 


in great number on the top of the walls and on whom we kept np 
an inceesant fire of grape every round of which told well os long ns a 
single roand re main ed. Previous to the Natives deserting ns, they 
hid the priming pouches and one man in porticnlar Kurreem Bufcsh, a 
durvan appeared to keep up a constant communication with the 
enemy on the outside, and keep them informed of our sitoation 
liieutenant Willoughby was so annoyed at this mans conduct, that 
he gave me an order to shoot him should he ngnin approach the

Lientenant Raynor with the other Europeans, did ovcrything that 
possibly could be done for the defence of the Tnagnxino, and where all 
have behaved so bravely it is almost impossible for mo to point oat any 
particular individuoL However I am in doty bound to bring to the 
notice of Qovemmont the gallantry of Conductors Backley and Scully 
tin this trying occasion The former assisted only by myself loaded 
and fired in rapid succession the several guns above detailed firing at 
least four rounds from each gun and with tho samo stcndiDCss as if 
standing on parade, although tho enemy were then some hundreds m 
hnmbor and kept up a coutinual firo ofmaskotry on us within fort) or 
fifty yards After finog the last round Conductor Buckley rccoirctl a 
innskot-ball m his arm abovo tho elbow which has sinco boon extract 
od hero , I, at tho same time was struck in tho left hand by two 
musket balls, which disabled mo for tho time.

I wish to place you in possession of what has been done and is

The force from Umballa consists of the 9th Lancers, one squadron 
of the 4th Lancei*s, Her ^Majesty’s 75th Foot, 1st European Regiment, 2nd 
European Regiment, GOth Native Infantry', two troops of Horse Artillery. 

They are formed into- two small brigades. Brigadier Halifax com- 
mands the 1st, composed of two squadrons Lancers, Hei Majesty’s 75th 
Foot, 1st Europeans, 2nd Troop, 3rd Brigade, Horse Artillery, six guns. ' 

Bngadiei Jones w ill command the 2nd Brigade, — 2nd Euiopeans, 
COth Native Infantr}’’, tw'o squadrons, 9th Lancers, one squadron, 4th 
Lancers, 3id Tioop, 3rd Brigade, Horse Artillery, six guns 

Four companies, 1st Fusiliers, one squadion of 9th Lancers, two 
guns. Horse Artilleiy, were moved to Karndl on the 17th and arrived 
on the 20th. 

Six companies of 1st Fusiliers followed on the 2 1st. 

Her Majesty’s 75th Foot and GOth Regiment, Native Infantry,

Acquainted tho Chief Commis-tioner in 
answer to hw mewago recommonding n more on Meerut first liorinj 
proceeding to Delhi that my nitontion is to move direct to Delhi by 
tho road which will save the UmbalU force enwbing the Jumna and 
eavc fonr marches. 
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Hoard that the legimeiit at Aligaih had mutinied and gone 
to Delhi. Heard from the Chief Commissioner, Punjab, I think 
it advisable, as pioposcd, that a Native regiment should go with 
the foice to Delhi , also that it will be light to have a siege-train 
following. 

Oidcied all the families and women to go u}! to Kasauli, will 
piobably bo able to got a gieat many off m two days. Chief Commis- 
siouei thinks this foicc should go to Meciut I am not of that opmion 
foi the loasons above stated, and fiom its being most dcsiiable at this 
time of the year to save aii}^ exbia marching Majoi-Geneial Hewitt has 
sufficient force for his own protection and to punish the inhabitants of

Six companies, 1st Europeans, and squadron of 9th Lancers 
to march to-night towards Kuinaul Cholem reported in the 9bh Lancers 
Received message from Lieu tcnant-Goiei nor, infoiming me that Euro- 
pean tioopsaie coming from Madias, Bombay, and Ceylon, and hopmg no 
time will be lost m recovering Delhi Received message from Governor-

made by a strong Bntish foice Received message horn Brigadier Graves 
informing me that the Lall Piitaub Magazine at Delhi had escaped 
destruction, that the small arras had been distributed and the guns 
mounted on the gates and on the walls.

severe sickness and fatigue to accompany the troops, and in no way 
interfered with the arrangements of Sir Henry Barnard, who was at- 
tended in the field by the head-quaiters staff. 

6. Major-General Reed desires to express his deep regret at the 
loss of the Adjutant-General of the Array, Colonel C Chester, who was 
killed by a cannon shot in the first advance on the enemy’s heavy 
battery at Badli-ki-Serai. The loss of this officer at the present 
juncture is deeply deplored by the Commander of the Forces. 

6. Smee the arrival of the troops at Delhi, several affaiis have 
taken place, in all of which the troops engaged have greatly distin- 
guished themselves The most important of these occurred yesterday 
morning when our position was attacked in great force and the enemy 
completely repulsed with much loss. Sir Henry Barnard’s report of 
this action is enclosed, 

7, The Guide Corps under Captain Daly arrived on the morning 
of the 9th instant, having marched &om Mardan m Eusufeai, a distance 
of 580 miles, in twenty-two days. 

8 The engineer and artillery portions of the force have been 
actively employed in thiowing up batteries and in maintaining a fire 
on the city. The mubmeers have mounted a veiy formidable aitillery, 
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and their practice is excellent and usually well sustomed, bat the 
Major General tmato ore long we shall he enabled to strihe a decisivo 
blow at the place

I have the honor to report for fcho information of Major General 
Sir Henry Barnard Commanding the TJrabolla Force, that ns reported 
in my hnof despatch of last nigbt, my adronco picquots wore driven 
in at about four o cloch yestorday nllomoon and that I was nttaclod 
by o largo force of tho mutinoerp accompaniod by henry guns from 
Delhi. 

I immodintoly sent off a company of Her Majesty s COth Boynl Biflcs 
with another m sapport, to hold tho iron bndgo which is the key of 
my position and I dotachod tho four guns of Major Tombs troop 
supported by a squadron of Corabinoars to tho right, along tho bank of 
tho Hindun Bivor 

Tho insurgents opened upon these ndrancod parties with heavy 
guns. I ordered two more companies of tho 00th llogimont to support 
theiradvanco and brought up four guns of Major Scott s battery, the 
Sappers and a troop of Carabincors to thoir support leaving two guns 
and a troop of Cambinecrs to protect tho camp 

Tho first few rounds from Iho insurgents^ guns wero admirably 
mmod plunging through our camp, but they woro ably rcjdjcd toby our 
two IS-poundore m position under Lieutenant Light and Major lombs 
troop, most admirably led bj Lieutenant-Colonol M. hlockonco who 
raking them in flank with his C pounders flrst made their firo unstoody, 
and in a short time siloncod these hcavj guns. 

On remarking the unstoadmeas of tbcir tiro I ordered LiculcnanU 
Colonel Jonos to ndranco his nflos and attack. TIus was dono in a 
most spirited manner They drove tho cnomj from tho guns, but in 
tho act of taking pcwsossion of two hoaij pieces on tho causowny rloHO 
to the toll house I regret to say tlwt Captain Andrews and four of hn* 
men wero blown up 1>\ tho explosion of an nmmuDitnm waggon fired 
ly ouc of llio muljuccrs. 
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The insurgents were now in full retreat, leaving in our hands 
ordnance ammunition and stores, as detailed m the accompanymg 
statement. They were followed for a considerable distance on the Delhi 
road by Lieutenant-C5olonelCustance,CommandmgtheCarabmeers with 
the Force. 

Where all behaved so well, and showed such gallant conduct, it is 
almost mvidious to particularise , but I wish to brmg to Major-Gene- 
ral Sir Henry Barnard’s notice, and through him to the Commander of the 
Forces, Lieutenant-Colonel Macken 2 ae, 1st Bngade, Horse Artillery, who 
so ably led, Major Tombs, who so gallantly fought, the 2nd troop of 
that bngade (the latter had his horse shot under him) , Lieutenant- 
Colonel Custance, Commandmg the Carabmeers , Lieutenant-Colonel 
J ones, who so gallantly led the 60th Boyal Rifles , and Major Scott, who 
ably supported that regiment. 

I beg to enclose' the reports I have received from oflBcers com- 
mandmg detachments, with a return of killed and wounded, and of 
the captured ordnance and ammumtion. 

Mr Greathed, the Commissionei, attended on me dmang the whole 
of the action. From this gentleman, and from my own personal staff— 
Captam Johnson, Staff Officer of the Force, Captam O Hamilton, 
Officiatmg Deputy Assistant Quartermaster-General , Captam Russell, 
of the 54th, and Lieutenant Barchard, of the 20th Regiment, Native 
Infantry, my oiderly officers , Lieutenant Waterfield, of the Commis- 
sariat Department, — I received every assistance. 

The casualties may not be considered great under the advantages 
we have gamed, but with my small force I cannot afford to lose men. 
I have applied to Majoi -General Hewitt, Commandmg the Meerut Divi- 
sion, for a remforcement, as I consider my present force much too small 
for the position I am placed m, liable to constant attacks from Delhi. 
Parties of horse have been seen from that quarter reconnoitrmg my 
position all the mommg, and it is very harassmg to the men to be kept 
so constantly on the alert.

Nuggur, the 1st June 1857). 

In contmuation of my demi-official express of last mght’s date, I 
have the honor to report for the information of Major-General Sir Henry 
Barnard, and through him, of the Commander of the Forces, that the 
insurgents attacked me again yesterday afternoon at about one o’clock, 
in force. 

They took up a position extendmg fully a mile, on the high ridge 
on the opposite side of the Hindun, about a mde from my advanced 
picquet in front of the bridge, and commenced a fire with their guns 
from this long distance. 

The guns of the horse artillery, supported by a squadron of 
Carabmeers, immediately moved forward to reply to their fire, and the 
two 18-pounders under Lieutenant Light moved to the bank of the 
river for the same purpose The Rifles, leavmg one company m camp, 
moved forward to the support of the picquet at the bridge, supported 
by two guns of Major Scott’s battery and a troop of Caiabmeers 

Perceiving that the horse artillery was exposed to a very heavy 
file, I advanced two more guns of Major Scott’s battery under Lieute- 
nant Davidson to support them. 

For nearly two hours the action was one of artillery chiefly. 

The rifles clearing the village on the left of the toll bar, and the fire 
of the enemy’s guns slackening, I ordered a general advance, the insur- 
gents letnmg continumg then fire, until we diove them from their posi- 
tion and crowned the ndge from which we could see them m full re- 
treat to Delhi 

My men were so knocked up by the heat of the sun, by which 
many officers and men were struck down, that I could not follow them 
fuither, as I wished. I therefore withdrew the foice into camp, after 
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having first bnrat a village on onr right flank from which the insorgenla 
had given us much annoyance. 

All the force performed their dnty well and to my satia&cbon, 
and m nddibon to those oflBcere whom I brought to notice m my des- 
patch of yesterdaj detailing tho action of the SOth I wish to report 
fiivorably of Lieutenant Elliot of the Artillery who enpportod tho Rifles 
with two gtmfl of Major Scott s battery in the most steady and deter 
mmed manner Lieutenant Light also did admirable eomco with his 
18-pounders. Tho Sappers and Miners under Lieutenant UannsoU 
whom I brought np m support of Lieutenant Elliots guns, performed 
most efficient servico, 

I have to regret the loss of Lieutenant Perkins, of tho Horse Artil 
leiy an invaluable officer and a great loss to mo 

I bog to enc l ose reports from tho oommonding officers, and n re- 
turn of killed and wounded. 

I regret to say that the msnrgents were enabled tocanyofTaU thoir 
gnns^ which appeared to me to consist of two heavy pieces on tho Delhi 
road and five light guns,mo3t probably tho remmnsof Captain doToissicrs 
battery One of their ammunition waggons only was destroyed

The forces under my command marched horn Ahpur at lAsr. 
this moinmg, and on reachmg Badh-ki-Serai, found the enemy 
strongly posted in an entrenched position, which I have the satisfaction 
to mform you was cairied after an engagement of about thiee-quarters 
of an houi, and proceeded to take up our present position, which we found 
"to be over disputed ground the whole way, and finally m a well defend- 
ed line of defence from the signal tower to Hmdu Rao’s house Our 
-troops behaved with the greatest gallantry and persevermg endurance, 
and aftei facmg a very determmed resistance, drove the enemy within 
ihe walls of Delhi all this was accomplished by nine o’clock in the 
mommg Our loss has been comparatively tnflmg, only one oflScer bemg 
killed , but I regret to say that that officer is Colonel Chester, Adjutant- 
General of the Army, who was esteemed by all for every qualification 
"that can adorn the soldier I have not been able to ascertain the paiti- 
culars of our loss, or our capture of guns, but I fear I cannot estimate 
the foimer under forty to fifty killed, the number of guns taken to be 
nbout sixteen or eighteen I do not m this humed despatch attempt tp 
recommend any one, but I cannot pass ovei the assjstance I received 
fiom Brigadier Wilson, whose cool judgment entitles him to an equal 
shaie of any merit that may be given to the officer in command From 
the brigadier and staff of the army attached to me from the divi- 
sional staff I received every support, and from my personal staff. Captain 
Barnard and Lieutenant Tm-nbull, the most darmg devotion. The 
conduct of the Giukha battalion, the Sappers, and othei Native 
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troopa emplojed, wns most praiaewortliy, they vied vnth thoirEaro- 
pean comrades m forward daring The troops of the Natiro contm 
gents did equally good service including those of the Jhmd lUjoh , 
and I cannot close this without qwial mention of many gentlemen 
attached to the army m civil capacities who not only accompanied us 
into the field, but did eveiy service the extended nature of our pos 
tion rendered prominent, in keeping np mutual oommunicotions. 

I hope to send you a fuller detail to-morrow Our siego-tnun is 
np and I hope to open on the town without a moment s delay 

PM — I find the captured guns amount to twenty fnr^ and I dcsiro 
to add to this, in justice to myself special notice of tho assistance I 
received from Colonel Congreve, Acting At^ntant-Qenoml of Hcrllajcs* 
ty s Forces in India Colonel Socher Qoartennastor General of tho

of tho enemy 8 position so soon ns ho heard the action commence 
with a now of talcing tho cnomy in /lank. Tho lat Bngadc umltr 
Brigadier Showers, was to act on tho right side of the mam Trunk 
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Road, along wliicli the column "was to advance, and the 2nd Bngade, 
imder Biigadiei Giaves, was to take the left ; the heavy guns were to 
reraam in position on the road , the lest of the aitillery to act on either 
side As soon as our advance picquet met the enemy, these biigades de^ 
ployed, leavmg the main load clear ; the enemy soon opened a very 
heavy fire upon us, and findmg that our hght field pieces did not 
silence their battery, and that we were losmg men fast, I called upon the 
7oth Regiment to make a dashing charge, and take the place at the 
point of the baj^onet. This seivice was done with the most heroic 
gallantry, and to Lieutenant-Colonel Herbert and every officer, non- 
commissioned officer, and man of the 75th Regiment my thanlcs are 
most especially due. The 1st Europeans supported the attack, and on the 
2nd Bi igade coming up, and threatenmg their light, and Bngadier Giant 
showmg the head of his column and guns on them left rear, the enemy 
abandoned the position entuely, leavmg them guns on the ground. The 
ac tion lasted nearlj’- one hour, and I regret to say cost many valuable lives 
Although the men were much exhausted, I determmed to push on 
under the impix3ssion that, if I halted, similai difficulty might be oppos- 
ed to me the following day m gaming the requisite position, and on the 
road sepamting, it became dcbmable to act m two columns, sendmg one 
along the mam Trunk Road, and takmg the other to the left, thiough 
the cantonments To Biigadiei Wilson, supported by Brigadier Showers’ 
bngade, I confided the conduct of this column, which had to fight its 
way through gardens with high walls, and other obstacles the whole 
way, and takmg the 2nd Bngade -rtUth Bngadier Graves with myself, I 
proceeded to the left I soon found that the enemy had posted himself 
strongly on the ridge over the cantonment, with guns m position, and 
under the range of which we soon found ourselves, upon which 
I determmed on a rapid flank movement to the left, m the hope of 
gammg the ndge under cover of the cantonments, and takmg the posi- 
tion m flank. This was happily successful , the enemy got then guns 
hastily mto a position to meet me, and Bngadier Graves’ bngade, con- 
sisting of the 60th Rifles, under Lieutenant-Colonel Jones, supported 
by the 2nd Emopeans, undei Captam Boyd, advanced gallantly, sup-

Foriihe information of the Major-General Commandmg the Forces, 
I have the honor to report that about five o’clock yesterday everung, the 
mutmeers, about five hundred strong, wuth two hght guns and a party of’ 
cavahy, came out of the Ajmeie Gate, with the mtention apparently of 
turning our right flank and threatemng our rear I immediately pro- 
ceeded out with two guns of Major Scott’s batteiy, seven compames ofi 
the Sirmoor Battahon, two companies of the ,60th Rifles, and a hundred 
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and fifty of the Qtiidea. The latter I threw out in atinruahing onlcr, 
with directaonB to encourage the enemy to approach* The Rifles I cx 
tended on my left flank, guna m the centre with Qurkhaa in Imn on my 
right About six o clock the mntmeers approached m force. The gtina 
they had with them opened with grape on the right line of shnmahers. 
I then threw out another company of my own regiment m skirmiahing 
order m contmuabon of the firat line. They advanced steadily with 
orders to spore ammonifaon as much as possible. Whilst the Gurkhas 
were advancing the mutineers called out to them saying they would not 
fire ns they (the mutineers) wished to speak to them. Others called out 
We expect the Gurkhas to jom us , we won t fire ” The Gurkhas ro 
plied " Oh yes we are now coming to jom jtiu Thoy clooed npon thoir 
centre and went up withm twenty paces of the motmocrs when thoy 
gave a well directed volley killing between twenty and thirty and 
followed them up until fired on by the battenes of tho Ajraero Oata 

Major Scotts guns opened with grape and apparently with good 
effect on tho in fan try and cavalry which were seen retreating towards 
tho Ajmore Gate. About 7 80 pol the mutineers retreated on which 
I withdraw

I enclose a duplicate copy of the Gener.ars first despatch, of which 
the original ^Yas forwarded by post on the Sth. I trusted the road wag 
open, but as tho mails have not come from Agra, I fear they maj’- not 
have reached )ou. The men were too fatigued to do anjdhing more 
than hold their position on the Sth. The enemy tunied out about 5 km 
and made an attack on the position, which was easily repulsed Dunng 
the night of the Sth, we got two heavy guns into position, which played 
on the Moree and Cashmere Bastions , their heavy guns (2 1-pounders) 
throw over the ridge, and molest tho front of our camp Yesterday, the 
9th, a second attack in force was made upon the position, and repulsed 
after a heav}' fire. 

Tho Guides had arrived in tho morning, after an extraordinary march 
of 7o0 miles in tacntj'-cight da}s; they were hotly engaged, and Quintin 
Battyo taking advantage of an opportunity made a brilliant charge 
upon a cavalr}’’ party, but alas i receiving a w'ound, which I fear wull cost 
him his lifo , he w^as not expected to survive the day, yesterday, but I 
am glad to hear he is a little better to-day. I hope to get down to see 
him shortly, but these are busy times. Brigadier Wilson is much indis- 
posed to commence any attack until the fire of the batteries we are now 
opposing aie silenced I hope other councils may shortly prevail. 
Dunlop has just come in, and leaves for Meeiut very shortly. We do 
not get very complete mformation from Delhi People do not observe 
with the accuracy which is lequisite The accounts of the tempei of the 
rebels are very various ; in fact, they seem to waver every hour A 
thousand Pathans are said to have made a religious war of it, and joined 
in earnest. General Eeed takes no part in the operations Sir Henry 
Barnard receives valuable assistance fiom Brigadier Wilson I am 
anxious to hear of you, and I trust all is well. 


Demi-official from W H. Gbeathed, Esq., to the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Iforth-Westem Di evinces, — dated Delhi Cantonment, 10th June 1857. 

The power of resistance afforded to the mutineers by the possession 
of the magazine had not perhaps been sufficiently reckoned upon, and 
their guns were seived with considerable precision They will to-day 
feel the weight of our heavy pieces, and shells and rockets will be thrown 
into the city, and the breaching batteries will now be pushed forward. 
The defeats cannot be said to have caused any sensible discouragement 
among them, and the news of the defection of other regiments must check 
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desertion firom the force nuadotbe walls They may perhaps deter these 
fresh mutineers firom embarking m this mege, and the Bareilly regiments 
are said to be between this and Meerut, awaiting events. 

I have not heard from them smce the 7th. I had a civil verbal mos 
sage from the Ballubgnrh Eajah yesterday bronghfc by one of hu officers. 

I requested the Rajah m reply to look after hu oivn conntry and 
to intercept fugifavca. The presence of any of hu people would only 
be embarrasaing 

The Qmdea arrived yesterday , they were engaged m repelling a 
sortie and I regret to say Qmntm Battye was badly wounded. Dunlop 
posted down. He will take charge of Meerut as soon as he can. Ho 
amved m camp to-day , he heard of the disturbances up m the snow 
The accounts from Dehra and Cashmere are satiafootory and Moruf 
femuggur is in somewhat of an unproved state Meerut will suffer 
from the presence of the Bareilly matineers. > 

I have heard nothing from Bolnndshnhur or Aligarh since my 
brother come up We are well off for supplies, but must think of tlie

The Isfc 
Bengal Eurojican Fusil leis -weie sent against them undei the command of 
JMaioi Jacob, and succeeded most gallantly in not only diivmg the enemy 
back, blit pursued them, skiimishing all thiongh the thicklj^’-'wcoded 
gaidens of the Subzee Mnndee It nas about 7-30 A M. when the tioops

My thanks aro duo to Bngadier Grant who on thL« as on nil 
occasions evinces tho highest qualifications for a cavnli^ officer 

Our loss I regret to sar was severe , but taking the great supc 
nonty of tho enemy in number into consideration, I am only thankful it 
tihould not hare been greater

On the afternoon of the 19th Distant infoimation "was bioiight in 
that the camp ^Yas to he attacked in the leai. 

The safety of the camp being midei my dii ection, I immediately 
proceeded with a squadron of Hci Majesty’s 9th Lanceis, two guns of 
Major Scott’s, two of Captarn kloney’s, and two of Major Turner’s, 
under command of Lieutenant Bishop, to prevent the near approach of 
the enemy to our camp When this force got to the right of the 
Ocliteilony gardens, a heavj’' ftic of artilleij’- was opened upon it, to 
which oui guns leplicd. The troops from camp now began to arrive, 
and the action became general. 

The enemy had taken up a positron about half a mile in rear of the 
Ochteilony gardens, and from thence opened a veij’" severe fire of 
lound shot, grape, and canister I advanced our guns light up to them, 
and our artillery replied to then fire with the greatest spiiit 

As long as it was light, we succeeded m diivmg the rebels back , 
but m the dusk of the evening, the enemy, who were in great numbers, 
very nearly succeeded m tuimng oui flank, and for some time two guns 
■vNcie in great jeopardy 

It now became very dark , but I succeeded, with Lieutenant Maitm 
of the 9th Lancei-s, m getting a few men together, and we charged mto 
the enemy. The guns I am happy to say were saved , but a wagon of 
Major Scott’s battery was blown up. 

I must not fail to mention the excellent conduct of a sowar of the 
4th Begiment, Irregular Cavalry, and two men of the 9th Lancers— 
Privates Thomas Hancock and John Purcell, — who, when my horse was 
shot down, lemamed by me throughout One of these men and the 
sowar offered me then horses, and I was dragged out by the sowar’s 
horse Private Hancock was seveiely wounded and Private Purcell’s 
horse was killed under him. The sowar’s name is Rooper Khan. 

Our file le-opened, and the enemy were driven back to the 
town 

On the left flank two squadrons of the 9 th Lancers tinder Colonel 
Tule, one troop of the CarabmSers undfer Lieutenant Bibs, and the 
Guide Coi-ps under Captarn Daly, proceeded m support of Major Tombs’ 
and Majoi Tuinei’s guns The former proceeded with the Guide Corps, 
the latter with the 9th Lancers m support to the left of the Ochteilony 
gardens, and both opened fiie. 
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A squadron of the 9 th Lancers mider Captain Anson, then charged 
down the road and the Srd squadron, under Lieutenant Jones, with 
Colonel Tule followed in enpporU Colonel Yule I regret to sar fell 
at this tune hanng received a shot m his 1«^ and was killed bj the 
enemj He is a severe loss to the 9th lancers. 

The Guide Corps under Captain Dal^ gnllantlv chai^gcd twice, and 
I regret to say this exo^ent officer was severely wounded in the 
shoulder but the enemy were beaten and retired to the town 

The folloivmg morning I was ordered by the ilajor General Com 
mending to take a force out on the same ground and dnvo the enemy 
away if any were still left. I proceeded, but found only a strong picquet 
of the enemy which was easily driven back, and wo cap tur e d a gun 
and two waggons whtdi they had loft the night previous. 

I beg to bnng to the immediate notice of JJajor Gonoral Sir Henry 
Barnard the names of tho officers who had command of guns and 
squadrons —Major Scott Captain Money and Lioutcnnnt Bishop com 
monded tho guns on the ng^t, and nothing could bo better than tho 
way in which they brought thoir guns forward and opened them on tho 
enemy fearless of danger also Captain Head who was on the right, and 
Captain Anson and Lieutenant Jones who commanded squadrons on 
tho left. Tho conduct of all boa been reported most Invombly to me 
Major Tamers and Major Tombs' names I presume will bo mentioned

On arrivmg at the junction of the roads from the city and canton- 
ments, it seemed ver}’- doubtful whethei the lebels would return by the 
light or left bank of the canal from Alipm*. I theiefoie sent on 
Lieutenant Roberts by the mam road to feel for the enemy, and Captam 
Hodson of the Guides, to the light bank of the canal. 

I found the enemy weie letiring by the Rhotuck load to Delhi, but 
spread all over the countiy. On crossing the canal, a consideiable body 
ivith guns were seen at a village about a mile horn the bridge, when I 
at once proceeded to attack them. After a few rounds from their guns, 
they carried them off in the direction of the city before we could get up 
to them, which they were enabled to do as they were on a road, whereas 
we had to advance over the open country, which was m many places a 
swamp, through which the guns and troops could only make their way 
with much difficulty. 

A number of the enemy were killed who had thrown themselves 
into the village on our front, the rest fled m every direction. The 
cavalry of the Guides followed them with the greatest spirit, and 
succeeded in cuttmg up some more of the enemy. It was useless to 
attempt any furthei pursuit, for the heat was gieat and the Euiopean 
soldiers exhausted, I therefore returned to the banks of the canal and 
allowed the men to rest under the shade of the trees. 

While I was brmgmg the mfantiy back, the artillery by some 
misconception returned to camp, 

Durmg the tune we were lestmg under the trees on the canal, the 
enemy had collected their forces, and commg up under cover of the 
canal, made an attack on the mfantry. We beat them back, and 
pursued them foi a considerable distance , but seemg that there was a 
huger foice collecting behmd them, I lyithdrew the mfantry and took

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np a position that commanded the hnd^ and os I orpected thej* irsro 
hnngmg np guns, I sent into camp for nrtiUery 

Before the guns amved, however the enemj" made a second nttacL 
afad were beaten beck with conHiderable loss.

Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council, that on the morning of the 
9 th instant, the right of our position was attacked by the mutineeis m 
great foice, with nine guns and cavalry m support. 

2 The usual reinforcements having been despatched to the 
picquets on the flanks (at Hmdii Rao’s house) , the troops which m the 
meantime had been held m leadmess were turned out on the irruption 
of some mutineer horse on oui right leai, estimated at horn 150 to 200 
m number, which had driven m a small picquet of the 9th Regiment, 
Irregular Cavahy, posted on that flank The umform of the mutmeeis 
bemg precisely similar to that of the 9th Regiment, Inegulai Cavahy, 
great confusion was cieated by the circumstance, and led to the idea after- 
wards that the portion of that coi-ps m camp had Inutmied A party of 
these sowais havmg penetrated to some guns piepanng to move out of 
camp, called upon the Native gunners to join them ; but they mstead, 
true to then allegiance, called out to Majoi Olpherts^ troop, which was 
imlimbered, to fire thiough them -at the insurgents. 

3 A party of foot artillery now advanced, led by Captam Fagan, who 
had been mifcmg m his tent close byand had only time to relmquish his 
pen for a tulwar, and supported by a company of 1st Fusiheis, drove one 
poition of the sowars out of camp, havmg killed some fifteen of them and 
the guns at the mound batteiy on oui light being brought lound to beai, 
opened on them In the meantime the lemaindei of the sowais on being 
discoveied weie diiven out at the leai by a squadron 9th Lanceis, Captain 
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Hodaon a Gmde Cavalry and a party of the 2nd Regiment, Punjab Caral 
ly, under Lieutenant Nicholson^ under the direction of Bngadier 
Grant, 

4 It having been reported to me that the gardens and cnclcwures

out, and Boon after having received a message from Bngadier General 
Chamberlain who was detached to the rear, that all was quiet in that 
quarter and requesting permission to bnng a force to the nght for tho 
purpoflo of performing tho above SCTVice I directed the oolnmn roforred 
to to be placed under hia orders by which the Brjgadler-Genoral was 
enabled to leave Her Majesty s 75tb Regiment in reserve in comp. 

5 At the aamo time I directed Major Koid of the Sirmoor Bab* 
tabon m charge of tho pioqueta on our nght front (Hindu Raoa house} 
to advance on the approach of Bngodier-Goneral Chamberlain. 

6 Tho result of this combined movement was that the rautinocrs 
vrero driven with great loss under the cover of tho grape and mosLotry 
from tho walls of Delhi, 

7 This success was not achieved without senons loss G am sorry to 
soy), as will appear by the ocfompaoying rotom, while from all roliablo 
sources that of tho onomy must have been ot loaat tnple m amount. 

8. It is with tho highest gratification I have tho honor of forward 
mg tho enclosed report of tho heroic conduct of two offleors— Major 
Tombs and Second Lieutenant Hills oftbo Snd Troop Ist Bngado, Horso 
Arblleiy It is unnecessary for mo to maVe any further comment on 
Iiioutcnont-Colonel ilackennoa report than to obsorvo that tho con 
duct of theso officers has always been conspicuous for distmguishod 
gallantry for tho display of which, owing to his standing in thoscmcc 
Major Tombs has hod more opportunities , and that in rocommonding 
thorn to tho most favorable consideration of tho Governor General in 
Council I considor them to bo worthy of tho highest distinction that 
can bo awarded to valour and horoism. 

0 I tako this opportunity of recording tho montonous and officionk 
services afibrdod to mo upon this occasion ond on ovor^ former one to 
my lamented prodocessor m tho command of this force not only by 
mj own personal and divisional stafT but also bj tho officers of tho 
hcnd-qimrtcrs staff of tho army who wilh my concurrence placed 
IhomsoUofl nt tho disposal of Major General Sir Uemy Banuml, and I 
foci assured I am acting in accordance nith bis intentions and wishes la 
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bringing to the favoiable notice of His Lordship in Council, the valu- 
able services of Brigadier-General Chamberlain, Acting Adjutant-Gene- 
ral , Captain Herman, Assistant Adjutant-General of the Army, who 
fiom the death of Colonel Chester, until the arrival of Bngadier-General 
Chamberlam, on the 24th ultimo, acted as Adjutant-General , Colonel 
Congieve, Actmg Adjutant-General, Her Majesty’s Forces , Lieutenant- 
Colonel the Hon’ble R. W. P. Curzon, Actmg Quartermaster-General, 
Her Majesty’s Forces, Lieutenant-Colonel Young, Judge- Advocate- 
General , and Captam Gurstm, Officiatmg Deputy Assistant Quarter- 
master-General. Colonel Becher, I regret to say, has been prevented 
by the severe wound received on the 19th ultimo fiom accompanymg 
myself of Sir Henry Barnard mto the field , but his exertions m the 
performance of his official duties have been unceasmg.

Brigade, when surprised by the enemy’s cavalry yesterday monung , and 
to state that I shall feel gratified by any maik of approbation or reward 
the Commander of the Forces may deem fit to award oi recommend 
them for,' 


From Lieutenant-Colonel M Mackenzie, Commanding the 1st Biigade, Norse 
Aitilleiy,to Bngadier k Wilson, Commandant of Artillei y , — (No 83, 
dated Camp near Delhi, 10th July 1857). 

It IS With great pleasure I submit, for the information of the Bn-_ 
gadiei Commandant, the followmg account of the very gallant conduct 
of Second-Lieutenant James Hills of the 2nd Troop, 1st Biigade, Horse 
Artillery, and the noble behaviour of his commandmg officer. Major 
H Tombs, m twice coming to his subaltern’s rescue, and on each occa- 
sion kilhng his man, 

Yesteiday the 9th mstant, Second-Lieutenant J Hills was on picquet 
duty with two guns at the mound to the light of camp. About 
11 A.M. theie was a lumoiu that the enemy’s cavahy weie coming 
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down on tlua post Lieutenant Hilla proceeded to talce up the position 
assigned in case of alann , but before he reached the spot, he saw 
the enemj close upon his guns befiro they hod time to form up. 
To enable them to do this. Lieutenant Ellis boldly charged erngle-handcd 
the head of the enemy a column cut down the first man struck the 
second and was then ndden down horse and all On getting up and 
searching for his sword three more men came at him (two mounted), 
the first man he wounded with his pistol , he caught the lance of the 
second in his left hand and wounded him with his sword, the first man 
then came on agom and was cut down , the third man (on foot) then 
come up and wrenched the sword from the hand of Lieutonont Hills (who 
fell in the struggle), and the enemy was about to cut him down 
when ilajor Tomba (who had gone up to nsit his two guns) saw what 
was going on rushed in and shot the man, and saved Lieutenant 
Hills. 

By this brae the enemy s cavalry hod passed by and Major Tombs 
and LioutonAnt HiUs went to look after the wounded men when Lieute- 
nant Hills observed one of the onem) passing with his (laoutcoant Hills ) 
pistol They walked towards him, and the man began fiounshtog his 
sword and danciog about Ho first cut at Liontonont Hills who pruned 
the blow and he then turned on Major Tombs who received the blow 
in the some manner His second attack on Lieutenant Hills was (I 
regret to say) more successful as he was cut down with a bod sword cut 
on the head and would hare been no doubt lolled, bad not Major Tombs 
rushed ID and put his sword through the man. I foci convinced thot 
such gallant conduct on the part of these two officcre has only to b 9 
brought properly forward to moot with on appropnoto reward.* 

Major Tombs was saved from a sovero sword-cut on the bead by 
the wadded head-dress ho wore.

This is the only communication from the head-quarteis of the army 
before Delhi which has been received by the Governor -General of India m 
Council smce the army took up its position , and it appears that none 
has been addressed by youi department to the Supreme Government 
betiveen the 27th of May and the date of youi letter now replied to. 

I am to observe upon this that it is necessary that the Govemoi- 
Geneial of India m Council should lecoive more frequent reports of the 
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proceedings of tho force under Major Qenoml Sir Heniy'Bartiard’* com 
tnond and that there should be no omission in Bonding thoso reports 
though the ordinary and direct channels of communication should ho 
dosecL 

Tho Governor General of India in Cormcil u glad to know that on 
the 9th ultimo Major General Heed troBtodcrolong to boablo to strike a 
decisive blow against Delhi. ButHisLordshipfoarf judging b> accounts 
which have reached him from other quaxton, that no such blow hod 
boon struck up to tho 10th of Jun^ and he awaits with aimoty tho 
reporta from your dopartmont of fortbor operations. 

It la not to bo understood as convoying any judgment upon tho con 
duct of tho oporationj which havo already taken place with tho details 
and reasons of which tho Govommonfc of India is still unacquainted if 
tho Govomor Gonerol of India m Council obsonos that it would bo 
difHcult to ostimato tho gravity of tho consequoncos which havo followed 
fmm DoUu being so lUng m tho hands of tho insurgonts. A great part of 
India lias passed from oar rulo , tho sufibnDgs and loss of Idb havo been 
lamontnblo , disod'ocUoa and resistance to authority aro still sproadmg 
and unless tho fact that tho dociaivo blow has been struck and that tho 
power of tho Bnti&h Ooremmont has boon rchostabluhod m Dolhi shall 
800 D becomo knoim, it is too probable that tho contagion of robelhon 
will bo camod to tho remotest boondorr of tbo Empira Tlmo alvajs 
most valuablo in military opomtions. has had m tho prosent instonco a 
political value which can scorcoly bo oxaggoralod , and tho knowlodgo that 
Delhi tho traditional scat of tho ^lahomodoDBOioroigntj hoi been so long 
fiucccsi>rullj hold against tbo OoiomruontbyiU own robolhous soldiers 
and subjects is shaking tho Bntisb power lo India to its foundations.

4. Throughout tho Punjab, peace and order are still maintained 
The good conduct of the people of all classes has been mostly praise- 
worthy. In the Peshawar Valley the position of our troops have consi- 
derably improved. Captain Wilde, of the 4th Eegiment, Punjab Kifles, 
has crossed the Indus and reached Nowsheia With three legiments 
of European infantry, twenty-four guns manned by Euiopeans, the 
mountain train, and two corps of Punjab mfantiy, and a good body of 
Mooltanee and police horse, Peshawar may be considered safe. There 
is indeed a large body of Native troops to watch, but they can do little 
mischief, and with the Indus well guaided between them and Hmdu- 
stan cannot easily escape. 

5. On the 15 th^ another sortie from Delhi took place, in which the 
insurgents again suffered considerably. But the call for remforeements 
has been repeated. The Chief Commissioner has despatched every 
available soldier towards Delhi, and by this time some portion must 
have arrived. Many of the furlough men will soon rejom, and it may 
be' estimated that the whole of the leinforcements will be equal to

misheis m cover. On arnvmg at the Subzee Mundee, I oidered Her 
Majesty’s 75th Eegiment to enter the village, and to advance thiough it 
and deal it, which duty they performed , but were detamed some time at 
a sela^ befoie they could diive the enemy from it, but eventually they 
succeeded. Durmg this time the remamdei of the column was on the 
road on the Subzee Mundee, with the exception of two guns supported 
by cavalry and infantry which I advanced On Her Majesty’s 76th 
Begiment moving on, I advanced the whole of the column to the gate 
leadmg up to Hmdu Eao’s house, and then took the road to the right and 
ciossed the canal, placmg two guns in position on the fii’st load leadmg 
to the city, and advancmg the other two to a road parallel to the first 
On ainving there, the enemy were stationed behmd the ciest of a hiU to 
om right, when I opened fire on them with round shot and the infantry 
with musketry. Before bemg able to get the second two guns up, I was 
obhged to cleai that part of the Subzee Mundee of the enemy. Havmg 
diiven the enemy from the ground I was ordered to clear, I remamed 
m position, until I leceived orders to retue, which I did by alternate 
half batteiies, each supported by cavalry and infantry, and keepmg up 
a heavy fiie of aitiUeiy and infantry as the enemy attempted to show 
themselves, which entnely prevented their advancmg On ainvmg at 
the gateway leadmg to Hmdu Kao’s house, I left two grins and a troop 
of cavahy with Majoi Eeid, who was in position there ivith his regiment 
of Gurkhas.

moved off at half-past three, and on reachmg the Trunk Boad leading 
through the Subzee Mundee, I threw the infantry of the Guides mto 
the mass of gardens to the south of the road, and supported them by a 
party fiiom the 1st European Bengal Fusihers. I directed Lieutenant 
W S B. Hodson to siveep through the gardens m skirmishmg older, feel- 
ing on to the banks of the canal to drive before him any enemy he might 
find, and to halt when he came in a Ima with the picquet m the 8era^ 
Whilst this operation was going on, I moved the column slowly 
' down the load, haltmg at mtervals I lode on to the eerai to make 
obseivations on the Subzee Mundee village, and enquiries as to any 
enemy it might contam. 

The skumishers shoitly emerged from the gardens, not havmg met 
with any of the enemy oi traces of any eaithwoiks oi eutienchments of 
‘ any land , I then took the column mto the Subzee Mundee village, 
and found it utterly deserted. 

There now only lemamed for me to search the upper part of the 
gardens between the canal and the new escape cut , therefore sending 
the guns with a suitable guard up the road to the pomt from whence I 
started, I pioceedcd with the column up to tho banks of the canal to

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•Within a short distoiKja of the Phool Chuddor aqueduct. Then dirccUag 
the column into a cross rood leading towards camp and instructing the 
oemor officer to march slowly along I formed a roar guard of tho 
Guides (those with Lioutonont Hodson) rode up to tho aqueduct and 
oTnminod that small comer of ground, finding neither traces of any 
enemy or of entrenchments wo rojoincd the column 

In the meantime a small body of tho onomy hod como out of 
Trovoljangungo and followed our retiring stop^ finug at a conaidorablo 
distance but gradually creeping up. 

As wo come to on open spoco in tho midst of tho mass of garden^ 
they got to withm a hundred yards of us and somo of them cipoaed 
thomsclvea on tho garden walls os if abont to malo a rash at tho rear

Foice, that m confoimity with hi 3 
mstructions I took command of the 
troops noted m the margm at about 
10 A M. of the 23rd ultimo, destmed 
to attack the enemy’s force m front 

of the Cashmere Gate. In older to conceal the movement of my force 
fiom the view of the enemy, I moved off some distance to the left, so 
as to cross the ndge without bemg seen fiom the fort and town. 

2 Befoie moving with tho column, I sent instructions to Lieute- 
nant-Colonel B. Drought, the field officer of the day, to collect all tho 
Metcalfe House Picquet at the stables, and then to advance at once 
to his fiont, and aftei clearing the grounds of the enemy’s skirmishers, 
to endeavour to take their guns in flank and to capture them 

3 Allowing a lapse of twenty minutes, so as to enable the 
picquets to get well to the fiont, I advanced the mam column, a divi- 
sion of guns under Captain E. K Money leadmg On crossmg the 
budge in advance of the mound picquet, the detachments of Her 
Majesty’s 8th Foot, undei Lieutenant-Colonel Gieathed, and of the 61st 
Foot, undei Lieutenant- Colonel Deacon, were directed to move to tho

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nght and deploy', the lat Bengal European Fusiliers and CoVo* lUflcs 
being held m reserve 

4. On this being effected, the guns moved forward on the road 
in n lino with the iniiuitiy on the right. Wo now soon camo up with 
the enemy who hod their guns m position on tho road. These were 
immediately opened npon ns, upon which our own guns unhnibcrcd 
and fired The infantry on the right m tho mconlitoo continued their 
advance, and tho enemy featiDg to bo out fianied retired offer haring 
fired but two rounds. 

6 I then advanced with tho guns at a gallop and ogam carao up 
with those of tho cnoniy They were now not more than a hundred and 
twenty yards from os. It was hero that tho Motcalfo Ilouse Picqnet, 
after having driven back tho cncin> Into an orangogardLn with a waJlcd 
enclosure rushed forward into tho road 

0 As tho enemy wero firing from tho cnclosuro, I directed three 
companies of tho lat Bengal European Fuslbers under Lioultnont 
Colonel T Seaton to mo\o to tho Icff and dn\o tho enemy from tho 
orango garden. These wero supported b) ilojor Colo with hu Punjab 
Bides , and wbtlo our guns cootmued firing tbo Mctcalfo ilonso 
Picquot, composed of Her Alajcstj s 75th Bcglmcnt that had formed 
up on tho road wero thrown ropldly forward in tho hope of coming at 
onco upon tho enemy 8 guns. Their progress was houorcr lotcrccpt 
cd bj tbo irall of a rongo of out-otBccs. A short dclaj took placo la 
moMng round this and when tho men camo ogam to tbo front tho 


cncmj with their guns had diiappeared. 

7 I wo* now m position opposite Ludlow Castle bojond whuh 
I was directed not to advance and tho enemy having escaped with 
their guns and retired I returned to camp with tho forev, having 
been engaged with tho cncnij about two hours. 


8, I have to record mj satbfactlon with tboconduct of tho troops 
engaged and to ofilr mj thanks to the officers commacdjog tho did* r 
lilt coqa and detachments for the manner they conduced thtir men 
Uunug this short and rapid sUnunih.

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Delhi — sustained and defeated tweat 3 ’’-four separate attacks upon his 
position up to the 6th instant, and from that date to the present, a con- 
stant, wonying attack, day and night, by both infantiy and aifcilleiy 

I have no woids to express luy admiration of the enduiance and 
gallantry displayed throughout this long period by Major Reid and the 
officers and men who have served undei him , but I now thus biiefly 
recoid my opmion of then- nieiits, in the ceitain hope that Majoii 
General Gowan will lecommend them to higher authority for the great- 
est honors that can be bestowed upon them. 

Appended to Major Reid’s lepoibis a letter fiom him of yester- 
day’s date, bunging to favorable notice the names of officers who have 
served under him since the Sth June last. 


Fiom Major C Ebio, Commanding the Sirmoor Battalion, to Major 11 S Ew^inr, 

Bejiutj Aniiiitant Ailjutant-Qencial, — {Dated Mam Bicquet, Bind ti liao'a 

Bbiiae, 1th August 1857) 

I have the honor to leport for the information of the Bugadier- 
Geneial Commanding the Forces, that about 4-30 pm. on the 1st in- 
stant, I observed from my look-out on the top of this house that the 
mutineers were turning out of the Ajmere and Tin coman Gates m con- 
siderable force. They assembled on the open plain in front of the above- 
mentioned gates , but as they did nob move off, I took but little notice 
of them beyond directing my look-out men to watch then movements 
About a quarter of an horn.’ after, on looking to my light leai, I pei- 
ceived the whole of the force which had moved out of the city on the 
31st ultimo returning over the Ridge (Kala Pahai) and by the Rho- 
tuck Road, with all the guns they had taken out, viz, six horse artilleiy 
guns, four 9-poundei guns, and three heavy mortals, and with the 
whole of then camp equipage on elephants and camels This force 
halted about a mile from the eedgah semi, and a httle before sunset was 
joined by the mutmeeis from the city Foi some little time I was 
doubtful as to their mtentions , but as the sun went doivn, about five 
or six thousand infantry came down with six light guns through the 
Kissengungo and Pahai ipoie buildings, takmg advantage of the cover as 
they advanced The " Sammy House” was attacked, and here I had a 
hundred of Major Coke’s regiment and fifty Guides, the picquet undei 
command of Captain Travers* (who, I much regret to say, was mortally 
wounded during the night, and is smee dead) I sent orders to him to

It became necessary aboutsOFeno clock, to send romforcomonts to 
tho “ Sammy House so I accordingly directed Lientcnont 31 QiJI with 
hi3 company of tho QOth Rides, which had come up m support to proceed 
to the breaat-work on the nght whilst I sent Captain Dolj, with fift) 
men of the Olat Foot to the enclosure 

Repeated attacks woro mado throughout tho night , and at ono 
Umo tho enemy came up withm twenty paces of tho • Sammy House 
in very considcrablo forco but os on all former occasions woro driven 
bock with I should say •very great loss, but owing to tho covtr thoy 
had thoy wore olio to romoro Ihoir dead vnthout being soon. A hun 
dred and twonty soven bodies have howovor been smeo counted bo 
tween tho brcast*work and the Talcowalah Bazaar 

A little before duvbrcak on the Snd, fresh troops wore brought up 
and another attack was mode on tho^'Sammy House” and breast work on 
which I directed a company of tho COth Rifles under tho command of 
Captain Sir Edward FiUQcrald Campbell Bari to oid m driving tho 
cnem) back. A brgo force attempted to turn tho nght and gut round to 
the Subzco Rundeo , but in order to do this the) bad to cruets tho rood 
and tho ground which has now been cleared of all jungle Assoonos tbo) 
had got on to tho road with a bod) of cavalry, which camo up from tho 
ccJgah I ordered tho ofEccr commanding tho light gun batter) to g^vo 
them three rounds of grapo whilst our hght mortars pla)e'd on thorn 
from tho “Crows Isest. The) flow back to their cover on tho left of 
tho road muucdiatcl) and did not agam show in an) force. 

About 10 VJL tho cuemy commcnce'd moving oflf lu tho dnvcti »n 
of the cit) , but it vi-as not until -1 P it, that 1 had tho talisCictiou ef 
seeing them lu full retreat with their guns 

I cannot bi>cak too highly of tho coolucus of the undir luy 
command throughout tho night.

Lieutenant Hodson most hilly cained out my insti notions to my 
entne satisfaction, and his repoi t ivill show that the whole of his 
detachment, both ofiScers and men, behaved throughout in the most 
gallant and effectual manner 

It must have been most gratifymg to Lieutenant Hodson to find 
his new regiment so steady and staunch m their first engagement with 
the enemy 

I particularly request that Major-General Gowan will brmg to tho 
notice of Government the ready and loyal conduct on this occasion of

2. lly instmotiona wero to watch a party of tho enemy who had 
moved out from Delhi by tho Najolg^h road with tho avowed purpose 
of threatemng our commumcatiooa with Sonoput and tho Grand Trunk 
Hoad or of marching to attack Hansi and tho Hajah of Jhind to oJ 
certain their precise object and dirtvtjon, and to affbnJ support to either 
Sonoput or tho Jhind Rajah oa might bo nccodsorj Z was alio to 
oxamino tho atato of tho roads and country with a viow to tho probablo 
nocesauty of a larger forco taking tho field. 

3 On reaching Boanuh by way of Aaadporo and the canal bauk 
I ascertained that tho enemy had passed tho I4tb at Samplah and wero 
sold to bo monug towards Rhotuck. I theruforc pushed on to Khur 
koudth on tho road from Boanub to that town, reaching it about noon 
on tho 13th. 

4 HaMng been informed that a number of irregular cavalry 
men whoso homes were in tho villago Juul arrived tho day before from 
Dullii at Khurkowdeh I took oioasures for securing tho sovcrul i.ntmuci.-< 
to It and nttompting their capture sending a small party of tho 
Ciuidu Corps to surpnso and arrost thu leading man nnmctl Ikuhdmt 
Ah a nsaldor of tho 1st Regiment, Irregular Cavalry Both obj^eld 
wero accomplished only two Mwaw having hml timo to tlToct tbtircacapo 
before tho village was surrounded. I then entered tho village with a 
party of dismounted sovran) From information received from tho vil 
lagers I was ablo to seiio aovoral of tho mutineer sowars before tii»y ho'l 
tnuo to arm.

L 1 
quuutJy caUBid thu^o of tho captured who were jtrov*.^! oinojuiry t-f 
have bci-n m tho sorvico of Oovorument and to lure jemtJ tho tv 
to bo executed. 
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5. Duiing the afternoon of the 15th, the enemy broke up from 
Samplah and maiched to Ehotuck, where they gave out that they were 
gomg to lemam for two or three days. I marched after them on the 
mommg of the 16th towards Ehotuck, by Sussameh, Hamaioonpoor, and 
Balout. On leachmg Bohur, five miles short of Ehotuck, I ascertain- 
ed that the rebels had suddenly marched early in the mommg towaids 
Medinha on hearmg of our movements I therefore halted for the day, 
the ram being very heavy. 

6 On the morning of the 17th we moved on Ehotuck On ap- 
proaching the town and iiding on to reconnoitre with a small party, I 
found a large body of armed men drawn up at the old fort, in front 
of the place, accompanied by a few sowars. They immediately opened 
fire on us, and as we withdrew to bring up the detachment, followed 
us up the load, firing and yelling in derision. 

The instant the head of the column arrived, they were charged, 
dispeised, and driven into the town, leaving thirteen of their number 
dead. They subsequently turned out to be Eangurs, Kusais, and other 
tuibulent mhabitants of the town, headed by Babur Khan, the Chief 
of the Eangurs. 

7. After riding round Ehotuck and reconnoitring the surrounding 
country and the approaches to it, I encamped in the open space in lear 
of the huteherry buildings at the junction of the road by which we 
had maiched from Bohur with the main road to Delhi. Some of the 
zeTtiindcbTS and Hindus of Ehotuck came out to me immediately after- 
wards, and through their insti umentality, the detachment was amply 
provided with all necessary supplies. No further attempt was made to 
Slnnoy'us 

8 At about seven o^ clock the next mormng, I received information 
that Babur Khan had gone during the night to the camp of the rebels 
on the Hansi load, and brought back 300 Eangui hoisemeu belonging 
to diffeient iiiegular cavahy regiments, to assist him in an attack upon 
us Three or four minutes afterwards a large body of horsemen dashed 
up the loads from the town at speed, followed by a mass of footmen, 
armed with swoids and matchlocks — certainly not less than 900 or 
1,000 in number At the moment of the attack, a party of twenty-five 
Jhind horsemen, who had come from Gohana on hearing from me of 
our approach, were crossing the road toward our camp, and found them- 
selves suddenly charged by and intermixed with the enemy’s horse. 

They defended themselves with theii carbines, and thus checked 
the attacking paity, two of their number being wounded. The whole 
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of the horsea of the detochment having hccn Icept saddled no lime woa 
Jost in toraiDg out, and the matnnt the twenty loading men were on 
their horses the enemy was charged and dnvon bock in confusion 
to-wardfl the town, their flight being covered by the matchlock men who 
had occupied somo hmldinga and compoundB betwocn the Ixitcherr^ 
and tho town. Directly tho whole of the dotnehraent waa rcad^ and 
formed up I sent what little baggage nnd followom wo had to the rear 
under a sufficient csscort and prepared for a further nttock. I fonned 
the mum body on tho road m three hues, tho Guides in front, sending 
a troop out to tho nght front under Lioutonant Wise ond ono to tho 
left under Liootonaut MoBowoU ready to take tho enemy in Dank 
should they again charge up tho roods (of which thoro oro three leading 
from tho town to our position) Tbwo niovemcuts woro covered by 
skirmiahcra and by tbo cxccUcnt flro of tho JKind horsemen anned 
with matchlocks, whom I desired to dismount and dnvo back by tbcir 
firo any part) of the cnemj who might como from under shelter of tho 
buildinga. This scrvico thoy performed ozccedingly well and most 
cheerfully 

0 Finding that our ammumtiou was nenrty oihaustcd after somo 
tiroo bad elapsed and that thcro appeared little chonco of tho cnem^ 
coming from their cover to attack us again I dctormiucil to dmw tbi.tii 
out into tho open country behind our posiUon and endeavour to bnng 
on a fight thcra Everything turned out as I bad anticipatctl ily 
men withdrew slowly and dolibcmtcly by alternate troops (tho troop 
nearest tho enemy by altcmato rooks) along tbo lino of tho Bohur iwl 
by which wo had reached Rbotuck our left extending to^anU tho inam 
road to Dtlhu Tho Jhind borsemen protected our right an<l a troop 
of my own regiment tbo left Tho enemy luoicd out the insUnl 
withdrew following us in great numbers yelling and ahoutlug and 
keeping up a heavy firo of matchlocks. 

Their horsoDica woro pnncipally on their nght and a pvty 
loping up tbo mam road threatened our loft flank. I cootmu It> 
retire until wo got into open aud comparaUvi.1) dry ground, aud then

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town with the fugitives. Fifty of the enemy, all hoi’semen, weie killed 
on the giound, and many must have been wounded 

10 Nothing could bn bettei than the conduct of all concerned' 
The Guide Cavalry behaved with their usual dashmg gallantry, and 
their example was well emulated by the men of my new legiment, now 
for the fiist time engaged with an enemy. They not only lemamed 
under fiie unflinchingly, but letired before the enemy steadily and 
dehbeiately, and when oideied, turned and chaiged home boldly It 
would have been hopeless to expect this but for- the magnificent lead- 
ing and admirable management of the oflicers in command of the 
seveml troops — Captain Ward and Lieutenants McDowell, Wise, C J. 
Gough, and H. Gough. The difficulty of them task will be appieciated 
when it is lemembered that, ■with the exception of the Guides, none of 
the party had been dulled or foimed oi knew anything of field movements. 

11. After their defeat, as I subsequently ascertained, the Eangur 
hoisemen evacuated the place the same evening, caiiying away them 
wounded with them The whole of the Rangurs and Kusais of the 
town also fled during the night for refuge to the neighbouring villages. 
As soon as I had re-assembled the detachment on our original ground, 
and ascei tamed peisonally that no parties of the enemy lemained out- 
side Rhotuck, I moved lound by our nght to the noithein side of the 
town on to the Gohana load, and encamped at Dusseea — the first village 
sufficiently large to furnish us -with supjilies I was in dhect communica- 
tion with Jhmd, twenty- two Icos distant, and with Gohana, where a 
body of the RajaVs tioops are stationed, and by way of Khylore my 
communication with camp by way of Khurkowdeh and ■with Soneput 
•was peifectly secuie. I was also piepaied to move off to the right 
towards Hansi to General Cortlandt, should he attack the lebel force 
moving in that diiection This foice had moved off fiom Medinha to 
Mehum on our reaching Rhotuck, and thence to Moondahab, and on the 
ISth evacuated the Rhotuck District and marched to Baisi, five Icos 
fiom Hansi, m consideiably diminished numbers

12. On the 19th I halted at Dusseea, receiving, at daybreak, a 

valuable remforcement m the shape of eighty well-equipped horsemen 
from Jhmd, with the piomise of mfantry and a gun if I requmed 
them They had already been sent off by the Rajah with his usual 
ever-ieady zeal, and would have been available m a few hours. On 
the evenmg of the 19th, I received the Major-General's ordeis to- return 
towards camp, and maiched the next day to Khuikowdeh, and on the 
21st, by a cncuitous route, to Soneput. _ 
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13 Icainnot closo this without testi/ying to tho oiccllent coq 
dact of the Jhmd horsemen throughout the wholo of our proccctlmga. 
Nothiug could haT6 been better thun thoir bohanour from fint to hut 
both in keeping up our commanications, in enduring fiitiguo and bad 
weather, and in gallantry in action. This is not tho first time I have 
had eipenenc© of the good servico they havo rendered- At tho action 
of Badii ki Serai on the 8th of Juno, they particularly disUnguidhcd 
themselves and they did no leas well on tho present occasion. 1 trust 
the Major-General Trill be pleased to convey his acknovrlcdgmcnU of 
their conduct to tho Bajoln

and assault the place before the Agra troops arrive on other side with 
then siege-trams, so that the city may be besieged at the time on the 
opposite side. I beg of you to mfoiin me of the march of troops bom 
Cawnpoie, and the assistance I may expect in that direction. The 
mutmous sepoys muster very strong in the city and attack my position 
night and day, but they do not advance very close.”

ns m the lear, cutting off oui supphes, and captuiung the siege-tiain 
now en route ftom Feiozepore, I detached a column, under Biigadier- 
General Nicholson, on the monaing of the 25th instant, to mtercept 
them 

I enclose heiewith the Brigadiei-General’s report of his operations, 
with plans of the loute pursued by the column, and of the action of 
Najafgaih, with returns of the killed and wounded and ammunition 
expended, as well as of the captured oidnance and ammumtion. I 
also enclose copy of a Field Foice Older I have issued on the occasion. 

To Bngadier-General Nicholson’s judgment, energy, and detenmna- 
tion I attribute mainly the glonous result of the expedition, and next 
to the steadmess and gallantry m action, and the cheei fulness under 
gieat piivation and fatigue, exhibited by the officers and men placed 
under his command 

They all most nchly deserve my highest praise, and m forwarding 
this lepoit for submission to Government, I beg that Major-Geneial 
Gowan will bring to the favorable notice of Government the name of 
Brigadiei-Geneial J Nicholson, as well as all those officers mentioned 
in his leport as those to whom he was most mdebted foi their services 
on this occasion.

decided on leaving the Bahadoorgurh road; and if possible coming up 
•with and louting the enemy at Najafgarli before nightfall. 

I crossed a tolerably deep and broad ford over a branch of the 
Najafgarh jheel, near the "village of Basrowla, at about 4 pm, and 
found the enemy in position on my left and front, ex tend mg from the 
bridge over the Kajafgarh canal to the town of Najafgarh itself, a 
distance of a mile and three-quarters or two miles. Their strongest 
point was an old serai on their left centre, m which they had four 
guns mne moie guns were between this and the bridge 

It was five o’clock before the troops were across the ford and parallel 
■with the position. As the evenmg was so far advanced, and I had no 
guides, I laboured, under the disadvantage of being compelled to make 
a very hasty reconnaissance 

The plan which I determined on was to force the left centre 
(which, as I have said, was the strongest part of the position), and then 
changmg front to the left, to sweep do'wn their line of guns towards 
the bndge. 

I accoidingly formed up Her Majesty’s 61st Kegunent, the Isb 
Fusiliers, and' the 2nd Punjab Infantry (-with the exception of a hundred 
men of each corps, whom I had told off on the march as a rear guard 
and reserve), with four guns on the right and ten on the left flank, 
supported by the squadron of the 9th Lancers and the Guide Cavalry ; 
and after the artillery had fired a few rounds, I advanced and charged] 
with the infantry 

The enemy was diiven out with scarcely any numerical loss to us 
(though Her Majesty’s Gist had a most gallant and promising officer, 
Lieutenant Gabbett, mortally wounded), and I then changed front to 
the left, and so turned the whole position in which their guns werej 
The enemy made little resistance as we advanced, and were soon m ful 
retreat across the bridge, with our guns playing upon them, thirteeij 
of their field pieces havmg fallen into our hands 

At the same time that I attacked the sera^, I directed Lieutenan 
Lumsden, Officiating Commandant of Majo.. Coke’s corps (the 1st Eegi^ 
ment, Punjab Infantry), to advance and clear the town of Najafgarl 
on our nght. This service was well performed by Lieutenant Lumsder ’ 
who after passing through the town bi ought his nght shoulder foiward’ 
and followed m rear of the main Ime. , 

The enemy’s guns were now all in our possession, and I supposeT 
the conflict at an end, when it was reported to me that a few men haj 
concealed themselves m the little ullage of Naghj which was at thj

time a few hundred ynrda m rear of our ime. I imraedmtoly Kat orJcn 
to laeutanant Lnmsdon who was thon nearly abrcaat of tho village, to 
dnvo them oat hut though few in number thoj had romamod so long 
that our troops were on all sidoa of thorn, and soemg no hno of retreat 
open they fought with oxtreme desperation. 

Lieutenant Lmusden was I regret to aay Idled with olovcn of hu

It IS impossible to bo too Ia\wh of prauo fur tho uulmng cu 
msiniiblo fortiludi, and splendid gallantry b> which ihu f tc 
been diblinguished from the General ui cjumijn-l tr t a 
soldier m the ranks. 
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All have done then’ duty most nobly , and the steadfast courage of 
the men has enabled the General to cany out his enterpiise, in spite of 
scanty means and a deadly season. 

JS'iom Major-Oeneral A Wilson, Commanding tJie Della Field Force, to Captain 

H. W. Nobjian, Assistant Adjutant- General of the Army, — dated Mead- 

Quarters, Field Fot ce, Della, the 16th September 1857. 

I have the high satisfaction of repoitmg, for the information of 
the Majoi-Geneial commanding in the Upper Provinces, and thiough 
him of His Excellency the Commander-in- Chief and of Government, 
that On the morning of the 14th instant the force under my command 
successfully assaulted the city of Delhi. 

Under piesent ciicumstances, Majoi-General Gowan -will, I trust, 
allow me to "withhold for a time a full and complete detail of the 
opeiations fiom their commencement to their close, and to hmit myself 
to a summary of events. 

After six days of open tienches, duiing which the aitillery and 
engineers, undei then lespective commanding officeis, Majoi Gaitskell 
and Lieutenant-Colonel R Band Smith, vied with each othei inpiessing 
foiwaid the work, two excellent and most practicable breaches were 
formed m the walls of the place, one in the curtain to the light of the 
Cashmere Bastion, the other to the left of the Water Bastion, the 
defences of those bastions and the parapets, giving musketiy cover to 
the enemy commandmg the breaches, having also been destioyed by 
the artillery. 

The assault was deliveied on four points. The 1st Column, under 
Brigadier- General J Nicholson, consisting of Her Majesty’s 76tb Regi- 
ment (300 men), the 1st Bengal Euiopean Fusdiers (200 men), and 
the 2nd Regiment, Punjab Infantry (450 men), assaulted the main 
bleach , their advance being admirably covered by the 1st Battahon of 
Her Majesty’s 60th Rifles, undei Colonel J. Jones. The operation was 
crowned with biilliant success, — the enemy, after severe resistance, being 
driven from the Oashmeie Bastion, the mam guard, and its vicmity, 
m complete lOut 

The 2nd Column, undei Brigadier Jones, of Her Majesty’s 61s6 
Regiment, consisting of Her Majesty's 8th Regiment (250 men), the 2nd 
Bengal European Fusiliers (260 men), and the 4th Regiment of Sikhs 
(350 men), similarly coveied by the 60th Rifles, advanced on the Water 
Bastion, carried the breach, and drove the enemy fiom his guns and 
position with a determmation and spuit which gave me the highest 
satisfaction. 
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The 3rd CJolomn under Colonel Campbell of Her Mnjctpe 5iid 
■Begunent (Light InfimtjyX consieting of 200 of hi» oini regiment, the 
Kumooii Bnttahon (2S0 men) and the 1st Regiment. Punjab Infantry 
(SOO men) ivas directed ngninst the Cashmere Ontoivay Thu column 
was preceded by an eiploaion party under lacutenanta llome and Saltcid 
of the Eugineera, covered by the 6Qth Rifles The demolition of Iho 
gate having been accomplished, the column forced an ontranco over 
coming a BtrenuoM opposition from the onomys infantry onU heavy 
artillery, which had been broaght to boar on the poeitiom I caaaot 
express too warmly my admiration of tho gallantry of all concerned m 
this difficalt operation 

The Reserve under Bngodier Longfiold, Her Sfajestys 8th Rcgi 
ment, composed of Her Majosty a Olab Regiment (250 men) tho 4th 
Panjab Rides (450 men) the Bolueb Battalion (300 men) tho JiunJ 
Rajah a aimlionca (300 men) and 200 of Her Majesty s GOth Riil».a 
who joined after tho assault hod been made awaited tho rtsultof 
the attack and on the columns ontenng tho place took posic^sioa of 
tho posts I hod prenously oasignod to ik This duty as ultimately 
performed to my ontiro satisfaction. 

Tho firm cstabUshmont of tho Resmo rendenng tho ossanltiog 
columns freo to act in advance Bngodlor Qcncral Nicholson, supporthnl 
by Bngodicp Jones, swept tbo raraparls of tho ploco from tho Cashmero 
to tho Cobul Gatos, occupying tho bastions and defences captunng 
tho guns, and driving tho enemy beforo hmi. 

During tho advance Bngodier General Nicholson wi^ to tho 
gnef of myself and tho whole army dangerously uounded Tho 
command consequently dovolvcd on Bngodier Jomx who fiading iho 
enemy m great force occupying and pouring a dcstructno firo from 
tho roof* of strong and commanding houses m tho city on all sul J 
tho ramparts themselves bemg enfiladed by guns, prudently rt:<oJuJ 
on rctmuing possession of Ibo Cubul Gate which hu troops tad w 
gallantly won in which ho finuly established hinmlf ouaitiDo the 
result of tho opcratioru of tho othtr columns of occupation 

Colonel Campbell with tho column under hu command flibaii.*vd 
successfully from tho Casbmero Oato by ono of tho mam itrecU Uy o 
tho CbnnJuoy Chowk tho cenlrol and pHncijial Mre..t of tin ciy, 
towards tho Jumnia Miwjid, with tho mttution uf wxupym, 
important (wst The oj>po«tioo howiiver which ho m t 
great concLntralion of tho enemy at the Juu.ma Mu jil ami tuJ- * 
lu the uei^hbourliuoJ ho himai.lfi f i :,ret to atat 1 ^. 10 ^ wgjL 
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satisfied him that his most prudent couiso was not to maintain so 
advanced a position with the compamtively limited foice at his disposal, 
and he accoidingly withdiew the head of his column and placed himself 
in communication with the Reseivo, a mcasuie which had my entu’e 
approval, — I having previously dctcimmed that, in the event of serious 
opposition being eiicountcied m the town itself, it would bo most in- 
expedient to commit my small force to a succession of street fights, in 
which thcii gallantry, discipline and organisation could avail them so little. 

My present position, thcicfore, is that which under such a contin- 
gency I had resolved to occupy and establish myself in firmly, as the 
base of my systematic operations for the complete possession of the 
city. This embraces the magazine on one side and the Cabul Gate on 
the other, with the ilorec, Cashmeie, and Water Bastions, and strong 
intermediate posts, with secure commumcation along the fiont and to 
the icar. 

From this base I am now cautiously pressing the enemy on all 
points, with a view to establishing myself in a second advanced position, 
and I tiust before many days to have it in my power to announce to 
the Supremo Government that the enemy have been diiven from them 
last stronghold in the palace, foit and streets of the city of Delhi. 

Simultaneously with the opeiations above detailed, an attack was 
made on the enemy’s strong position outside the city, in the suburbs of 
Fassengunge and Pahaiipore, with a view of driving in the lebels and 
supporting the mam attack by effecting an entrance at the Cabul Gate 
after it should be taken 

The foice employed on this difficult duty I entrusted to that ad- 
mirable officer, Major 0 Reid, Commanding the Su'moor Battalion, 
whose distmguished conduct I have already had occasion to bring pio- 
mmently to the notice of superior authority, and who was, I much re- 
gret, severely wounded on this occasion. His column consisted of his 
own battalion, the Guides, and the men on duty at Hindoo Rao’s (the 
mam picquet), numbermg m all about 1,000, supported by the auxiliary 
troops of His Highness the Mahaiajah Runbu Smgh, under Captain 
R Lawrence. 

The strength of the positions, however, and the desperate resist- 
ance offered by the enemy, withstood for a time the efforts of our 
troops, gallant though they were, and the combmation was unable to be 
effected. The delay, I am happy to say, has been only temporary, for 
the enemy have subsequently abandoned their positions, leavmg their 
guns in oui hands. 
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In this attack I fouod it necessary to support iTojor Rad wuh 
caTalry and korBO artillery both of which arms wcro odaurably handled 
respectively by Brigadier J Hope Grant, of Her Majesty a 9th Lancen 
commanding the Cavalry Brigade and Major H. Tombs, of tho Horsa 
Aitilleiy who inflicted severe pumahment on tho enemy, though I regret 
their own loss was very heavy 

The resistance of the rebels up to this time has been that of des- 
perate men and to this must bo attribatad tho sevoro loss wo have sus« 
tamed, amounting proximately, so iiu* as I am ohlo to judge la tho ab- 
sence of casualty returns, to forty six officers lolled and wounded and 
about 800 mom Amongst those of whoso services tho State has been 
deprived are many offleere of distinction and ment holding superior 
commands whose places cannot bo supplied , and I have specially to 
lament tho loss which has been sostomed by that splondid cofps, tho 
Engmeers, mno officers of that arm having fiiUea in tho gallant i>cf- 
fonnonco of thoir duty 

Until I am m possession of reports from Bngadiers and other com 
manding officers I shall bo unable to outer more fully into tho details 
of theso operations and I trust tho circumstances under which I wnto 
will exetuo any slight moccaraacs or imperfections which my dcipatch 
may exhibit. 

Tho absence of such reports also provonts my bnngmg to notice 
tbo names of those officers and mou who bavo ipecially disUogui&hed 
themselves. This will bo my grateful duty btreaftor But I cannot 
defer tho expression of my admiration for the lutrcpnhty coolncw and 
determination of all engaged Europeans and natives of all arms of 
tbo service.

Durmg the 17th and 18th, we continued to take up advanced posts 
in the face of considerable opposition on theipart of the lebels, and not 
without loss to ourselves, three officers being killed, and a number 
of men killed and wounded On the evening of the 19th, the Burn 
Bastion, which had given us considerable annoyance, was surpiised and 
captured. 

On the morning of the 20th, our troops pushed on and occupied 
the Lahore Gate, from which an unopposejd advance was made on the 
other bastions and gateways, until the whole of the defences of the city 
were in our hands. 

From the time of our first entering the cit}^ an uninten upted and 
vigorous fire from our guns and mortars was kept up on the Palace, 
Jumma Musjid, and other important posts m possession of the rebels, 
and as we took up our various positions in aldvance, our light guns and 
mortars were brought foiward and used with eflect on the stieets and 
houses in their neighbourhood. 

The result of this heavy and unceasing bombardment, and of the 
steady and persevering advance of our troops, has been the evacuation of 
the palace by the king, the entire desertion of the city by the inhabitants, 
and the precipitate flight of the rebel trojips, who, abandoning then 
catnp, property, many of their sick and wounded, and the greatei part 
of their field artillery, have fled in utter disorganization, — some four oi 
five thousand across the bridge of boats into the Doab, and the le- 
mainder down the right bank of the Jumna! 

The gates of the palace having been blown in, it was occupied by 
our troops at about noon on the 20th, and my head-quarters estab- 
lished in it on the same day 

The great dumnution of our strength by losses in action during the 


last few jdays, added to the seveie 
sickness prevailmg among the troops, 
has prevented my immediately orga- 
nizing and sending a column in 
pursuit, but a force as per margm, 
under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gieathed, will maich to- 
morrow mormng towards Bolundshahur and Aligarh, to inteicept the 
.rebels, whose mtentions are said to be to cross the Jumna at Muttra. 
My mtelligencCj however, I regret to say, li very defective.

action, and made themselves most useful , Sir Theophilus Metcalfe, 
Bari , whose gallantry in conducting Colonel Campbell’s assaulting 
column through the city nas conspicuous, and Mr. E W Clifford, who 
was also in attendance on me, — are all entitled to my thanks 

"Whilst, hoiNCver, in acknowledging the services of those officers 
whose good fortune it vas to be present at the assault and in the 
action of the 14th, I have only performed a grateful duty, I should be 
greatly wanting if I failed to record the names of those vho have pre- 
viously distinguished themselves, but who, incapacitated by wounds or 
sickness, were unable to join in the operations of that day 

Amongst these I have specially to notice Bngadier St G. D. 
Show ers, whose cool gallantry on tho numerous occasions on which he 
has been engaged has been conspicuous. 

Also Colonel A. M Becher, Quartermaster-General of the Army, 
who, though prevented by a severe wound received in June last from 
taking an active part m the field, has at all times rendered me zealous 
assistance 

Lieutenant-Colonel T. Seaton, of the 85th Native Infantiy, attach- 
ed to the force, a most valuable and experienced officer, of whoso 
services I have been deprived owing to a wound leceived by him on 
the 23rd July. 

That admirable officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Munay Mackenzie, 
commanding the 1st Brigade of Horse Artillery, of whose services I 
have also been deprived by a wound which he leceived when in charge 
of the heavy batteries at an early stage of our operations 

That officer so distinguished m our fiontier waifare. Major J Coke, 
commandmg the 1st Regiment, Punjab Rifles, severely wounded at the 
head of his regiment on the 12th August, and the gallant commander 
of the Guides, Captam H Daly, who was very severely wounded leading a 
mostdanng charge on the enemy’s guns in the action of the 19th 'June, 
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I need not obserre hoTT large?/ the eucocss and efficiency of an 
army depends on the regulan^ of its supplie* TJnder orcumstancea 
of pecnhar difficnlty in a district the popuUtion of which ho* been 
innmcal, and in which cinl nathon^ has ceased to enst, this force 
has from the commencement, been kept well and snfficicnlly proruion 
ed with enpphes of ereiy desenphon the wsne of rations to the soldiers 
having been os regular both in quantity and quality as m canton 
menta. lly warmest thanks ore therefore dno to Lieotonont Colonel 
'W B Thomson Deputy Comnussary General the ndminiblo and Indcs 
fhtignble head of that department m the field, as also to Licntonant 
T H Sibley PnncipalBxecntiveO/Dcer tolneatonont W G IVatcrficld, 
and to tho other officers serving in that department. 

With the medical arrangements of Superintending Surgeon E 
Tntton I have every reason to bo satisfied, and ho is entitled to my 
cordial acknowlodgmonts. At such a trying season of tho year, and 
in a notoriously unhealthy locality tho sickness and mortality has of 
courso been heavy In addition to those suffering from dtsew tho 
hospitals have received almost daily accessions of woondod men 
Tho labours therefore of tho ITodicoI Deportment bavo been uneeas 
mg , notwithstanding thoro has not been at any time tho slightest fail 
nro in tho arrangements for the coro and comfort of tho vciy unmer 
ous patients

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■whidi has, thioughout the operations before Delhi, been niost cheer- 
fully given by the non-commissioned officers and men of Her Majesty’s 
9bh Lancers and 6th Dragoon Guards m working the batteries 
Without it, owmg to the comparatively small number of aitillery- 
men, I should have been quite unable to man the batteries effici- 
-ently, or keep up the heavy fire which, aided by these men, I have 
happily been able to do. To these regiments, therefore, and to Bri- 
gadier Grant, who so readily placed a ceitam number of his men at 
my disposal for such purpose, I tender my best thanks. 

It would be an omission on my part were I to pass over in 
silence the good services and loyal conduct of one who has already been 
rewarded by the Government for the friendly assistance he rendered to 
our army in Afghanistan, I allude to the JSTawab Jan Fishan Khan, 
who, with his biave nephew, Sirdar Bahadoor Meer Khan, and their 
letameis, accompanied me from Meerut, was present at the actions on 
the Hindun, and has since taken part in nearly every action m which 
this force has been engaged. 

Of the loyal sei vices rendered to the State by the Kajah of Patiala, 
which must be so well known to the Government, it may not be con- 
sidered necessary for me to speak , but it is incumbent on me, in my ca- 
pacity as commandei of this foice, to acknowledge officiall}' the great 
assistance the Bajah’s troops have afiorded me in enabhng the numer- 
ous convoys of ammunition and stores to travel m security and safety 
to my camp under their escort and protection. 

Equally is it my duty to bring prominently to the notice of Govern- 
ment the admirable service performed by the Jhmd Rajah and his 
troops, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel H. F. Dunsford. They 
have not only had very harassing duties to carry out in the constant 
escort of convoys of sick and wounded men, ammunition, &c., but they 
have also aided me m the field on more than one occasion, and finally 
participated in the assault of the city 

Lastly, I trust I may be excused if I thus publicly acknowledge 
the all-important and invaluable aid for which I am indebted to 
the Chief Commissioner of the Punjab, Sir John Lawrence, to 
whose indefatigable exertions in reinforcing me with every available 
soldier in the Punjab the successful result of our operations is, I un- 
hesitatingly pronounce, attributable , and I take this opportunity of re- 
cognizing the advantage derived from the presence of the troops 
of His Highness the Mahaiajah Runbir Singh in alliance with the 
Bntish foice, the moral effect of which has been great. And although 
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mumccessfiil, I regret to say in the actnal nccomplishmont of that part 
of the operations in which the Jnmmoo Contingent was engaged on the 
14th, 1 can attach no partiola of blame to those troops, na I consider 
under the oircnmstances in which they wore placed, tho very strong 
position which they had to attack, and tho prolonged and determined 
reaistanoe which they encountered from an enemy superior to them in 
number arms training and experience that they behared under their 
gallant commander. Captain B. d Lawrence and tho other Bntish 
officers serving with them, to whom my best thanks am due ns well

No. I Sicgo Buttery was comraonced on the orcniog of the iin

850 yards. The two portions of this battery not being sufficiently 
leady on the morning of the 8th September, only two guns m each 
were enabled to open fire , but during that day and the following night 
the whole were got into position, and a steady and most efficient fire 
was kept up from the right portion until the assault on the morning 
-of the 14th instant, being a period of seven days and a half, at a most 
sickly season of the year, and there being no relief or only a partial one 
for officers and men From the left portion the fire was kept up until 
the afternoon of the 10th, when the battery caught fire, and was de- 
stroyed, fortunately only a few hours before the guns were to have been 
removed to No II Battery. 

On the night of the 10th September No. II Battery, also consisting 
of two portions, was armed, — the right with seven 8-inch howitzers and 
two IS-pounder guns, under Major Kaye , and the left consisting of nine 
24-poundcr guns, under the command of Major J H. Campbell, until the 
evening of the 11th, when, I regiet to say, he was compelled, from a 
severe grape-shot wound, to make o\er the command to Captain E B. 
Johnson. The light portion of this battery was placed at a distance of 
five hundred yards from the Cashmere Bastion, and was designed to 
destroy the masonry parapet of the bastion, dismount the guns, strip off 
the musketry parapet in the left face for two hundred yards, and destroy 
a small towei in the curtam. The fire from this portion of the No II 
Battery w'as sustamed during the 11th, 12th, and 13th by day and 
night, and with the greatest success The left poi tion of this battery, mne 
24-pounders, opened fire at a distance of five hundred yards, for the pur- 
pose of effecting a breach in the curtain immediately adjoining the light 
flank of the Cashmere Bastion, about 6-30 AM. on the morning of the 
11th September, and by nme o’clock every gun on the bastion was 
silenced , until the night of the 13th September an incessant fire was 
kept up with five guns in making the breach, the other four being 
directed on the defences of the Cashmere Bastion and of the parapet of 
the curtam. 

The siege battery No III, under Major E W. S. Scott, was armed on ' 
the night of the 11th instant with six 18-pounder guns at a distance of 
one hundred and sixty yards from the left face of the Water Bastion, 
mountmg six heavy and two light guns, and a file was opened from four 
guns at 1 P.M. on the 12th , a greater number of guns could not be used 
at once, as the embrasures required constant repairs There were also 
t'welve 5^-inch moitars attached to this battery, under Captam Blunt, 
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which aheUod the inWnor of the baaUon and the ground to the left of tho 
church. By 1 pjt of the 13th instant the wall wns pierced and a 
practicable breach of about sixty feet wide was made by dust the same 
evening It was subsequently ascertained that m addition to effecting 
the breach, four of tho enemy's guns were rendered unsemceablo and 
the carnages of the two light guns datroyed* 

No. rv Siege Battery under the command of Major Tombs, con 
Bisting of four 10-mch and six 8-mch mortars, was armed on tho evening 
of the 9th September but did not (pursuant to orders received) open fire 
until the morning of the 11th, from which date until the aaauJt an m 
oessant and destructive fire was kept up from the whole battery on tho 
following pomta eis, — the Cashmere Goto and Bastion, tho Church, 
Skinners House, and the "Water Onto and Bastion. 

The fioveral battenos ceased their fire on tho mommg of tho 14tb, 
shortly before the assault was made. 

I bog to recommend to tho most favorable notice of tho IXojor Gene- 
ral Commanding the services of Majors Dnnd, Campbell Scott Turner, 
Kayo and Tombs, Captains Kcmuungloo, Johnson and Blunt, for the 
admirable manner in which they oxerotsed tho duties of tbeurrespeettvo 
commands, and I cannot pnuse too highly tho conduct of every dBcKi- 
non commissioned oflloer and soldier, who performed thoir duties with 
tho greatest eneigy and boro the constant exposure and hardship with 
tho utmost chcerfttlncffl , and I beg to rocomraond their somccs os re- 
corded in tho reports of o65ccr8 commanding battoncs, herewith for^ 
warded, to tho Major General s favorable notice I have also to ac 
knowledge the services of Captam tho llonhlo A. U. A. Anson, Her 
Majesty 8 84th Bogimcnt, and tho ofBccrs of other branches of Jfer 
Majesty a and tho Company s scmccs who volunteered to servo with the 
Artillery, and who have been reported on most favorably by comnuadiog 
officers of batteries. 

My best acknowledgments aro also duo to Liculenaol Colcmcl 
Hogge, Commissary of Ordnance for tho arrangements ho made in hLi 
department , hkowiso to Lieutenant J S. Fnth my bngmle-majer for 

his services during tho operations, ond the assistance he h« afford'd 

mo nt all times. 

I dcsiro also to report tho voluablo scnricos rendered by tho a ui 

mcntBOfncrUnjcstysCth Dragoon Guards (Cambincers) and 0th Loa 

ce»,wbodjddutj in tho several battoncs, and who by their 
duct, gained for themselves the highest npprolalua fhim ihc 
officers commanding batlincs 
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' I have to deploie the loss of two gallant oflBcers of the Artil- 
lery, — Lieutenant E H. Hildebrand, who was killed in No II Battery on 
the 8th September, — an officer who had performed much valuable ser- 
vice during the time the force has been at Delhi, — and Captain R. 0. 
H B Fagan, who was killed in No IV Battery on the evening of the 
12th This officer, whose career during the whole period that the 
force has been at Delhi was marked by unceasing energy and con- 
spicuous devotion to his profession, had gamed for himself the respoct 
of officers and men in every branch of the force 

The casualties among the non-commissioned officers and men in 
the several batteries were not, I rejoice to state, great, and were pnnci- 
pally caused by the light guns which the enemy brought out against the 
siege batteries during the period under report. 

A roll of casualties, from the 6th to the 14th instant, is forwarded.* 


From Major F GutskelIi, Commanding the AHillei'g Bingade, to the Deptitg 
Assistant Adjutant'General, Field Force, Delhi, — No, 21, dated Delhi, 19th 
September 1857, 

In contmuation of my letter No. 20, of this date, I have now the 
honor to report the operations of the Artillery Brigade on the 14th 
September, during the period of and after the assault. 

The orders for the assault having been received during the night 
of the 13th Septembei, immediate anangements had to be carried out 
for the lelief of the officers and men of the horse artillery, and three 
detachments of foot artillery were told off, consistmg of sixty, twenty, 
and twenty men, each under a subaltern, to accompany the Ist, 2nd 
and 3rd Columns of Assault, respectively, in order to take possession of 
the guns on the ramparts and turn them on the city. 

These arrangements were, as far as practicable, carried out , and 
at the same time those of the Cavaliy Brigade. The left half of the 1st 
Troop, 1st Brigade, Horse Artillery, were unable to join Major Reid’s 
column, as there were not sufficient foot artillerymen to relieve the men 
of that troop in the right batteries. 

The troop of horse artillery under Major Tombs, with the Cavalry 
Brigade, was actively engaged with the enemy, who were in a rumed 
suburb neai Paharipore, outside the Cabul Gate of the city, where 
their infantry, supported by guns, occupied the ruined mud-houses at

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a distance of about two hundred and fiftj jards There being’ no 
miontiy with these guns which wore unable to dislodge the enemy 
from their position, and while holding their own, oar guns suffered 
very severely, for in addition the enemy brought grape from a heavy 
gun at tho lAhore Qate to bear on them thereby compoUing the two 
advanced guna of the troop to retup about twenty yards and tho 
enemy s mthntry advancing was only held m check by repealed rounds 
of grape. At this tune tho right half troop of Oaptom Kemmuigtons 
troop under Lieutenant Lindsay joined, but still tho enemy continued 
a very heavy fire of grape and musketry, causmg many casualties among 
men and horses. Some of tho Beluch Battalion now joined, and tho 
epemy’a fir© gradually alockcnod, and Major Tombs dotaohment retired 
slowly and in good order after two heavy gnna had by his orders 
been gallantly spiked (under a gallmg musketry firo) by IdcutcDont 
G B Tmilh 

Two pieces of Chptam ifoneye troop of horse artillery wero dc 
^ached under Lioatcnant 0 Huntor who opened fire on tho cnomj a 
cavalry and mfantry who wore mokiog towards our rear, and directed 
tho firo on Kissongungo until tbo cnomy hod retreated beyond tbo 
rango of his guos 

Tho romamder of tho horso ortiUcry consisting of tho head 
quarters and romamder of Oaptmn Moaoy s troop as also IMajor 
Tumors troop (which was to have cccompamcd tbo Ist and Sod 
Columns of Assault bat for tho moa not having boon able to be ro 
hoved from tho mego battery whoro thoj woro stntioDcd in sufficient 
time) was left for tho protection of tho camp with tho troops under 
tho command of Colonel Dcnnii Hor ilajostys 62ad Hcgimcnt 

No 14 Light Field Battcrj, under Major Scott was attached on 
tho morning of tho 14th September to tho Keservo Column unffir 
Brigadier Longficld, and at 10 ajl two guna wore posted at the stfret 
next tho Collego Gordon two nt the Cabul Gate and two at tho etreefi 
passing Skinners House j but they were not actively engaged 

Two guns of No. 17 Light Field Battery were attached to the 
Column of Assault, and two to tho 2ad Column , but all four were 
qucntly detached under Captain Boun-hicr, to support tlr 0^ 
Brigade, where thej relieved ilnjor Tombi troop of hor-i artilf rf 
which had iuffored very scvcaly m men and anl nh'-r 

fire on Kisrcngnngo and chixking the cnimv s ndvaiiC’ fn ml 
tJon were m tho evcnihg with thw four giiiis poll d with ili t 

Bngadc ot Ludlow Ciillc 
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I beg especially to bring to the notice of the Major-General Com- 
manding the conduct of Major Tombs, his oflScers and men, which was 
in strict accordance with their past gallant services. 

I also recommend to the favouiable notice of the Major-General 
the services of Majors Scott and Turner, Captains Bourchier and Bem- 
mmgton, and Lieutenants Wilson, Lmdsay, Traill, and C Hunter, and 
all the non-commissioned office! s and men under their command. 

I enclose the reports of officeis commanding, and trust that the 
services of the Artillery Brigade will be considered to have been such, 
dming a long and arduous period, as to elicit the appiobation of the 
Majoi-General Commanding the Eorce.

Delhi, 17th September 1857 

I have the honor to submit herewith, for the infoimation of the 
Major-Geneial Commanding, the following report of the operations 
carried on by the Engineer Brigade under my command during the 
siege and capture of Delhi 

To make these more intelligible, I may first detail very briefly 
the leadmg and chaiactenstic features of the place. 

The eastern face of the city lests on the Jumna, and during 
the season of the year when oui opeiations were earned on, the stream 
may be described as washing the base of the walls. All access to a be- 
sieger on the nver fiont is, therefore, impiacticable The defences 
here consist of an megular wall with occasional bastions and towers, 
and about one-half of the length of the river face is occupied by the 
palace of the King of Delhi and its outwork, the old Mogul fort of 
Selimgurh. 

The river may be described as the chord of a rough arc foimed 
by the remaining defences of the place These consist of a succession 
of bastioned fronts, the connecting curtains being very long, and the 
outwoiks limited to one crown- work at the Ajmere Gate, and Mai- 
tello towers, mounting a single gun, at such pomts as require some 
additional flanking fire to that given by the bastions themselves. The 
bastions aie small, mounting generallj’- three guns in each face, t^^o iR 
each flank, and one in embrasuie at the salient. They are provided v ith 
masonry paiapets about tv elve feet in thickness and have a relief of about 
sixteen feet above the plane of site The curtain consists of a simple 
masonry v all or rampart sixteen feet m height, eleven feet thick at top, 
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and fourtean or fifteen feet at bottom This Tnnm ivall carries a parapet, 
loopholed for mashetiy eight feet in height and three foot in 
The whole of tho land firont u covered by a berm of vanablo width, 
ranging from sixteen to thirty feet, and having a scarp wall eight 
feet high eitonor to this a dry ditch of nbont twenty fivo feet 
in height * and from sixteen to twenty feet m depth Tho counter 
scarp 18 simply an earthen slope easy to descend. Tho glacis is a 
very short one oxtendmg only fifty or sixty yards from tho counter 
scarp, using general terms, it covers from the besiegers view from 
one-half to one-third of the height of the walla of the place. 

Those details will I trust, be suffiaonC to givo a general con 
coption of the nature of tho defences of Delhi they aro in a word 
modernised forms of tho ancient works that existed when tho city fell 
before Lord LakSs army m 1803. They extend about sovon miles in 
circumferonco and include on area of about three square miles. 

The ground occupied by tho besieging force presents somo 
features deserving of notice hero, as having oxereiacd a most important 
lofluonco on tho plan ond progress of tho works of attack. Ou tho 
western side of Delhi thoro appear tho lost outlying spurs of tho 
Aravclli Mountains represented hero by a low ndgo which disappears 
fit its intersection with tho Jumna, about two miles abovo tho place. Tho 
dramngo from tho eastern slope of tho ndgo finds its way to tho nver 
along tho northern and north western faces of tho city and has form 
cd there a succession of parallol or counoctod rannes of coasldorablo 
depth. By taking advantage of those hollow ways ndmirablo coicr 
was constantly obloiacd for tho troops and tho labour of tho sicgo most 
matorrally reduced. Tho wholo of tho oxtonor of tho ploeo presents on 
cxtraordinoiy moss of old buildings of nil kinds of thick brushwood 
and occasional clamps of forest trees giving great facilities for cover, 
which during the siogo operations at least proved to bo, on tho whole 
more favoroblo to us than to tho enemy 

In antiapation of tho siege, meant bad been taken to store tho 
engineer park with nil tho matcnalt and tools llkoly to bo rctjuirxd

Tho project of attack submitted by mo to tho 3fnJor ueneral 
Commamling and honore<l with his lanctlon prondo<l f >r a eon cent rated 
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lapid and vigorous attack on the front of the place included between 
the Water (or hloree) and Cashmere Bastions, provision being made 
at the same time for silencing all important flanking fiie, whether 
of artillery oi inusketiy, that could be brought to bear on the linos 
of advance to bo taken by the assaulting columns. Due caie was 
also taken to protect the exposed right flank of the trenches from 
SOI ties. The left was secured by being rested on the nver, and by the , 
occupation of the Khoodsee’'^ Bagh, a very strong post in fiont 

The best information procuiablc indicated that, on the front of 
attack, the fire of fiom twenty-five to thuty pieces might have to be 
subdued 

To effect this, 51 siege guns were available, and were distributed 
as follow s • —

the breach, and thus deprive mfantry 
of all cover. 

Siege Battery No. HE, for eight heavy guns and twelve Cohom mor- 

•• 8 tars, designed to destroy the defences 

— of the Moree or Water Bastion, and 
^ to maintain a heavy fire of shells on 
Distance 160 yards. both the Water and Cashmere Bas- 

tions. In the original project the site of this battery was about 330 
yards from the Water Bastion , but subsequent exammation making it 
doubtful whether the position was an effective one. Captain Taylor 
pu.shed a reconnaissance in advance to the Custom House, or within 
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a hnndred and sixty yards, and finding tliero on cxcoUcnt sito for a 
breaclung battery, reported the circinnstance to mo. I obtained at oneo 
-the Major Generals sanction to this bold advance and it is satisfactory 
to bo able to say that Battery No. HI was constmcted with remark 
ably few casualties, and proved one of the most efficient of the senes. 
It was, however limitod to six breaching guns, and in the demolition of 
the light parapets was aided by 9 ponnders. 

Battery No. IV for ten heavy mortars to shell tho whole of the

At dificrcnt tunes, between tho 7th and lltb these bastions 
opened fire with an cfficionty and rigor which excited tho unquahfie<l 
admiration of all who bad tho good fortune to witness it Every object 
contemplated in tho attack was accomplished with a success oven 
beyond my expectations, and I trust I may bo permitted to say thot 
wbilo thcro ore many noblo passages in tho history of tho Bengal 
Artillery, none will bo nobler thnn that which will tcIJ of its work on 
this occasion 

On tho night of tho 13th, tho breaches in tho curtam 
between tho Water and Coshmero Bastions wero examined personally 
by Lieutenants Orcathed Medley and Lang of tho Engineers who 
reported both m excellent condition for a^saolt. No I Stc^o Dattorj' 
hod cflectanlly disposed of tho Iforco Bastion No II had completely 
destroyed tho muskctiy cover near tho mam breach , No. Ill Iiad done tho 
Faino near tho ^\ntc^ Bastion breach ond it was endent that tho placo 
was npo for tho a.*iault. On reporting tho circtimstnnco to Ibo Major 
General he tsued instant orders naming tho next raorolng, or that of 
the 14th for this cnlical operation

It only lemains for me, in closing this report, to hung under 
the favourable notice of the Major-Geneial Commanding the officeis 
of the brigade whose merits have been conspicuous. 

To my second-in-command. Captain Taylor, Directoi of the 
Tienches, I have been indebted for the most constant, cordial, and valu- 
able assistance throughout the whole period of the operations Gifted 
with rare soundness of pi ofessional judgment, his advice has been sought 
by me undei all cucumstances of difficulty or doubt, and I find that I 
cannot expiess too strongly to the Major-Geneial my sense of the 
valuable services this officer has rendered. 

To Captam Chesney (very severely wounded), Biigade-Majoi of 
Engineers, I have also heaity acknowledgments to make for the 
uniform efficiency, zeal, and intelligence with which he has conducted 
the duty of his office.

Covered by the fire of Her Majesty sCOth Rifles this party adrauced 
at tho double towords tho Casbmoro Gate , laoutonant Homo with 
Sergeants John Smith and Carmichael and Hanldor Madhoo all of 
tho Sappers lending and canying tho powder bags followed ly Licutc 
nant SalUcld Corporal Burgess and a section of tho remainder of tho 
party Tho advanced partj reached tho gateway unhurt, and found 
that part of tho drawbridge had been destroyed , but passing across tho 
prccanoua footing supplied bj the remaining beams thej proceeded to 
lodge their powder agoiost tho gate Tho wicket was open and 
through it tho enemy kept up a heavy firo upon them Sergeant 
Carmichael was killed whilo laying his powder Havildar Mndhoo being 
at tho same timo woundetL Tho powder bciug laid tho ndronec<l 
party slipped down into tho ditch to allow tho Cnug partj under 
laoatcnant Salkcld to perform its duty While endeavouring to Cro 
tho charge Lieutenant SalLcId was shot through tho leg aad arm aud 
banded over tho slow match to Corporal Burgees who fell mortally 
wounded juit ns ho had successfully performed his duty Hatildar 
Tiluk Sing of tho Sappers nnd Miners was woundwl, and Ram Ilet, 
sepoy of tho same corps, was killed dtmng this pnrt of tho opcratioo. 

Tho demolition having been most sueces'ful Lieutenant ll(cne 
happily unwounded, caused the bugler to sound the nginicutaJ call of 
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the 52nd Regiment, as the signal for the advance of the column Feai- 
ing that amid the noise of the assault the sound might not be heard, he 
had the call lepeated thiee times, when the tioops advanced, and 
cairied the gateway with entire success. 

I feel assured that a simple statement of the facts of this devoted 
and glorious deed will suffice to stamp it as one of the noblest on re- 
coid in militaiy histoiy Its perfect success contributed most materi- 
ally to the biilliant results of the day, and Lieutenants Home and 
Salkeld, with their gallant subordinates, European and native, will, 
I doubt not, leceive the leward which valour before the enemy so 
distiDguished as theirs has entitled them to 

Lieutenant Home mentions with special approbation the cool 
couiage of Seigeant John Smith, and while sincerely legrettmg their 
loss, he states that the gallantry shown by Sergeant Carmichael and 
Coiporal Burgess could not have been surpassed Buglei Hawthorne’s 
conduct has also been paiticularly commended. This brave man, after 
performmg his own dangeious duty, humanely attached himself to 
Lieutenant Salkeld, bound up his wounds under a heavy musketry fire, 
and ultimately had him lemoved without furthei injuiy, and I beg to 
commend him most cordially to the favorable notice of the Majoi- 
General 

The following native officeis and sepoys of the Sappers and Mineis 
are reported by Lieutenant Home to have shown the most determined 
bravely and coolness throughout the whole operations ; — Havildar Ma- 
dhoo, who accompanied the advance under Lieutenant Home ; Subadai 
Tool a, Jemadar Bisiam, Havildars Tiluk Singh and Ramtaroy, and 
Sepoy Sahib Sing, ivho weie with the firing or leserve parties The 
remarkable courage shown by the Native officers and men m assisting 
their wounded European comrades deserves to be mentioned as showing 
the excellent feeling between them 

Lieutenant Medley (wounded) was appointed to guide the 1st 
Division of the 1st Column to the mam bieach, which he had peison- 
ally examined the night before, and, though shot through the arm, con- 
tinued with the column till it was established in the Cabul Gate. 
Lieutenant Lang was appomted to similar duties mth the 2nd Divi- 
sion, and both officeis have earned my best thanks by the gallant and 
efficient mannei in which they did their work Lieutenant Hovenden 
(wounded) conducted the ladder party of the 2nd Column, and here, as 
on all occasions, showed the intelligence and gallantly ivhich have 
made his sei vices so valuable dunng the siege. 
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I beg aUo to bnng under the notice of the Major General the good 
service on this occasion of Lientenont Henry Bingham on old and moat 
tnentonoufl officer whoso gallantry m action on prenous instances bad 
led the Government to confer upon him the commission of laeutonant 
He commanded a party of the Corps of Sappers and Miners in the 
nssanlt of the mam breach with his accustomed bravery and I res 
pcctfuUy recommend him for favorable considoratiom 

To Lieutenant H A. Brownlow (dangerously wonndod) who had 
ohaige of the Engineer Park I have to offer ray most cordial acknow 
letlgmenta for his incessant exertions to expedite tho work* This 
officer was dangerously wounded while carrying to tho Srd Column 
matenola and tools which it was supposed to bo in need of 

I have only further to bring under tho notice of the ifajor Qonoml 
Commanding tho admirable conduct of tho remaining officers and men 
of the bngado None coaid have displayed a higher and better sjunt 
than they havo done and whether m tho tronchoa, m tho assault or 
danng tho occupation tho) have boon forward and toalous in every 
duty I ran) bo allowed to refer especially to tho gallantry ond dovo- 
tion of tho Sappers and Mmors under thoir Acting Commandant Licutc 
imnt Mannsoll —n remnant of tho corps which mutuuoil in Maj last. 
Throughout tho wholo operations these men have shosm a distinguish 
od bravery and ddoUty to tbcir salt and it bos been my agreeable duty 
to bnng from time to time special instances of tbeso qualities to tho 
tiotico of tho SInjor General Tbo Punjab Sappers nud Miners under 
their Commandant Lieutenant Gulliver (of whoso valuable services I 
tros dopnved dunng tho sicgo by bis sovoro illness) and their Acting 
Commandant Lieutenant Homo havo dono excellent somcc nndgiio 
the best possible promise of being an efficient and soldier liko corjis. 

Tho Pioneers under Licutcumt Bingham havo proved to bon 
most useful aud fcarltss body of men TJioiigh dcsignrd for works only 
nnd being iinarrnod ond only rudely oigauiswl for tho o'^siod they 
havo shown perfect readiness to work under fire and haro Ukcu thiir

I have the honoi to icporb, for the information of Major-Geneial 
"Wilson, that, accoiding to instiuctions leceived, I proceeded before day- 
light on the morning of the 14th with 200 of Hei Majesty’s 9th Lanceis 
and 410 Natives from the Guides, the 1st, 2nd and obh Punjab Cavahj’’, 
and Hodson’s Iloise, thiee guns of the 1st Troop Hoise Aitilleiy and 
four guns of the 2nd, to the neighbourhood of the 1st Field Battery, 
uhcie I icmaincd till the assault of the town had commenced At 
about siK o’clock the ]Majoi-Geneial sent me instiuctions to proceed 
to the front I formed up opposite the walls o/ the town, — the 9th 
Lanceis forming the ad\anced partj^ the Inegular Cavalry the 
lescivc, and proceeded till I came to the Moiee Bastion, which was 
in our hands ^Vc advanced on to the Cabul Gate, and at this 
point a most heavy fiio of giape and musketry was opened upon 
— the giape coming from the Lahore Gate, and the musketry fioin the 
gardens and houses of Kissengunge, on our light, between two and three 
hundred yards off Major Tombs, who was in command of the guns, as 
fine an officer as there is in the Company’s service, drove the enemy out 
from our right flank and succeeded in spikmg two guns in battery, — • 
one an 18-pounder and the other a 12-pounder iron gun. We retired a 
short distance to get out of the seveie fire that was opened upon us , 
bub in so doing the enemy came out in great numbers through the 
gardens, and it was necessary to retain oui position to prevent the 
enemy from taking oui batteries and the Cashmere Gate. A paity, con- 
sisting of an officer and eighty of the Infantry of the Guides, came down 
to oui support, and though so small a number, went gallantly mto the 
gardens and took up a position in a house close to the battery I 
regret, however, to say the officer id command, a most gallant young 
fellow, — Lieutenant Bond, — was wounded in the head, and had to be 
taken away , but the Guides held out most bravely, till they got sur- 
rounded in the house and were in great danger. A detachment of the 
Beldch Battalion, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Farquhai, 
however, came to their assistance, and brought them away in safety. 
The fire now slackened, and we were enabled to retire a short distance, 
wheie we had little to fear. 
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2. I beg leave to state I have never in the vholo conreo of tny life 
seen so ranch bravery and so much noble conduct displayed by men os 
•U’fts the case in tho brigade I had the honor to coramand. Major 
Tombs and the ttvo officers under him in command of the two troop*,— 
Lieutenant "VTilson and Lieutenant Lindsay as well as the A^utant 
Lientenant M C. Sankey— did their duty in a manner most praise- 
worthy and tho enemy were completely ch'*clccd by the Cro from their 
gun*. In tho Ist Troop one European and one native were Jallod, and 
four horses killed and nine wounded. In the 2nd Troop, ono Enropcan 
and one native killed, 17 Europeans and 13 Natives wounded and 13 
horses killed and nine woandod and ono officers chargor Nothing 
could ho fioor than tho eondnet of tho Dth Lancers — ono squadron 
comroanded by Captain L. J French, and tho other by Oaptnm IT A 
Sard tho whole by Captain VT Drysdale Not a man flinched from 
his post though under this gallmg firo for two hours and when a poor 
follow got knocked over it seemed to put tho men in good spirits I 
am Sony to say, however tha 9th Lancefa had 33 men wounded 01 
horses killed, wounded and misang and tho officers lost ten horses. 

3 Tho bobanour of tho native cavalry was alio odniimblc 
Nothing could bo steadier nothing could bo more soldier like tlmn their 
bcanng Tho Guido Cavalry commanded by Captain Sanford,— a 
most oxcoUont and useful officer on outpost dutj — lost ono notivo oflicor 
killed and ono nou-coramissioncd officer and fourteen pnvotes woumlod 
Lieutenant Hodson comrnandod a corps raised by bimself, and ho is a 
lirst-rato officer bravo dotcrraiocd and clear hcadod. Lioutcnant at 
son, commanding tho Ist Punjab Cavaliy Lieutenant Probyn com 
wnuding tho 2nd and Lieutenant Youngbusband tho 6lh Punjab 
Cavalry arc also most oxccllont officers. I was afterwards joinwl hj 
Captain Bourchicrs battery, which was of great scrrico, and enabled 
us to hold our position. 

4 I beg cflpocinlly to bring to tho notice of Major OoncraJ 
'Wilson tho name* of tho officers mentioned in this despatch, and abo 
that of Captain Uarailton my bngndo-major a most excellent officer 
ID over} respect, rend} and willing to do his duty whenorcr ho is called 
upon Uis horse was shot upon this occasion. 

5 Also that of tho Hon'hlo Captain Anson mj acting aide-dc 
camp who got wounded in tho hand by n musket shot llo n inm 
u f'fiil nnd cDcrgctit* and promises to bo a first rate officer AKi 
Captwn Ibwcr of the Carobiuctrs, nnd Captain Hall of ihr 4lh 
Irt'gular Cavalry, who were also extra niJcs-dc<aiDp cm that \l\v 
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The former, I am sorry to say, -was struck by a musket ball in the head', 
and there are little hopes of his recovery The other had his horse shot 
under him I beg also to mention the name of Lieutenant Jones, Deputy 
Assistant Quartermaster-General, "who is most zealous and attentive ta 
all Lis' duties Colonel Custance, of the Carabineers, commanded the 
reserve, -which he did to my satisfaction. I regiet I am Unable to 
give a return of the casualties in the several regiments of native 
cavalry, as I have not yet received them, but the -whole shall be 
sent as soon as practicable.

In compliance -with an order received from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Herbert, 75th Eegiment, I have the honor to forwaid, for the mfoimation 
of Major-General Wilson, Commandmg the Field Force, the following re- 
port of the proceedings, so fai as they are known to me, of the fiist 
column of attack, under Brigadicr-Geneial Nicholson, who was un- 
fortunately seveiely wounded on the day named and obhged to relin- 
quish the command 

The regiments composing the 1st Column, — detail of Artillery,. 
800 men of Her Majesty’s 75th Regiment^ 250 of the 1st Bengal 
European Fusiliers, 500 of the 2nd Punjab Infantry, — which weic' 
to assault the breach in the Cashmere gate curtain, — were under 
arms at 3 AM on the morning of the 14)th, and moved to the 
assault as follows — The 1st Bengal European Fusiheis, led by 
Biigadier-General Nicholson in person, escaladed the left face of tile 
Cashmere Bastion Her Maj'esty’s 75th Regiment and the 2nd 
Punjab Infantry, covered in splendid style by a portion of Hei 
Majesty’s 60th Rifles, moved to assault the breach on oui left of 
the Cashmere Gate- Colonel Herbert, 75th Regiment, being wounded 
on the glacis, the command of this portion of the assaulting column de- 
volved on myself, and it is with great pleasure that I testify to the 
gallant conduct of all the troops engaged Lieutenant FitzGerald, Her 
Majesty’s 75th Regiment, led up the breach most nobly, and I i egret" 
that this officer ’"s death from a grape-shot immediately afterwards renders' 
my ventui-ing to bring his name to the notice of the General Command- 
ing useless The column, on being established within the city, re-formed 
and agreeably to orders from Btigadier-General Nicholson moved to- 
wards the light. During this movement the enemy mamtained a heavy 
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flankin^r fire and inflicted much loss on the column. Our loss ™ also 
considerable. On reaching the ranous batteries Moreo &.o , a party of 
men were left to occupy them and the column dashed on at o rapid 
rate On reaching the head of the etrect at the Cabul Onto the enemy 
ogam made a resolute stand but were speedily dnven forward A por 
tion of the Ist Column was halted hore and proceeded to occupy tho 
houses round the Cabul Goto, a portion of the 75th Bogimont com 
manded by Captain Freer Her Majesty a 27tb Eegimont, attached, sup- 
ported by myself, continued the pnrsmt accompanied by some men of 
other corps, GOth Rifles lat Bengal European Fusiliers, &.C. On adroncing 
about two hundred yards along the mmpart road which hero beenmo 
80 narrow that scarce four men could stand abreast, the enemy ojwncd a 
hea^-y and dcstructi^o firo from on iron gun on the wall and a small brass 
gun on tho pathway, together with musketry from behind a bamcr on 
tho road. I rogrot to say that notwithstanding repeated charges up this 
narrow channel, tho troops did not succeed in oflccting a passage Tho 
loss was so severe both in men and ofBcers that I felt it my duty to 
desist, after two hours from any further attempts Dngmlicr Ooiicml 
IsicholsoQ at this period joined os nod while cndcavounng toiuducc tho 
men to renew tho attempts wossevoroly wounded, and finding that each 
efibrt only caused further loss without success, I finally drew off tho men 
and retired to tho Cabul Goto Brigadier Jones column jomed us here, 
and I placed mjsclf under tho Bngadicr^s orders.

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Biigadiei-General Nicholson having communicated ivith me, we 
arianged that the 1st and 2nd Columns should move forward simulta- 
neously as soon as the skirmishers of the 60th Royal Rifles had coveied 
our front This having been done, the 2nd Column advanced thiough 
- the bleach in the most gallant manner, and took possession of the walls 
without the slightest check The moment the column enteied the 
Tieasury Gaiden it turned to its light and pioceeded along the wall 
under the ramparts as far as the Cabul Gate, where it established 
itself, having left a party in chaige of the Moree Bastion and thrown out 
picquets in commanding positions along the light and left of the canal 

One of the enemy’s guns on the Cabul Gate was immediately turned 
upon the Lahoie Gate, from which the enemy weie firing grape and 
lound shot. 

I cannot speak too highly of the conduct of the tioops under my 
command, and my best thanks are due to Lieutenant-Colonel Gieathed, 
commanding Her Majesty’s 8th Regiment , to Captain Baynes, of 
the same coips, who led the assault , to Captam Boyd, Commanding 
the 2nd Bengal European Fusiliers, and to Captain Rothney, Com- 
manding the 4th Sikh Infantiy, also to Lieutenant Greathed, of the 
Engineers, who gallantly conducted the party caiTymg the ladders 
until he was unfortunately wounded , and to Lieutenant Hovendeu, 
of that corps, who was also wounded in the performance of the same 
dangeious duty 

I am also much indebted to ray immediate staff. Captain Buinside, 
Her Majesty’s 61st Regiment, my brigade-major, and Lieutenant Slo- 
man. Her Majesty’s 61st Regiment, my ordeily officei, who lendeied 
me every assistance dming the opeiations 


From Colonel G CAnrBELi, Commanding FEer Majesty's 52nd Foot, and in com- 
mand of the ^rd Column of Assault, to the Adjutant-G-encial of the Anny, 
— dated Delhi, 16th Septemher 18oT 

1 have the honor to report, for the infoimation of the Major-Gene- 
lal, the operations of the 3rd Column of Assault, which was under my 
command, on the morning of the 14th instant, 

2 It consisted of 240 of Hei Majesty’s 52nd Regiment, 500 of 
the 1st Punjab Infantiy, and 260 of the Kumaon Battalion On 
the Older foi the seveial columns to advance, the explosion party at once 
pioceeded towaids the Cashmere Gate, upon which they advanced nith 
most fearless intrepidity. The explosion was accomplished successfully , 
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but I regret to my that out of the seven braro ofGcers and men who 
composed it fivo of them felL Immediately upon the rqwrt of the 
explosion, the storming party, conaistmg of a company of HerJJajcs 
tys 62nd Regiment under the command of Captam Bayloj adronccd 
■with a cheer and ovorcoming all refliatanco, speedily secured the gate- 
way the supports, consisting of fifty men of Her Majesty a 62nd Re- 
giment fifty of the Komaon Battohon and fifty of the Ist Punjab 
Infantry, followed the storming party at o distance of fifty yards. 
The entire column hanng entered the ninm guard and re formed 
ns speedily os possible, proceeded to carry out tho orders issued by 
the Major General, vis, to ndvonco upon tho Jumma lIiL'jid and, 
if possible to occupy it os well os the hcticiilf Boforo quitting tho 
noighboorhood of tho walls, some of the enemy being still mthin tho 
IVator CastioD I detached a party to clear it out, which was done at 
tho point of tho bayonet, tho enemy who escaped tho bayonet jumping 
o\ or tho parapets on to tho nrer side where tlioy wero destroyed. W o 
clcnrod tho adjoining Inches compound , also tho houses in its 
neighbourhood, tho church, and tho Gazette Press compound. Tho 
column canying everything boforo it witliout much opposition, I pro* 
cooded through tho Coslimoro Hurwnza Bazaar marled out as our lino 
of advance Hearing that a gun was placed in position bearing down 
tho street tipou amving at tho point whoro tho gun could bo seen, I 
detached a party to got to its rear through a byo street , but before 
this party nmved at its point, tho gun was token with a rush witliout 
loss, except Lieutenant Rmdshaw who rcgnrdlc&s of danger received 
a discharge which killed him on tho spot, M e proceeded without op 
position through tho Begum s Bngli Upon arriving at tho gate which 
opens on the Chandnoy Chowk tho gate of tho Uureoba was found to 
bo shut Tins difliculti however, was speedily overeomo through tho 
good conduct of o 'Nnlivo, Mohan Singh achaprasi who, nccompaui 
cd by five men of tho ii2nd Regiment \oluutccrcd to endeavour to open 
it ITio column then p.wcd up the Durceba without oppo itlon czct j)t 
from musketry from n few hoii«cs Upon nmviiig at the turn >khl'‘h 
brings tho ilu-jid into >iow, and at about a hundred iwrds distant, the 
side arches wort found to bo bneked up and tho gate it v?lf doted. U 
was too strong lobe forceil open without powder bags ornrtilltn ncilh«r 
of which wero aith me,— the funner in con^equcnct. of the engmeer and 
hts party having fallen, and tho latter not Jmviiig hern ablulornlvr 
the Cwhmcro Onto ai llio bmlgc had boon dritroyed an<i moreover 
the houses on each side of the street were filled nilh the cneiuv 
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5 I remained at this point about half an houi in the hopes of 
hearing of the successful advance of the othei columns at the Lahoie 
and Ajmeie Gates At tbe expiiation of thispeiiod, many men havmg 
fallen by the fiie fiom the suiroundmg houses, I judged it expedient to 
fall back upon the Begum’s Gaiden, nhich we held foi at least an houi- 
and-a-half undei a heav}^ fiie of musketry, giape and canistei 

4 Captain Eainsaj^ of the Kumaon Battalion, who had diverged to 
the light from the column, and had been in possession of the Jcotwcth 
foi some time, heie lejoined the column Having communicated with 
the head-quaiteis and asceitaiued that the 1st and 2nd Columns had 
not advanced beyond the Cabul Gate, I fell back upon the chuich. 

5. The opeiatious of the column, I legiet to say, weie attended 
with considerable loss , but the number of those who fell I am at 
present unable to state 

6 It now becomes my duty to bung to the notice of the Majoi-Gon- 
eral the gallantry and good conduct of the tioops concerned, more espe- 
daily Her Majesty’s 52nd Regiment (Light Infantiy), who led the column 
from fiist to last, and who I consider, full}’- maintained its high leputa- 
tion The officers to whom I am more par ticulaily indebted aie Lieute- 
nant Salkeld, of the Engineers, who peisonally fastened the powdei bags 
toAhe gate, fixed the hose, and, although feaifully wounded, contrived 
to hand to a non-commissioned officer of the Sappers and Miners the 
light to fire the tram , Lieutenant Home, of the Engineers, who also 
accompanied the explosion party, Captam Bayley, Her Majesty’s 52nd 
Regiment, who commanded and led the storming party, and who was 
unfortunately wounded approaching the gate, Captain Crosse, Her 
Majesty’s 52nd Regiment, who commanded the supports , Major Yigors, 
who commanded Her Majesty's 62nd Regiment , Captain Ramsay, 
who commanded the Kumaon Battalion , Lieutenant Nicholson, who 
commanded the 1st Punjab Infantiy, and who, I regret to say, was 
wounded shoitly after the entiy was effected , and Captain Synge, Her 
Majesty’s 62nd Regiment, who acted as brigade-majoi to the column. 

7 I have further the gratification of bringing to the especial notice 
of the Major-General the invaluable assistance I received from Sir 
Theophilus Metcalfe, who was at my side throughout the operations, and 
fearlessly guided me through many mtiicate streets and turnings to the 
Jumma Musjid, traversing at least two-thiids of the city and enabling 
me to avoid inanj’^ daugeis and difficulties

A paity of Her Majesty’s 60th Bifles and the 4th Punjab Infantry 
had alieady compelled the enemy to -withdraw the gun they had placed 
at the gate of the college compound. Captain Wilde then charged 
up to the house with his corps, and gained the building, with a loss of 
thiee sepoys killed, and two Native officers and twenty-two sepoys 
wounded 

The Beliich Battalion was directed to reinforce Major Beid’s 
column, and subsequently took post at the college 

Hei Majesty’s 60th Bifles, on rejoining the reserve, proceeded to 
Ahmed Ah Khan’s house. 

Her Majesty’s 61st Begiment, under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Deacon, which had been already detached to support the 
attacking column, proceeded to the Cabul Gate 

A letura of the casualties that took place has been aheady for-

I have a gieat deal of pleasure in stating that I received every 
assistance and support from the commanding officers, namely, Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Jones, Her Majesty’s 60th Bifles , Lieutenant- Colonel 
Deacon, Hei Majesty’s 61st Begiment, Lieutenant-Colonel Farquhar, 
Beluch Battalion, Lieutenant-Colonel Dunsford, Jhmd Force, and 
Captain Wilde, 4th Punjab Infan tiy 

Captam Nicoll, Major of Brigade, and Captain Campbell, 2nd 
Fusiliers, my ordeily officer, rendered me eveiy assistance m their 
power 


Fiom Captain A. Wilde, Commanding 4th Punjah Infantiy, to the Bi igade- 
lifajor, Reset ve Column, — Ao. 272, dated Camp, College, Delhi, 14th 
September 1857 

I have the honoi to report, foi the information of the Bngadier com- 
manding the Reserve Column, that agreeably to his instructions, I ad- 
vanced this moiTung through the breach without opposition and formed 
up the 4th Punjab Infantry, neai the chuich 

At Brigadier-General Nicholson’s request, I sent up No 1 Company 
to occupy Mr Skinner’s house , after placing that company in position I 
found on my letum to the coips that the enemy had commenced to fire 
on the regiment from the walls of the college enclosures Lieutenant 
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Plullippa* of Her Hojcotyfl GOth Rifles with n few men (20) aided l\ 
Ensign McQueen of my corps nbo with a sm ill part} had Lilled two of 
tie horses of a field piece the f ucmr had pfneed at the gateway ond 
ontho horses fhihng the gun wnapartiafly withdrawn- At that moment 
1 stormed the house with the whole regiment and gamed the building 
with the loss of three sepoys killed and two natire officers and 22 sepoys 
wounded- 

There were at least 400 of the rebels in the house who fled os the 
corps approached them seren wore killed and the rest cscajicd to the 
magaxine. 

Havmg gamed the position I \nia ordered by the Bngndior to 
hold I commenced to bamendo it leaving a piW]Uot at the rear gate 
which however at 12 0 clock I was obliged to withdraw ns the build 
mgs of the magarmo commanded it and tho enemy brought up guns 
which tho^ fired through tho house 

Tho Bcluch Battalion aubsequenti;: joined under Major Funjulmr 
and tho command dorolrcd upon him. 

Wo liaio resisted thrive detcmiined attacks and tho lo«s has boon 
trifling considering the fire tbo rcgiraciit has been exposed to for tho 
last 4S hours.

stoimmg party On entering the gateway a hall passed through his 
cap, and he subsequent!}’- had a hand to hand encounter with a rebel 
inside the palace, whom he knocked down with his fist, when he was 
despatched by the sepoys 

Lieutenant Aikman, doing duty with the regiment, was in 
command of 60 men of the 4th Punjab Infantry, on the extreme 
left, and when he heaid the explosion at the palace gateway, he 
advanced towaids the Calcutta gate, which the sepoys blew open with 
their rifles Leaving a havildai and 12 men in chaige of the entrance, 
he led the remaining 40 across the open to the small gateway of the 
foit of Selimgurh, which faces the iiver This he found open, and enter- 
ing secured the fort, dispersing the enemy, who fled in some numbers on 
seeing his approach, escaping across the budge of boats and along the 
bank of the iiver Sergeant Butler of the Horse Artillery was the only 
other European wuth this party, and he rendered the greatest assist- 
ance, spiking mne guns with bayonets found m the fort Having driven 
the enemy out of the works, Lieutenant Aikman Imed the wall and 
loopholes opposite the palace, thus effectually preventing the enemy’s 
escape fiom itin that direction. At the same time he secured the innei 
gate, seizing with his own hands the musket m the hands of the sentry 
who was standing behind the levetment the approach had been so sud- 
den and unexpected that he was taken unawares The sentry acknow- 
ledged to have belonged to the 54th Native Infantry and was shot on 
■< the spot. Lieutenant Aikman then returned for a reinforcement, which 
was readily afforded by Captain Sanctuaiy who came up with 50 men 
of the Beldcli Battalion, 

These officers both speak highly of the courage and conduct of 
their men, and Lieutenant Aikman particularly recommends Sergeant 
Butler to the notice of Biigadiei Longfield I trust that the conduct 
of both these officers maybe brought to the notice of the Majoi-Geneial 
commanding the foice Note casualties —

From Captain R C Laweenoe, in political cJiai ge CasJimei e Auanliai'y Foi ce, 
to the Militaiy Sea etai-p, Lahore, — dated Delhi, 5th Octohei 1857 

I have the honor to forward, for submission to the Chief Commis- 
sioner, a copy of my lepoit regarding the operations of the 4th Column 
of Attack on the citj^ of Delhi on the mormng of the 14th ultimo sub- 
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sequent to mj nssummg the common^, and I will add what occurred 
previoua to this period m order that tho Chief Commissioner may bo 
fuJlj aworo of the part token hy tho Jummoo troops m tho assault on 
Delhi. 

Tho guns cavalry with 400 infirntry were diroctod to occupy on 
etdgah m the neighbourhood of the Subreo Ifundoe for which purpose 
I was ordered to detach them at 4 aju. of tho 14th ultimo whilst 
800 infantry were directed to join the 4th Column of Assault at the 
Subzee Mundeo picquet, half an hour later 

Both parties left camp at the hooiii apoohed Captam Dwyer with 
Lieutenanta Graham and Monderson proceeded with tho ono destmod to 
occupy tho tedgah myself and Captain Mocatta with that which was 
directed to join tho 4th Column Captain Dwyora proceedings oro 
detailed m tho annexed copy of hia report Tho 4th Column, under tho 
command of "Major Itoid remained halted nt tho Subioo ilundeopicquot 
until near aunnao On advancing it wna almost iramodmtclj mot by 
a hcavj fire from tho enemy who had been lying concealed behind 
walla Ac. 

Tho leading column was ropulaed. 

Major Reid was wounded and wmt to tho roar As tho next 
senior officer I immediately proceeded to tho head of tho column leaving 
Captam Alocatta to bnng on the Jummoo troops. Aa dosenbed m mj 
Toporlto Major General VTilaon, I found tho lemllng dolachmcnts of 
tho diflVrcnt regiments, composing tho column m tho utmost confusion , 
n groat portion of them had ontiroly broken away to tho right and 
wero shut out from view m tho jungle 

Such as romamod chiefly were of tho two Gurkha battalions tho 
Guides and a very few Europeans were mingled together, and it wns 
utterly impossible to re-fonn them and n.now tho attack on the bat 
tones. 

The Jummoo troops scoing tho confusion in front and being them 
selves exposed to a heavy fire could not bo provailod on to advance 
They also broke into tho junglo to tho right from which they coui 
mcnccd a heavy Cro on tho enemy 

On rotinng with tho Gurkhas Guides and a f w Fiiropcao^ I 
found them thus engaged and they did not loavo tho ground until order 
cd by me to do «> At this time tho enemy wen. within 50 |tters of 
thopo ition taken bj tho Jummoo men ond wen. heattu back b\ tlif-m. 

I wish to hniig these facts prominently to tho notice of thf* Chirf 
Commisstoucr, that ho may be oblo to judge to what extent the fiiluro 
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of the 4 th Column of Assault run} be nitiibutod to doficieucics on the 
part of the Jummoo troops. 

I fool confident that he a\ill do pistico to them, and to the Euro- 
pean officers engaged a\ith them, I may here add that I attribute the 
fact of the Jummoo troops keeping together ns they did, and not at once 
lotiung when tho} saw our Europeans beaten back, to the umemittmg 
exertions of Captain Mocatta, the only European oflicer wuth them. 

Without picsuming to reflect upon the author rtros by wdiom this 
attack was planned and orgaiii'^cd, I consider injsclf called upon to 
gi\c 1113 opinion that its failure is mainly to be attributed to the 
dcfectuc oigauisatiou of the 4 th Column, and to the total want of 
information as to the ‘Strength of the 01101113* likcl}' to be opposed to it. 
In suppoit of this opinion, I will merely state that the 4 th Column, 
who'^c duty it was to take two if not three batteries situated within 
separate wall cnclo'^uic'’, most difiicult of access, and defended by large 
bodies of well'tninicd soldiers, was composed of 800 ilUdisciplincd, ill- 
armed men andSOO of our own troops, — this latter SOO not consisting of 
one regiment, hut being made up of detachments fiom scicn dififcrciit 
regiments Three horse arlillciy guns w ere also attaclicd to tins column, 
but there being only suniciciit men to man one gun, they could not bo used 

Regarding the want of information as to the stieiigth of the encmi’-, 
I was informed b}* Major-Geiicml Wilson and by Major Reid thal, 
Ihcie was little or no piospcct of the party destined to occupy the 
cedgah meeting with serious opposition , on tlie contrary that it would 
be piobably found empty I was icquestcd to caution Captain Dw’3er 
against firing a shot, if possible to avoid it. When Captain Dw^ei got 
near the cedgah, he found himself opposed to at least 2,000 men. 

Although the attack of the column of which the Jummoo troops 
formed a part failed lu its object, it iindoubtcdl}^ materially aided 
the successful assaulting columns, by atti acting the attention of 
thousands of the enemy, w^ho would have othenvise resisted their euLiy 
into the city. 


F 7 om Captain H G Liw'eence, political cTiaige Jummoo Anxihan/ Force, to 
the Assistant Adjntant-Gcnoi al, Delhi Field Force, — dated Camp Delhi, 
22nd Septemher 1857. 

I have the honor to leport, for the information of the Majoi-Gene- 
ral Commanding the Delhr Field Foice, the opeiatious of the Kissengunj 
Column of Assault on the morning of the 14 th instant subsequent to 
Majoi-Reid being wounded. 
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On aasnmujg command of the colnmn I found the different detach 
ments of ■which it was composed so broken and disorganised by the 
heavy fire of the enemy that it was impossible to form them up in 
broken ground and under a severe fire to renew the attack on the Jus* 
sengunj battenea. All I could effoot was to keep the enemy m check, 
which was done for the course of on hour without losing ground in tho 
expectation of the amva\ of ortfllery for which Mojor Rcid had 
made a requiaitiOD previous to his being wounded This aid did 
not arrive The enemy appesoxed m large numberB on our right flouL 
I was apprehensive that they might get into our rear and endanger 
the safety of the line of batteries below Hindoo Itao s Houso and of tho 
camp itself I thoroforo directed tho troops to rotiro which thoj did Ici 
Boroly and in as good order as tho naturo of tho ground would permit 
keeping up a heavy firo upon tho enemy I then strengthened tho 
Subzoo Mundee pioquot and directed tho occupation of tho battcnci 
above olladcd to bj dotachmonta from tho columa 

3 Tho Jummoo troops dotachod under tho command of Captnm 
Dwyer for tho occupation of the iedgah mot with unexpected opposition 
and wore totally unsuccessful This arcumstanco added much to tho 
difiiculties uudor which tho mom column laboured enabling tho enemy 
to advnnco on its nght flank and endiingor its rear, and more particularly 
tho safety of the Subzoo Mundee picquct which was hotl) pressed. Four 
BIX pounder guns belonging to tho Coshmoro troops detached under 
Captain Dwjcr wore I rogrot to say captured by tho enemy Tho cir 
cumstanccs under which this misfortune occurred did not come under 
my personal observation. I therefore called upon Captain Dwyer for a 
report which I herewith forward m original for submission to tho Major 
General I concur with Caplom Dwjcr in considcnng that tho detach 
mont under bis command was inodcquato to oppose the force brought 
ngomst it 

4 As Warao tnaj bo attached to tho Jnmmoo troops for the lo^ 
of their guns 1 fool bound to stato my opiuion that the portion of them 
attached to tho mam column behaved ns woll os could bo oxpocte<l, when 
tried and cxpcncnecd soldiers both European oml native were nn^ticcc*s

intended. After the attack commenced, they leceived considerable re- 
infoi cements from the city Under these circumstances, I look with con- 
fidence to the Maj 01 -General attaching no blame to the tioops engaged 
m this unsuccessful affair. 


Fiom Captain H A. Dwteh, SOtJi FaUve Infantry, attached to the Cashmere 
Fo)cc, to Captain Lawrence, in political chaigc Cashmere Foice, — dated 
Camp Delhi, 22nd Scptcmhci 1857. 

I have the honor to repoit for your information that on the morn- 
ing of the 14th instant I pioceeded, in accoidance vuth the mstmctiona 
I received, with foui hnndied men and four guns of the Cashmere 
Force towards the eedgah foi the pin pose of occupjung and holdmg it. 

The road was most difficult foi aitilleiy, and to enable the guns to 
get into the Rohih*' <pvJcla road, which leads to the eedga/i, a portion 
of stone wall had to be levelled. 

The noise, I believe, piepared the enemy to receive us, as on reach- 
ing the load we weie attacked by about two thousand men who Imed 
all the walls on the right-hand side of the road 

We immediately opened fire withfoui guns and some samhooraJes, 
and continued to fire for about thiee-fouiths of an hour We had not 
been firing long when the Kissengunj Battery fired into us from the left, 
and finding that we were gettmg out-flanked, and that the enemy did 
not appear to be suffermg much fiom our file owing to the protection 
of stone walls and jungle, I ordered an advance m view to effect an en- 
trance into the eedgah, if possible 

This advance, I am sony to say, was not effected, notwithstanding 
the utmost exertions on the part of Lieutenant Tennant of the Engi- 
neers, Lieutenants Graham and Manderson, and myself A small body 
of infantiy could not be collected to support the guns, as the whole of it 
had, almost from the commencement, proceeded to skirmish in very ex- 
tended order, contrary to my repeated orders. 

’ On the order for the guns to limber up being given, no horses could 
be got, for while the guns were being worked the horses had been made 
over to grass-cutters, who took most of them away altogether , five or six

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horeea I saw killed , the rtat were never bronght back, and I was m 
formed that they also had been killed. 

The attempt to secnre the eedgixh was I regret to say a complete 
failure , but it eppeara to me that the force I had was quite inadequate 
to effect that object 

A body of one hundred mounted pohce which occompamed the 
detachment behaved admirably and renmmed to the last. The ground 
however rendered it impoaafble for cavalry to charge 

Ram Smg one of my orderlies killed a man by whom I was attack 
ed and is himself badly wounded , the other Ohundah Sing, had his 
horse lolled.

Tlic X'lt'uc tioopB lined n garden (o the light of the road, and 
Lientonant Ih IJ Shehbcaie, wliosc gallan(iy in this <i3ing aOhir was 
tlio adniiiation of o\oiy one, with a few of the Guides and some Eu- 
repcan'J, loalc pos«;e?''ion of n mosque. E^ci^'eflbit w'ns made hero to 
re-form tlio troops, and olniigc llie onem^'s position, hut without suecess 
though main onicoi-s saoiiliccd themsehes in tlic attempt. 

As I ol)$cr\cd columns of the enemy’s lioisc and foot taking 
ground to onr right, and as I tho) were in gieat foioc to oui fioiit 
and left Hank, I comulciod the ohject of the attack so fai gained in 
Iia\ing directed the attention of the enemy from the main point of 
attack l^oaring aKo tint the enemy's gicat strength might cncouiago 
him to attack our batteries on the lull, I tliought it right, as I had 
succeeded to the command on the fall of ^lajor Iteid, to ic-occup}' tho 
position from which wo had been withdiawn. I'his was accomplished 
with little fmlher lo‘?«, under co\cr of the Ciow’s-Nost Battciy, which 
fired »:hrapncl n few feet o\cr our heads, and with the most admirablo 
precision and fatal effect to the eneni}. 

Tills battery was commanded by Lieutenant H, J. Eians, oftho 
Artillery. 

I cannot closo this report without mentioning the noble way 
in which two ollicors and one sorgeant fell in the attack Captain 
G. G. JIcBarnet, attached to the 1st Bengal Fusilieis, died at the head 
of liis men at the first rush, and Lieutenant A. W Murray, of the 
Guides, was killed while gallantly seconding his immediate superior, 
Lieutenant Shcbbcarc, wlio w'os liiinself struclc by tivo balls. I am much 
disappointed in lenniing that Sergeant Duuloai 3', of tho Fubihers, a man 
w'hose conduct w ns conspicuous throughout, w'as killed in the field. 

Annexed is a statement of our loss, which, I regret to sa3’’, has 
been ver3’' heav3’’.

No. 1383 of 1857. — The Right Hon’ble the Governor-General 
in Council has icccived a despatch fioin Majoi-Geneial Wilson, in 
continuation of that -which ^Yas published in the Notification No. 1257 of 
the 8th ultimo, and completing the narrative of the capture of Delhi. 

The reports and letuins vhich accompany this desjiatch estab- 
lish the aiduous nature of a contest earned on against an enemy 
•vastly supciior in nunibcis, holding a strong position, furnished with 
unlimited appliances, and aided by the most exhausting and sickly 
season of the } ear 

They set foiLli the indomitable coinage and perseverance, the 
hcioic self-devotion and foititudc, the steady discipline and stem 
resohe of English soldicis. 

Thcic is no mistaking the earnestness of purpose -with which the 
stiuggle has been maintained by Ma]or-Geneial Wilson’s aimy. Eveiy 
hcait Mas in the cause, and nhilst thcii numbers M’cre, according to all 
oulinaiy rule, feaifull}’’ unequal to the task, every man has given his 
aidMheic\ei and in M'hatevci manner it could most avail to hasten 
ictiibution upon a treacherous and murderous foe. 

In the name of outraged humanit}’-, in memory of innocent blood 
nithlessl}' shed, and in acknoMdedgment of the first signal vengeance 
inflicted upon the foulest treason, the Governor-General m Council 
lecoids his giatitude to Llajoi-Gcneial Wilson and the brave army of 
Delhi He does so in the sure conviction that a like tribute awaits 
them, not in England only, but M'herever, ivithm the limits of civilisa- 
tion, the news of their well-earned triumph shall reach. 

Major-General Wilson has testified to the earnest and efficient 
suppoit M'hich he has received from every bianch of the force under 
his command. 

To Major E Gaitskell, who, on Biigadiei Garbett being disabled 
by a wound, assumed the command of the artillery in the field, and 
to the officers and men of that arm, to Lieutenant-Colonel C. Hogge, 
Duector of the Aitilleiy Depot, who volunteeied his sei vices as Com- 
niissaiy of Oidnance with the siege-tram, to Captain J Young and 
to the othei officers of that branch, the Governor-General m Council

These despatches contain the lepoits of the officeis commanding 
in the fust actions with the mutmeeis atGhazi-ud-dm-Niiggui, wheie the 
gallant conduct of Hei Majebt3’’’s 60th Regiment, of the Carabineeis, 
and of the Bengal Aitilleiy was conspieiiou'^, and at Badli-ki-Seiai , 
as well as the accounts of othei contests in which the Biitish tioops 
have been engaged, always successfull}^ with the enemy , each occasion 
furnishing examples of the undaunted coinage, deteimination, and 
enduiance by which the last crowning success was subsequently achieved 
The Goveinoi-Geneial of India in Council has aheady lecorded his 
giatitude to Majoi-Geneial Wilson and the officeis and men engaged in 
the final opeiations against the city His Lordship in Council now offeis 
his thanks to those uho specially distinguished themselves in the pi seed- 
ing opeiations, and to the noble aimy by which they were supported 
The waim acknowledgments of the Goveinoi-Geneial in Council 
aie due to Bugadiei Hope Giant, and to Bngadiei Showers, for

Narrative of tbte Campaign in 1857, against the mutineers of the 
Bengal Army and other insurgents asseimbled at Delhi 
By Lieutenant^ W Nobman, Second Assistant Adjutant-Genei al of the Aimy 
The mutiny of the 19th and 34th Regiments, Native lufantr}’-, and 
the uneasy feeling known to pievail amongst the Native troops at many 
stations, had piepaied us for the receipt of unpleasant intelligence, 
although few could have expected that we should heai of the tieacherous 
and cowaidly massacres that were about to take place 

On the morning of the 10th May, a report was received at head- 
quarters, at Simla, from General Hewitt, that the sentence of a coiiit- 
martial on 85 mutineers of the 3id Regiment, Light Cavalry, had been 
carried out, they having been matched to jail, ironed, from a parade of 
the whole garrison of Meerut He at the same time mentioned that 
the behaviour of the rest of the Native tioops at the station was excel ’ 
lent Piivate letters from officers, both of the 11th and 20th Regiments, 
weie leceived at Simla, praismg their men ; and an experienced officer 
of the latter corps wrote that even the bad characters of the regiment 
were behaving well, appaiently to show that they had no sympathy 
with the mutinous spirit evinced by pait of the 3rd Regiment, Light 
Cavalry, and some of the Native artillery recruits. 

On the afternoon of the 12th May, copy of a telegiaphic message 
from the signallei at Delhi to Umballa reached Simla, statmg that he 
was obliged to fly, as the mutineer sepoys from Meerut had entered the 
place and were burning the bungalows This was brought by Cap- 
tain Barnaid, ADC, who lode expiess from Umballa, and who, in 
passing Kasauli, had, by diiection of Sir Henry Barnaid, command- 
ing the Siihind Division, warned the 75th Foot, theie stationed, to be m 
instant leadmess to move down to the plams. As the temper of the 
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■0m\)alU Kative rogimonts was more than dou})lfal on receipt of tbia 
Intel Iigcnco the Oomnmnder in Chief at once despatched an aide-do 
camp to Kosaoli to order the 7oth Foot to rnoye down forthwith andei 
presses were sent to warn the lat Bengal Enropean Foailicra at Dagahai 
to move after the 75th Foot os soon ns possible and for the 2nd Bengal 
Enropean Fusiliers at Subatha to be reader to march Expresses wore 
sent also to Ferozepors to desire the mogaitue to be placed under 
charge of a European guard , nnd to JuJlundur for a European detach 
ment to be at ouce thrown into the fort of Phiffonr Officers on Icaro 
on private affairs were deairod to return to their stations 

Irfxto on the 13th a note arrived from ATcerut dated midnight of 
the 10th lianng been broaght hj J^ossul stating that tho Isntno 
3 troops had risen in open mutiny, that the portion of tho cantonment 
^ south of tho nullah had boon bunit and that tlie European troops wore 
defending thoir barracks. Some of the particulars of tho Delhi massacred 
wero also received about tho samo time and tho folloning measures 
woro immediately taken — 

Tlio Commander in Chief with tho Adjutant-Goncml and tho Qanr 
termoster General of tho Army tho Second Assistant to tho former aud 
7lho jwrsonal staff prepared to start in tho morning for Urnballa. 

Tho Slid Bengal Curopcan Fusiliers wero ordered to Dmballa at once 
An artillery officer was sent express to Pliillour with instructions 
for a third class sicgo-tram to bo immcdialtly got ready and also for 
tlio spare waggons of tho troops of horso artillery at Umlalla nnd a 
quantit} of small arras amraumuon to ho despatched to tho latterploco 
Tho Isusscrco Battalion which was behoved to bo perfectly

During tlio ICth mid on tho rooniing of tho ICtli tho Commander 
in Cliicf ao<I frtafi rcaehctl Uiiiballi auil the same morning hrod^ of 
dejrtrliiKut^ nnd commanding ofliccr* met nt Sir Hetuj Baroardfl 
huuai. nhtrv Otnend Vxi-.iu hai taken up hw quart <.n. 
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His Excelleuc}^ cousideied tbab a force must be moved on Delhi, 
but tbe number of available tioops ivas small, veiy little carnage and 
liaidly any dboolj^-beaieis weie available, tbe aitilleiy bad only tbe 
ammunition in tlieir waggons Avliicb might be expended in one action, 
and even tbe infantiy bad veiy little ammunition ivitb which to com- 
mence a campaign , and without some heavy guns it seemed useless to 
att.ick Delhi. Howevei, the Commandei-in-Chief decided that an ad- 
\nnce must be made as soon as inacticable, and the gieatest possible ex- 
eitions Aveie lequired fiom depaitmental officeis to enable the move to 
be made. 

The position of affaiis, as known at Umballa at this time, was as 
folloAvs — 

At Delhi, those Euiopeans who had not escaped had been mas- ^ 
sacicd, and the place Avas held b}' the mutinous coips fiom Meeiut and 
the tioops of its OAAii gaiiison. 

At jNIcerut, the European troops were occupying a poition of the 
uudcstio} cd pait of the cantonment, and Aveie busy m electing defences 
The distiict aiound Mceiub Avas in complete disoidei, and the civil 
couils poAveiless 

At Umballa and Jullundui, though the Native regiments Averec 
oveiawed by Euiopean tioops, it AA'as evident that no confidence could 
be placed in them. 

At Feiozepoie, a seiious mutiny had occurred, and at Lahore the 
AA'hole of the Native tioops had been disaimed 

Fiom beloAV-Meeiut theie Avas no intelligence whatever, but it 
seemed moie than piobable that the mutinous spirit had bioken out m 
many othei stations, and sad massacres occuiied 

At Simla, the Nusseree Battalion refused to march to Phillour, and 
by them conduct created great alarm amongst the European residents, 
Avhile a party of this corps at Kasauli pliiudeied some treasure, ren- 
dering it necessaiy to send back a hundred of the 7oth Foot from 
Umballa to reinforce the depot at that place. The Nusseiee Battalion 
eventually marched to Sahaianpoie, ivhere it has since rendered good 
sen ice in mamtaiumg tranquillity and punishing insurgents Them 
display of ill-feelmg at this junctuie was, however, veiy unfortunate, 
and lendeied it necessaiy for the siege-train to move fiom Phillour 
with a veiy insuflScient escort consisting of pait of the 9th Regiment, 
Iiregulai Cavahy, and some Native contingent detachments 

The 2nd Bengal Euiopean Fusilieis reached Umballa on the morn- 
ing of the 17th, and the force now there consisted of two tioops of 
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European horso artillery Her ilajesty'e Dth Lancers, the 76th Foot, tho 
let and 2nd Bengal European Fosihers, the 4th Native Lancora, and 
the 6tli and COth Kegiment? Native Infontiy The Native regiments 
■were simply an incumbrance so there romamed disposable abou* 4 .j 0 
effective cavalry and 1 800 effective infantry with twelve light guns 

To provide for the safety of Umballa four companies of the 2nd 
Bengal European Fusiliers were ordered to remain Besides this tho 
Native company of artillery from Knogra, one squadron of tho 4th 
Eegiment Light Cavalry and five companies of tho 6th Regiment 
Native Infantry wore intended to occupy tho station A battery of 
nino-pounders had been ordered from Phillour, and these wore to be 
mado over to Major Turner for his troop of horso artillery ho giving 
o\orhi3 BIX pounders to tho Native company remaining at Umballa. 
An cntronchmont i\as also thrown np round tho church into which tho 
Europeans could roUro if absolutely necessary All tho fomilics of 
ofbeera and soldiers were sent to the hill station* together with all sick 
coldionu And still further to losson anxiety for Umballa, some of tho 
troops of tho Patiala Rajah whoso fhondship was rcUocI on were 
brought mto tho cantonment 

Five companies of tho 6th Regiment Native Infantry fm two 
detachment*) and a squadron of tho 4th Regiment Light Cavalry were 
sent into tho district to punish eomo insurgents, and tho head-quarters 
squadron of tho 4th Rogimont Light Givnlry and tho COth Regiment 
Isativo Infantry wero to accompany tho force 

There was much difficulty in providing nrlillcrymon for tho ser 
VICO of tho siege-train and eventually it was found that one company

destroyed 

On the 25th May, the Commander-in-Ohief reached Kurnaul, and 
was attacked with cholera on the following day, dymg early on the 
morning of the 27th Sir Hemy Barnard, who was m immediate 
command of the Delhi Rield Force, had reached Kurnaul on the night 
prior to General Anson’s death. 

On the morning of the 4th June, the head-quarters of the force 
were at Rhye, and on the 5th marched to Abpur, withm ten miles of 
Delhi. The 60th Regiment, Native Infantry, had been detached to 
Rhotuck fiom Kurnaul, in the hope that independent employment might 
keep them staunch , besides which it was veiy evident that the European 
tioops would never have fought with confidence with this regiment 
behind them oi by their side , and as it was felt to be too great a trial 
of fidelity to employ Native Hindustani corps against mutineers, the 
bead-quaiteis of the 4fch Lancers were sent to Meeiut 

On the 6bh, the siege-train reached camii, together with the head- 
quarters of the 2nd Bengal European Fusiliers, which had jomed it two 
marches fiom Umballa 

On the 7th, Brigadier Wilson, having crossed the Jumna at Bhag- 
put, ainved with his small but efficient force, which at Ghazi-ud-din- 
Nuggur, one march fiiom Delhi on the Meeiut road, had twice gallantly 
repulsed attacks of the mutineer force, captuimg five guns, four of them 
of heavy calibre.

In lound numbers there were 600 cavaliy and 2,400 infantry, with 
22 field guns 
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Bendea the ahoTe, the nege-tram, ^hich consisted of eight IS- 
pounder guns, four 8 inch homteera, four 8-inch mortars, and twolro 
64 inch mortars^had attached to it a weah companj* of Europoan artil 
lery (4th of 6th Battalion) and 100 Europoan artillery recruits 

The head-qaartera and a squadron of the 4th Irregular Cavalry, 
and a iring of the 0th Irregnlar Cavalry, were olso in camp bat os a 
great portion of the former corps had already mutinied, and neither 
could be implicitly trusted, they Tvere ordered on the 7th to proceed 
towards some viHages-near the Jumna, where parties of rebels hod been 
reported to have been seen so that on the day of action the force might 
not be embarrassed by treachery in its own ranks 

At 2 Juic on the Hth Juno the troops marched from Ahpur to 
attack the cmemy s advanced eatrcachcd position at Bodli ki Semi, four 
miles from Deltm Prior to tho march, Oapttua Howoll Ist Bengal 
European FusiUors Sab-Assistant Commissary Goaoral died of cholcro 
after a few hontB illness , and this scourge which bruko out at TJrabnlb 
in ilay never onoo was completely absent from our camp until after 
tho fall of Delhi, carrying off many officers and hondrods of valonblo 
Boldiers, and at times raging m particular corps with extromo virulonco;. 
Brigadier Holbfiix Her Majesty s 76th Begimont commandiDg tho 1st 
Infantry Brigade hod proMously boon compelled by ill health brought on 
by tho circumstances of tho somco, to return to Kumaul, whoro ho 
died 

Tho baggage was all left at Ahpur with directions not totnovo on 
until tho success of our attack at Bodli ki-Scrai had declared itself and 
orders boon sent back for Us advance. Tho guard for its protection 
was composed of two guns of iinjor Scott s battery a squadron of tho 
Carabineers a company of tho 2nd Bengal European Fusiliers, and tho 
contingent of tho Hajah of Jlund with tho exception of about fifty 
sowars. 

Tho mutineprs position was os follows —They bold tho $erai of 
Badli on tho right* of the Trunk Road os wo advanced and thoir camp 
was grouped about it About a hundred and fiftj yards in front of tho 
wrai on a small natural clovation, was a sand bag battery for four 
heavy guns and. an 8 inch howitzer Tho ground on either iiJo of tho 
Trunk Road leading to this position is intersected with water cuts and 
generally swampy , while ncarlj ptiroUel to tEo road on tho nglit at Ibo 
distance of about a mile runs tho canal crossed bybndgcsnt vanoui 
places not far from each other

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The main attack was to be made in front, supported by a diver- 
sion on the enemy’s left flank with cavalry and guns Bngadier Grant, 
commanding the cavalry, accoidmgly quitted camp befoie the main 
column, passed the canal at a neiglibounng budge, and proceeded down 
its right bank with intent to cross in the enemy’s left rear and to 
attack simultaneously with the mam body under Sir Henry Barnard, 
Brigadier Grant had with him ten horse artillery guns under Major 
Turner, 'consisting of four guns of Major Tombs’ troop and Major 
Tuiuei’s own tioop undei Lieutenant Bishop, three squadrons of the 
9fch Lanceis under Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Yule, and about fifty 
Jhmd homemen under Lieutenant Hodson. 

The mam column pioceeded down the Trunk Road, and consisted 
of Captain Money’s troop of horse artilleiy, four guns of Ma]or Scott’s 
horse batteiy, four heavy guns hastily foimed into a battery for field 
purposes and pimcipally manned by recruits, a squadron each of the 
Carabineers and 9th Lancers, and the five weak infantry regiments. 

The total force to be engaged m the mam attack was m round 
numbers 170 cavalry and 1,900 infantry, with fourteen guns. That 
employed m the flank attack about 350 cavalry and ten guns 

It was intended that in the mam attack our four heavy guns 
should open on the enemy from the road itself, with a light battery on 
either flank, that Brigadier Showers, with the 75th Foot and Isb 
Bengal European Fusihers, should operate to the right," and Bngadier 
Graves, with the 60th Rifles, 2nd Bengal European Fusiliers and Sirraoor 
Battalion to the left of the road 

As the day broke the lights in the enemj 's camp ere i isiblc, and 
our guns advanced to open fire. Their artillerj", however, commenced the 
ball -nutli a sharp cannonade, to which our guns were not slow in rcplj - 
ing. The leading infantry brigade moved off the road to the right and 
deployed, the 75th Regiment on the left, the 1st Bengal European Fusi- 
heis partly msuppoit and partly on the right of the 75th Regiment, and 
this biigade advanced m line under the eaunonado towards the enemy 
At this time the 2nd Brigado, wdiich bj some accident had fallen in rear, 
was not in sight, but oiders were sent to hurry it up. The fire of the 
enemy’s heavy battery, aided bj" several light guns, began to toll senoiis- 
l}”-, the bullock-diiveis of our heavy guns ran .away with the cattle, and 
one of the wagons blew up , our men fell fast, and the stafi oficring a 
tempting niaik, two ofticers (Colonel Chester and Captain Russell) were 
killed, and several horses of the staff lost m the course of one or two 
minutes, Time was precious, there was no sign of any flank attack by 
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onr cavaliy on the inauj^gents, aad it was evident that ear guns could 
not silence their artfllcsry sheltered behind a parapet, so SirHeniy 
Barnard ordered the 76th Begiment to charge and take the heavy 
battery This corps led by Bngadier Showers and Colonel Herbert, 
earned oat this duty in the mostspinted manner They -were supported 
by the Ist Bengal European Fusibers who m their advanco suffered 
somewhat from a musketry fire opened from on enclosure on their nght. 

The battery wns hardly taken ore Bngadier Graves came up on 
our left and Bngadier Grant (who hod been much delayed by the great 
difficulty oiponencod m getting hia guns over some water-courses) 
appeared on the enemy a loft roar and at once attacked them This com 
pleted the defeat, and the lasurgcnts fell back, leaving several guns in 
our poesosaiOD besides their camp 

The troops pushed on m puwuit clcanng many gardens until wo 
reached the cross roads one of which leads to tho city through the 
Subioo ilundco suburb and tho other (tho loft road) to tho cantonraent. 
From this point wo could eco tho ndgo beyond tho cantonments held by 
tho lusurgcntB and- offer a short halt Sir Honry Barnard withBngndicr 
Graics bngado of infantry, Captain Moneys troop of horse artillery, 
and a squadron of tho 0th Lancers, took tho loft or cantonment rood 
while Bngadier ‘Wilson with tho rest of tho artillery and cavalry and 
Bngadier Showers' bngado of mfantry took tho road through tho 
Subzco Mundco Tho Sirraoor Battalion was ordered to extend between 
the columns but tho distance was too great for the communication to 
bo complete It was intended thus simultaneously to attack both flanks 
of Hindu Ilao's Ridge tho Sirmoor BattaUou skirmishers threatening 
it at tho saroo time in front. 

In front of our Icff column on tho ndgo was tho flag staff tower 
at which tho insiugonts hod posted throe guns and from those a can 
nonado was opened on Sir Henry Barnard b column. Tho column moved 
ncro^ open ground to pass a wide and deep canal cut, which ran 
nearly parallel to tho ndgo and at a distance of perhaps 1,200 yards 
by a masonr) bndgo This was partially destroyed but fortunately 
was loft of a sufficient width for tho gun* to pass and no more Tho 
insurgents bad tho range of tho bridge and kept up an accurate Are on 
it as tho column and guns passed over rrocceding onwortls through 
tho huts of tho mjpoy lines and then through tho streets of niinc<l 
bungalow* of officers tho column caino qut on tho flank of the flag •'taff 
gunn it a d»tnnec of ft ffw hundreil ynrdi and Captain Mour} * trt"*j» 
having moved to the front wheekd up to its right and commcuc^-d ft 
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file ■wliicli almost immediately silenced the cannon of the insurgenta 
The 60th Rifles and 3nd Bengal Euiopean Fusilieis having hionght up 
their left shoulders then advanced and took the guns , and the Sumo or 
Battalion coming up to the ridge, the whole column moved along its 
crest towards Hindu Rao’s house, on reaching which it was joined by 
Biigadier Wilson’s column, which had come by the road through the 
Subzee Mundee subuib, and had been opposed en route, capturing an 
18-poundei gun. 

While Sii Heniy Bainaid’s column was movmg on the ridge, as well 
as aftei it had been joined by that of Biigadier Wilson, a cannonade 
was kept up fiom the city, and the shot ranged well up to and over the 
ridge, kilhug some men and blowing up a gun limber 

The camp was oideied to be pitched on the cantonment paiade 
giound facing the lines, and with its lear protected by the canal cut, 
which could only be crossed by bridges at ceitain points A mound on 
the light of the camp ofleied an advantageous post for a picquet on that 
flank, which was much exposed to attacks fiom the Subzee Mundee 
subuib Cavalry picquets on the left flank patrolled to the rivei, while 
the ndge on oui fiont was held by the Sumooi Battalion and two com- 
panies of the 60th Rifles at Hindu Rao’s house , on the right, a picquet 
ofinfantiy at the flag-staff tower in front of the left of the camp, and 
an infantiy picquet at a mosque midway between Hmdu Rao’s house 
and the flag-staff. 

The heavy guns were oidered to be brought up to Hindu Rao’s 
preparatoiy to being put into batteiy, and it was found necessaiy to 
have two light guns on picquet at the flag-staff, Hindu Rao’s, and 
the mosque. 

The troops weie withdrawn to the camp ground, but the tents 
weie not up, and the heat was excessive, when about 2 pm the insm- 
gents commenced a heavy cannonade fiom the walls, theu balls con- 
stantly flying far on our side of the ndge. A body of tioops also came 
out of the city and threatened Bfindu Rao’s oi the mam picquet The 
whole of the tioops had agam to move up to the ndge, and after a 
short time the attack was repulsed , but the cannonade did not altogether 
cease, and it became evident that as loug as we occupied the ndge all 
our picquets on it would be exposed to the file of the heavy guns, 
howitzers, and mortars within the city 

Befoie sunset the troops not on picquet had returned to camp, and 
no further attack was made that night 

In the action fought this day our losses were toleiably severe. 
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Of the troops opposed to os it was said that a thousand of those 
whocomo out never rctomed to Delhi, This may bo on exaggeration 
but their losses were nndoubtodly heavy, probably three or four hundred 
killed and wounded besides a good many who were said to have gone 
off to their homes after or dunng the action. 

Thirteen guns were captured tie,, an S-inch howitier two 2^ 
pounder guns two 18 pounders and the remainder D pounder guns. 

It 15 impossible to give anything like an estimate of the insurgent 
force but wo know thot at this ponod tho following corps or detach 
ments wore at Delhi, and though ono or two portions of corps possibly 
arrived without arms, there was no difScultyio supplying their wants 
in this respect from tho armoury in tho Delhi Sfngaxino*— 

3rd Company 7th Native Battalion Artillery with Isa 5 Dorse 
Field Battery, 38th Kcgiraont lugbt Infontry 64th and 74lh Begi 
ments Isntivc Infantry from Dcibu 

Srd Bcgimont Light Cavalry, lllh and 20lh Bcgimonls Satire 
Infontry from Meerut 

Dead Quarters of tho Dth Bcgimcnt Latiro Infontry, from Aligarh 
and detachment from Bolundshnhnr 
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Humanali Light Infantry Battalion and a large-^portion of the 4th 
Regiment, Iiregular Cavalry, from Hansi, Hissar, and Su’sa 

Head-Quarters of the Corps of Sappers and Miners, from Meeiut 
and Rooikee. 

Detachments of the 44th and 67th Regiments, Native Infantry, 
from Mnttia 

A large poition of the 45th Regiment, Native Infantiy, fiom 
Ferozepoie, and many deseiteis of the 5th Regiment, Native Infantiy, 
from TJmballa. 

In addition to the above, there yeie knotvn to be many Native* 
soldiers on fuilough, particularly of the irregular cavahy, a very large 
portion of which branch of the service reside within a cueuit of a 
hundred miles from Delhi , also a miscellaneous collection of customs 
chapjasis, who had deseited their posts, police and jail guards, besides 
many loose characteis of all kinds, and these, though far from formid- 
able in the field, could do much mischief when filing from behind walls 
during our numerous subsequent actions in the suburbs, they being 
well awaie that a secure and certain retieab mto the city was always 
open behind them. 

From the above it would seem that in the early part of the siege the 
mutineers had but one artillery company, but Whether this company 
had been strongly reinforced by Native artilleiymen on furlough, or 
whether the numerous magazine lascars (an intelligent body of men) 
assisted in working the guns, or both combined, certain it is that from 
the fiist day of our arrival before Delhi the mutineers seemed to have 
no want of tiamed artillerymen, and were always able to work as many 
guns as could conveniently be brought to bear upon us 

Major-General Reed, the- Provincial Comraander-im Chief, amved' 
at Alipur fiom Kawal Pinch on the 8th Jane, just as the troops were 
marching Unwell and greatly fatigued by a rapid journey during 
intense heat, he took no part in the action, and never assumed peisonal- 
command of the troops until after the lamented death of Sir Henry 
Barnaid, though his advice in matters of moment was fi-eely sought 
and' given 

On the morning of the 9fch June, the Guide Corps consisting of 
three troops of cavalry and- six companies of infantry (rifles),* marched 
into camp under the command of Captain Daly This distinguished body 
of men had marched at the hottest season of the year from Mardan, on 
the Peshawar Frontier, to Delhi, a distance of 580 miles, in twenty-two 
days, and though the infantry portion were occasionally assisted with- 
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cmnolfl or pomea on the line of road, the march -was a surprising feat 
even for cavalrj 

The samenflernoon the matineers who had cannonaded at intervals 
danng the day moved out of the caty and threatened onr position on 
the ndge making a sharp attack on its nght at Hmdu Rno s house 
The Guides moved up m support and the insurgents wore driven hack 
into the city with considerablo loss. On our side Lieutenant Qumtm 
Battyo Commandant of the Guide Cavalry an enthusiastic, gallant 
soldier was mortally wounded and aovcml men killed and wounded 

Danng these two days our heavy guns were being put in position 
on tho ndgo near Hindu Raos house to reply to the enemy s fire 
Thoy were too distant (from 1 200 to 1 600 yards) to do inoro than 
check that fire and sometimes to silence tho guns at tho iloroo Bastion. 
It was at once evident that our artiller} and onginoor means wero' 
insufficient to tako Dolhi tho guns of tho rebels being infinitol) aupenor 
in numbers nud calibre to our own and well served while to make re- 
gular approaches was quita impossible tho Sappers being few m number 
and so largo a proportion of tho infantry being nt all times rcquirod for 
tho dofeneo of our position that no men could bo spared for working 
parties 

On tho lOlh and 11th Juno attacks similar to that of tho 0th 
were made and were similarly repulsed. 

Alxmt this time tho losurgcnts were rcinforocd by tho COth Regi 
mont, JsatiTC Infantry which mutinied nt Kbotuck and at onco pro- 
ceeded to Delhi, their officers escaping to our camp without injury, bub 
with tho loss of all their property 

On tho morning of tho 12lh a vcir senous attack was made A 
largo bwl} of tho mutineer lufantry having concealed tbomsclrcs m tho 
raiincs m Sir Thooplulus Mctcalfos compound between tho flag staff 
tower and tho nver soon after daylight made a sudden and vigorous onset 
on thcpicquctat tho tower consisting of two horse artillery guns and a 
detachment of tho 75th Foot Thej gained tho summit of the ndge on 
the loft of tho tower and tho picquct was hard pressed losiug Captain 
Knox killed and several men, Tho musketry fire was sharp and h<n\j 
and tho bullets All into the camp, somo of the enemy oven descended 
to tho camp side of tho ndgo and three were killed in the sepoy lines 
within a short distance of the tents Hoinforcemcnts moved rajndly 
up m Bopport of tho piequot and tho m^urgenls were driven off omi 
punmed somo wn\ To avoid o reeurronco of anvthing of the kin<! a largo 
picquct wasEcnt to occupy Sir ThcopUilus Metcalfe » mined houK due 
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to tlio liver, tlius thiowing up as it weie the leffc'flaiik of our defences, 
niid lendeiing it almost impossible for the enemy to pass round on that 
side This picquet eventually iiaxs tin own m advance of the house and 
dn ided into thiee poitions, — one of 150 men on a mound on the light of 
the compound, close to the load leading fiom the Cashmeie Gate to 
the cantonment sudder bazar, and fiom which a few men were detached 
to a house on and commanding the load, fifty men m a cow-house mid- 
M ay between this mound and the river bank , and 150 men in the stables 
close upon the rivei 

All these posts veie giaduall}' strengthened by the engineers, and 
weie of much use Sir Theophilus Metcalfe’s house would have been 
picviousl}^ occupied liad it not been for the difficulty of pioviding one 
1 chef f 01 the picquets, and after this it sometimes was impossible to 
caiiy out the daily reliefs The flag-staff continued to be held by a 
hundred men with two guns, and at night the sentiies fiom this picquet 
and the mound picquet in the Metcalfe compound communicated. 

The attack at the flag-staff had haidly been lepulsed, when other 
bodies of insui gents adianced upon the Ilindu Rao’s picquet and 
thiough the Subzee Mundec into the gaidcns on the light flank of 
camp The fiist of these attacks was not serious, but the latter 
threatened the mound picquet, and suppoits of all arms had to be 
moved up The 1st Beugal Euiopeau Fusilieis, under Majoi Jacob, 
then advanced and diove the mutineers out of the gardens, killing a 
considciable numbci of them. 

As it seemed ccitain that our means weie insufficient regularly to 
besiege the place, a proposal was made to take it by a coup de ma%n, 
and to this Sir Henry Barnard assented. Theie was consideiable risk 
in the attempt, for not more than 1,700 oi 1,800 infantiy were available 
foi the assault, and there was every leason to anticipate a prolonged 
stiTiggle in the city and in captuimg the palace, during which time 
the camp, with all its sick and wounded, stores, followers, &c , would be 
necessaiily very weakly guaided Failure, moreover, would have been 
disastrous, not simply to the tioops employed, but m all piobability to the 
whole British population m Upper India and the Punjab The General, 
however, was urged from all quarters “ to take Delhi” by those who little 
compiehended his weakness or its strength 

Two gates were to be blown in by powder bags, by which two 
columns weie to effect an entrance, and eaily on the merning of 18th 
June, coiqis weie actually formed to move down to the assault, when the 
mistake of a superior officer m delaying the withdrawal of the picquets 
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•uithout which the infantry regiments were more skeletons forced tho 
plan to be abandoned as dnyhght was coming cm and it was felt that 
snccees was impossible if the blowing in process was not effected by 
surprise. 

There arc few who do not now feci that the accident which hindered 
this attempt was one of those happy interpositions on onr belialf of 
winch wo had such numbers to be thankful for Defeat or even a partial 
success would havo been roin nnd complete success would not haro 
nchieved for us tho results subsequontly obtained or as far as can be 
seen would it hove prevented a ainglo massacre most of which indeed 
had already taken place. 

From this period almost daily otfncka took place for some tunc and 
though our losses wore not heavy, tho troops wore ranch Iiamssod 

Though our investment was only on ono side of tho city (hap* 
pil^ socunng however our left flank and tho commnnication with 
the Ihinjab in our roar) very nearly Imlf tho cffeijtivo forcoot this period 
was on picquct , and when tho " alarm " soandod and all tho picqueta 
had been reinforced there raoroly remained a fow companies of inCmt!^ 
Ixaidca sorao cavalry and gnus in reseno to snccour any point M 
nously attacked or to make a forward move against tho itisnrgcnts 
^10 artillery Hro from tho city —principally directed against Hindu 
Itao 8 house nnd tho nciglibounng battenes, but somotimcs with nolcnco 
against tho ATctcalfo picquet os well ns the mc«qno and ndgo generally — 
was constantly kept up and seldom an hour pissod without somo shoti. 

Ifortar shclN too wore often thrown nnd generally in tho evening 
over tho ndgo, tho fragments soraetimcs coming into camp eomethnes 
falling near our nght picquct at tho mound. Onr batlcnes replied at 
intcrvahj, nnd always when tho enemy s firo became very troublesome 
and a mortar firo on tho city was rcgidnrl^ innintaincd at mght Tho 
trunnions of our 8 inch howitzers giving wa} ono after tho other 
these pieces were sunk in tho ground and used as mortars their shells 
having a very long range In our battoncs wo used tho cnem^ s onl 
nance captured at Badli ki Somi and as wo had no ammunition for tho 
captured 24 pounders the shots of this calibre fired by tho oncni) were 
picked up and sent back again 

Tlio pofition at Hindu Rnos was confided to tho charge of Major 
Held of the Sirmoor Battalion who established hij corps in the laigo 
house which gaio its nnmo to the whole nJgc 

j\t first Jic had onlj his own battalion ami two companies of (he 
COth Biflcs but after a time the Ouidt InC-intry ncrc aJJe<l and on on 
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” alaim " he v as leiufoicecl by two moie companies of the 60th Rifles He 
had the piotcctioii of all oui hea\y batteiies, and thioughout the siege 
held this honouiable post. The house in v>hich he resided with his coips 
vas Milhin pel feet lange of nearl}' all the enemy’s heav}" guns, and was 
iiddled thiough and thiough uith shot and shell He nevei quitted 
the ridge save to attack the cnem}^ below it, and never once visited the 
camp until cairied to it uounded on the day of the final assault 

On the loth, a very shaip attack was made on the Metcalfe picquet, 
and the enemy taking adiantagc of the lowness of the ii\er tiied to 
turn oui loft flank by the sands below the high ii\ei bank The paity 
of theTotliFoot on picquet, houo\er,iepulsed the onset, and being lem- 
foiced, the assailants wcie dii\en back and lost a good number of men. 

On the 17th June the cannonade vas moie than usually seveie, 
appal ently to dncit oui attention Iiom a b.itteiy which it was evident 
the enemy ueie coiistiucting on a rwng giound in the diiection of the 
cedijah (a laigc vailed enclosuio on a hill), and the fiic of which if 
completed vould enfilade oui position on the ridge. During this can- 
nonade a shot came into a portico of Hindu Rao’s house, killing or 
vounding ten men of diflcicnt coips, including Ensign Wheatley, 54th 
Regiment, Nutne lufaiitiy, attached to the Sii moor Battalion, who was 
killed 

Sii Heniy Barnaid detei mined to diive the insui gents from the 
liosition they weie taking up befoie then batteiy could be established, 
and to destroy the woiks that had been commenced, so at 4 Pir. 
two columns w'eie detached on this duty 

The light column imdei Major H Tombs, Hoise Aitilleiy, moved 
from camp towaidb the enemy’s left It consisted of foui guns of his owm 
tioop, thiity Guide Cavalrj^, twenty Sappeis and Mmol’s, two companies 
of Hei Majesty’s 60th Rifles, and four companies of the 1st Bengal 
Euiopean Fusiliei's, w^hile Major Reid moved fiom Hindu Rao’s towards 
Kissengunge and the enemy’s light with four companies of the 60th 
Rifles and the Sirmooi Battalion Both columns were completely suc- 
cessful, and each defeated and diove ofif consideiable bodies of muti- 
neeis Major Tombs captuied and brought in a nme-poundei gun , 
and Major Reid, besides destroying a batteiy, buint the village in which 
it w^as situated, a magazine (evidently made by Sappers) and the gates 
of three semts 

The column under Major Tombs had two kdled, Captam Brown, 
1st Bengal European Fusdieis (dangerously), and nine men wounded, 
with seven horses Majoi Tombs himself was slightly wmunded and 
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bad two horsea shot, making fi?e horses that, from the commencement 
of the campaign up to that date, bad been shot tinder him 

The colnmn under llajor Beid had one man killed and five 
wounded. 

On this and the prenona day the mutineers wore remforced by the 
Nasimbad Brigade conaistiDg of the Znd Company, 7th Battnhon Artil 
lery and No. G Horse Battery the 16th and 80th Hcgimenta, Native 
Inlantiy with a few men of the Ist Bombay Light Oatnlry (LanceraX 

Early in the afternoon of the 10th the enemy began to issno 
from the aty and threatened nearly every port of our position A 
very largo body with guns, howorer proceeded through the suburbs 
and gardens on our right, and re-appeared a mile-ond a half in our rear 
about an hour before snnsot Twelve guns and the available cavalry 
(between four and fire hundred men) all under Brigadier Grant immc 
diatoly moved rapidly to mcot them and a sharp action ensued. The 
portion of the COth Rifles in camp waa also sent in support of the 
cavalry followed by the few other infantry that were available, but 
oltogcthor os attacks were threatened at other points not much over 500 
infantry could bo spared. Before those latter came up the enemy s 
infantry from gardens shot down our artillerymen and horses, while tho 
insnrgcnt guns kept up a remarkably quick and woll*directod fire, and 
it was found absolutely necessary for a portion of tho 0th Lnnocra ond 
for tho Guido Cavalry to chorgo tho enemy which was gallantly done 
tho two corps being led rcepccUvely by Brevet Licntcnout-Coloncl 
Tulc and Captain Daly 

B} tho time that tho COth Rifles had reached tho ground it was 
nearly dusk and quite so when tho other infantry carao np. After dark 
tho action still raged for somo timo and a waggon of Major Scott a 
battery was exploded by tho enemy s fire. 

The firing on both sides gradually ceased and our infantry being 
much too weak in numbers to attack the cnomy^s extended line our 
troops returned to camp about 8-30 pjl, tho insurgents fire totally 
ceasing 

At daylight ncxtmormng Bngadicr Grant was ngnin on the ground 
nnd found it abandoned. A good many dead men and horses were 
lying about nnd a nino pounder gun which was brought in 

Ho had hardly returned to camp when tho enemy again resumod 
thi ir attack on tho rear nnd opened fire at so short a distance that th<'ir 
rmnd shot came right through tho camp. Some of our guns again 
inovi.d to the rear and soon ejicneed their fire and Bngo'hcf U iI»on 
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With a body of troops pioceeded towards the enemy only in tune to 
find them huriyiug away to then side of the canal 

The msuigent force was principally composed of the Nasirahad 
-■ Biigade. Then loss must have been veiy seveie, for numerous bodies 
weie lyiug about, although they had the whole night foi their removal 
Thiity-five horses were found lying on the spot where their field battery 
(the famous Jellalabad Battery) was drawn up. 

Our own loss in this affair amounted to three officers, 17 men, and 
25 hoises killed , seven officers, 70 men, and 35 horses wounded , and two 
men missing The portions of the aitillery, the 9 th Lanceis and the 
60bh Rifles engaged, as well as the Guide Cavalry, all suffeied heavily. 
The officers who were killed or died of wounds were Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel Yule, 9th Lancers, Lieutenant Humphiys, 20th Regiment, 
Native Infantry, attached to the 60th Rifles, and Lieutenant Alexander, 
3rd Regiment, Native Infantiy, who had come to Delhi with magazine 
•stores, and accompanied the troops into action. 

The officers wounded were Colonel Becher, Quartermaster-General, 
severely, Captain Dal}', Commandant of the Guide Corps, seveiely, 
Captain "Williams, 60th Rifles, severely, Lieutenant Bishop, Hoise 
Aitilleiy, slightly , and Lieutenants McGill andDundas, 60th Rifles, and 
Ensign Lisle- Phillipps, 11th Regiment, Native Infantry, attached to the 
60th Rifles, slightly 

Biigadier J Hope Grant, commanding the troops engaged m the 
action of the 19th, had his hoise shot under him m a chaige, and was 
only saved by the devotion of two men of his own regiment and his 
two orderly sowars of the 4th Regiment, Irregulai Cavahy 

The aitillery employed on our side (twelve guns) consisted of poi tions 
of the foul troops and batteries m camp, under their respective com- 
manders, Majors Scott, Turner and Tombs, and Captam Money This 
employment of portions of troops and batteries, as well as of regiments, 
instead of whole troops, batteries, or corps, was an evil which, owmg to 
•our numerical weakness and the necessarily large force always on pic- 
quet duty, was often obliged to be tolerated In fact, from our proxi- 
mity to the enemy when an attack took place, the first and most im- 
portant object was always to bring up such troops as were most ready 
to hand, and could, without dangei, be spaied 

To render it less easy to make attacks m lear, which might have 
led to a stoppage of our communications with the Punjab, a battery 
foi two 18-pounders was constructed behind the camp and aimed, and 
the lear jncquets of cavahy' and mfantiy weie posted at it. Piioi to 
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thia, three 18 poimdera had been placed in battery on themonnd to the 
right of camp to check any attack from the side of the Sabzee Mundoo 
Buburbs. An infantry picqnet had been here all along and a cavalry 
picquet on the ground below together with two horse artillery guns. 

A day or two after the oetion m rear of camp tho mutineers from 
Jullundor and Phillour reached Delhi consisting of the 6th Light 
Cavalry, and the 8rd 80th and Olat Regiments of Native Infantry 
and very confident information was given that an attack was again to 
be made in rear on the morning of the 23rd On the 22nd a detach 
mont was at Hbyo twenty two miles from Delhi under command of 
ilajor Olpherta, Horae Artillery consisting of four guns of tho Ist 
(European) Troop Isfc Brigade and two guns of tho fith (Native) 
Troop IstBngado Horse Artillery a weak wing of tho 2nd Punjab 
Cavalry a company of tho 76th Foot, and tho detachment of tho 
2nd FuflibcTB, that had been left at Dmballo, with tho hend-qnnrtcrs 
of the 4th Sikh Infantry — a total force of about S50 men ond six 
guns. On tho ovonmg of tho 22nd, n staff officer was sent to 
Rhje to order ^lajor Olphorts to march corlj in tho night to Icavo 
tho treasure to winch ho was giving escort under a strong guard 
nt Alipur until ho found that tho road was clear and should tho 
enemy rcallj bo engaged in rear of camp to como upon thoir rtsar and 
attack with Mgoar No attempt was made, Iionovcr on tho rear of 
camp but as Major Olphcrta boggngo was coming up somo cavniry 
canio across tho canal and threatened it. They, houe\or nt onco 
retreated on Lieutenant Nieholson moving towards them with his 
Bowors 

It was not destined however, that tho centenarv of Plosvjy should 
pass over in a bloodless manner Tho rear of theso troops had not 
reached camp when a funoiis cannonade was opened from the city 
walls, while guns that had been brought into tho suburbs opened on 
oar right and kept up n hcavj enfilading firo on Hindu Kaos ntl^T 
which tho few guns wo hod m position were iinnblo to sihnco Tho 
mutineer infontr) occupied Kisscngungo and Subrec Muiidco in force, 
nud threatened to ndinnco on tho mound battery whilo n constant 
pkinnish of iimskclry went on close to our ndgo batteries. Tho 
mutineers were cheeked in thtir advance but a first attempt made by 
portions of tho Ut ond 2nd Bengal European lusilur* to dnre them 
from tho strong pwts they had occupicil in Subrro Muudiw failetl 
Coloml ^\tlchlnan Jst Bengal I* urnpenn h u'llmri who gullantlj Inl 
tljc attack was dangcrounly vrouuded ond laeutenaut Jackson Sul 
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Bcngjil Euioi)cnn Fusiliois, killed The heat was excessive, and many 
of our men fell fiom the oflocls of the sun The fne, howevei, nevei 
ceased, and it became e\ident that a gieat eftbit must be made to dii\o 
the mulinccrs off To do this, it was nccessaiy to bung up eveiyavail- 
ablc man, and Ihc delachment of the 2nd Bengal Eiiiopean Fiisilieis 
and the 4th Sikh Infantiy, who had just maiched in twentj^-tivo 
miles, had again to bo tinned out under a burning sun To Biigadier 
Slio\\ers vas confided the direction of the attack to be made simulta- 
iicoush from Hindu Rao’s ridge and fiom the low giound in its lear 

It i\as cntiicly successful, and the enemy witlidi awing their guns, 
letiicd into the city, ha\ing siifieied seveio punishment From that 
moment no kept an adianccd picquet in the Siibzee Mundee of 180 
Euiopeans, dnided betneen a .scun on one side and a Hindu temple 
on the other side of the Giand Tiiiiik Road, and both of nhich weie 
immediately sliciiglhciicd and icndcied defensible bj’- the engineeis. 
These posts neio onlj bctuceii two hundicd and thiee hundied jmids 
fiom the light battel} at Hindu Rao’s iidge, the picquets fiom ivliich 
communicated with them, and eiciituall} a line of bicastw’oiks running 
up the iidgo connected these picquots with the light batteiy Our 
po'?ition was thus rondeied much more secuie, and the enemy w'eie 
unable to pass up the Tiunk Road to attack our right lear 

In this action we had one ofiicei (Lieutenant Jackson, 2ud Bengal 
European Fusilieis), 38 men, and foui huises killed , thiee officeis 
(Colonel Welchman, 1st Bengal European Fusilieis, seveiely , Captain 
Jones, GOth Rifles, seveiely, and Lieutenant Miiiiay, Guide Corps, 
seieiely), 118 men, and eleven hoises wounded, and one home missing 

The detail ivitli two light guns on picquet at Hindu Rao’s (nine- 
poundeis of Majoi Scott’s batteiy), under the command of Lieutenant 
kliuto Elliot, w'eie in a most exposed position thioughout the aflfair, and 
sufFeied fiom the fire of heavy aitilleiy m fiont and flank, one gun w^as 
disabled, and no less than fouiteen of the hoises w'eie put hois de 
combat 

Hardly a day passed over now wathout the troops having to be 
turned out foi some real or threatened attack, but nothing of impor- 
tance took place until the 27th June, when, eailj’-in the morning, a paity 
of mutineem advanced on the Metcalfe picquet, and being easily theie 
repelled, an attack was made on the iidge batteiies and the Subzee 
Mundee picquets, which was also lepulsed Our loss on this occasion 
w^as 13 men killed, one officer (Lieutenant Hams, 2nd Bengal Euiopean 
Fusilieis, seveiely) and 48 men wounded. 
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At thia penod roinforcementa began to nmvo and between the 
20tb Jane and tlie Srd Jnl} the following troops joined — 

Two gnns of tbe lat (European) Troop Ist Bngodo , and two guns 
of the 5th (Native) Troop let Bngnde, Horso Artillery 

A detachment of European reserve artillery from liihoro. 
Detachments of newly raised Sikh Sappers and artillery 
The head-quarters of Her Majesty s 8th Rogiraont. 

The head-quarters of Her Majesty e 61st Regiment. 

A squadron of the 5th Punjab Cavalry 
The lat Punjab Infantry (Rides) 

So that the oSective forco before Delhi now araountod m round 
numbers to nearly C COO men of nil arms. 

Wo wero also enabled to send a considomblo number of sick and 
wounded to Umballo, a smaller number having boon pronouslj sont 
t;»a Bhngput to Meerut. 

On tho 80th Juno another attack was made on tho Subzoe Mundco 
picquct and Hindu Rao'a and was repulsed with a loss on our port of 
eight men killed, Lieutenants Yorke 4th Sikhs (mortally) nndPacko 
of tho 4th Sikhs (sevcrolj) and 30 mon wounded 

In tho courso of tho day it was reported that tho enemy wero ognm 
about to construct a battery near tho eeilgnh so Bngadier Showers 
■was sent in that direction on a rccoonniasonco with six horso artillery 
gnus under Major Olphorts a troopof the Cambineors a troop of tho 0th 
Lancers a wing of Her Majesty s 75th Regiment and tho Ist Fusiliers. 
Tho swxi in which tho batter} was suppoeed to bo in courso of construe 
tion was empty but in an adjoining house was found a quantity of 
snltpctro together with a number of cntrcDcliing tools and sand bags 
which wero destroyed or brought away 

hen tho roinforccmonts amved it was ngain proposed that tho 
p1neo should bo taken by a coup do main, and a project was drawn 
out by whicli ono column wn- to cITcct nn entrance by blowing in tho 
iron gmling of tho canal near tho Cabul Gate, another column to enter 
tho Cashmere Gate after itliad been blown in a third column to e^ 
Indo tho Cashmere Bastion and n detachment creeping round by tho 
n\cr side to endeavour to effect an entrance in that direction It 
pocmed pretty clear tliat succcm was doubtful in thc<o atlncks unlcM 
tlic Burpn^c was complete ondwohwl no ren^n to reckon upon ony 
want of vigilance on tho part of tho Insurgents who wen. not by nirj 
inrnns s/iirt up or unable to iKjnd out palroLs and picpieLs. As more 

over fur the four ai^saulUDg parties and thv reserve not more than 0 006 
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infanfciy (if so many) could be used, it does not seem matter for regret 
that this attack never took place 

On the 1st and 2nd July, the Rohilkhimd mutineers airived at Delhi, 
maiching across the budge of boats mthm full view of the spectators 
horn oui camp posted on the iidge They were afoimidable leinforce- 
ment, consisting of the whole of No 15 Horse Battery, two 6-pounder 
post guns from Shajehanpore, the Sth Irregular Cavalry, and the 18th, 
2Sth, 29th and 6Sth Native Infantry 

And heie I would observe that I have not attempted to give the 
dates 01 to allude in any wav to all the numerous arrivals of insuigent 
troops at Delhi, some came m brigades, some m single regiments, and 
"some in detachments. I have leferied, however, to all the larger bodies, 
and the only remaining lemforcements of a strength greater than a 
legiment that subsequently reached Delhi weie the Jhansi troops, 
consisting of half of No IS Light Field Battery, a wmg of the 
12th Native Infantry, and the 14th Iiiegular Cavalry, and late 
in July the Neemuch Brigade, consisting of a Native troop of 
horse artillery, a wing of the 1st Light Cavali}’-, the 72nd Native 
Infantry, 7th Infantry Kegiment of the Gwalior Contmgent, and 
the cavaliy and infantry of the Kotah Contingent. The other 
arrivals, though on a small scale, were constant, and by the middle 
of August the very lowest estimate of the numbers of the insur- 
gents was 30,000 men Their guns, as we know, were as numeious 
as even they could have desired, and their ammumtion appeared in- 
exhaustible. 

Oui force was msufficient to invest even one-thud of the land side 
of the place, and access to the left bank of the Jumna was at all times 
perfectly secure by the bridge of boats, which was under the close file 
of their ordnance in the Selimgurh, and fully 2,500 yards from our 
nearest gun We weie, therefore, powerless to prevent a constant stream 
of reinforcements and supplies from pouring mto the city, and iveie 
thankful that we had been so far enabled to keep open oui rear, and freely 
to communicate with the Punjab, whence all our resources were drawn. 
Had the numerous cavaliy of the insurgents been duected with judg- 
ment and boldness, it is not too much to say that we could have been put 
to the most serious straits 

On the afternoon of the 3id July, large bodies of the insurgents 
moved into the suburbs and gardens on our right, and all oui troops 
were turned out At night, the enemy were still in force outside the 
city, and then moving rapidly upon Alipui, one march in our rear, with 
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a force of five or six thousand men and several gun* compelled our 
cavalry post there of a squadron of the 6th Punjab Cavaliy under 
Lieutenant Tounghusbond to fall back towards Khye. Tho fire of 
their guns was heard in camp and soon after 2 a at. a force marchod to 
endeavour to overtake or to intercept the mutineers. It was com 
manded by JJftjor Coke and consisted of four guns of Captam Moneys 
troop of horse artillery and two guns of tho native troop, Major Scott s 
horse battery a squadron of the Carabineers a squadron of the Oih 
Irfincers the Guide Cavalry the wing of Her Majestj s 01ft Regiment 
and the 1st Punjab Rifles in all about 300 cavalry 800 infantry and 
twelve guns which was aboat os strong o detachment os could bo spared. 

At first it was impossible to ascertain whether tho mutineers after 
plundering Alipur hud gone straight on towards Rhye and Lursowhe 
or were returning to Delhi, and grave fears wore felt that thej might 
bo pushing on for Knrnaul or at least to intercept treasure which was 
between Kumaul aud Delhi, and under a Native escort 

About sunrise however it bccamo known that they had ro-crotsed 
tho canal near Alipur, and were rotunung towards Delhi along tho 
lijgh and dry ground running nenrij parallel with the canal, and at a 
distance from it of a mile or moiu Major Colo nt once movcil to tako 
them in flank bat had to proceed over a swampy cro33*eountr} road for 
n mile aud n half to tho Pjnbono bndgo of tho canal and then bod 
nioro than a mdo of swampy fields to pa^ over Tho artillery came 
first into action and were immediately replied to by tho insurgents 
guns which hnd been moved into a village when they perceived our ap 
jiroach their lufantry and cavalrj at tho same time facing towards us 
Tho lufnntiy however savo some posted in tho village soon com 
incnccd moving off ogam their cavalry shortly did tho same and tlicir 
artillery fire slackcoiDg it wxs ovidont that tboir guns al»o were being 
withdrawn. Our guns again advanced though mth much dilTlculty and 
tho infantry and cavnlrj were (old to hurry on tho Quulo Camlry on 
our left being desired to push forward and got on tho lino of the cncmj a 
retreat Tho troops however, were floundering in mud nnd progressed 
but slowly nnd all tho insurgents gunf were earned off An animu 
mtion waggon nnd an artillery atorCMavrt were, however securtHl,nndnU 
the plunder talon from Aliporc was recaptured. A quantity of imnll 
nrtn ammunition alfo full into oar Imnd^ nud the insurgontshad probablj 
somo eighty men killed. On hU return towards cutup iinjur CuLo 
rc*tcd Ins infantry and some orhu cavalrj at the canal bank and whUo 
here was attacked I y some Ireab troops from D^lhl iucladmg n body 
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of about 800 cavaliy The filing was sbai’p, and cavaliy and artillery 
weie sent fiom camp to Majoi Coke’s support. The attack, however, 
had been viitually lepulsed befoie these supports anived, and all 
returned to camp, the Euiopeans having suffered much fiom the in- 
tense heat of the sun 

In this affaii a body of eighty horse raised at Kohat by a Chief, a 
peisonal fiiend of Major Coke, behaved with gallantly, but the Mii,^its 
leader, was unfortunately killed while pursuing some of the fugitive 
insurgent infantiy 

Oui losses on tins occasion amounted to three men and seven 
horses killed , twenty-three men and seven horses wounded, exclusive of 
casualties in the Kohat Hoise. 

On the following moining (5th July), Sii Heniy Barnard was 
attacked with choleia, and expired early in the afternoon, gieatly 
regretted by the whole force, and most so by those who knew him best 
Bjave, kind-heaited and ho'^pitable, it is doubtful if be had an enemy. 
Choleia then as ever was present in the camii, and the death of any one 
excited no surprise , but no doubt Su Henry Barnard’s attack was due, 
in a gieat degree, to his unspaiing exposure of himself to the sun at all 
hours of the day, and to great mental anxiety His indeed had been a 
most trying position Ainving foi the fiist time in India, on assuming 
command of the Siihind Division m April, he found the whole of the 
Native tioops, to whose characters and peculianties he was of course 
an uttei stiangei, in a most discontented and unsatisfactory state, 
and a few weeks placed him at the head of a weak force called 
upon to take Delhi and crush the great strength of the mutineers 
there concentrated Had he not felt anxiety he would not have been 
human, and he as truly died of causes purely arising out of the mutiny 
as any soldier who fell in battle when opposed to the insurgent 
Sepoys 

To hinder as fai as possible attempts to get round our rear, 
anangements were made foi blowing up all the canal budges foi 
several miles parallel with the Trunk Road, save that at Pynbaiie, 
which we retained for our own use, watching it with videttes fiom 
oui cavaliy picquet at the village of Azadpore, two miles m leai of 
camp 

’J'he Phoolchuddei aqueduct, a work of great solidity, which brought 
the canal water into the city across the Nnjufguih jheel cut, and by 
which horsemen could pass to oui real, was also blown up By this 
latter measure no water could entei the city thiough the canal, a matter 
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of little moment, howerer, to the inhabitants of a town situated on the 
bants of a nver and in winch there are many wells. 

It was also determined to destroy tho Busayo Bndgo oror the 
Nnjufgurh/^c/ cut about eight miles from camp to render approach 
to onr rear still more difficult and this was offectod on tho morning of 
the 8th July without opposition by n party of Sappers under escort of 
a largo detachment of all arms commanded by Brigadier Longfield of 
Her Majesty s 8th Regiment. 

On the folloiving morning (Dth Jnij) the enemy showed outside 
tho city in great force onr mom picquct was romforoed and the troops 
remained accoutred in their tents ready to turn out, while on unceasing 
cannonade was kept up from tho city walls and from field artilloiy outside 
About ton o clock tho insurgents appeared to bo incroosiDg in num 
bora in tho suburbs on our right when suddenly a body of cavalry 
emerged from cover on tho citrciuo nght of our nght llauk and charg 
cd into camp 

As pronously monlionod there was a mound on our nght on which 
■was placed a battery of throo 18 pounders with an infantry picquct nil 
facing tho Subzoo Mundeo suburb. To tho nght of tho mound on tho 
low ground was a picquct of two horeo nrlillerr guns and a troop of 
dragoons tho guns bomg tins day famished by Major Tombs troop 
and commauded by Lieutenant Hills tho cavalry from Iho Carabineers 
and commanded bj Lioutcaaot Stillnmn Still further to tho nght at 
a /uiirs enclosure was a Jsotivo officers picquct of tho 0th Irregulars 
from which two ndettes wero throirn forword somo two hundred yards 
on to tho Trunk Road. These videtlcs could seo down the road towards 
Delhi 03 far 08 our picquct at tho serai perhaps seven or eight hundrcKl 
yards, and up tho road to tho canal cut about two hundred yards. 
Across tho road were rather dense gardens 

The place at which tho vidottes were posted was not vLstblo from 
camp and somo Lorsemen in white advancing attracted but little notice 
their dress being tho samo os that of the 0th Irregulars from which 
corps tho/uiirs picquct was taken 

Somo alarm however arose, and tho two horse artillery gum at 
the picquct wore got rcadi but the leading cnvalrj insurgents beckon 
mg men m their rear dashed on at speed and the troop of CnrohiiK^ers, 
all \crr young most of thorn untrained soldier? and onlv 32 in number 
cf all ranks turned onJ broke save tho officer and twoorthr**» men 
who noblv stood X 41 utenant Hill commanding tlio gan« setinctho 
caNnln come on unopp> <.>0 nlooc charg'd tho bead of Ihcir bontnien I j 
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give his guns time tonulimbei, and cut down one oi two of the sowars, 
while the mam body of hoisemen, iiding ovei and past the guns, followed 
up the Caiabineers, and a confused mass of horsemen came streaming m 
at the light of camp 

Ma]oi Tombs, whose tent was on the n'ght, had heard the fiist alaim, 
and calling foi his hoise to be brought after him, walked towards the 
picquet as the cavahy came on He was just in time to see his gallant 
subaltern down on the ground, with one of the enemy’s sowais about to 
kill him Fiom a distance of thiity yaids he fired with his levolver and 
diopped Hills’ opponent 

Hills got up and engaged a man on foot, who was cut down by 
Tombs aftei Hills had leceived a seveie cut on the head. 

Meanwhile great confusion had been caused by the inroad of the 
sowais, most of whom made foi the guns of the Native troop of hoise 
artillery which was on the right of camp, calling on the men to join 
them The native hoise artillerymen, howevei, behaved admirably, 
and called out to Major Olpheits’ Euiopean troop, which was then un- 
lirabeied close by, to fiie through them at the mutineers The latter 
howevei managed to secuie and carry off some horses, and seveial 
followeis weie cut down in camp Captain Fagan, of the artillery, 
rushing out of his tent, got together a few men and followed up some 
of the sowars, who were then endeavouiing to get away, and killed 
fifteen of them More weie killed by some men of the 1st Biigade, and 
all weie diiven out of camp, some escaping by a bridge over the canal 
cut m our rear. It is estimated that not more than one hundied soivars 
weie engaged in this entei prise, and about thirty -five were killed, 
including a native officer 

All this time the cannonade from the city and fiora many field 
guns outside raged fast and fuiious, and a heavy fire of musketry was 
kept up upon oui battenes and on the Subzee Mundee picquets fiom 
the enclosuies and gardens of the suburbs 

A column was therefoie foimed to dislodge them, consisting of 
Major Scott’s hoise batteiy, the available men of the wings of the 8th 
and 61st Foot and the 4th Sikh Infantry, in all about 700 infan- 
tiy and six guns, leinfoiced eu route by the head-quarteis and two 
companies of the 60th Rifles, under Lieutenant- Colonel J Jones , the in- 
fantiy biigade being commanded by Bngadier W Jones, and Biigadier- 
Geneial Chamberlain diiecting the whole As this column swept up 
thiough the Subzee Mundee, Majoi Reid was instructed to move down 
and co-operate with such infantry as could be spared from the main 
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picqnet The irisiirgenta were clenrod out l»f the gnrdeos mthoat 
difficulty though the denseness of the vegetation rendered the mere 
operation of passing through them a work of time 

At some of the semxs however a very obstinate resistance was 
mode and the insurgents were not dislodged without considerable loss 
Erentuallv everything wna effected that was desired , our success being 
greatly aided by the admirable and steady practice of Major Scott s 
battery under a heavy fire, eleven men being pat hors de combaC out of 
its small complement 

By sunset the engagement was over and the troops returned to 
camp drenched through with ram, which for several hours had fallen at 
intervals with great \uolence 

Our loss this day was one officer and 40 men killed, eight officers 
and 1G3 men wounded, and 11 men missing horses eight wounded and 
18 missing The officer killed wna Ensign Mountstovon Her Sfnjcstys 
8th Regiment, and the following were wounded — Lieutenant Hills

riio exact circnmstanccs of the inroad of tho cavalry into camp 
wore never correctly ascertained but there seems little reason to doubt 
that there was some treachery on tho part of tho picquct of tho 0th 
Irregulars and the insurgent cavalry ondontlj reckoned upon assistaoeo 
in our comp particularly from tho native troop of horse arlillcrv who 
however behaved nobly 

In tho account of the action of Badli ki Serai allusion lias been 
made to tho want of confidence reposed in the portions of tho 4th and 
Oth Irregulars rath tho force Some men Imd bcharcfl will but It was 
evident that the general feeling in camp was iliat there was UkI bloo<l 
amongst them. Indeed our Sikhs and Punjsbis sjk>Lo plainfv on the 
subject The other wing of the Oth and a wing of the 17lb litvguUr 
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Cavaliy had now come to Delhi, and it was determined to send both 
corps back to the Punjab This was accoidingly earned out The 
head-quarters of the 4th Iiregulais remained, baiely a bundled men 
Not a single desertion, I believe, took place fiom this poition of the 4th 
throughout the siege, but they were foi the latter part of the time 
depiived of then hoises and swords and employed solely as ordeilies 

A selected squadron of the 1st Punjab Cavalry, composed wholly 
of Sikhs and Punjabis, now came to Delhi, and the whole caialry 
force then and until the end of the siege, save that 200 Mooltan Hoi-se 
joined with General Nicholson in August, consisted of six weak squad- 
rons of dragoons, five squadions of Punjab and Guide Cavalry, and 
Captain Hudson’s Coi-ps of Sikh Horse m process of laising Of the 
native poition one squadron was always detached to Alipui, tlie first 
maich towards Kuinaul 

The Native troop of hoise aitillery previously refeiTed to had its 
guns taken away at a later date, simply to remove tempi ation and 
because some of the young soldieis had deseited Not one old soldier 
of the troop deseited during the siege, and througliout they weie 
constantly emploj^ed and behaved veiy well in the mortal batteries 
When Delhi was taken they were given back then guns and horses. 
Then horses and arms weie also then restored to the head-quarters of 
the 4th Ii regular Cavalry 

On the 14th July the mutineers again came out in great force,- 
and attacked our batteries on Hindu Kao’s iidge from an early penod 
in the day, and foi many horns kept up an incessant fiie of aitillery 
and musketiy As the fire fiom the iidge failed to diive them off, a 
column under Brigadier Showers moved into the Subzee Jffundee about 
3 P5L, and after a sharp struggle foiced them to wibhdiaw their 
field artilleiy and to retne into the city Oui men piessed them so 
closely as to suffer from the giape fired fiom the city walls, bub we 
found on this as on subsequent occasions that the grape thrown from 
large guns and howitzers ranged freely up to 1,000 oi 1,100 yaids, and 
then inflicted moital wounds Oui troops, however, on the 14th July 
puisued to within 600 yaids 

The column undei Bngadier Showers consisted of six hoise artillery 
guns undei Major Tuinei and Captain Money, the 1st Fusilieis under 
Major Jacob, and Major Coke’s coips of Punjab Rifles,’’^ with a few of the 
Guide Cavahy and Hudson’s Horse and the Kohat ressalah Biiagdier-

This was the last real contest in the Subzee ^ifundee, for by this 
time the incessant exertions of the onginecis had clcaied aivay the old 
soars, walls and gardens for some distance round the posts held by oiu 
picqnets in tliatsubuib, while the bicastw'oihs connecting these picquets 
with the cicst of the Hindu Rao iidge weie completed and perfected 

Hei eaftei these picquets w'ei c uevei exposed to more than a distant 
and comparali\ely haiinless fiic 

While tliG engineeis w'eie engaged in this ivoik, the ridge defences 
were not neglected, and giadually became most foimidable In favor- 
able positions field guns fiom the captured ordnance weie placed, and 
though the duty on the foot artillery was very hard, it was found pos- 
sible to man all the guns with the aid of the newly-raised Sikh aitil- 
lery sent from the Punjab. The Sammy House, ” befoie alluded to, 
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on the aty slope of the ndge or nearest post to the avails, was greatly 
atrengthenod and cover provided for the men occupying it , — a very 
necessaiy measure exposed os it wna to the fire of the Bum* and iloreo 
Bastions and within grape range of the latter while infantry could 
come up unpcrceived to within n short distance. 

On the 20th July it was reported that a batteiy was being con 
fftructed in the gardens on our right from a distance at which heavy 
guns could have tlirown shot into camp. A reconnaissance therefore 
was made by a colomn under Lieutenant-Colonel Seaton 35tb Native 
Light Infontiy attached to the first brigade. The detachment con 
mated of four horse artillery guns a troop of the Guide Cavalry, 350 
of Her Alajeatys 75th, Regiment* 400 of the Ist Bengal European 
Puafliers and 500 of the Guide Infantry No traces of on enemy or of 
nny -earthworks wore found but on retmng towards camp some of the 
insurgents emerging from the suburb of Trevelyangungo followed up 
our troops. The Qaida Infantry who formed the rear guard however, 
turned about and with a cheer drove them complotoly away 

The casualties this day were poly one man killed, throe ofijccre, 
cloven men and two horses wounded.

On tlio morning of tho 23rd July largo numbers of insurgents 
emerged from tho Caahmero Gate and occupying Ludlow Clastlo and its 
nciglibouriiood brought up some field guns winch fired occasionally at 
the Jlotcalfc pic^uct but principally at tho ndgo and particularly ot 
tho Mosquo picqnct lire was opened m reply from the two fiJd 
guns at the latter picquet and from two more that came up In support 
and from such of the guns ot Hindu Raos os could bo brought to 
bear By constantly moving about tbcir gnns and aidctl bi tho cover 
of walls and trees tho enemy were enabled to continuo their fire and

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were doing damcage, so Biigadier Showers was ordered to move out 
from oui left and, coming thiough a gorge, to advance on their flank 
vhile then attention was taken up by the fire from the iidge The 
tioops detailed foi this duty consisted of six hoise aitilleiy guns 
under Majoi Turnei, 408 lank and file of Hei Majesty’s 8th and 61st 
Begiinents and the 1st Bengal Euiopean Fusilieis, 860 of Major Coke’s 
Bifles, and a detachment of the Guide Cavalry 

Two bundled and fifty men of the Metcalfe House picquets under 
Lieutenant-Colonel Drought, 60th Regiment, Native Infantry, field 
officer of the day, weie also to advance and co-operate on the left, while 
the mam column moved up the high load leading to the Cashmere Gate 
The mutineers apparently did not peiceive the advance of these 
troops until they were within a few bundled yards, and after two 
lounds then guns went off into the city. Some skiimishing however 
took place with then infantry in the gaidens and compounds befoie 
the}’’ were all driven off, aftei which our tioojis returned to camp 

Our loss was one officei and eleven men killed, five officers, thirty- 
four men and two hoises wounded, and one man missing

Subsequent to the 23rd of July, for several days nothmg occurred 
save the usual aitillery fire on both sides and the skirinishmg at our 
advance bieastwork, but on the 31st a force of several thousand men, 
with ten field guns and three mortars, moved out of the city and along 
the Rhotuck road, with the intention of making a temporary bridge (for 
A\hich purpose they took timber) across the Nujufgurh cut and 
getting to our rear, — a move which, if successfully earned out, would have 
caused us much inconvenience However, their proceedings were closely 
watched, and a movable column was held m readiness to march at once 
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agomst them nnder Major Goto should they get over the water cnt, 
after which they had to cross a flooded conntry almost impassahlo for 
guns for some miles, and then to pass the canal itself (which latter how 
ever, would not have been much of an obstacle but little water coming 
down at this time owing to some obstrnction or accident above) before 
they could come on the Trunk Koad the only part of the conntry where 
troops could, at this season, move with ease. 

The Kumaon Battalion, about 400 strong were this day nt Rbye 
two marches off with a large store of ommnmtion and treasure, so 
instructions were sent to the commanding officer to march straight in 
that mght and Major Coke s column went ont to Ahpur to form on 
additional escort for tho lost march The whole convoy reached camp 
lu the rooming m tho midst of drenching ram and Major Cokes 
column was again held m readmess to move at an instants notice 

In tho afternoon tho mutineers had nearly completed a bndgo at 
Bussye when a flood came down and swept it away tho timber work 
being camod post our camp Tho force immediately broke up and ro- 
tumod towards Delhi a large bodj of inlantry monng from the cilr to 
meet them at tho samo time. ^Vheo tho two bodies met they tamed 
through tho Kisscngungo suburb and attacked tho nght of our posi 
tion on tho ndgo This was about sunset, ami all night long tho roar 
of muj'kotry nod ortillory was inccsaant Constantly they enrao close 
up to our breastworks but wero always repulsed by tho fire of our 
infantry aided when practicable by grope Our light mortars too 
plajed with effect upon tbo mosses below tho ndgo but it was not till 
10 AJL of tho 2Qd that thcir efforts began to ccaso and they did not 
altogether retire until 4 pJi Our men wore admirablj stoadj ond 
being well protected by breastworks and never showing sa\o when tho 
enemy camo close up our loss was tnfling notnithstanding that for 
many consecutive hours a perfect storm of bullets raged and tho fire of 
shot and shell both from tho city ond tho Kissengungo was ince^nnt. 
Ono officer (Lieutenant Travere Ist Punjab Infantiy) and mno 
raon were killed and 30 wounded. Tho enemy s Joss secrae<I to bo 
immon«o 127 dead bodies wero counted in front of a breastwork to tbo 
nght of tho Sammy ITou»c ”nml many more wore lyingin other places 
Dunng tho darkness too no doubt many bodies were earned off 

A ft-w daxrt after this the insurgents comnieneed a rones of efforts 
to dnvc us from tho Metcalfe pioiuct nnd constantly plietl ll with 
^hot oml slull from guns bn>ught out of the Cashmere Ont ou I p 
ft feu liuudtvd yards in advance of the city nails at Ludlow Caatlo 
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01 in tlie Khoodsee* Bagh, while a number of infantry skirmishers, 
many of whom were iiflemen, kept up a nearly constant fire from the 
jungle m the front, occasionally advancing with shouts, but always 
being lepulsed by our fire when they came near The losses at the 
picquet were not many, good cover having been provided, but the ap- 
pioach to it for leliefs, &c , was extremely perilous 

It was determined to put a stop, if possible, to these annoyances, and 
the following troops were placed at the disposal of Brigadier Showers 
foi the pui’pose — 

Six hoise artillery guns under Captain Bemmington , a squadron 
of the 9 th Lancers, under Captain Anson , the Guide Cavalry, under 
Captain Sanford , one hundred men (75th Foot) from the Metcalfe 
picquet, under Captam Freer, of Her Majesty’s 27th Regiment , the 1st 
Bengal Fusilieis (350 strong), under Major Jacob , Major Coke’s Rifles 
(250 men), with 100 men each of Her Majesty’s 8th, under Captam 
Robertson, and of the 2nd Fusiliers, under Captain Harris, Kumaon 
Battalion, under Lieutenant Thomson , and 4th Sikh Infantry, under 
Captain Chambers 

The insurgents were completely surpnsed about dawn of the 12th 
August, some 250 killed (of whom several were artillerymen), and four 
guns (a 24-pr howitzer, two 9-pounders and a 6-pounder) captured 

Brigadier Showers himself was severely wounded, as also was Major 
Coke when in the act of seizmg one of the enemy’s guns Lieutenant- 
Colonel Greathed, 8th Foot, was sent to take command on Biigadier 
Showers’ becoming disabled, and superintended the return of the troops. 

Besides the two above-named officers, the following were wound- 
ed — Lieutenant Shemfif, 2nd Bengal European Fusiliers, mortally, 
since dead , Lieutenant Innes, 60th Native Infantry, orderly officer , 
Lieutenant Lindsay, Horse Artillery, Lieutenant Maunsell, Engineer, 
Captain Grenlle and Lieutenant Owen, 1st Fusiliers, all slightly, 
with 19 men and one horse killed, 85 men and eight horses wounded, 
and five men missing Of the casualties, thirty-four were in the 1st 
Bengal Euiopean Fusiliers and thirty-three m the 1st Punjab Infantry 
(Coke’s coi’ps) 

By the msurgents placing guns on the opposite side of the river, 
the Metcalfe picquet after this suffered some annoyance from the 
enemy, and the camp of the 1st Punjab Infantry, had to be shifted, but 
before any othei engagement of importance took place, we had received 
a most valuable lemforcement m Brigadier- General J Nicholson’s column, 
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consiatinf: of Captain Bonrchier s Eoropean Horse Majesty s

difficult, but Lieutenant Hodson pushed on to Rhotocf approochuig 
which place ho had a skirmish with a body of footmen ^ sowars, 
headed by Babur Khan, tho Chief of tho Kangur ti 
were charged, and thirteen of them killed. 

Tho next morning Lioutonont Hodson s party wn® attacked 
bj Babur Khan with about 300 bonicmen that ho managed to 
collect supported by about 000 matchlockmon T^^ 
assailants iNCro immcdmlcly charged and dnven bock ^ 
kept up from tho enclosures near tho town Licutenan/ ^ retired, 
and so drew tho insurgents out luto open country npoi* ^ o again 
cliorged and drove them into tho town fifty of tlicir 
loft dead on tho ground. 

All tho dimlTcctcd tho srfmo night cvacualod 
nant Hodson agreeably to orders roturned to camp on t ” . °

In the course of the 24th, a large force of the enemy, with 1 8 guns, 
left Delhi and proceeded in the Bahadurgurh direction, with the avowed 
intention of intercepting our siege-tram, known to be in progress from 
Ferozepore with a very slender escort Brigadier- General Nicholson 
was accoidiugly detached at daybreak on the 25th, to endeavour to 
oveitake and bring this body of the rebels to action Has column was 
composed of 16 horse artillery guns under Major Tombs, with Captains 
Remmington and Blunt, 30 Sappers under Lieutenant Geneste, a squad- 
ron of the 9th Lancers under Lieutenant Sarel, a squadron of the Guide 
Cavalry, under Captain Sanford, the squadron of the 2nd Punjab 
Cavalry, under Lieutenant Nicholson, 200 Mooltanee Horse under 
Lieutenant Lind, 420 of Her Majesty’s 61st Regiment under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Ramey, the 1st Bengal European Fusiliers (380 men), 
under Major ^ Jacob, the 1st Punjab Rifles (400), under Lieute- 
nant Lumsden, and the 2ud Punjab Infantry (400), under Captain 
Gieen. 

The difficulties of the march were very great, the line of route 
being off the Trunk Road Before reaching Nangloee, nine miles fiom 
camp, two difficult swamps had to be ciossed. Here intelligence was

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received of the enerajs movements and the troops immediately poshed 
on towards Nujufgurh at which place they arrived abont 4 and

The strongest pomt of the msuigenU position was an old emii on 
their left, in which were four guns, and they h ad nme more between the 
aerai and bndge. 

By 6 P, 1 L our troops were across the ford and advanced to the 
attack of the "Berax with the intention after its capture of changing 
front to the loft and sweeping down tho enemy s line to the bridge. 

Ono hundred men of each corps were loft in reserve, nod tbo Olet 
Foot, tho Ist Fusiliers and the 2nd Ponjob Infantry were formed 
np with four guns on tho right and ton on tho loft flank, sup 
ported by tho squadrons of tho 0th l^Ancors and tho Guido Cnmlry 
After a few rounds from tho guns, tho infantry cluirged earned tho 
position changed front and swept down tho lino, tho insurgents flying 
over tbo bndgo with oor guns playing on thorn. They left thirteen 
field pi6ccs ID our bands. 

Ifeauwbilo tho let Punjab Infontiy had cleared tho town of 
Nnjufgurh. 

It boing found that a nllago in rear was still hold by a party of 
tho enemy who wero cut off tho Ist Punjab Rifles, wero sent to 
take it, but mot with a very obstinate resistance thoir gallant 
young commander being killed and tho Gist Foot hod to bosent back m 
support before tho place was taken. Indeed more properly speaking 
it was not taken but was ovacuoted bj tho onomy during tho 
night 

Tho troops bivouacked on tho field without food having been 
marching or fighting all da) and during the night tho Sappers mined 
and blew np tho Nujufgurh bndgo 

Tho column returned to camp on tho evening of tho 2Clh tho 
enemy having quite relinquished their intention of going to our rear and 
being in full march for DcIUl 

Our casualties were two oQlccrs and twenty throe men killctl two 
oIBcers and C8 men wouDdc<l sixlecu hon»es killed and four wound»^l 
Officers,— Lieutenant QabUtt Cist loot and Lieutenant Lumsden 1st 
Punjab Infrntry killed, LioutcnaDt Elkington, Cl t Foot (unco dead) 
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niul A'^sistaiit-Snigcon Iiclaud, Iloise Aitillerj’-, both daiigeiously 
vounded 


The following oidnaiicc was captuied ou this occasion — 
Sf-ponndoi liowit/ier 
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On the moining of the 2Gth the insui gents in the city turned out 
in gicat foice, appaiently believing that we had few men left in camp 
duiing Gencial Nicholson’s absence. 

Tlie picqucts vcie immediately reinforced, and the enemy com- 
menced an attack on the light of the iidge, and opened file with field 
guns fiom Ludlow Castle on the ^losque. Tlio attack, lioivevei, never 
became \ciy <?eiious. and after sufieiing seveiely fiom oui artillery fiie, 
the insuigcnts lotieated into the city. 

Oui loss in this aflT.ur was onl}' eight killed and thirteen wounded. 
Tow aids the end of the month our sick increased a good deal, and 
on the 3Ist August 2,368 men weie in hospital 

Eaily in Septcmbei the siege-tiain being close at hand prejiara- 
tions weie made foi the commencement of active opeiations for the 
captuie of Delhi, and one of the fii-st things done w’as to form a trench 
to the left of the “ Sarani}^ House,” at the end of which a batteiy ivas 
constiucted foi foui 9-pounders and tw'o 24-pounder howitzeis. The 
object of this battery was to prevent sorties fiom the Lahoie or Cabnl 
Gates passing round the city wall to annoy our breaching batteiies, and 
also to assist in keeping down the fiie of the Moree Bastion 

As this batteiy w'as within leach of giape from the Moiee Bastion, 
several casualties occuired during its constiuction, and Lieutenant 
aiiand of the Engineers lost an aim while on duty theie 

By the 6th September all reinforcements that could possibly be 
expected, together with the siege-tram, had arrived The former 
consisted of detachments of artillery, and of the 8th Foot and 
60th Rifles, the 4th Punjab Rifles, and a wing of the Beluch 
Battalion, and when the actual siege operations commenced, the number 
of effective rank and file of all aims, aitillerj’’, sappers, cavalry and m- 
fantiy, and including lascars, diiveis, uewly-iaised Sikh sappers and 
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prtillery and recruit« of Punjab corpe, ttob 8 743 aud there were S 077 
lu hospital The strength of British troopewoa —

The i-uropean corps ivere mere skeletons the strongest onl/ 
having 409 offocbve rank and file while the 52nd Kogiuiont Light 
Infantry which three weeks before had amTed with fully 600 rank and 
file out of hospital had now only 242 

The Oashmore Contingent of 2^00 men and four gnns had also 
reached Delhi, and soTeral hundred men of the Jhind Rajahs Contin 
gtut (which had previously been most nsefully employed in keeping 
up our commuuicution with Kuruaul) were at the Rajahs particular 
request brought m to ehoro in the credit of the capture, the Rajah 
himself accompanying 

Fora detail of the actual opomtions of the siege I annex ncopy of 
on admmiUo letter that appeared lu the Ltthort Chi'oixxclt of the *10th 
September 1857 under tlic signature of ‘'F eux,” who w apparently an 
oilicer of Fngiueors In the margin I will take the liberty to correct 
one or ti\o tnfiing errorp and to add some informntiou.

■\our readers «ill ha\o uiidintood from the intclligouco which 
has been from time to liuit published that, from the ponod of the 
am\nl of onr nmu before Delhi id Juno lost up lili very lately tho 
pirtition occupied hj our trewps lias been in effect a purely dcLu^ivo 
one It cxtoiided from tlic ]itci|uot at hlotcalfos house close to tho 
nixir on tho loft along the ndgo facing thu north side of Delhi as far 
as the Subsec Mundoo suburb on our right where this ndgo tomiinatcs 
distance from the city wall averaging from 1 200 to 1 5U0 yards. 

"Uc had ironi tho first no clioico ns to the front of attack our 
position on tho north being tho only out that could secure our com 
municatious with tho Punjab wlicuco our supplies and rciuforccnienta 
were drawn. 

^^^h^.lhc^ tho city might or might not hare been earned b\ a 
foitj) de main as was cuntcmplaled first in Juno and afterwords in 
Jul\ it IS nccdicts now to enquire. 

“But judging from tho resistonco wo afterwards cij>cncnced In 
tho actual n.‘o>oult when wo had boon greatl} njuforce<l in men and 
guns it 0] jK'nni to mo fortunate that the allcm]>t wns not ma(K Tho 
►tiLnglh of the placx waa utur siippoicd to couaut m the fcinugthtr 
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its actual defences, thougli these were much undei valued , but eveiy city, 
even without foi tifications, is, fiom its veiy nature, stiongly defensible 
(unless it can be effectually sunounded oi bombaided), and within Delhi 
the enemy possessed a magazine containing up waids of 200 guns and an 
almost inexhaustible supply of ammunition, while then numbers were 
ceitainly never less than double those of the besiegeis Few will doubt 
then that the Geneial in command exeicised a sound disci etion in refus- 
ing to allow a handful of tioops, unaided by siege guns, to attack such a 
place, knowing, as he did, what disastious lesiilts must follow a failure 
“ By the beginning of this month, howevei, we received the siege- 
tiain fiom Feiozepore, and fuithei lemfoi cements of Euiopean and 
native tioops fiom the Punjab, and it being known that theie was no 
hope of any aid fiom down countiy foi aconsideiable time, it was lesolv- 
ed that the siege should be^^t once commenced and piosecuted with 
the utmost vigour

“The means of the engineeis were very lestiicted, not in oflficeis, 
but in trained men, ©f w’hom there were only about 120 regular 
sappers Some companies of Muzbee Sikhs had, however, been rapidly 
raised and paitially trained, and a body of coolies had also been collect- 
ed who worked remarkably well , the paik had been at work for some 
time in collecting material, and 10,000 fascines, 10,000 gabions, and 
100,000 sand bags weie leady foi futiue opeiations field magazines, 
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ccalmg ladders and spare platforms had also been dul/ prepared, and 
great credit is due to Lieutenant Bronmlow of the Engineere lu charge 
of the park whose activity and intelligence contributed not a little to 
the eventual success of our operatioiis. 

“The north fiice being the aide to be attacked, it was resolved to 
bold the nght in check os for as possible and to push the mam attack 
on the left first aa the nver Tfonlcl completely protect oar flank ns wo 
advanced, second, os there was better cover on that side, third aa 
after the assault the troops would not find themselves immediately in 
narrow stroets but in comparatively open gronnd 

The front to be attacked cooaiated of the ilorce Cashmere and 
Water Bastions, with the curtom walls connecting thorn Tlicso bastions 
had boon greatly altered and improved by our own engineers many 
years ago and presented rogalarfocesond flanks of mosourj with properly 
cut embmsurca but the height of the wall was twenty four foot above 
the ground level of which hoxvovor eight foot was a mere pimpot three 
feet thick the remamdor being about four times that thickness Outside 
the wall was a very wido berm, and then a ditch sixteen feet deep and 
twenty feet wido at bottom escarp and counteracjarp stoop and tlio 
latter unrovotted and tho former revetted with stone and cjglit feet m 
height A good sloping glacis covered tbo lower ton feet of tho wall 
from all attempts of distant battenoa. 

“ Ou tho evening of tho 7th September No I Advanced Battciy in 
two portions was traced about 700 yards from tbo ilorco Bastion. Tho 
nght portion for five 18 pounders and one eight inch howitzer was to 
silence tho Morco and prevent its interfering with tho at tack on tho left , 
the left portion for four 24 pounders was intended to hold tho Cashmero 
Bastion partially in chock Tho working parties wore very little dw 
turbeddunngtho night tho covenng parties m front kept tho miiikotry 
at a distance and except three well aimed showers of grope thrown from 
tho Morco, which knocked over somo workmen wo rccvivcd no further 
nnnoynneo By tho morning tho two portions of tho batlcrj were 
finished and nrmed though not rend^ to firo until nearly stinnsc, a 
trench was nlso made connecting tlio two portions and extending a 
Iittlo to tho nght and left so as to giro communication wifha wide and 
deep ravine which extending very nearly up to onr left attack, f)rmcd 
n sort of first pamllcl and gave good cover to tho giinnl of tho truichM 
the dhoolics Ac. bor somo time wo were well poiindcil fn in thf'JIorro 
with round shot and grapo but as our guns m tho new bjtl< rr g*it gra 
dually into jdax the cucm) s fire grew less and and was at length 
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compictol}’' o\eipoweiod This Latfcci}^ became kno-\vn as Bund’s, 
being voikod by that oOicci with gieat effect till the end of the siege 
“ On the evening of tlieSthaiid 9th, No II Batteiy was tiaced and 
commenced. To oui suipiisc we had been allowed to seize this ad- 
vanced position at Ludlow Castle, nithm sik bundled 3 aids of the cit}’’, 
vithout even a fight for it, on the piCMOiis da}’’ In fact theie is little 
doubt the eneni}’’ still thought the attack vas to be on the light, where 
all the fighting had liitheito been, and nheie all oui old batteiies neie 
located Ludlow Castle and the Khoodsee Bagh* iveie now occupied by 
strong detachments, and foimcd oui chief suppoit to the left attack. 
Dining the 9th, a shaip fiic of muslveti}^ shot and shell was opened on 
these positions b}' the cnem}’ fiom the jungle in fiont and fiom the 
Cashmoie and Watci Bastions and the Sclimgiiih, but no great damage 
vas done During t.hc nights of the 9th and 10 th, No II Battei}’ vas 
completed and paitially aimed, but not v'ct iinraaskid It vas in two 
poitions One immedialel}’ 111 fiont of Ludlow Castle, foi nine 24- 
pounders, to open a bleach in the cuitain between the Cashmere and 
"Watci Bastions immodiatcl}' to the left of the foimer, and to knock off 
the parapet to the light and left for some distance, so as to give no 
color to musketr}’ The other portion, some 200 j’ards to the light, 
consisting of scien eight-inch howitzeis and two IS-pounders, was to aid 
the fiist poition and nork with it foi the same end No III Batteij’ was 
also commenced on the left, and No IV Batten*, foi ten heavy mortars, 
v\as completed in the Khoodsee Bagh'*^ but not yet unmasked ilajor 
Tombs was 111 charge of this batter}’’ The light moitars, undei Captain 
Blunt, vcie afterwaids worked fiom the leai of the Custom House 

" Duiing the nights of the 10th and 11th No II Battery was 
strengthened, armed, and unmasked, and No III Batteiy completed. 
This last vas made m the boldest mannei within a hundied and eighty 
}aids of the "Water Bastion, behind a small mined house in the Custom 
House compound, and uudei such a fne of musketiy as few battenes 
liave ever been exposed to , it was for six IS-poundei'^, which were to 
open a second bieach lu the Watei Bastion, and was woiked by Major 
Scott The enemy also went to work to-night, and made an advanced 
tiench parallel to oui left attack, and about 350 yaids fiom it, fiom 
which at daybreak they opened a veiy hot fiie of musketiy, which was 
maintained throughout the lest of the siege, they had previously got 
some light guns and one heavy gun out into the open on our light, 
winch caused consideiable annoyance by then enfilade fire 
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" On tlie nth onr bnttenea opened fire a salro from the nine 24 
poQnders op^^ning the ball nnd ahowing (he wny it brought down the 
wall lu huge frogmenta what effect it might be expected to produce 
after a few hours. The Cashmere Bastion attempted to roplj- but wn* 


quickly silenced and both portions of 2so II went to work in finostylo, 
knocking the bastion and adjacent curtains to pieces. Majors Campbell

to fire the hose, but vas shot dead Seigeant Buigess then tiied and 
succeeded, but paid foi the daiing act with his life. Seigeant Smith, 
thinking that Buigess too had failed, ran foiward, but seeing the tram 
alight had just time to tliiow himself into the ditch and escape 
the eflfects of the e.\ plosion With a loud clash the gateway was 
blown in, and through it the 3rd Column lushed to the assault, and 
cntcicd the town just as the other columns had won the breaches

Geneial Wilson has since bestowed 
the Vietoiia Cioss on Lieutenants 
Home and Salkeld,^ on Seigeant 
Smith, and on a biave man of Her 
Majesty’s 52nd who stood by Lieute- 
nant Salkeld to the last, and bound up his wounds. 

“Geneial Nicholson then formed the tioops m the mam guaid 
inside, and vith his column proceeded to clear the lamparts as far as 
the Moree Bastion. It vas m advancing bejmnd this towards the Lahoie 
Gate that he met the wound which has since caused his lamented 


death, — a death which it is not too much to say has dimmed the lustre 
of even this victoiy, — as it has deprived the countiy of one of the ablest 
men and most gallant soldiers that England anywheie numbers among 
our ranks 


“The 4th Column, I legiet to say, failed , but as it was too far for 
me to know anything of its leal piogress, I prefer leaving its stoiy to be 
told by another instead of sending you a vague and imperfect account 
Had this column succeeded, its possession of the Lahoie Gate would 
have saved much subsequent trouble 

“Mr Editor, I regiet that my account must stop here, as, being 
wounded myself at this stage of the proceedings, I was unable to witness 
the subsequent capture of the magazine, the Bum Bastion, the Palace, 
and finally of the whole city Some one else will doubtless conclude my 
story in a more worthy manner than I have told it 

“ Thus terminated the siege of Delhi Our loss during the actual

%hfc, and of 17 officers on dirty that day ten Trere put hors ds eombai 
Xho loss of the enemy is never likely to be correctly ascertained, but at 
the end oftbo operations it is-probabJo that at least 1 500 men must 
bare been killed betrreeu the 7th and 20th, and a very large number 
wounded who Trore earned away 

' For the complete success thatatfended the prosecution of thesiego 
tho chief credit is undoubtedly duo to Colonel R Baird Smith the Chief 
Engineer and to Captain A. Taylor the director of tho attack On this 
latter officer in fact in conseqnooco of tho chief engineer being wounded, 
devolved tho entire airpenntondenco of the siego works and his energy 
nnd activity will doubtless meet with thoir dno reward Tbrooghout 
tbcojicmtiona bo seonicd to be omnipwisent and to boor a charmed life 
for ho escaped without a wound. The plan of attack was bold and skilfnl 
tho nature of tho enemy wo were contending with was exactly npprcci 
nted and our plans shaped accordingly Pnndy can fight well behind 
cover, but hero Iio was out-roao®uvrod bis attention being diverted 
from tho real point of attack till tho last and then tho cover nhich 
might bare proved such a sonous obstaclo to us was seized at tho nght 
moment witliout loss and all its odrantages tamed against him W ith 
plenty of skilled workmen tho siego works might have been raoro speed 
jJj constructed but with tho wretebod means at our dispora} tho 
wonder h tliat so much nos dono with so htlle loss. 

“ Jf tJio siege of Delhi was not a regular siego jo tho samo sonso 
with that of Bhnrtporo or Scnngapalaro it may yot bear n fairer com- 
parison with a greater tlmu either — that of Sebastopol, In both tho 
plrcngth of tho fortifications was os nothing it was tho proportion of 
besieged to besiegers tho magnitude of tho arsenal insidf* and tho im 
posjibilitr of a thorough investment that constituted tho real strength 
of tho place, in fact, neither were properly speaking sicgo^ but rather 
attacks on on army in a strongly intrenched position 

(Sd.) FeuX." 

I must now add a few porticulors to the nboro and complete tho 
account to tho period wbcu wo were final!} in possession of tho whole 

ci'y , . 

Xo enable tlio wholo of tho sirgo bnltcries to bo armwl mo'l of 
tho heavy gnns were withdrawn from tho ndge such onl} being left n* 
wtre iicco<sarj to render that iio^iiion secure agniu^t nltnek fium the 
Ki ^ngung'' direction Tli- fiwt afti/l r^ even without rch^f bring 
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quite unable to man the lica\y guns and moitars, nearly’- all the officeis 
and men of the hoise aitillciy wcie sent into the battciies and woiked 
in thorn until the moining of the assault, ■\\dieii they lejomed then' 
tioops In addition to these, the Caiabinceis and tho 9 tli Lanceis fui- 
iiibhed a quota of lolnntceis, whose intelligence and good-will lendeied 
then seiMces most valuable Seveial volunteer officeis fiom the line 
had been undei instiuction in the iidge batteiies for some da}s befoie 
the bleaching hatteiies opened, and weie aftei wauls most usefully 
emplo3ed in the latloi. 

The newly-raised SiKli artiller3’men of course took then sliaie of 
the woik, and the manner in which a detail of these men undei Lieiite- 
iiant Sir William Hamilton, Bail, woikod> two of the guns in Major 
Scott’s battoiy undei a close and constant file of niusketi3’^ elicited the 
admiration of those who saw' them 

The men of tho two held batteiies of the foice w'oie not taken for 
the siege guns, *=0 that one batter3' fninished the three dui-^ions of 
guns for the picquets and the othci was in reserve in camp 

From the night of the 7 th until the batteries were completed, the 
exertions of all the engineei officers, sappers and pioneeis, weie 
unceasing, and laige woikiiig and coveiing parties had to be constantly 
fuini'?hed 1)3’' the iufantr3*. 

On the Sth, aftei No I or Brind’s Batteiy had opened, a sortie 
■was made from the cit3’-, piincipall3’’ of caiali3', but the only result w'as 
that several of the insuigeiits weie killed b3' the fire of oui artilleij' 
From the broken ground below the iidge, howevei, and from a trench 
in front of No I Battei3', a constant liie of musketiy w'as kept up, and 
giape had to be used at the light gun batteiy neai the “Sammy 
House,” commanded by Captain Remmington, to keep the skiimisheis 
at a distance 

The othei efforts at anno3'ance until the peiiod of the assault w'eie 
those described in the letter of “Felix,” and numerous casualties were 
occasioned, foi not onl3'' weie 327 fighting men put hois de combat, 
but many followeis, such as hJuslis, magizme lascais, ordnance diiveis, 
&:c, were killed and wounded At the Custom House Batterj', within 
ISO yaids of the place, the lattle of musketiy w'as incessant, and the 
appioach to the batteiy was most hazaidous Captain Fagan of the 
Artillery, a most valuable and gallant officei, was killed heie by a mus- 
Icet shot tw'o or tliiee hours after fire had been opened Once oi 
twice befoie the guns of No II Battei3i weie m full pl.i3'', soities w'eio 
.made fiom the Cashmcic Gate, and a constant fiic was kept up from 
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trenches in front A portion of the lafc Punjab Infkntiy (Kifles) under 
Lieutenant Licholson was from the 8th to the 14th engaged in protect- 
ing Ko II Batteiy being posted behind a low wnll in advance with a 
reserve of the same corps together with some European loGintiy at 
Ludlow Castle and all the battenes were of course guarded bj strong 
parties of infantry 

The guns placed by the enemy in the Taleewarra snbnrb com 
plotely enhladed X^os. I and H Battenes and were a source of much 
annoyance They •were ao sheltered that our ordnance on the ndge 
and at the Sammy House" Battery were never able altogether to 
nlenc© them 

From the Seliragurh too a very constant firo of shells was Lept up 
which dropped about the Custom House Mortar Bottorj and No. II 
Battery 

The Kisscngungo battenes still continued to play at intorvols on 
tho ndge. 

Danng the actual penod of the siege but one attempt was tnado 
to annoy our rear A body of cavalry crossing the canal drove in our 
picquot of irregular horse at Azadpore , bat parlies of Punjab ond Ouido 
Cavalry epoodily turniog out pursued and killed twenty 6ro of the 
inutmecrs including a native oflScer Lieutenant TTnlson, let Punjab 
Cavnlrv WHS wounded on this occasion , ono roan and two horses were 
killed c!c\on men and thirteen horses wounded. 

During the await the protection of the camp was conBded to tho 
convalescents of corps, a jwrtion of the cavalry, and some horse artillorv 
tinder Colonel Dennis Her Majesty# 62ad Bcgimcnt Light Infantry 
Tho infantry picqucts all joined their regiments save a small detach 
incnt at tho mosque. After tho assault and until tho total capture of 
the city no infantry could bo sent back to camp but on tho 15th most 
of the cavalry and tho horso artillery had returned and the Sirmoor 
Battalion and tho Guido Corps being at Ilindii Jiao* JJoaie tho camp 
with all the sick wounded stores, Ac., became tolerably secure and the 
nnxictv which was fell in case it should bo attacked in rcarbv a body of 
troops (which the enemy might bare spared) while wo wore involved 
in tlio citv was nllavcd. 

Bngadicr Grant wjth tho bulk of the cavnliy (about COO sabres) 
and a troop and a Imlf of horso artillerT ■was directed to move down 
•when tho n^.nult took place to the jii-Ighbourhood of X*a I iJatterv to 
clicck onv attempt to take our stonmng columns id flank hr *01110 from 
th Lnli rt and \jnien. Gate* and No I Itntlirrna* tokvrpiip Us Arc 
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on t)io ^Torcc until our columns Aveic found to be piogiessing in that 
diicclion 

T.iKmg up the account ulicic "Felix” leaves off, I will briefly 
desenbe w li.it ocenned to tlic ‘^cicral columns 

Kos 1 and 2, luiMiigcffcctedan entiance, piocccdcd lound the walls 
to their light, ovci coming opposition, and taking a small batteiy and a 
tower between the Cashmere and ^Foice Bastions, the Moree itself, and 
the Cabul Gate All .attempts, however, to take the Burn Bastion and 
Lahore Gate failed. The troops had to adiance up anairow lane swept 
down b} grape and musketi\% and in one of these attempts General 
Nicholson was inortall}’’ wounded. As far as the Cabul Gate oui hold 
was secured, and preparations were immediately made for opening fire 
from the bastions inwards on the town, sand-bag paiapets being con- 
structed acioss the gorges 

The 3rd Column, under Colonel Campbell, of Her Majesty’s 52nd 
Bcgiment, Light Infantry, after storming the Cashmere Gate, proceeded 
through the tow n tow.ards the Jumma Mti-jid, conducted m the most 
g.allant manner by Sir Thcoplnlus Itlctcalfe of the Civil Service, W'ho 
had Aoluntccrcd for the dut}, for which he w-as well qualified fiom local 
knowledge By t.aking the column by a ciicuitous route but little 
opposition was met with until the Chandney Chow'k w'as reached, and 
possession obtained of the lotiuah * After tins, how^ever, men fell fast, 
and it was found impossible to cairy out the object assigned, viz , the 
capture of the Jumma Musjid Eventually this column fell back to 
the neighbouihood of the chuich and joined the reserve, a pioceeding 
which met wnth the full approval of the Majoi-Geneial Commandmg 

The reserve followed No 3 Column into the Cashmere Gate, the 
wing of the Beluch Battalion having been previously detached to the 
right of No n Battery, and eventually sent to Hindoo Kao’s as a support 
when the serious natuie of the stiuggle in Kissengunge became known. 

The college gaidens were cleared of the insuigeuts by the reserve, 
and held by the 4th Punjab Kifles and some of Her Majesty’s 61sb 
Eegiment. The Water Bastion, Cashmeie Gate, Skinner’s house, and 
the house of Ahmed All Khan, a large commanding building, were also 
held by this column Upon the letiiement of No. 3 Column, the 
Kumaon Battalion were placed in Skinnei’s house. Her Majesty’s 
52nd Eegiment at the church, and the 1st Punjab Infantry in the 
houses at the end of the two streets that led into the open space around 
,the church fiom the inteiioi of the city Guns too were posted at the 
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head of these etreete, which stopped oq attempt that was made to follow 
up No 3 Colnmn 

No 4 Column, under ilftjor Reid, ndranced from the Subsco Maodeo 

towards Kissengunge the Cashmere Contingent co-oporating on its 
right. The latter bouever woe so sharplj attacked hj the insurgents

Reids column met with the moat strcnnons opposition greotlj' incrcoaed 
doubtless by the ^uro of the Coahmoro Contingent, and tbo enemy 
wore so numerous and so strongly posted that after the loss of many 
men nndotBcors the commander Major Roid hanng been earned away 
sovcrcl} wounded Captam Muter, COth Rifles, tho next senior officer 
judiciously withdrow the troops to thoir former post at Hindoo Raos 
and lu the Subzee Mondoc t Thoir rotiremcnt was much aided bj a firo 
ofshmpnel shells opened by Lioutenaot H. J Eraos from tho light guns 
at tho battery called tho“Crowa nest.” One partyoftho Guido Infantry 
boweror were aurroundod m an ooclosnro and could not got anray Tlioir 
rescue was orcntually oflcctod in a spmlcd manuer hr tho wing of tho 
Bolficb Battalion, which os beforo stated bad been detached to this

LIEUTENANT NORMAN’s NARRATIVE

Meanwliile Biigadier Grant with Ins cavalry and guns had most 
efiechially picvcuted any annoj^ancc to the flanlcs of the assaulting 
columns, but his tioops had suffeicd seveiely fiom the fiie of theTalee- 
waira guns and the Bum Bastion, three of the former of which weie 
ho\\c\ei spiked by oui aitillory. 

The hea\y fire bi ought on the cavahy caused ITajoi-Geneial 
Wilson to send up Captain Bouichiei’s batteiy in aid of the hoise 
nrtilleiy guns undei Majoi Tombs, which liad as usual been most effi- 
ciently commanded, but had sustained heavy loss 

The duty assigned to the cavalij'^ having been completed, they 
weie withdrawn to the neighbourhood of Ludlow Castle, with picquets 
towards the ridge 

The Beluch Battalion also being no longer lequired outside, moved 
into the cit}" and ]oined the lesene 

Duiing the loth scveial mortars ^Yere got into position to shell the 
tow n and palace A battery commanding Selimgurh and pait of the 
palace was opened fiom the college gaideus and some houses were 
taken in ad\ance of oui fii at positions A bieach was made also fiom 
the college in the magazine defences The enemy all this time kept 
up a cannonade on oui position in the city fiom Selimgnih , fiom the 
magazine a constant musketiy fiie was maintained on the college com- 
pound, and moie oi less skiimishing went on at all our advanced posts. 
This occasioned, however, little loss, as dnectly we occupied a house 
sand-bag defences were put up wdieievei lequisite 

At dawn on the 16th the magazine was stormed and taken with' 
slight loss to us by Her Majesty’s 61st Kegiment, part of the 4th 
Pun3ab Infantry, and the wing of the Bellich Battalion. 

Kissengunge this morning w^as evacuated by the enemy and five 
heavy guns left, of which possession was taken by a party sent foiwaid 
fiom Hindu Bao’s We weie now foi the first time enabled to see the’ 
immense stiength of the insuigent position heie and m Taleewarra, and 
which they had spared no labour to improve. 

During the 17th and 18th our right and left positions at the 
Cabul Gate and magazine were brought into direct communication by a' 
line of posts, in rear of which every thing was our own Pushing still 
foiwaid, the Bank, Major Abbott’s house, and the dwelling of Khan. 
Mahomed Khan were taken, so that our posts were now close to the 
palace and Oliandney Chowk These advances were not made without' 
opposition, both from field artilleiy and musketry, but being conducted' 
with gieat judgment, oui loss was trifling . - 
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All onr mortars (most of them from the maganne) now played 
constantly upon the palace and the quarters of the town occupied by 
the enemy and must bare materially contributed to the subsequent 
evacuation of the palace- Indeed it became evident that the insurgents 
•were gradually escaping from the place at the opposite side. Few went 
over the bridge as our guns commanded it 

On the evening of the 10th the Bum Bastion was surprised ond 
captured by a party from the Cabal Gate and early next morning the 
Lahore Gate and Qarstin Bastion were likewise taken and held The 
cavalry alw gomg round by the eedgah found tho camp of a lorge force 
of the mutineers outside the Delhi Gate evacuated , and Lieutenant 
Ho<leon pushing in secured it his sowars lalling n number of wounded 
or Biok flepoys. Quantities of clothing amrounitiOD and plunder were 
taken in this camp everythmg showing that tho insurgents had fled 
with precipitation. Some cavalry entering by tho Delhi Onto took 
possession of tho Jumma Musjid and -were speedily supported by infon 
fry and guns, 

■While this was going on a column had been formed to take tho 
palace, which appeared deserted save that occasionally a muskot shot 
was flred from over the gateway at our troops at tho bead of tho 
Chandno} Chowk. Powder bags wore brought up and tho gateway 
blown in Only two or throe fanatics were found inside, and a number 
of wounded sepoys, who soon fell nctims to the bayonets of our men 

The whole aty was now entirely in our bonds , and tho troops were 
posted at tho ranous gateway bastions, Ac., hcad-quarton being es 
tabUshed in the palace which was held by Her ilajest) s COth Biflca 
and tho Kumaon Battalion 

Tho town was nearly empty of lohobilants many of whom indeed 
(principally women ond children of huvniahs) had been passed out by 
onrguardssubscqacntto thonssaull Lownnd then sepoys or fanatical 
llahoracdans wounded or hiding were discovered by parties of our 
troops, dragged out nud shoL 

On the £l8t Lieutenant Ilodvin with tho valunblo md of tho head 
of our Intclhgonco Deportment {3Iou1ti Bajnb Ah) captured tho King a 
few miles from Dclhu Ho was brought in and placed under a European 
guard and now awaits a trial which has been ordered. 

On tho following doy two of tho kings sods and a grandson, all 
deeply implicated m tho atrocities committed in ilav were also captured 
through Lieutenant Hod ons exertions They were shot and their 
Inxlics exposed for twentv four hours in front of the /o^iiah 
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On the morning of the 24tli a strong movable column, under 
the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Qreathed, Her Majesty’s 8th Eegi- 
ment, moved into the Doab, to clear it and to endeavour to open com- 
munication uilli Geneial Havelock at Oawnpore , and the connection of 
the ^^ritcl vith the Delhi Force ceased. 

It IS impossible, houcver, to conclude without alluding to the trials 
and constanc}’- of the tioops employed m this arduous siege Called 
on at the hottest season of the year to take the field, imperfectly 
equipped, and vitli the extent of difficulties to be faced veiy im- 
peifectly knoun, all felt that a crisis had arrived to meet which every 
man’s cheerful, uilling and heartfelt energies must be put forth to the 
utmost, and how veil this was done those who weie with the army 
know and never can forget. For the fiist five weeks every effort was 
icquired, not indeed to take Delhi, but to hold our own position, and 
day after day for hours together cveiy soldier was under arms under a 
burning sun and constantly exposed to fire. Notwithstanding the daily 
casualties in action, the numerous deaths by cholera, the discouraging 
reports relative to the fidelity of some of the native portions of our 
own foice, the distressing accounts fiom all parts of the countiy, the 
constant nrrnal of large roinfoicements of mutmeers, and the appaienb 
impossibility of aid ever reaching in sufficient strength to enable us to 
take the place, the coui-age and confidence of the army never flagged ; 
and, besides enduring a constant and often deadly cannonade for moie 
than three months, m thirty different combats, our tioops invariably 
were successful, always against long odds, and often opposed to ten 
times their numbers, who had all the advantages of ground and superior 
artillery 

At last the actual siege commenced Batteries weie at once 
throvm up in open ground within grape range of the walls, and though 
the loss in doing this was comparatively small, owing to some apparent 
misconception on the part of the enemy, the design was one of the 
boldest ever conceived The establishment of Major Scott’s battery 
within 180 yards of the walls, to arm which heavy guns had to be 
dragged from the rear under a constant fire of musketry, was an opera- 
tion that can rarely have been equalled in war. 

Finally, these soldiers worn with disease, tired with incessant duty, 
and sadly reduced in numbers, in open day stormed a place defended 
by vastly superior force, many crossing a ditch twentj-four feet deep, 
and clambering up a breach m face of a deadly fire, and having done 
this bad at once to commence a senes of fresh operations for the 
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redaction of the tonn ^vhich after aa. days' constant toil or 
ing were attended with complete success. 

All behaved nobly but it may be permitted me to allude somewhat 
to those corps moat constantly engaged from the beginning the 60th Riflce, 
the Sirmoor Battahon and the Guides. Probably not one day through 
out the siege passed without a casualty in one of these corps , placed 
in the very front of onr position, they were ever under fire Theif 
courage their high qnalificutiona ns skirmishers, their cheerfulness, 
their steadiness, were beyond commendatiom Their losses in action 
show the nature of the service. 

The Rifles commenced with 440 of oil ranks a few days before tho 
storm they roemved a remforcement of nearly 200 men, thoir total 
casualties wero 389 

Tho Sirmoor Battalion commenced 4o0 strong and onco wasjoincd 
bya draft of 00 moa Its total cosualtica amounted to 310 

Tho Guides commenced with about 660 (cavalry and inlhnlr^} and 
*tho casualties wore 303. 

Tho incessant labours of tho artillery as well as of the CDgineor 
dopartmont dcsorvo cspocml mention, 3C5 casualties in tho former and 
203 in tho latter branch are proof of tho orposuro to which thoy wero 
subjected There can bo no brighter passage m tho historj of tho 
Bengal Artillery than that which will toll of thou* exertions before Dolhi 
whclhcr m tho heavy battenes or in tho ranous engagements m 
'winch field artillcrj alono took part Tho duties of tho ongineor 
ofiiccrs wero most laborious and involved constant exposure more than 
two-thirda being killed or wounded and tho romuant of tho old Corps 
of Sappers and Aimers (tho only trained Sappers present) behaved with 
Iho most perfect fidelity and on numerous occasions with exemplary 
galbntrv notwithstanding that tho bulk of their comrades wero opposed 
to thorn TIic returns nnnoxod will show how hoavilj nil corps sufllrcd, 
oven those who joined towanls tho close, and there was no regiment that 
could not boast of bnlliant feats. Europeans and natiics alike wero 
hmnmtcd bj one spint and happy was the Ooremment which at such a 
timo numborcil these troops amongst tho ranks of its army 

Tlicrc IS but one point left to which to allude — tho strength of 
Delhi Abiunl accounts of tho weakness of tho place wero circuLntcd in 
India and in England “ ^ shows where its pnncipal strength lay 

'^uflirc it that a wall twelve feet thick with a ditch in front of c<ui‘*id r 
nl 1 nuUh and almut twentv four feet deep with an ndtninblc gtarti 
covenng tin. wall for a full third of its hvight bastions m capital order 
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(each holding ten, twelve or fourteen pieces of heavy ai tillery), so as to 
form good flanking defences around a city seven miles in extent, with 
the iivei on one face, constitute a formidable position When added to 
this it IS borne in mmd that at the veiy lowest estimate theie weie never 
fewer than double as many defenders as assailants, and moie gen ei ally 
foul times as many , that theie could be no investment even m name , that 
upwards of three hundred guns, of which a large piopoition weie of 
heavy calibre, were actually captured in front of oi in the place , and 
that the defenders’ supply of ammunition was plentiful to the la§t, it 
will be allowed that the General whose task it was to take Delhi had no 
ordinary enterprise on hand. s 

Honom to him for his resolution, which perseveied to the end, and 
which led to the success that probably more than anything else will be 
found to have contributed to the restoration of British authoiity whei- 
ever it has been shaken in India. 

How Sir John Lawrence supported and leinfoiced the aim}’^, at the 
risk of denuding the country under his Government of tioops that 
might be most uigently required, how vigorously he aided the opeia- 
tions m every way, has already been acknowledged by the Government 
of India - To him the Aimy of Delhi, as well as the Biitish nation, 
owe a deep debt of gratitude, and which by the former ceitainly will 
not be foi gotten.

to have added a return of casualties by sickness, and a coirect plan of 
Delhi with oui positions and those of the msuigents These I have 
been unable to obtain at present owing to my havmg quitted Delhi 
with the pursuing column, but doubtless both hereaftei will be foitli- 
coming in an official form.

I have tlic honor to acknowledge the receipt of a letter to Major- 
General J B Hearsey, c B , commanding the Presidency Division, fiora 
Colonel R J H Birch, CB, Secietaiy to the Government of India, 
Military Department, dated Council Chamber, Fort Wilham, 14th 
March 1857 , and in lejily I beg leave to state as follows — 

The first statement in the petition in which I am mentioned is 
icgarding the meeting at the mess-house on the 16th February, on 
that subject I need say nothing , the Major-General has received my 
rex^oit and approved of my pioceedings. 

The petition then goes on to state — “After sometime fresh 
stores amved fiom Calcutta”, this statement is not true The stores 
arrived on the 11th February, five dajs before the meeting at the 
^mess-house, and subsequently none have been received. 

The petition then states that I spoke angiily on paiade, saying, 
^“If you will not take the cartridges, I will take you to Burma, where 

a 
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through hardahipe you will all die.** I certamly did not mako uso 
of the expression above quoted, I explained to the regiment that 
the cartndges were made by the men of the 7th Isative Infantry 
and had been m store for a long time and therefore they should bo 
served out by the officers commanding companies. It is true, I 
cautioned the regiment against the senous consequences which would 
ensue from their peimating to disobey orders in refusing to take the 
cartndgefl. 

It IS stated in the petition that I*aid — "This is a very bad business, 
we don t fear to die and will die here ” I don t remember exactly the 
words I made use of on the occasion above referred to but tho} were 
to the effect that we the officers were prepared to do our duty, should 
the men of the regiment not yield obedience. 

It WAS not until after the men of the regiment had broken into 
the had armed themselves and were in a state of mutiny thot 
I called out the artillery and cavalry 

The AcJjutont who wont by my orders to the quarter guard to 
fiound the call for the native officers came bock with a report that the 
native officers at the quarter-guard had warned him not to go onwards 
08 the men were loaded aud would Sro. When I nmred with the 
guns on parade there was much shouting on the port of the men and 
tho rattling of ramrods in tho barrels of the muskets, — such a noise os 
IS made m loading 

It is further stated in the petition that I sent away tho cavalry 
and guns but said that they should come to n general pnmdo in tho 
morning but that on the native officers having requested mo to dis 
ponso with tho prosenco of ortillcry and cavalry and on tho ropre 
Bontation of tho Adjutant I did so I at first thought it advisable to 
parado all tho troops together in tho morning, thinking that tho 
presence of tho cavalry and artillery would hold tho 39th Native 
Infantry, m check in case of any further outbreak, but snbsoquenllj, 
on Its being reported to mo that three or four companies Imd given 
up their arms, i^d that tho rest were doing so end os I saw a 
disposition on tho part of tho men to return to obedience and in onlcr 
to restore confidence I took away tho guns and ordered off the cavalry, 
and all was quiot in the lines 

At first I objected to parado tho IDlh Native Infhnlrv alone 
for tho reasons nbovo assigned, but on hearing from tho Adjutant 
^ that the native officers hod told him thot tho men could not be dm-vlvd 
of tho idea that tho other troops wero to bo called out to act ogaiast 
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them, I relinquished my intention of jiarading all the troops in the 
luoinnig, and diiected that the 19th Native Infantry should be paraded 
alone, Avhich was done, and the regiment behaved quietly, lespectfully, 
and obediently. 

I feel certain that the mutinous proceedings of the 19th Native 
Iufanti 3 '-, on the night of the 26th Februarj’-, did not aiise from any- 
thing that took place on paiade that evening, but that the men weie 
ripe foi an outbieak owing to communications which thej' had been 
iccciMug foi da3s and weeks previously from some of their comrades 
in the legiments at Bairackpore. 

I am sure it will be icadily admitted by the Majoi -General that 
m 3 ’’ position was a vcr 3 ’' tr 3 nng and a very difficult one, and I cannot 
help thinking that, if I had adojited measures lesspiompt and vigorous, 
lamentable lesulls might have ensued.

Statement of Lieutenant-Colonel MitchelIi. 

Gentlemen , — I wish to bnng to your notice that the native 
commissioned and non-commissioned officers of my regiment never gave 
me or any of my officera any information of what reports had reached 
the legiment concerning cartridges or the distuibances at Barrackpoie, 
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Although in the evidence before the Court of Enquiry at Berhampore 
they state that rumours had reached them one or trvo months before. 

On the 11th of February -wo received some balled ammunition 
from Calcutta. 

On the 16th idem I received letters from llajor-General Hoarsey 
C3., and from Colonel Bireh CK informing me that messengers had 
been sent from Banraokpore to the 19th Native Infantiy for the pur 
poee of getting them to create a disturbance 

On the 16th February I had a meeting of the native commissionod 
oEBcers and the pay and color havildars of oompanios at the 
mesa room at 11 o clock, at which the second m-command and tho 
adjutant and tho quartermaster were present. All tho native officers 
present positively denied that any kossid had arrived and told mo that if 
any message should reach them they would report it to mo. Accordmg 
to the evidence before tho Court, tho rumonr about tho cartridges being 
greased was confirmed by tho guard of tho G6th Native Inlantr) on tho 
11th February Pray mark that the meeting at the mess between mo 
and the native officers took place on the IGtb February Again on 
tho 18th February a havildars guard of tho 34th Native Infiintry 
nmvod with some Qovernraont stallions proceeding to Buxor In tho 
evidence before tho Court you will seo it stated that this guard confirmed 
tho statement made by tho guard of the 05th Native Infantry and still 
no report was made to mo. Again on tho 25th February a hanldors 
guard of tho 34th Native Infiintry arrived with European convalescents 
and they corroborated tho statomonts made by tho two former guattla , 
etill my native officers never rondo nny report to me. All this I did 
not know until the first portion of tho proceedings of tho Court of 
Enquiry was sent to me 

As regards my conduct during tho whole proceedings it is fully 
explained by tho wnitcn documents before the Court, oiccpt porhop* 
that tho withdrawal of tho guns has boon loft in doubt by my hastily 
wntton letter of tho 27th February 

I can assure tho Court that I never made any compromise with tho 
men and that before I ordered the guns and cavnirj off tho native 
officers declared to mo that some of the companies had lodged their 
arms and that the rest wore doing sa I then told them llinl I tnulcd 
to their honour that there should bo no further disturbance during the 
night and that I wuld meet them on parade at dajligjit, All went 
off quietly I may ns well inform tho Court that rny jK>sition on tho 
night of the 2Cth Icbruary was most cntical, that I was uncertain 
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■v\ heiber, if it came to a figbt, we weie able to coerce tbe men of 
the 19th Native Infautiy, and that I was in consequence exceedmgly 
desirous of avoiding a collision 

I tender to the Couit a copy of my demi-official letter, dated 12th 
Maich ISoT, to the address of the Assistant Adjutant-General of Divi- 
sion (the oiiginal of which is not amongst the documents which weie

I cannot suppose that what occurred on the night of the 26th 
February was the united act of the whole regiment. I do not think that 
more than ten or fifteen men of each company can have been conoemed 
in the forciblo seizure of the arms and ommumtion at the koies but the 
rrnsmg a ay of fire, and the drum sounding the alarm caused the entire 
regiment to turn out eo that the good and the bod men of the regiment 
got assembled , and the night bang dark, there was no distinguishing 
between the armed aqd the unarmed men. I now call upon you, the 
native commiasionod and non-commiasioned officers of the regiment, to 
assist mem finding out tho leaders of this muhnoua proceeding, also 
by whom these gross nus-etatementa concerning tho cartridges and tho 
greaSpO about to be served out to regiments to bo used with tho new 
Enfield nllcs, were first communicated to the 10th Itegiment of Native 
T nfiin hy This 13 jour duty to find out 

Tho Articles of "War clearly state that any person acting ogmnsb 
tho rcbgious feelings of any man m o rcgimont of tho army is liable 
to tho severest punishment Tbereforo you should not upon tho mere 
rumour spread abroad by miscbiovous or designing persons have dis- 
trusted a Government you have sworn fiuthfully to servo and who for 
upwards of 100 years have had your forofiithcrs m their service 

I now entreat yon to come forward and state when and from whom 
you first heard that it was tho intention of Government to dcstroyyour 
caste If this information is not given immediately tho punishmont 
whatever Government may please to order will fall equally upon tho 
good and tho bad mon of the regiment^ and I thmk it is tho dut^ of 
all officers and good soldiers to savo tho character of tho regiment, 
ifthich has hitherto been good.

Demi-oJJlcjal fi om Lieutenant-Colonel G H Macoeegou, to Lieutenant-Colonel 
W St L Mitchell, Commanding 19th Regiment of Native Infantry , — 
dated 'Berhampoi e, dth April 1857 

I have just received your letter of the 1st instant, and lose no 
time m replymg to it. 

I returned to Berharapore, as you know, on the mornmg of the 27th 
of February last, and it was then that I learnt what had occurred the 
previous mght 

I beheve, fi’om all that I know of the matter, that you did all in 
your power, on the evening of the 26th of February last and previously, 
to satisfy the men of the 19 th Regiment that the cartridges which they 
refused to take were altogether unobjectionable, and that it was only 
when they had seized their arms to resist your authority that you had 
recourse to the adoption of strong measures agamst them 

There can be no doubt, I think, that the measures taken by you 
for reducing the men cf the 19th to obedience were necessary, and, 
under the emergency, that you displayed good judgment in adopting 
such measures is, I think, suflSciently shown by the success which 
attended them 

The men behaved very well afterwards, and seemed to be very 
sorry for what they had done, and I do believe that if the native officers 
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and non corammsioned officera had done their duty the men Tvonld never 
have been gmlty of mntmy I have been stationed here with the 
regiment for some montha part, and until this buamesa a quieter or a 
better behaved regiment I never met with- 

"With regard to jonr own condact in the matter I fail to porceivo 
in what way you are to blame 

I suppose it IS ft form generally observed to assemble a Court of 
Enquiry on on occasion of the kind to enquire into the oonduct of the 
commanding officer and as much for hia Batialiiction as for that of the 
Government, but you will, I doubt not, be folly acquitted of all blamo 
in the matter 

Hopmg soon to hear of such acquittal and that Government havo 
entirely opproved of your conduct.

A careful perusal of these papers satisdes mo that Lioutenant- 
Colonel ilitchell in dealing with tbo outbreak of the lOth Ecgimont 
ofNntivo Infantry on the 2Gth of Fobmary did not show the temper 
end firmness which is required of a commanding officer in such or* 
cumstonces 

I cannot doubt that dunng tho first part of the proceedings 
Lieutenant Colonel Mitchell was ns some witnesses hare testified, very 
ongry Tho inconsiderate threat that if tho men did not receive tho 
cortndgea ho would take them to Burma or China where they would 
die which is not denied by Licutonnot-Coloncl Mitchell conid not 
have proceeded from an officer speaking advisedly on a matter in 
which calmness and self possession wore urgently needed. 

But it IS especially in the time nnd raannor of withdrawing tho 
nrtillciy nnd cavalry which ho hod brought upon tho ground fur tho 
purpose of compollmg to obedicnco tho regiment which had then taken 
up arms that Lioutenant-Colonel Mitchollsgravcst error ofn want of 
firmness consists The evidence upon this point vanes eomowhat but 
not matonall} Lieutenant MacAndrew Adjutant of tho regiment 
thinks that tho submission of tho sepoys in lodging their arms was 
simultaneous with tho withdrawal of tho artillery Captain MncDougnll 
did not sec any men lodge their arms, fifty men of his envn company 
agreed to do so but thoj did nothing more than sit down with their 
antis m their hands Captain Manning did not ko the arms Iwigcil hy 
the fow men of his company who had them. Captain ^Ncwhoufc fajw 
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that the aims were not lodged until after he saw the toiches which 
accomiianied the aitillery move off the ground. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Mitchell’s statement is that he made no compromise with the men, 
and that befoie he oideied the guns and cavalry off, the native 
officers declaied to him that some of the companies had lodged their 
arms, and that the rest weie doing so. 

It is no doubt true that theie was no arranged bargain between 
Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell and his men ; but whereas it was his duty 
to listen to no proposals, and to accept no assurances, until he had 
satisfied himself, through his European ofiScers, that every musket in 
the lanks was laid doivn, he did }ueld to lepresentations made on 
behalf of a regiment in mutiny uuth arms in its hands, and he did so in 
Older to obtain from them that which he ought to have exacted as an 
act of obedience. It is impossible not to view the mode m which 
Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell withdrew the coercmg force as a tnumph 
to the mutmous sepoys 

Aftei what has passed in this matter, I submit that the Govern- 
ment cannot feel that confidence in Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell’s judg-. 
ment and firmness which it ought to be able to lepose in eveiy officer 
commandmg a regiment, and I propose that the Commander-m-Chief 
be requested to appoint some other officer to raise and command the 
corps which will take the place of the disbanded 19th Kegiment, and ta 
find such other employment for Lieutenant-Colonel Mitchell as His 
Excellency may deem suitable.

1 deem it my duty to beg you will acquaint the officer command- 
ing the field foice that a leport was made to me last evenmg to the 
effect that the men of the Gienadier, 2nd and Light Companies of the 
regiment under m}’’ command had, after sunset roll-call, requested the 
ordeily-havildais of their compames to lepoit their leluctance to pro- 
ceed home on furlough. 

I immediate!}'’ sent for the Native officers of those compames, and 
told them to go to the lines, leason with the men, and endeavom’ to 
^asceitam their state of feeling. 

Captain W. J P. Bailow, officiating Adjutant, visited the Imes by 
my orders at the 9 o’clock roll-call, and reports having fiist gone to the 
place where the Grenadier Company wa? assembled He then caused 
the roll of the men entitled to furlough to be called, and asked the men 
present, individually, whether they wished to accept it or not The 
officers, commissioned and non-commissioned, without exception, ex- 
pressed their wilhngness to go, also the three semor sepoys , the other 
men present replied, if oui brethren at Banackpore go, we will go, but 
we hear they are not going. His enquiries fiom the 2nd and Light 
Compames met with a similar result. He then left them, telhng them 
to thmk over the matter during the night. This morning the leave 
men of the Grenadier, No 2 and Light Companies were had up to the 
adjutant’s quarters, and very respectfully gave m their mtention of not 
proceedmg on leave until they heard of the men at Barrackpore having 
availed themselves of the mdulgence, and the thiee sepoys of the 
Grenadier Company who expiessed their wilhngness to go now declared 
their inabihty to resist the general pressure 

There seems to be a dread of mcurring the displeasure of other 
troops, which apparently was only implanted in their mmds at a late 
hour yesterday, as the purchase of pomes and othei prepaiations for 
their home jomney were in progiess throughout the day, and the men 
appeared to be m high good humour. I am convinced that the leceipt 
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of ■some intelhgencQ dunng yesterdayaftemoon caused the excited state 
of feeling but I am unable to trace its origin.

We aie all under the oideis of the colonel, but I am always found 
fault with', and called out whenever the slightest duty is to be por- 
foimed The call is—'' Wheie is the jemadar ? " Whenever I go out, oven 
to perform the calls of nature, I am always watched by coi tain men 
dull lance-naicks, Pay-Havildar Madho Sing, and otheis. 

As to the accusation about cartridges, I ariived in the lines at 
half-past 6 o’clock on the evemng of the 3rd March from gariison 
dttty On the mommg of the 4th, at ahout half-past 9 o’clock, I went 
mth my boy seivant towaids the bazar to get grass and other materials 
for thatching I had thatched one of my huts befoio I went away on 
garrison duty. Boodheram Sing was going along in the same duection. 
about ten paces in front When we came near the lines of the Lioht 
Company, Jemadai Sewchiim Sing called me to him Subadai-Maior 
.Dunou Sing, Subadar Homail .Sing weie sitting on the same charpoy. 

man Sing Pay-Havildar of the 6th Company, and Thakoie Sing, Pay- 
Hayildar of the 4th Company, and Issuree Sing, Havildar, light Com- 
W those three were also together on a cha.poy , and MaLo Sing 
Pay-Havildai of the Grenadier Company, was standing with a book 
tmde, his arm I told the jomadai, I had no. time to come fc J 
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the reaeon was, I wne aftmd they might catch soma wotd of mme so as 
to brmg It ap ogamat me When I got near the haiar Boodheram 
asked mo why I bad not gone when the jemadar called me , I replied— 
Because they are my enemies and only asked me to go to them that 
they might catch me " I made my parohasee and went home and did 
not leave my hut again that da;y 

On the 6th March at about 8 o clock in the morning the snbodar 
of the 2nd Company who la now in Court, called out to mo — Here is your 
son amved. He had been away to Jnggonmth. I did not leave my hut 
that day after his arrival but remained in attendance upon my soru 

As to the cartndge accusation we were never told to bite them, 
neither on the parade groond nor at the colonel s house on the two 
occamona But people teok my name from reasons of enmity to try and 
get my name cut. Send for cartridges and bring in a mnsket, and see 
•who will bite the cartridges and who will not , and let thoee who will 
not hite them be dismissed. 

On the second occasion of gomg to the colonel s bungalow did 
any one refuse or did any one agree to bite the cartndge* ? I would 
ask if I have disobeyed any ordeis of the colonel on the subject. Tho 
colonel on receiving such a report ought to have asked me whetl^er I 
would obey orders or not, and if I had not then it was proper to 
punish me. For thirty three years I have served the Government 
and obeyed all orders I have received and had intended to do so , and 
I am still in hopes that my enermes may be brought before the Court 
and directed to bite the cartndgcs, ond that I may be placed alongsido 
them and told to do so too , and if I refuse then punish me.

thecolonela on the 8th March. I was cleansmg my r^l 

about half past 0 0 clock when soma sepoys came to mo and said- \Mmt 
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aie you sitting there for, rvliile Madho Smg is setting a trap for you ? 
He took a sepoy during the day to Captain Gioono’s, and now ho is 
taking two to the coloneks.” I then started to go to the adjutants, but 
it being late, I was afraid that if I was found absent I might bo report- 
ed again, so I went up towaids the quartoi-gu^id lo toll them where 
I was going. I saw Gowue Sunkur Towairy of the oth Company 
sitting near the wrestling place, and told him they aio making up a 
caseagainstme— “Will you be my witness ? I am going up to the 
adjutant’s.” The subadar said— “I don’t know anything about your^ 
case, but I will be a witness that you aie going up to tlic adjutant’s.” 
I then went up to the quarter-guard, and told Sowbuccus Sing, 
jemadar on duty theie, that they noie making false accuSvitions against 
me, and that two men had gone up to the colonors with Madho Sing, 
and that I was gomg up to the adjutant’s, and that ho was to bo 
a witness. 

As I was going on, I saw Jankoo Sing and called him to mo, and 
took him along with 1110 to tho adjutant’s When i\o got up to the 
tank near the magazine, wo came up to Hjat Bux Khan, pay-havddar, 
and I told him what I heaid was going on against mo, and said — “ You 
are a pay-havildar , what do you know about it ” He lophod— “ I will 
take an oath I know nothing about it wbatovor. ” Wo all thioc wont 
straight to the mess-house. Just as we went up the stops to tho door, 
it struck 7 o’clock The servants w'eie taking m dinner. I told the 
ahdar two or three times to inform tlie adjutant that I ivas there on. 
particular business He said — “Dinner is just coming on to the table and 
the gentlemen aie arriving , let them eat their dinner, and then I ivill 
tell the adjutant ” In about twenty minutes after the ahdav came and 
told me that the adjutant saheb’s eider was that I was to wait 
about a quarter to 8 o’clock. The IcJndmatgar Rajjub told me that tho 
adjutant had sent word to me to go over to his house Jankee Sing 
then said “It is near 8 o’clock, I have to be piesent at loll-call,” — and 
went to tbe Imes ; Hyat Khan and I then went over to the adjutant’s 
house, and waited at the dooi on the side opposite the mess-house, which 
is not the principal entrance, but on the opposite side of the house. 'About 
half-past 8 o’clock the seigeant-maj’or, thehavildar-majoi, Bhoowany Buc- 
ciis, and Rampersand Ditchit, Lance-Naick, came into the compound 
and went round to the fiont of the house We followed them at twenty 
paces off, and just then the adjutant came over from the mess walking: 
rapidly, and went into the house fiom the rear wheie we had been wait- 
ing. When we got to the fiont, I went up and saluted him ; Hj at Khan 
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did tha same and so did the othera Abont a mmntA ^ 

nel Hams also came, ^'"e were all eiommed separatelv h

With regard to what Jemadar Sewhuccus Sing reported, there are 
plenty of Native officers m the regiment the captain of my company 
and subadars in tha regiment what miafortiine had befallen mo that 
I Bhonld go to him, a jemadar Uke myself and say that my only hone 

was m him I Whoever la not a fool can tell who is his enemy la it 

likely that I shonld go to my enemy to talk any snch thing 1 

With regard to the case of thatching the huts how is it that the 
report should be made direct to the commanding officer and that the 
captain of the company the subadar and the orderly hanldar should 
know nothing about it but that a havildar of another company should 
take a sepoj of my company to the colonel s to complam. 

As to tho moetmg the havildar major knows very well who is the 
suhabar of the day, and that it is his duty to tell him first , and if he did 
not bring him tho subadar of my company was on that day in the lines. 

The orderly havildar was there also he did not soy anything to 
any of them but accordmg to his choice he brought men from tho 3rd 
and 7th Companies lance naicks, and men of tho aamo caste as wit 


neases There ore plenty of Native officers m tho linos whom he might 
have made witnesses instead of those men. I complam of men 
having been called os witnesses durmg tho course of the trial — men who 
had been mentioned to the colonel by the subadar major and havd 
dar major day by daj, but who hod not been warned. With regard to 
the evidence about that mooting some witnesses say that tho mootmg 
was m tho court-yard some m the bouse some say that there arc 
tatties (enclosure) round tho compound, some say it was open , tho 
Native officers of my regiment who are in the Court can giro ovidonco 
about that ask them They can also giro information as to whether 
four of my fiundy camo on that day or not. Another thuig I wish to 
state 13 that since I joined the regiment on its being raised there have 
been fourteen commandants seven adjutants and eight havildar 
majors I havo always had a good choractor with all of those If ho 
chametor hook is referred to this will be shown. I havo oalj got a bud. 
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character now by the haofc-biting and false complaints made against 
me by the subadar-major and the havildar-majorj and to which the 
colonel listens. 

On tlie 20tli of Marcli tli§ subadar-major made tbe four prisoners 
who are to be tned on the charge of being at the meetmg sit down on 
his bed and told them that if they would confess that they were at 
this meetmg, whether they mentioned the names of others or not, he 
would get them promoted to be naicks and havildars, and have 
them released from confinement 

The subadar of the 37th Kegiment now in this Court and many- 
other officers can speak to my character when I was naick of the 3rd 
Company, 37th Regiment, before this was raised. 

I agam urge upon the Court that I have served 33 years, and have 
always done my duty, and would also do my duty , but I have been 
lumed by false reports being made of me, and throw myself upon the 
consideration of the Court. I have no more witnesses. 

The defence is closed. 

It being near 4 o’clock, the Court adjourned until 11 A.M. to-morrow, 
the 3rd April. 

Tenth Day’s Pkoceedinqs 

Fort Willmm, 3rd April 1857, 

The Court reassembled this day at their former place of meeting, 
at half-past 11 o’clock m the forenoon, the President, Members, Judge- 
Advocate, Inteipieter, Piosecutor, and prisoner, being all present. 

The Piosecutor not having his reply prepared, the Court did not 
commence proceedings until near 1 o’clock p.m. 

At the request of the prisoner. Lieutenant W. M Grierson 70th 
Regiment of Native Infantry, the Interpreter to the Court, is sworn.

QiLestion—WiW you state to the Court what you know of my 

Ansioer— It is now thiee years since I left the regiment, at which 
time the jemadar was a pay-havildar. I believe 
he accompanied me once on treasure escort duty, 
diu'ing which time I had no fault to find with him 
I know nothing further personally of him, he not 
havmg been m my company, but I always considered 
him a smart non-commissioned officer.

I request your particular attention to a few remarks I wish to make 
on the defence made yeeterday by the prisoner Jemadar Saliokram 
Sing and would at the same tame refer m a Aw instances to certain 
parte of the eyjdence for the prosecution which have not m any way 
been contradicted or disproved by the witneeses for the defenca 

The first matanCe of the first chaiye, I conceivo, has been aa clearly 
and Bataafeotorily proved as it is poesibto to prove anything’ A Native 
commiBsionod officer (a jemadar) and a havildar have both sworn to 
having heard the prisoner make no© of the mntmouB expressaons with 
ivhich he is charged , a report of the same is made a short time aSter to 
the Bubadar of the company in presence of the eubadar major of the 
regiment, these two respectable Native officers have sworn to the report 
made by the Native officer to whom it is addreaaed by the prisoner 
The pnBoner ha^ not attempted to disprove the statement he la 
charged with having made regarding the biting of the cartridges, and 
I think there can be nn,^doubt in the minds of the membere of thia Court 
that the statemeut was a^e and this, too the Court will recollect after 
I hod had a parade of th^^^Tunent at which the Interpreter Gaptam 
Impey, explained to the men^^ my presence, the whole of the cartridge 
case pointing out that no greasiL was upo^Eiany that had been issued ^ 
that none would be put upon thelB that thWpnper was clean and firoo 
from grease , and that the whole of material used in the preparation 
of the cartridge was unobjectionable to either Hindu or ilussulmart 
This explanation; it has been shown m evidence, satisfied the minds of 
the mem 

This Native officer Sahefcram Sing, was also present at that parade 
and earned the colours. Ho was well aware of the disaffection and bad 
feeling A-nKtiTig amongst the troops at Borrackpore ho also saw that the 
regiment to which he belonged was perfectly satisfied with the oipbma 
tion that had been made to them and with what Government puoptosed 
doing, so that there would not bo the slightest mtorforenco inch casto 
or the religious prejudices of tho sepoy, and this I myscU more than onco 
fully and satisfactorily explained to both Native offlccra and men , and jut 
a month or so afterwards hero is o Native commissionod officer of about 
thirty three years eervico, who evidonUy must bo one of tho Oisaffoctod, 
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but without any leal cause, as has been shown, instead of endeavouring 
to soothe and allay any gi’oundless fears that might still be l^^i^g 
the minds of any of the men of his legiment, doing all he could to foster 
and foment disaffection amongst them, and endeavouring to incite them 
to jom m his mutinous and unauthorised conduct j'but fortunately, the 
men were too staunch and too tiue to then* colours and their Goveinmenfc 
to allow themselves to be led away by one disaffected individual, wheie 
they saw theie was no just cause for complaint. 

The prisoner has said in his defence that he was in his hut the 
whole of the day of the 5th March 1857, fmm S o’clock in the morning, 
attending upon hia son, who had returned froin Juggernath , whereas 
his own witnesses have sworn that he went thiough the Imes of his com- 
pany once at ten o’clock m the morning, and again at half-past 4* in 
the afternoon of that day, telling the men as he passed along to lepair 
their huts , this he did twice on the very day he has stated in his de- 
fence that he did not leave his hut after 8 o’clock in the morning. Two- 
sepoys of the 1st Company have also sworn that they saw the prisoner 
passmg thiough their Imes on the afternoon of the 5 th March, and heard 
him tell them not to huny in repaiimg their huts, as theie would be a 
disturbance m three or four days or so , this too said at a time when the 
sepoys of some of the regiments at Bariackpoie were more or less diS' 
affected, and showed every disposition to jom in a disturbance 

The prisoner’s witnesses have sworn that they heard the jemadar, 
Sahekram Smg, give oideis to repau’ the huts and cookmg-places at the 
time that he states he was m his hut, but these witnesses have not said 


that they did not hear the jemadar also give ordeis to delay repairing 
them, for the reasons stated m the second instance of the Srst charge 
With refeience to the third instance of the first chaige, the 
jemadar is not charged with being himself present at a meeting of 
non-commissioned officers and others at his hut, hut with havmg a 
meetmg of non-commissioned officers and sepoys of the 70thEegiment at 
his hut, in the lines of his company,, and this, I think, the Couit will 
allow has been most satisfactoiily proved by no less than six witnesses, 
who have all sworn to the fact, and who have given the names of some 
of the men they saw there, describing minutely the very clothes some 
woie Theie smely could not have been any mistake in this evidence, 
foi no SIX witnesses could have so conectly given evidence had they 
leally not been eye-wifcnesses to what they stated The jemadar m 
IS defence ^TOhes to show that he was not present at this meeting 
lout that he was at the mess, If it should appear to the Court that 
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there is any nnoertainty abont the exact tune at which the jemadar 
was present at that meetmg there is no uncertainty of the fact of hia 
presence. He was both seen and heard The sentry Gunnesa Tandy, 
saw him, and Sepoy Adhar Sing heard his Toice. 

But if even ho were not present he would be equally culpable " 
under this charge. The (act of the meeting having taken place is 
unquestionable and it is impossible to suppoee that twenty or twenty- 
five persona should aasemhlo at the jemadars hut without hia conni 
vance 

What the Buhjoot diacuased at“that meeting waa haa to a certain 
extent been ehomi, and that the aasembly held for illegal purposes 
la beyond a shadow of a doubt , if not for such purpoae how la-it that 
none of those have come forward who were present at the assembly 
althongh a pardon was offered by the Major General commanding tho 
Diviaion to any one who would speak the truth , and, if not why ahoyld 
the jemadar have threatened and pereuaded the sentry Qunneffl Pandy 
to deny there had been a meeting t There can be no other conclusion 
than that the meetmg was of an illegal nature and the evidence itself 
m some measure explains its nature Sepoy Adhar Sing has sworn 
that he heard the jemadar aay— What I haTe done has been exposed , 
and now what ehall I do ? What had the jemadar done ? Is it not 
shown that he had on the 6th of ilarcb used seditious languago 
about the cartndgee and the huts 1 Here was something to be exposed 
and did not tho jemadar know that his conduct had been exposed ? 

The answer to this is clear The evidence shows that my orderly bad 
at 6 0 clock m the evemng of the 8th of March informed Hyat Bux 
Khan, Pay Havildnr tho constant companion of the jemadar on that 
evening as shown both by tho evidences for tho prosecution and tho 
defence that Madho Sing hod reported the jemadars misconduct to 
me and that an enquiry had that day been made by me. It is unpoe 
sible to conceive that Hyat Bux Eban did not tell that to tho jemadar 
BO that the meaning of the words hpard to be spoken—” What I havo 
done has boen exposed and now whatshall I do ? ” — is dear and is in 
itself sufficient to show the unlawful character of tho meeting 

Having now disposed of tho charges I will proceed to remark upon 
the stylo of defence adopted by the prisoner Jemadar Salickram Smg 
He evidonUy wishes the Court to think him an ill treated man and that 
there la a strong party feeling against him m tho regiment for ho 
talks of hia enemies m the corps, and lays great stress upon tho names 
of tho aubadur major oad dnU hav Jdar oftho regiment, whom bo impUes

having maligned him to me, and that I (he also says) have listened 
to tales 5 hack-bitmgs, and false complamts from these two men. I now 
solemnly assure this Court that the first I ever heard of theie hemg 
enrmty between the prisoner and any one m the regiment was at one 
of the sittings of this very Court, and not before. Indeed, I had not the 
slightest idea that he was not on the same friendly terms in the regiment 
as the other Native officers appear to be , and I would also heie inform 


the Court that neither the subadar-major nor the havildar-major has ever 


told me any tales against the prisoner, or made any false complaints^ 
against any other persons m the regiment Indeed, I would not have 
allowed it. I never encourage tale-bearmg and tittle-tattle I never 
have done so, and I never will, eithei from a subadar or from a sepoy. 

In explanation of what the piisoner complains as having taken 
place on the 20th of March, I will state to the Court exactly what 
occurred. On or about the 20th of March, Major-General Heaisey, 
Commandmg the Presidency Division, authorised me to offer a fr’ee 
pardon to any one of the prisoners who would come forward and speak 
the whole truth legardmg the meeting at the jemadai’s hut, if he were 
there, what was the subject of conversation that was carried on there, 
and so forth This I made known at the head-quarters of my regiment 
thiough ray adjutant, and when I came down to Fort William to act as 
prosecutor on this trial, by older of the Major-General commanding, 
I made the same known thiough the subadar-major and dnll-havildar, 
who weie down here as witnesses for the piosecution , going myself to 
the encampment of the evidences, and piisoners near the tank, and my- 
self tellmg them to make known the General’s orders, and my offer, with 
his sanction, of a free pardon to any one who would turn Queen’s evi- 
dence. So much for the prisoner’s insmuation that the other prisoners 
were attempted to be bribed mto confessmg. 


Jemadar Salickram Smg has merely given his own testimony of 
false complamts having been made against him, and has also stated that 
there are persons at enmity with him in the legunent, without proving 
a smgle instance , and he has not attempted even to show why they are 
at enmity with him, or given any reasons for it throughout his state- 
ment, 01 attempted even to support it by evidence. I believe his 
assertion to be without the least foundation, and wholly untrue, for as I 
have before said, I never heard of it imtil it was put forwah m this

The jemadar thinks and says I ought, on receiving a report againit 
him to have sent for him and aatod him whether he would obey ordere 
My duty IS to issue orders to those undar my command and to eee them 
obeyed , not to ask my subordmatos " if they will obey them " 

On receiving reports against the pnsoner of so sonous a nature as 
mutiny and holding a meeting at hie hut porticularly at a time when 
the troope at the station were more or less disaffected I directed my 
adjutant to place the jemadar m arrest and 1 ordered without delay 
a special Court of Inquiry 

Before concluding I would make a remark conoeming the jema- 
dars complamt that men were called as witnesses during the coureo of 
the trial men who had boon mentioned to me by the subadur mryor 
and haYiIdar major day by day but who hod not been warned Tho 
Court may recollect and I have no doubt the Judge-Advocate does that 
on one or two occasions during tho timl, some particular pomts to 
which answers were made ehated tho name or names of one or two 
men whom I had not heard of as knowing onj thmg of tho case 
under investigotion, it was then thought in Court that those men would 
be material witnesses for the prosecution. Tho Court may also recollect 
having seen mo on these occasions writing to mj adjutant to send theso 
witneeeos down on tho following mormng carlj , thoso notes vrtro 
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written hy me in Coiiit, and given immediately the proceedings of the 
day weie closed, on one occasion, to the havildai -major to send up to 
Baiiachpore, and on another, I think I gave the note to the adjutant 
himself, as he was in Couit on that day. This explanation will, I hope, 
fully satisfy the Couit that the jemadai s insinuations that witnesses foi 
the piosecution were first told what to say by the subadar-major and 
havildai -major, and then metnioned to me as men necessary to be 
sent for, aie gioundless and malicious, put forth evidently in hope of 
making the Comb believe that he, the piisoner, has not had justice 
done him, and that paity feeling was at woik against him, the whole 
being a fabiication of his own and utterly untiue. 

I will now leave the serious charges against the prisoner in the 
hands of the Couit, to be dealt with as the membeis may see fit, feel- 
ing convmced that fifteen Native oflSceis who have served the State 
faithfully and honourably, some from thirty to foity years, \ull show 
then Government that they know their duty, and will perform it , that 
notwithstanding the prisonei is a Native oflScer of about thnty-thieo 
years’ service, they will not peimit the good name and beaiing of a 
steady and well-behaved legiment to be even tainished by the machi^ 
nations of one disaffected and contumacious officer.

REMARKS 


The Commander-in-Chief returned these proceedings for a revision 
of the sentence, considering mere dismissal from the service an inade- 
quate punishment for the crime of mutiny. 

The Court have, however, adhered to their original sentence, re- 
presenting that there is a marked difference between the case of Jema- 
dar Salickram Sing, and those of Sepoy Mungul Pandy and Jemadar 
Issuiee Pandy of the 34th Regiment of Native Infantry, on each of whom 
the Court has passed a capital sentence. General Anson, agreeing in 
much that has been advanced by the Court, is still of opimon that a very 
lenient view has been taken of the misconduct of Jemadar Salickram 
Smg, but out of deference to the President and Members of this court- 
martial, who, faithful to their duty to the State, have not shrunk from 
awarding a sentence of death when they cdhscientiously considered it 
deserved, General Anson has accorded his approval and confiimation of 
the present sentence, and he has the more readily done so, as the 70 th 
Regiment, to which Jemadar Sahekram Smg was a disgrace, is a well- 
conducted body of men, and requires no severe example in its ranks to 
mark the hemousness of the crime of mutiny.

On the 24th April 1857, Brevet-Coloucl Smyth, commanding tho 
3rd Light Cavalry, addressed the following letter to tho Major ofBiigado 
at Meerut 

“ I have the honor to report, for the information of tho officer 
commanding the station, that yesterday I ordeied a parade to take 
place this morning for the purpose of showing the men the new mode 
by which they might load their carbines without bitmg their cartridges ; 
and late m the evening I received information from the havildar- 
major that the men of the first tioop would not receive their cartridges 
(which were the same that they always used), and my adjutant 
received a letter from Captain Ciaigie, copy of which is enclosed. 

This morning I explained to the men my reason for ordering 
the parade, and I first ordered the havildar-major to show them 
the new way of loading, which he did, and fired off his car- 
bine. ‘I then ordered the cartridges to be served out, but with the

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2 On the receipt of this letter o court of inqmi 7 ^ as^ 
sembled by Major-General Hemtt commanding the ifeerut Divomon 
with the view to ehcit &cta if possible to elncidato the cause of tbo 
r^usal of the men of the 3rd laght Cavalry to use tho cartridges on 
the 24th April, and to oacertoin if there was anything objccttonablo m 
them,

I know of nothing which should prevent either Hindu or Mussulman 
using them Tho cartridges are unobjoctionablo , tboy oro tho same 
OB have been in use nth tho regiment for ytaas, Tboro is no greaso 
in them. Herenpon tho witness was directed to produce some of tho 
cartidgcs , ho did so without bositatioo. Tho members of tho Court 
exammed them and observed that " they oro cxactlj similar to what 
have been m uso in tho Borneo for thirty and forty years 

C. The havildar a Hindu, who superintended tho mokiog up of 
thesovery cartndgci^said “Thcro a nothing whateverabout them that 
cither Hmdu or Mussulman can consider objecUonablo , tho> aro 
precisely tho Boraoaa havo been, m uw for years with tho regiment, 
they wore mado m tho regimental magaunc, as hen^toforo by tho Kgi- 
mental Ihalasis.'* 

7 Tho tmdal a Hindu states *^1110 present cartridges were 
nmdo up by myself and the WolasMot the regiment, they ate pre- 
cisely tho some m paper and w all malcnala as tbej bare been oirvt 
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since I haTe teen in tte regiment, and that is thirty-three years. Ti 
now I never heard an objection of any kind against them, and even 
now I cannot understand what point in particular is objected to. I 
have never heard anything beyond general rumour, which no one is 


able to particularise.” 

8 Of the twelve troopers examined, not one could point out any- 
thing objectionable in tbe cartridges , they spoke of the suspicion of 
impurity o£ some kind, though of its natuie not one knew anything. 
Moolah Bux (Mahomedan) when questioned on the subject, insolently , 
replied “ 1 have doubt about the caitiidges , they apparently look like 
old ones, but they may, for aught I know, have pigs’ fat rubbed over 
them." The next witness, a Hindu, voluntarily handled the cartndges 
to show that he consideied them perfectly unobjectionable. It may be 
here remarked that not only had no objectionable cartridges been 
Served to the 8rd Regiment of Light Cavalry, but, so far as is known 
none fit for caibmes bad been received at Meerut when the mutiny 


occuned 


9. The opinion of the Coiu't of Inqimy is contained in the follow- 
ing woids — 

“ The Court, having attentively weighed the evidence given befoie 
tbem, aie of opinion that no adequate cause can be assigned for tbe 
disobedience of Colonel Smyth’s orders by tbe men of the 3id Regiment 
of Light Cavalry lu refusing to receive and use the cartndges that were 
served out. The only conclusion the Court can amve at in regard to 
this point 13 that a repoit seems to have got abroad which in some 
vague form attaches suspicion of impurity to the materials used for 
makmg these cartndges, but the Court are unanimously of opinion that 
theie 18 nothing whatever objectionable in the cartndges of the Sid 
Regiment of Light Gavaliy, and that they may be freely received and used 
as heretofore without m the slightest degree affecting any religious 
scruple of either a Hmdu or Mussulman, and if any pietence, contrary 
to this, is urged, that it must be false ” 


10 When the proceedmgs of the Court of Inquiry reached the 
late Commander-m- Chief, General Anson, accoppanied by Colonel 
Smyth’s report, His Excellency oideied the mutmous soldiers (of whom 
forty-nine weie Mahomedans and thirty-six were Hmdus) to be tned 
by a native general court-maitial on the followmg charge — 

_ Fm havmg at ileerat, on the 24th April 1S67, seve.ally and 
individually, disobeyed the lawfiil command of their superior oLer 

Brevet-Colonel G. M. C. Smyth, Commanding the 3 rd ^0^0; 
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Light Cavalry by not having taken the cartridgea tendered to each of 
them individually ibr ubo that day on parade when ordered by Colonel 
Smyth to take the said cartridges. 

11 The Court sat on the 6th, 7th and 8th of May, and was 
composed of six Mahomedon and nine Hindn native officers taken

show them how it could he loaded without putting the 
cartridge to the mouth, this the havildar-major did 
before them. When they had all refused the carti idges, 
I pointed out to them that the havildar-major had 
used these cartridges , that there was no grease of 
any kind on them, and that they were the same as 
they had always used, and that they had better take 
them With these men on parade were five others, 
non-commissioned officers, who made no objection tO’ 
taking the cartridges. I made these five men, who had 
obeyed my orders, advance a short distance in front 
of the prisoners, to follow the example those men had 
set them, but not one of them would do so . The 
prisoners, one and all, ended by disobeying the orders 
I gave them on parade ; and as this was the case, I 
caused the parade to be dismissed, and reported the 
circumstance for the mformation of the officer com- 
manding the station. 

Cross-examined 


Meer Kudrut Ally, Naick, No 232, puts the following questions •— 

Queahon — ^Did you show us the cartridges that we might see whether 
they were old ones or new ones ^ 

Answer — ^The kot-dafadars had them m their hands ; you might 
have exammed them in any way' but you refused to 
touch them. 

Question — ^Werethe cartridges, which we refused, put aside and 
con6ned with us ? 

Answer — ^No, all the cartridges of the regiment are precisely the 
same ; there are not two kmds. 

The other prisoners decline to cross-examine. 

Examined by the Court 

Question — Why did you tell the men they would have to fire, instead 
of merely ordering them to do so ? 

Answer — ^T^e parade was m orders the day before, and entered in 
the order-book as usual, and each man was ordered to 
receive three cartridges. I wished to show them the 
new way of loadmg without puttmg the cartridges to 
the mouth, and attended the parade for the purpose.

numba of us said to each other If we use the greasid cartridges wo 
MiaU lose our caste, and shall never again be able to return to our 
homes. We thou consulted as to what was to bo done, and came to 
the conclusion that we ought to report the circumstances to the cap- 
tains of our troops so that somothmg might bo done to savo our caste. 
The native officers of troops reported tho orcumstancca to the captains 
commandmg troopa Wo all went to our rcspcctivo huts Eariy m 
the morning os we wore onlercd to turn out for parade wo all went 
there without knowing what hod been done or said tho mght before by 
captains of troops. Tho adjutant camo down to parade shortly after 
wards, and then tho colonel stood m front of tho skirmishors and said 
“ I have invented somotlung listen to what I am about to say If you 
will fire off these cartridges tho Commnndor m Chief will bo much 
pleased and you will have a great name and I shall hkowise get 
great praise and I will havo the whole affiur publuhcd in the papers." 
Tho colonel called tho havddnr major to tho front and said to 
h im “ Take a carbine load aud flroitoffmtho way I showed ypu yes 
terday and then ho said to us that wo should have to load and tiro 
in tho same manner Tho hanidar major brought his carbine to hts 
side and havmg handled his cartridges was about to bite off tho 
end, when tho colonel stopped bun saying Tear it with your Imn.l. 

Ho loaded and fired. Tho colonel then said “ Where ore tho carlndgoi, 
bring them hero " Kot-dalhdars brought tho cartridges tied up in cloth. 
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The colonel went to the right and said • “ Will you take those car- 
tridges 2 All said — “ No, we won’t take them.” Wo would not take 
them as we had great doubts about them , so the colonel had to induce 
us to take them, a thing he had never done before. AVlien the colonel 
had put us ‘ threes about ’ to dismiss us fiom the paiado, wo begged to 
make a statement to him. Ho fionted us, and wo said— “ If the other 
legiments will fiie one cartridge, we will fire ten.” The colonel said— 
“There are no other cai bridges for other men.” We said— “There are 
pistols.” The colonel then again put us ‘ thiecs about’ and dismissed 
us.” 

14 By the votes of fourteen out of the fifteen native 0 ^ 001 * 3 , the 
whole of the prisoners weie convicted and sentenced to imprisonment 
with hard labor for ten years each. But tlic Court solicited favor- 
able consideration for the prisoners, on account of the good cliiuactcr 
which they had hitherto borne, as testified to by tlicir commanding 
officer, and on account of their having been misled by vague rcpoits 
regal ding the cartiidges. 

15. Major-General Hewitt approved and confirmed the sentence, 
and made the following remarks — 


, * I would willingly attend to the lecommendation of the Court if 

I could find anything m the conduct of the prisoncis that would war- 
rant me in so domg Their former good chaiacter has been blasted by 
present misbehaviour, and then* having allowed themselves to bo 
influenced by vague reports, instead of attending to tlie advice and 
obeying the orders of their European superiors, is the gist of the offence 
for which they have been condemned. It appears fiom these proceedings 
that these misguided men, after consultation together on the night of 
the 23rd of Apnl 1857, came to the resolution of refusing their 
cartridges, having so far forgotten their duty as soldieis Their nexf 
step was to send word to the tioop captains that they would 
not take cartridges unless the whole of 'the tioops in the station 
would do so likewise Some of them even had the insolence to desiie 
that firing parades might be deferred till the agitation about cartridges 
among the native troops had come to a close In this state of 
insubordination they appeared on paiade on the morning of the 
24th, and then consummated the enme, for which they aie now 
to suffei, by repeatedly refusing, cartridges that had been made as 
usual in their regimental magazine, when assured, too, by Colonel 
Smyth ^ that the caitiidges had no giease on them , that they were old 
ones, and exactly similai to what had been in use in the regiment 


s 
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for thirty or forty years. Even now they attempt to justify bo gross an 
outrage upon discipline by alleging that they h^ doubts of the 
cartridges. There has been no acknowledgment of error no expression 
of regret, no pleading for mercy 

“To the majority of the prisoners no portion of the sentence will 
bo remitted. I observe however that some of them are very young, 
and I am willing to moke allowance for their having been misled by 
their more eipenenced comrades, and under those ciroumatauces, I 
remit one-half of the sentence passed upon the following men, who 
” have not been more than five yean in the service , * and then follow 
the names of eleven troopers. 

16 The prisoners having been delivered over to the civil power on 
the 9th of May the native cavalry and infantry at ATeorut mutinied 
on the evening of the following day and proceeded to Delhi, whero 
they were jomod by the native troops at that station. It will bo scon 
that the general court-martial was formed of nativo oflScere from all 
the corps that mutuuod on the lOth and 11th of Alay and the Prcai 
dent of tho court-martial, the Subadar Major of tbo 3Stb Light 
Infantry, was afterwards, it has been said, one of tbo principal loodors 
of tho mutineera. 

17 When a report of the result of tho trial was modo to tho lato 
General Anson it was intimated thot the mutmoers, boforo being mado 
over to tho civil power were put m irons on tho parade ground in tho 
presence of their regiment. His Excellency approved of the lenlonco 
that hod been passed upon tho prisoners, but expressed his regret ab 
this unusual procedure. Nothing raoro was hoard regarding tho muti 
ncers till the receipt of tho telcgmphio mesaago givmg information of 
tho mutiny and of thoir release from jaiJ
